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PREFACE. 



The M. "W. Grand Lodge of Tennessee, at tlio Annual Communication in 
18G8, directed that the Proceedings thereof, from 1813, the date of its organiza- 
tion, should ho reprinted — to he published hy the undersigned at his own 
expense, the Grand Lodge suhserihing for twelve hundred copies, at such price 
as may he agreed to hy the first four of the Grand Ofllcers. 

In pursuance of this direction, the present volume— being the first of the 
series— is presented, containing the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge from 1813 
to 1847, inclusive. 

Some delay in the publication has necessarily occurred, the labor of compiling 
the work having been undertaken in the midst of the arduous labors already 
devolving upon me. 

Every effort has been made to present an accurate transcript of the Proceed- 
ings, carefully collated from the original manuscripts; and while errors, doubt- 
less, do exist, it is confidently believed that they are few in number and unim- 
portant in charaeter. 

The Analytical Index appended adds very materially to the value of the 
work. The labor of preparing this Index has mainly devolved upon my 
efficient assistant, Kev. Brother J. D. Kiuicpatrick, and an inspection of the 
same will demonstrate how well this very laborious task has been performed, 
illy former assistant. Brother A. K. Holt, rendered valuable aid, also, in the 
labor of preparing copy, rending proof, and otherwise. 

It is believed that this work will bo an important and interesting addition to 
the Masonic literature of our jurisdiction, furnishing, as it will, much of the 
most reliable history of the Order in the State, ns well as the decisions of the 
Grand Lodge upon the various questions by it considered. 

This volume will be followed by others, ns rapidly as they can bo published, 
until the entire reprint shall be completed.

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INTEODUCTION. 



Believing that an account of the progress of Masonry in Tennessee, prior 
to the organization of a Grand Lodge therein, would prove interesting and val- 
uahlo to the Fraternity, it is proposed, in this Introduction, to give such infor- 
mation ns has heen obtained from what are regarded as autlientic sources. This 
account will not he ns complete as is desirnhle, nor could this ho expected under 
the circumstances, considering the lapse of time and loss of records; hut such 
as we have we give. 

Our distinguished brother, the lamented "Wilkins Tannehill, Past Grand 
Master of Tennessee, “whose labors of love and open-handed charity enshrined 
him in the hearts of his brethren,” made the first and, it is believed, the only 
attempt, heretofore, to present to the Fraternity in this State a history of the 
Order therein, for the time indicated; and to his two works. Masonic Manual 
and Tanneuill'S ForifoUo, we are indebted for many facts which it would be, 
otherwise, now impossible to obtain. 

The writer has applied to the subordinate Lodges now in existence in the 
State, formed prior to the organization of our Grand Lodge, for information in 
reference to the early Iiistory of those Lodges, but, except from Nos. 7, 8, and 
9, no information could bo obtained. Brother James P. IIannek, P. J. G. W., 
of Hiiam Lodge, No. 7, has furnished an original copy of the Proceedings of a 
Convention held at Knoxville, December 2, 1811, preparatory to the formation 
of a Grand Lodge. Wo will hereafter present a copy of this document. From 
Tannehill’s Portfolio we present some facts in relation to Cumberland Lodge, 
No. 8. Me can but regret that the loss of records prevents us from giving in- 
formation respecting these Lodges derived from their own Minutes. 

Eoalizing the importance of having full extracts from the Proceedings of tho 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina in regard to tho formation by it of subordinate 
Lodges in Tennessee, application was made to tho Grand Secretary of that 
State, K. W. Brother D. W. Bain, who kindly undertook to furnish the desired 
information. Tho cheerful manner in which our esteemed brother complied 
with this request and the efficient work thus performed by him demand more 
than a passing notice. Tho information thus derived is of great value, and, in

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tlio name of the Fraternity in this jurisdiction, we return our sincere thanks. 
Our mother Grand Lodge is fortunate in having so efficient and obliging a 
Grand Secretary. May he live long to serve the Craft in his important position ! 

The follow'ing are the extracts furnished by Brother Bain: 

TEANSCKIPTS FROM THE RECORDS OF THE GRAND LODGE, 
F.-.A.-.M., OF NORTH CAROLINA. 

December 17, 1796. — “Read a petition of brethren residing in and about Nash- 
ville, in the State of Tennessee, praj’ing for a charter to constitute a Lodge in 
the ^aid town of Nashville, which the Grand Lodge, on investigation, thought 
proper to grant, agreeably to the said petition, by the name of St. Tammany, 
No. 1, of Tennessee.” 

November 30, 1800. — “On motion, ‘Nesnlved, That a charter issue to the broth- 
ers heretofore working by dispensation in the town of Knoxville, in the State 
of Tennessee; that they be incorporated into a just and perfect Lodge, by the 
name of Tennessee, No. 41; that his Excellency, John Sevier, Esq., Governor 
of the State of Tennessee, be appointed Master, James Grant, Senior Warden, 
and Georoe Washington CAMrnELi. Junior Warden of said Lodge — the 
Grand Lodge having heretofore investigated and approbated their proceedings.’ ” 
‘'Resolved, That the name of St. Tammany Lodge, No. 1, of Tennessee, and No. 
29 be altered and hereafter known by the name of Harmony Lodge, No. 1, of 
the State of Tennessee, and No. 29 in the records of this Grand Lodge.” 

[At this Annual Communication Lodges in Tennessee wore represented ns 
follows; St. Tammany, No. 29, Brother Henry Potter; Tennessee, No. 41, 
Ja.mes Grant and Robert Williams.] 

December 11, 1801.— “The committee to whom was referred the inspection of 
the work and proceedings of Greeneville Lodge, in the town of Greeneville, in 
the county of Greene, of the State of Tennessee, report that the said work was 
IHasonic, and that their proceedings were according to the ancient usages of 
Masonry. Whereupon, it was ‘Resolved, That a charter issue to the said Lodge, 
incorporating them into a just and perfect Lodge, by the name of Greeneville, 
No. 43, of Greeneville; and that Brother George Washington Campbell be 
appointed Master, Jenkins Whitesides Senior Warden, and John Rhea 
Junior Warden of the said Lodge.’” 

[Lodges in Tennessee were represented at this Annual Communication as 
follows: Tennessee, No. 41, Robert Williams; Greeneville, U. D., ditto. 
Same Lodges represented by same party in 1802. Previous to year 1803, the 
record says, “The Grand Lodge of North Carolina” convened, etc. On the 
10th of December, 1803, and at all subsequent Communications, the record says, 
“The Grand Lodge of North Carolina and Tennessee” convened, etc., to the 
Annual Communication, 1812, inclusive.] 

December 11, 1803. — “Resolved, That it be recommended by this Grand Lodge 
to the several Lodges in the State of Tennessee, under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge, that they in future pay particular attention to the establishment 
of a certain fund in their respective Lodges to answer the charities that may be 
required of them, and the dues they may owe to this Grand Lodge — some of 
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these Lodges having been found deficient in settling their accounts with this 
Grand Lodge, owing, as it is suggested, to a want of proper care in establish- 
ing such fund; and that the said Lodges he required to transmit to this Grand 
Lodge from time to time, ns may ho convenient, not less than once in everj- two 
years, an abstract of their proceedings, with a list of their officers and members.” 
[At Annual Communication, 1803, Tennessee, Ifo. 41, and Greeneville, No. 43, 
were represented by Brother Robert "Williams. Likewise in 1804.] 

December 14, 1805. — '‘Resolved, That the Grand Secretary he directed to write 
to the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, requesting them to call in all dispensations 
or charters issued by them in the State of Tennessee, it being within the juris- 
diction of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina and Tennessee, agi-eeable to a 
compact entered into by and between many of the Grand Lodges in North 
America, before the said Grand Lodge of Kentucky was constituted, hut while 
it was a part of the Grand Lodge of "V^irginia.” 

[At Annual Communication, 1805, Tennessee Lodge, No. 41, and Greeneville, 
No. 43, were represented by Robert AVilliams.] 

December 5, 1806. — “Ordered, that a charter issue constituting a Lodge in the 
town of Newport, in the State of Tennessee, by the name of Newport, No. 50, 
to he directed to Henry Stephen, Master, Nathaniel Mitchell, Senior 
AVardon, and Auqustine Jenkins, Junior AA’arden.” 

[This Lodge represented by Robert AAAlliams.] 

November 21, 1807. — “On motion of Robert Williams, it is ordered that a 
charter issue constituting a Lodge in the town of Rogersville, in Havdrins 
county. State of Tennessee; that the said Lodge he called Overton, No. 51, to 
bo directed to the officers heretofore appointed in dispensation.” 

[Lodges in Tennessee represented as follows: Tennessee, No. 41, Greeneville, 
No. 43, Newport, No. 50, Overton, No. 51, by Robert, AA^lliams. At this 
Communication the “Honorable John Rhea, one of the Representatives from 
the State of Tennessee in the Congress of the United States,” in connection 
with two deleg.ates from North Carolina, was appointed to represent the Grand 
Lodge in the “Grand Convention, to ho holdcn in the City of AA’"ashington, for 
the purpose of forming a Constitution for the establishment of a superintend- 
ing Grand Lodge of America.”] 

December 0, 1808. — “On motion of Brother Robert AA'illiams, it is ordered 
that a charter issue constituting a Lodge in the town of Gallatin, State of Ten- 
nessee, by the name of King Solomon, No. G, of Tennessee, and Ro. 52 on the 
aiehives of this Grand Lodge; that Brothers John Johnston be appointed 
Master, Andrew Buckham Senior AA'arden, and John Mitchell Junior AA’ar- 
don in said Lodge.” 

“ On motion, it is ordered that the charters of the following Lodges be arrested, 
and said Lodges declared forever hereafter to be dissolved and defunct, to wit: 
Harmon\, No. 1, of Tennessee, No. 29 on the archives of this Grand Lodge; ” . . 
[Lodges m Tennessee represented by Robert AVilliams.] 

November 80, 1800. — “Ordered, that Brothers AYii-i.iamWatt.s Jones, Hutch- 
ings G. Burton, and Robert W. Smith bo appointed a committee to inquire 
into and report what measures ought to be adopted relative to the dispute about 
jurisdiction now existing between this Grand Lodge and that of Kentucky.” 
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Decemher 11, 1809. — “On motion of Brother Egbert Williams, it is ordered 
that a charter issue constituting a Lodge in the town of Eranklin, in the State 
of Tennessee, by the name of Hiram, Ho. 7, of Tennessee, but Ho. 65 on the 
archives of this Grand Lodge; that it be directed to Charles jMcAlister, 
Master, GtriLroiiD Dudley, Senior Warden, and George Hulme, Jimior War- 
den, for opening and governing said Lodge.” 

“The committee to whom was referred the dispute existing between this 
Grand Lodge and the Grand Lodge of Kentuckj’’, relative to jurisdiction, report 
that certain articles of confederation were proposed by the Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts, and were adopted by this Grand Lodge on the 17th day of De- 
cember, A.D. 1796; that the second article of said confederation is in the fol- 
lowing words: ‘That it shall be an invariable principle that no charter of erec- 
tion or dispensation shall be granted to any number of Slasons residing out of 
the State wherein the Grand Lodge adopting the principle is held, except when 
the Grand Lodge of the State in which the petitioners reside shall acquiesce 
therein in writing.’ Your committee state that in A.D. 1796 Kentucky was 
under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Virginia. Whether these arti- 
cles of confederation, as proposed by Massachusetts, were adopted by the Grand 
Lodge of Virginia at that time, your committee have no correct information; 
yet it is presumed that such an adoption was made. This Grand Lodge was 
constituted by charter issued from the Grand Lodge of Scotland. This charter 
authorized this Grand Lodge to constitute, at pleasure, now Lodges in his then 
majesty's Province of Horth Carolina. It is well known that what is now the 
State of Tennessee was at that time within the chartered limits of his majesty's 
Province of Horth Carolina. This Grand Lodge, being thus constituted a sov- 
ereignty for the purposes of Slasonry, had a right to extend its government to 
every part of its territories whenever new Lodges were constituted. That this 
is correct upon principles of natural law. Hence, it follows that ns our charter 
included the whole of the Province of Horth Carolina, and ns Tennessee was 
at that time part of said Province, so Tennessee comes within the jurisdiction 
of this charter; that Tennessee will continue to remain within this jurisdiction 
until a new sovereignty shall be erected by those rules common among civilized 
nations; that Tennessee not being settled by Masons at that time will not alter 
the principle. If any Grand Lodge is acknowledged as a sovereignty for the 
benefits of Masonry, this sovereignty, quoad hoc, must bo taken in the similitude 
of other sovereignties. This being admitted, our sovereignty of Masonry ex- 
tended through all parts of Horth Carolina, it being attached to the soil, the 
right of which, all mankind admit, is the primary cause of domain. This do- 
main being first established, societies and compacts are formed for benefits result- 
ing to each party. As society progresses in population new rules become nec- 
essary to enforce obedience to the original compact. This incicase of population 
is applicable to Tennessee as growing out of Horth Carolina; that as it swelled 
the Grand Lodge of Horth Carolina found it necessary to constitute new Lodges 
within that part of its domain; and at this time there are six Lodges in Ten- 
nessee chartered from this Grand Lodge, which they acknowledge ns author of 
their existence and fountain of their power; that they are, respective!}', repre- 
sented in our Grand Annual Communications, at every session thereof, by a 
delegation chosen by them for that purpose; that they regularly pay their dues 
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to our grand charity; that the style of this Grand Lodge is that of ITorth Car- 
olina and Tennessee, so adopted by a Convention of Masons assembled by Rep- 
resentatives as well from the State of Tennessee as from Uorth Carolina. Your 
committee farther state that from good information the Grand Lodge of Ken- 
tucky have constituted by charter a Lodge, or Lodges, in the western parts of 
Tennessee, which they deem an infringement on our jurisdiction, and therefore 
improper, because if this principle was recognized, subordinate Lodges becom- 
ing displeased w'ith their Grand Lodge, from motives however improper, would 
withdraw from their government, and attach themselves to the jurisdiction of 
some other; that such subordinate Lodges maj' take the round of all Grand 
Lodges in America, and avert with impunity the chastising hand of the mother 
Grand Lodge, who alone may know the errors and best apply the proper cor- 
rection; that when any subordinate Lodge is created by a Grand Lodge, the 
latter has an inherent right to remove improper conduct in the former; that no 
other Grand Lodge, as a sovereignty, has any right to interfere with the mem- 
bers or jurisdiction of another. Such an interference Mr. Locke, on ‘Civil 
Government,’ ch. 18, calls ‘usurpation.’ Such an interference as this, your com- 
mittee conceive, will shako the foundations of Masonry, as may be seen when 
we advert to the first principles of our Order. That a friendly intercourse is a 
basis on which the prosperity of our Fraternity and harmony of the Craft aro 
founded. This is highly advantageous to create respect among our Grand 
Lodges and to promote and cherish the Masonic virtues. This harmony will 
actuate and influence proper motives, and place our Institution in a flourishing 
and conspicuous situation. Established ns Masonry is on the foundation of 
genuine morality, forming a chain of union between the charitable and benevo- 
lent of all countries and nations, it ought to be cultivated with harmony and 
zeal. Frequent and friendly communications, with an exchange of good offices, 
will shed a luster on our Institution and spread its benign influence to all nations 
around the globe. Form such an establishment among the Craft through the 
Lnited States, and a steady adherence to its principles cannot fail, in a great 
degree, to insure its votaries the blessings of our Institution. The prejudices 
of ninnkiiul will yield to our influence, and recognize us a band of friends and 
rot lers. The pillars of our Order will become strengthened, and redound to 
1 10 honoi of the Craft. Your committee aro grieved to say that such commu- 
nications are not received from the Grand Lodge of Kentucky. Repeated re- 
quests have been made on our part for redress of injury without proper returns 
on theii part. Friendly communications were given them; they turned a deaf 
ear, and silently refused that social union which should grapple our souls into 
one and of brothers. Hard as it is, wo owe duties to ourselves and the Craft 
which compel ua to perform that painful task in recommending the following 
resolutions: 



ifeso wrf, hy this Grand Lodge, That one request more be made to the Grand 
Lodge or ilentucky to call in any charter, or charters, which may have been 
issued by them constituting a Lodge, or Lodges, in the State of Tennessee, 
within the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of 'North Carolina and Tennessee; 
and, if the same is not by them done in a convenient time, that this Grand Lodge 
will forever renounce all farther communications with them, or any of their subor- 
dinate Lodges; and that no Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge 
shall have any communications with them, or any Lodge under their jurisdiction. 
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‘“liesohcd, farther, That a copy of these proceedings he transmitted to every 
Grand Lodge in the United States, and to the Grand Lodge in Nova Scotia, 
with a request that our conduct in this particular may he so approbated hy tliem 
as to influence their cUOporation with us in efl’ecting an alteration in the con- 
duct of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky.’

“The Grand Lodge, taking the foregoing report into consideration, resolved, 
unanimously, that they do concur therewith.” 

iVomnJer 21, 1811. — Extract from an Address of Benjamin Smith, Grand 
blaster: “The said Grand Lodge of Yirginia have also, hy a resolution, ex- 
pressed their opinion, unanimously, that the complaint of this Lodge against 
the Grand Lodge of Kentuck}', for constituting hy charter a Lodge, or Lodges, 
within our jurisdiction, appears to be well founded, and hy another unanimous 
resolution recommend that the Grand Lodge of Kentucky harmonize with the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina and Tennessee hy ree.alling, or withdrawing, 
the charter, or charters, alleged to have improperly interfered with our rights." 

Noveynier 21, 1812. — “Ordered, that a charter ho issued to Union Lodge, 
TVayne county,* and also to Tl'estorn Star, hitherto working hy dispensation 
under the name of Rhea Lodge, in the town of Port Royal, Tennessee.” 

The Grand Master, Robert TVilliam.?, states that “The Lodges regularly 
constituted under the authority and jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, situated 
in the State of Tennessee, met in convention at the town of Knoxville, on the 
2d day of December, 1811, and drew up a petition to this Grand Lodge for its 
assent to the erection of a Grand Lodge for the State of Tennessee, to he in- 
vested with powers and authorities incident to such sovereignty within that 
State, separate and distinct from this Grand Lodge.” The Grand Master recom- 
mended the petition to the favorable consideration of the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Master stated that a letter had been received from the “Most 
TVorshipful Antiionv Butleu, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Ken- 
tucky, from which it appears that a specific resolution has been entered into hy 
them” looking to a termination of the controversy and an adjustment of the 
question at issue between them. Resolution not yet received. 

“On motion, 'Resolved, That a select committee ho appointed to take under 
consideration so much of the Most TVorshipful Grand Master’s communication 
as relates to the constituting a distinct and independent Grand Lodge in the 
State of Tennessee, to inquire into the expediency of the measure, and report 
to the next meeting of this Grand Lodge.’ Referred to Brothers Lucas, Cam- 
eron, Pearson, Caldwell, and Rogers.” 

December 5, 1812. — “Brother A. Pearson, from the committee to whom was 
referred the petition of the several Lodges in Tennessee, praying for authority 
to erect a separate Grand Lodge in Tennessee, made the following report: 

“ ‘ The committee to whom was referred the petitions from the several Lodges in 
the State of Tennessee, praying to he permitted to establish a Grand Lodge under 
the name of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, and to he separated from the Grand 

vin North Carolina. 
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Lodge of !Noi'tli Carolinn and Tennessee, linve talcen the subject into considera- 
tion,- and report that the prayer of the petitioners he granted, under a firm ex- 
pectation tliat all arrearages due from any of said Lodges of Tennessee be paid 
to the Treasurer of the Grand Lodge of jNorth Carolina and Tennessee. All 
tvhich is respectfully submitted. J. A. PE AUSON.’ ” 

“ Ordered, that the Most "Worshipful Grand Master he authorized to terminate 
the dispute so long existing with the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, on the terms 
proposed in the resolution adopted by the said Grand Lodge, August the 29th, 
1812 — viz.; That the Grand Lodge of Kentuckj' agree to renounce all jurisdic- 
tion within the State of Tennessee heretofore assumed, and that the3' will with- 
draw such charters as have been issued hj- them to Lodges within the State of 
Tennessee.” 

Novciiiber 27, 1813. — “The M. "IV. Grand Master made to the Grand Lodge 
the following coninuinication; 

‘“To the iUbsf Worshipful ihc Grand Lodge of Worth Carolina: 

‘“Brotuers: — In consequence of a resolution of this Grand Lodge, passed 
on December 6th, 1812, I have caused to he made and signed a Great Charter 
constituting a Grand Lodge "of the State of Tennessee. To effect this purpose, 
I have issued a summons calling together, in the town of Knoxville, on the 27th 
day of December next, a Convention of ^Masons, hj- delegates to he chosen from 
the regular constituted Lodges of the Craft in the State of Tennessee. I also 
appointed Deputies to install into office the Grand Otlicers to be selected, and to 
deliver this Great Charter and the Book of our Constitutions, agreeable to the 
ancient landmarks of our Order; bj' virtue of which the jurisdiction heretofore 
exercised by us over the Tennessee Lodge, Ko. 40,® in the town of Knoxville; 
Grcenevillc Lodge, No. 43, in the town of Greeneville; Newport Lodge, No. 
50, in the town of Newport; Overton Lodge, No. 51, in the town of liogers- 
ville; King Solomon Lodge, No. 52, in the town of Gallatin; Cumberland 
Lodge, No. 50,® in the town of Nashville; and "Western Star Lodge, No. GO,® 
in the town of Port lloj'al, is forever renounced, and transferred to the Grand 
Lodge of the State of Tenn essee. 

“‘In consequence of the Grnml Locleje of the State of Tennessee being erected, 
the style of this Grand Lodge should bo that of North Carolina only, and not 
to include Tennessee.’” 

Except riiilantliropio Lodge, at Clover Bottom, in Davidson count.v, which 
was for a time hold under authority of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, all the 
Lodges m this State, formed prior to the organization of a Grand Lodge therein, 
derived their authority from the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. The corre- 
spondence between these Grand Lodges upon this subject resulted in the with- 
drawal by the Grand Lodge of Kentucky of the authority by which Philan- 
thropic Lodge had been held. 

Pursuant to a resolution of Hiram Lodge, No. 7, and which was unanimously 
adopted by the several Lodges in the State, a Convention was held at Knoxville, 
December 2, 1811, for the purpose of taking steps preparatory to organizing a 
Grand Lodge. "Wo now present the proceedings of said Convention, furnished 
by Brother Jame.s P. Hanker, ns before stated;

“Pursuant to a resolution of Hiram Lodge, No. 65, of North Carolina, and 
accorded to by the dift’erent Lodges in this State, 'that a Convention of Ancient 
York masons ho held at Knoxville, on the first Monday in December, A.D. 
1811, for the purpose of establishing a Grand Lodge in this State,’ the following 
brothers, from the Lodges enumerated, produced their commis.sions ns Delegates 
— viz.: Prom Tennessee Lodge, No. 2, Brothers George M ILSOX and it-i.iam 
Kelly; from Greenevillo Lodge, No. 3, Brother Kev. Stepuex Brooks; from 
Newport Lodge, No. 4, Brother Edward Scott; from Overton Lodge, No. 5, 
Brothers Joiix A. Kogers and Jonx "Williams; from King Solomon Lodge, 
No. G, Brother Joiix Hall; from Hiram Lodge, No. (, Brother AlicunULD 
Potter — who formed a Convention, and adopted the following resolutions viz.: 

‘“1. Resolved, That Brother Stepuex Brooks he Chairman, and Brother 

Jonx A. Kogers Secretarv, of this Convention. _ _ t i 

‘“2. Resolved, That in the opinion of this Convention the number of Lodges 
of Ancient York Masons in this State, and the state of society in Tennesse re-

In Taxxeiiill’s Manual (edition 1845) an additional resolution is given as a 
part of the proceedings of said Convention; and as it seems almost certain that 
in the foregoing copy of the proceedings this resolution was, by mistake, omit- 
ted, we here insert it: 

i'' Resolved, That a committee be appointed for the purpose of drawing up an 
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Address to the Grand Lodge of jSTorth Carolina, soliciting their assent to the 
establishment of a Grand. Lodge in this State; and that said committee draft a 
letter to he directed to Brother Eobert "Williams, requesting him to lay said 
Address, together with the proceedings of this Convention, before the Grand 
Lodge, and in all things relative thereto to give us his aid and assistance, so far 
as he may deeni it correct." 



In pursuance of this resolution, a committee was appointed, who reported a 
letter and Address, which, being read and approved, were signed by the Chair- 
man and Secretary. 



The Convention then adjourned to meet on the 10th of August, 1812, at 
which time a letter was received from 3Iost Worshipful Eobert Williams, 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, in answer to the before- 
mentioned communication, which was read, and, in accordance with the request 



contained therein, it was agreed to postpone the farther consideration of the 
organization of a Grand Lodge until after the next Annual Communication of 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, and until such time as the Lodges in this 
State might agree upon. 

In October, 1813, a communication was received from the Grand Master of 
Noith Carolina, directing the Lodges in this State to assemble, either collect- 
ively or by their Eepresentatives, in the tovvui of Knoxvdllo, on the 27th of 
December, 1813, to constitute the Grand Lodge of Tennessee — which was done. 
A chartoi-, or deed of relinquishment from the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, 
was pxesented, and which is now on file in the archiv'es of our Grand Lodge. 
The following is a correct copy of said instrument, preserving the orthography 
of the original:

may think proper: That the said Grand Lodge when thus constituted, sh.all 
once in each and every year, elect a brother of our Order as Grand Master of 
said Grand Lodge: That they also shall elect a Grand Senior "Warden, Grand 
Junior Warden, Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer: That the Grand Master 
so elected and installed, under his own sign manual, shall appoint a Deputy

terms as the said Grand Lodge of Tennessee may think proper to prescribe. 

“And it is further ordered and ordained, that the said Grand Lodge of Ten- 
nessee, take special care that the Ancient Land iMarks of our most ancient and 
honourable Institution shall be in every instance whatever solemnly kept and 



We present the following facts in relation to the early history of Cumberland 
Lodge, No. 8, for which we are indebted to Tannehill’s PorlfoUo (September, 

1847): 

“Cumberland Lodge, in the town of Nashville, was instituted on the 24th of 
June, 1812, by Dispensation from the Most Worshipful Kobert Williams, 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, by the name and stylo 
of Cumberland Lodge, No. GO, and the following persons named in the Dispen- 
sation were duly installed on the same day by the W. Robert Searcy, the 
oldest Past Master present — viz.: ‘The lion. JoiiK Overton, "W. Master; Lem- 
uel T. Turner, S. W.; Wm. F. Anderson, J. W.’ After the installation of

“The members who composed the Lodge previously to the presentation of 
any petition for initiation w'ere the following, in addition to the officers above 
mentioned — viz.; Egbert Searcy, Josiah Nichol, William Tait, George 
Bell, Alexander Eichardson, Eichard Eapier, Thos. Shackelford, 
David Irwin, James Condon, E. jVI. Boyers, and George Shall. 

“The first petition for initiation presented was that of George Morgan, on 
the 20th of October, 1812; he was elected on the 23d of February, 1813, and 
was initiated, together with Samuel V. D. Stout and Joseph Ward, on the 
2oth of March, 1813. The first raised to the Degree of Master Mason was 
Wilkins Tannehill, who was initiated on the 24th of April, 1813, and passed 
and raised on the 28th of .the same month. After that time the Lodge rapidly 
increased in members. 

“The Grand Lodge of Tennessee having been established, Cumberland Lodge, 
Mo. 60, surrendered the charter received from the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina, and took out a dispensation under the Grand Lodge of this State, bearing 
ate I'e’biuary 8, 1814; and at tlio following Annual Communication a charter 
Mas gi anted by the name of Cumberland Lodge, No. 8, under which it has been 
in continued existence to the present.”

Master, when the Most Worshipful Thomas Claiborne, Esq., 
attonioy-fit-law, niul inembor of Iho (TOiieral j\s8omlily from 
the county Of Davidson, Avns unanimously chosen, and installed 
iLCiCOi'diii^ l;o tlio Ancient Kitca and -Laiulmarka.

Brother Tnos. McCoery was then chosen Grand Treasurer, and 
Brother Edward Scott Grand Secretary; when the Most Wor- 
shij)ful invested them with their respective badges of office, 
at the same time giving to each of them an appropriate chaigo 
concerning the duties of their respective offices. , 

The Most Worshipful Grand Master was then pleased to 
appoint Brother Thomas McCorry to be Senior Deacon, pro tern., 
and the Eight Worshipful Senior Warden appointed Brother 
Edward Scott to be Junior Deacon, pro tern. 

The Grand Lodge was then opened on the Third Degree of 
Masonry, in duo and solemn form. 

The Most Worshipful Grand Master appointed a committee, 
consisting of the Eeverend Brother Stephen Brooks, the Grand 
Senior Warden, and Secretary, to report a Constitution and By- 
laws for the government of the Grand Lodge of the State of 
Tennessee. 

The committee retired, and after some time made the following 
report of a Constitution and By-laws for the government of this 
Lodge, which were severally read, adopted, and signed y e 
members present; 

We, the memhers of the Grand Lodge of the State of Tennessee, to establish 
order and uniformity, to support love and charity among Masons, and diffuse 
the principles of benevolence and the advantages of Masonry, do ordain and 
establish this Constitution for the Grand Lodge in this State: 

COHSTITHTIOH. 

ARTICLE I. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Lodge shall consist of a Grand Master, Deputy Giand 
Master, Grand Senior and .Junior "Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, 
and Grand Senior and Junior Deacons, Grand Chaplain, Grand Swoid-bearer, 
Grand Marshal, two Grand Stewards, Grand Tyler, Grand Pursuivant and a .so 
the Past Grand and Deputy Grand Masters, Past Grand Senior and .Junior 
Wardens, and Past Masters of regular Lodges while members of a Lodge 
■under its jurisdiction, and the Masters and Wardens of regular Lodges which 
are subordinate to the Grand Lodge. 
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Sec. 2. In all cases when special Eepresentatives shall not he appointed hy 
any subordinate Lodge, and the Master and Wardens of any Lodge cannot 
personally attend the Grand Lodge, they shall have the privilege of consti- 
tuting a proxy; and such proxy shall he a il.aster Mason, and member of some 
Lodge under this jurisdiction, and he or they shall he entitled to the same num- 
ber of votes as his or their constituent or constituents. 

Sec. 3. No Mason shall ho eligible to an office in the Grand Lodge unless he 
has passed the chair in some regular Lodge, except it he in cases of emergency; 
nor shall any brother, under the grade of Master Mason, he admitted into the 
Grand Lodge. 

ARTICLE II. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Lodge shall ho held four times in each year, where the 
Legislature shall sit. These meetings shall he on the first ^Mondays in 
January, April, .Inly, and October, hut the meeting in October shall he called 
the Grand Annual Communication, at which the Grand officers shall he elected 
or appointed, as shall he prescribed hy this Constitution; and special Grand 
Lodges shall he held as the Grand jMaster shall appoint. 

Sec. 2. A Grand IMaster shall he chosen at the Grand Annual Communica- 
tion, hut no person shall he eligible to this office more than two years in 
succession. 

Sec. 3. The election of Grand Master shall he hy ballot. The last Grand 
Master shjdl, if eligible, he amongst the number of candidates, hut no vote 
shall be given for any brother who may not he in nomination, nor shall any 
nomination he considered as good unless it he seconded. AVhen the ballot is 
closed, the Deputy Grand Master shall count out the votes, and declare him 
that has the majority of the whole number present, duly elected; and the Grand 
Master so elected shall ho installed, according to ancient usage, at the session 
he is elected. 

Sec. 4. In case of sickness, or necessary absence, the Grand Master, or any 
other officer, may he installed hy proxy; hut whoever represents them must 
have sustained the office to which such absent officer is to ho installed or such 
office as might have entitled him to fill the chair in the absence of the Grand 
Master. 

Sec. 6 . If, in case of death, resignation, or removal from office, the chair of 
the Grand Lodge shall become vacated, it is to he filled hy seniority until the 
next Grand Annual Communication; hut the Deputy Grand Master ceases to 
exist as such as soon as the chair is vacated hy the Grand Master who appointed 
him. 

Sec. G. The Grand Master shall appoint his Deputy under the seal of the 
Grand Lodge; and he shall appoint and declare the' Grand Deacoms, the Grand 
Chaplain, the Grand Sword-bearer, the Grand Jlarshal, the Grand Stewards, 
the Grand Tyler, and Grand Pursuivant, which appointments shall he 
entered on the Minutes of the Grand Lodge; .and in case any other office shall 
become vacant, hy death, resignation, or otherwise, the Grand Master for the 
time being shall fill such office or vacancy hy his nomination. 

Sec. 7. The Grand Master shall, when prc.sent, indispensably fill the chair; 
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in his iilisence, the Deputy Grand iMaster. In the absence of both, the Senior 
Grand "Warden. In the absence of these, the Junior Grand Warden. In the 
case of the absence of all these officers, the oldest Grand officer in the Lodge is 
to fill the chair. And, that the Grand Lodge may ahvays appear in due form, 
the presiding officer shall ^vear the jewel of the Grand Master, and all others 
the jewels of the offices they resjtectively represent. 

Sec. 8. The Grand Master, with his Deputy, Grand "\Yardens, Treasurer, or 
Secrotarj', shall, if convenient, during his Mastership, visit the several Lodges 
under his jurisdiction, and see that no innovation he committed in any of them, 
first giving such Lodges timely notice of his approach. But, in case it should 
not he convenient for the Grand Master or his officers to attend as herein 
required, then, and in that case, the Grand Master is authorized to appoint a 
skillful and confidential brother for this jmrposo. 

Sec. 9. The Grand Master has full right and authority to preside in every 
Lodge under his jurisdiction, with the Master of the Lodge on his left hand, 
and to summon his Grand Wardens, Treasurer, and Secretary to attend him, 
who are to act in their several capacities whenever the Grand Master takes the 
chair. 

Sec. 10. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, and Wardens, shall 
severally, at the time of their installation, make the following declaration: 

“I solemnly promise, on the honor of a Mason, that in the office of 

, I will, according to the best of my abilities, strictly comply with the 

laws and regulations of tliis Grand Lodge, and all other ancient Masonic 
usages.” 

Sec. 11. The Grand Master shall have power to grant Dispensations upon 
jjroper petition. That the brethren to whom such Dispensation shall he 
granted make application to the Grand Lodge at the next Annual Communica-. 
tion fur a Charter; and if such application shall not he made, or such Charter 
not granted by the Grand Lodge, the Lodge erected by such Dispensation shall 
be deemed dissolved. 



ABTICLE III. 

Sec. 1. The Grand W^ardens, Grand Secretary, and Grand Treasurer, shall be 
elected in the same manner as the Master, and installed at the same time, 
according to the usages of Masonrj^. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Treasurer must be a brother of good w'orldly substance, 
and to him shall bo committed the monies belonging to the Grand Lodge. Do 
shall always keep a fair record of his accounts and transactions, and the uses 
to which the monies are appropriated, and shall lay the same, when required, 
before the Grand Lodge, and account for the monies as may be directed; for 
which he shall be compensated as the Lodge may direct. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Secretary must bo a brother who can write a fair hand, 
and shall keep accurate records of all the transactions of the Grand Lodge. 
He shall present all votes and orders of the Grand Lodge, after they are 
entered, to the Grand ^Master for his approbation and signature. He issues 
summonses as the Grand Master may direct, and shall give a seasonable notice, 
in at least one public newspaper, of every stated meeting of the Grand Lodge; 
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and shall he rewarded for his serviceSj from time to time, as the Grand Lodge 
may direct. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Deacons, Grand Stewards, Grand ^Marshal, and Grand 
Sword-hearer, must ho Master Masons. The Grand Stewards shall attend in 
preparing the feasts, on a regular summons for that purpose, and they shall 
always see that the tables are regularly and Masonically spread. The Grand 
Marshal shall attend the Grand Feast, and assist the Grand Master in the order 
and arrangements of the day; and the Grand Sword-bearer shall attend on all 
public occasions. 

Sec. 5. The Grand Tyler shall attend every call of the Gr.and Master, and be 
piosent at every Lodge; for tvhich services he shall be rewarded, from time to 
time, according to his merit. 

Sec. 6. 2^o brother, whatever, can be admitted into the Grand Lodge as a 
visitor, unless ho is a member of some regular Lodge; nor does the appoint- 
ment of a brother to an office in the Grand Lodge prevent his holding an 
office in the private Lodge of which ho is a member. 

AETICLE IV. 

Sec. 1. In the adoption of this Constitution, and all amendments hereafter 
made, and in the election of officers, the votes shall be taken according to the 
rights of the several Lodges, and members of the Grand Lodge; that is to say, 
every Lodge present by its Ilepresentatives shall bo entitled to three votes, 
whether represented by one or more brethren; and every member of the Grand 
Lodge, otherwise entitled than by being a Representative of a particular Lodge, 
shall have one vote. All other matters in Grand Lodge shall he determined by 
a majority of votes of the members present, and the brother in the chair shall 
have the casting vote. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Lodge shall have power, by Charter under their seal, to 
constitute new Lodges, to establish a uniform mode of working in all the 
Lodges within this State, and superintend and regulate the general policy of 
Masonry according to the ancient usages and customs of Masons carefully 
regarding the old Landmarks, which are on no account to bo removed or 
defaced. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Lodge, on granting a Charter to a newly constituted 
Lodge, may demand such reasonable foes as they may establish by law. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Lodge shall have power to call on the several Lodges for 
the annual customary dues. 

Sec. 6 . The Grand Lodge shall have power to establish a uniform rule ns to 
the suras to be paid in the several Lodges within the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, for entering passing, and raising a brother. 

Sec. 6. The Grand Lodge shall have power to make such laws for their own 
government as they shall think proper. 

ARTICLE V. 

Sec. 1. No vote of the Grand Lodge shall be reconsidered by a loss number 
of members than were present at the passing of the same. 
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Sec. 2. iNo 'brother shall be admitted into the Grand Lodge but such as are 
members, excepting petitioners and witnesses; provided, that brethren properly 
entitled by their grade in Masonry, may, on motion, be admitted as visitors; 
in neither of which cases shall they be admitted to vote. 

Sec. 3. Mo new Charter shall be granted but upon the petition of at least live 
known and approved Master Masons. Nor shall a new Warrant issue to any 
number of Masons residing within less than ten miles of the usual place of 
meeting of any regular established Lodge, unless by special Dispensation of the 
Grand Lodge; and the petition shall contain the causes which render it 
expedient that such Charter should be granted, with the nomination of the 
Master and Wardens, and the petition shall be approved by some regular con- 
stituted Lodge in the vicinity of the petitioners. , 

ARTICLE VI. 

Sec. 1. Every Lodge under this jurisdiction shall, once every year, transmit 
to the Grand Lodge the names of their officers, and also the names of their 
brethren who have been made Masons, passed Fellow Craft, and raised to the 
sublime Degree of Master Mason, in order that the same may be duly noticed 
in tbis Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. Upon the demise of any Lodge within the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge, the last Secretary and Treasurer of said Lodge shall, within six 
months afterward, surrender to the Grand Secretary the books, paper.s, jewels, 
funds, and furniture of said Lodge so demised. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Wardens and Secretary shall make all necessary prepara- 
tions for every feast, and they shall bo assisted by the Grand Stewards, or some 
general undertaker. 

Sec. 4. Every brother present at a Grand Feast shall be controlled by the 
Grand Master in every thing that pertains to the decency and decorum of his 
conduct. 

Sec. 5. Every brother who is an existing member of the Grand Lodge of 
this State at the time of the adoption of this Constitution, shall continue to be 
a member of the same, be paying his dues as prescribed b}^ the laws of this 
Grand Lodge.

BY-LAWS 

OF THE GRAND LODGE OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE. 

ARTICLE I. 

Sec. 1. Every member shall annually pay the sum of five dollars to the 
general fund, 'which payment shall he made at the Grand Annual Communica- 
tion in October. 

Sec. 2. Every private Lodge shall transmit to the Grand Lodge a copy of 
their By-laws, together with such extracts from their Journal of Proceedings as 
the Grand Lodge may, from time to time, think proper to direct. 

Sec. 3. There shall ho paid into the treasury, for every Charter or Warrant 
for holding a new Lodge, the sum of twenty dollars, and for every Charter 
renewed, the sum of five dollars. 

Sec. 4. It shall he the duty of the Grand Treasurer to lay his accounts before 
the Lodge at each Grand Annual Communication, for inspection and adjust- 
ment; and upon going out of office, he shall forthwith pay into the hands of 
his successor the balance which may appear to he due from him to the Lodge. 

Sec. 5 . If any member shall leave the Lodge without the leave of the 
Master, ho shall pay the sum of fifty cents. 

Sec. C. Every member who makes a motion, shall deliver a transcript of the 
same to the Secretary before it is put. • 

Sec. 7. A Committee of Correspondence shall bo annually appointed. 

Sec. 8. Each member of the Grand Lodge shall bo entitled to a certificate 
thereof, which shall entitle him to admission into any Lodge in this State, and 
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to all tlie rights and privileges which the memhors of such Lodges respectively 
possess.

The subordinate Lodges of Tennessee had been working under 
Charters regularly obtained from the Grand Lodge of iSTorth 
Carolina and Tennessee. Upon their application, the said Grand 
Lodge of Xorth Carolina and Tennessee consented to the erec- 
tion of a Grand Lodge for the said State of Tennessee, to which 
the said Lodge avouUI transfer all the jurisdiction it possessed over 
the said subordinate Lodges. This being acceded to, a Grand 
Convention, composed of Kepresentatives from all the Lodges in 
Tennessee, assembled at Knoxville, on the 27th day of December, 
A.L. 5813, by order of the said Grand Lodge of jSTorth Carolina 
and Tennessee, when and where a Grand Lodge for said State of 
Tennessee was regularly constituted and oi’ganizcd in ample 
form, agreeably to the usages and customs of Ancient York 
yiasoniy; and thereupon the several Grand Officers were duly 
aitpoiuted and solemnly installed, and received a regular transfer 
of all jurisdiction, etc., of the said Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina and Tennessee over the said subordinate Lodges, in a Grand 
Charter for tliat purpose. Neither the Convention nor the Grand 
Lodge, at the time of being constituted, made any provision 
for the immediate delivery of now Charters to said subordinate 
Lodges, nor authorized them, by resolution, to continue their 
labors under the old Charters until now ones could be prepared.

Vinton Lodge, No. 39, Tuscumbia Lodge, No. 40, Farrar Lodge, 
No. 41, and AYashington Luminary Lodge, No. 42, working under 
Disqicnsation, having failed to make return and surrender their 
Disiiensations, in consecqucucc of which neglect their authority to 
work ceases ; therefore, 

Resolved, That those Lodges ho required by the Grand Secretary to make 
their returns and surrender their Dispensations on or before the first day 
of January next; and if it shall appear to his satisfaction that they are en- 
titled to Charters, the Most AA'orshipful Grand Master is hereby authorized and 
required to cause Charters to bo issued them respectively. If they fail to make 
retvrrns, etc., according to this requisition, the said Grand IMaster will suspend 
their operations, and report to this Grand Lodge at the next Annual Commu- 
nication for its farther consideration. 
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The ’committee to whom Avas I’cforrod the communications of 
other Grand Lodges, and the returns from Lodges subordinate 
to this Grand Lodge, working luuler Dispensations, report. 



Tlmt, after devoting their he?t attention to these suiyeets, they deem it their duty 
to notice particularly one Daa'id Vixtox, mentioned in the late Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina as being guilty of grossly immoral and 
iinmasonic conduct, and denounce him as uinvorthy the countenance and conti- 
dence of the Craft. AVhieh communication from said Grand Lodge they rec- 
ommend to be published with the Proceedings of this Grand Lodge, and that 
the Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Lodge be instructed to have no com- 
munication with said VixTOX until the stain on his moral character shall have 
been removed. 

Your committee furthermore consider themselves called on to notice in this 
report a circular from the Pratornity in the town of Tevay, Ind., which men- 
tions one Storey as an impostor, unworthy of confidence, and deserving the 
decisive denunciation of all regular IMasons, and consider it the duty of this 
Grand Lodge to notice the said circular as entitled to confidence and authority. 

Your committee beg leave to recommend the publication of all expulsions 
mentioned in the communications of other Grand Lodges, as well as the suspen- 
sions and expulsions mentioned in the returns of Lodges working under the 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge. 

Y{)ui committee recommend that a Charter issue to Kingston TJnion Lodge, 
No. 38, to Brothers .lonx Buowx', as Alaster, Gideox IMorgax’, as Senior AVar- 
den, and Samuel Buom’x, as Junior 'Warden, and that they bo instructed to 
amend their By-law.s, bj^ striking out the sixth section of the fourth article. 

Your committee also recommend that a Charter issue to Nashville Tjodgo, 
No. 37, to Brothers Ed.muxd Coouer, as ATastor, Stephex Cax'trell, as Senior 
ArVarden, and James Steavart, Junior Warden of the same.

Tlic Alost AVorshipful Grand Alaster made the following com- 
munication : 

Bkktiiuex: — Agreeably to the provisions of the Constitution of this Grand 
Lodge, you have again assembled in your delegated capacities to deliberate and 
decide upon those subjects best calculated to promote the welfare of the Craft, 
not onlj- as regards the temporal interests of the respective Lodges, but those 
moral virtues which dignify and adorn the characters of those who wear the 
badge of Alasonry, whilst they give life and energy to the institution. 

Although my avocations have been such as to prevent mo from visiting in 
pcr.son the respective Lodges under otir jurisdiction, for the purpose of exam- 
ining into their mode of work, and ascertaining whether the ancient landmarks 
are carctullv preserved, yet I have the satisfaction to state that, with some ex- 
ceiitions, the business of Alasonry is conducted with order and regularity, al- 
though some ditl'erencc exists in the mode; and that a general desire jirovails 
amongst the members to become acquainted with the forms and ceremonies ]irac- 
ticed in each Degree, to become conversant with the lectures appertaining to 
each, and to understand the sublime principles inculcated thereby. This desire 
is laudable, and evinces a spirit of improvement which, if properly encouraged, 
maybe employed to advance the rcsi)cctabilit_y of the Fraternity in the eves of 
the world, who judge of the value of our institution by its visible efl'ects on the 
lives and conduct of its members 

Since the last Annual Communication, Charters have been issued to the fol- 
lowing Lodges— viz.; X'ashvillo Lodge, Xo. 37, held in the town of X^ashville; 
Union Lodge, Xo. o8, hold in the town of Kingston, Eoane county; Alount 
Aloiiah, Xo. 39, held in the town of Dover, Stewart county; Tuscumbia, Xo. 
40, hold at Courtland, in the State of Alabama; AVashington Luminary, Xo. 
42, hold in the town of AVashington, Ifhea county. 

On the 27th of December last, attended by several of the Grand Ofliccr.s, and 
the oflicors and members of Cumberland Lodge, Xo. 8, 1 proceeded to constitute 
Xashville Lodge, Xo. 37, and install its officers. The public ceremonies were 
performed in the Presbyterian church, in the presence of a numerous assembly; 
on which occasion an appropriate address was delivered by Brother James 
O vEKTON, Alaster of that Lodge. 

Franklin Lodge, Xo. 30, under Dispensation, at Eussellvillo, in the State of 
Alabama, has returned its Dispensation, and declines taking out a Charter from 
this Grand Lodge. Farrar Lodge, under Dispensation, at Elyton, in the State 
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of Alabama, lias snrrendcrcd the Dispensation derived from this Grand Lodge 
to that of Alabama, and has from that body received a Charter. 

Since the last Annual Communication, I have granted a Dis|icnsation to 
"William W. ifALLOiiT, .Jo.skpii Gut, and .Tamils Hicks, authorizing them 
to open and hold a Lodge in the town of Ileynoldsburgh, numidircys county, 
bv the name of Dredonia, Xo. To; and also to .Tohn . Lii»:, "William L. 
Cocke, and Tristram D. Knight, authorizing them to oiicn and hold a J.odge 
in the town of Kutledge, Grainger county, by the name of llising Star, Ko. IT. 

In consetjueiice of information received as to irregular conduct in iMount 
Moriah Lodge, Ko. 39, I have summoned that Lodge to appear at the present 
meeting 

Communications have been received from the different Grand Lodges of the 
United States, which will be laid before you by tbo Grand Secretary, together 
with such other documents as belong to his olRco 

There are several important subjects which will come before you at the pres- 
ent session — amongst others, a projjosition to cstabli.-h a Gcnor.al Grand Lodge 
at the City of "Washington. On this subject you will have belore you a com- 
munication from a highly respectable meeting of iJIasons, held at M aslungton 
on the 9tli of March last, in which the propriety of establishing a General 
Grand Lodge is strongly urged. There will also bo presented the rei)ort of a 
committee and resolutions of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, rejecting said 
proposition, and recommending a General Convention of Masons, to be held ia 
the city of Philadelphia, TTaltimorc, or Now York, on St. John’s Day, in Juno, 
1823. "Whether the objects contemplated can best be accomjJished by iho 
establishment of a General Grand Lodge, or by a General Convention, or 
whether they can be attained by either, is loft with you to decide; and as the 
subject is an important one, I trust you will give it that attention which its 

importance merits. ^ 

I once more call your attention to the appointment of one or more Grand 
Lecturers, who shall be authorized, under the seal of the Grand Lodgm, to 
visit the different Lodges, and instruct them in the mode of work, and in the 
lectures adopted by this Grand Lodge. Although the ancient landmarks are 
preserved, there is not a sufficient uniformity in the mode of conferring the sev- 
eral Degrees, and in communicating that information which is essential to the 
Mason. This w'ant of uniformity is occasioned in a groat degree by the circum- 
stance that those persons who preside over Lodges have been educated in differ- 
ent schools. One bad workman will make many, and an incorrect administra- 
tion of our ceremonies, copied in succession from one Master to another, affords 
no prospect of amendment, but, on the contrary, leads to still greater errors. 
This is a radical evil, and should be remedied 

Permit me to suggest the propriety of amending the Constitution of this 
Grand Lodge, so as to provide for the election of two District Deputy Grand 
Masters, who shall be styled Pirst and Second District Deputy Grand Masters, 
who shall have certain districts assigned them, and wdio, -within their respective 
districts, shall have the jiowcr of granting Dispensations during the rcce.ss of 
the Grand Lodge. That said District Deputy Grand Masters shall take rank 
immediately after the Deputy Grand Master, appointed by the Grand Master. 
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That in case of the death, resignation, or removal of the Grand blaster, they 
shall till the chair according to seniority, until the succeeding annual elec- 
tion. 

A variation exists in the B\--latvs of the dift’orent subordinate Lodges as to 
the lees tor initiation, p.assing, and raising. I therefore recommend that this 
Lodge tix a uniform sum to bo demanded by the resiiectivo Lodges, agreeably 
to the fifth section of the fourth article of our Constitution. 

As benevolence and charity are the princijial and distinguishing characteris- 
tics of oiir ancient Order, I would suggest the propriety of sotting apart a cer- 
tain ])ortion of the Charity Fund of the Grand Lodge, to bo loaned out at legal 
interest to worth}’ brethren of the Order, they giving suflieient security for the 
ro] jaymentof the same. The interest arising from such loans to be appropriated 
exehisivoly to the education of the sons and daughters of distressed Afasons, 
under the direction of certain brethren apjiointed for that purjiose. By a pro- 
ceeding of this kind, we would bo accomplishing one of the great ends of our 
institution, and perhaps raise many a worthy youth to honor and usefulness, 
who might otherwise bo lost to himself and his countrv 

Amongst those subjects of minor importance which require your attention, is 
the jewels and furniture of the Grand Lodge. A committee should be ap- 
pointed to procure the necessary jewels and furniture. 

I hat e thus endeavored to present before you some of those subjects which, 
in my ojiinion, demand your attention; and may the blessing of Heaven rest 
upon yon, and conduct you in your deliberations!

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displ.-iyotl. Thoeflbrfs in this behalf heretofore made by this Grand Lodge 
have been feeble, ami not at all commensurate with the rank it holds amon °st 
the other Grand Lodges of the United States. The number of our Lod-cs^is 
now considerable, a.id is still increasing. 31any of them are extremely delieient. 
not only in the ceremonies of the dillercnt Degree.^ but in a correct understand- 
ing of the principles of the Order. A correct administration of our ceremonies 
IS essentml to the well-being of the Craft; but full and ample explanations and 
Illustrations of those sublime principles which are inculcated in every De»-ree is 
also essential to the respectability of the Fraternity. 

To attain this end, j-our committee arc of opinion that the State should bo 
c ivided into two districts, and that a Lecturer be appointed to each by the 
Grand Atastcr, by the advice and consent of the Lodge; and that the Lecturers 
so appointed shall visit the Lodges in their respective districts, and instruct 
them in the mode of working by this Grand Lodge. 

The committee also recommend, that in order that this mode of work may bo 
distinctly understood by the llepresentativcs of the ditferent subordinate Lodges 
the three first Degrees shall bo practically exemplified in Grand Lodn-o- tliat 
the lectures appertaining to each Degree be recited in the presence of the mcm-

Your committee regret that the short time allowed to them, interrupted as it 
lias boon bj' necessary attention to other business, has cntirelj’ precluded that 
research and deliberation ivliich the importance of this subject entitles it to 
receive, and which appears already to have been bestowed by the very distin- 



guished members who have politelj' furnished us with the result of their delib- 
erations. 

A\ hatever may bo the ultimity of the scheme presented for our considera- 
tion, the benevolent object of its projectors, in thus attempting to extend the 
sphere of Masonic intercourse and illumination, must excite in the bosom of 
the Craft the warmest emotions, in the contemplation of the possible extension 
of that cement, friendship, and good office, which has nlrcadj", in every age and 
country, marched proudly in the train of Masonic institutions. 

At the same time that j’-our committee feel no hesitation in expressin*^ their 
approbation of the design, they experience much embarrassment and difficulty 
in distinguishing the means by which such a purpose may be executed, consis- 
tent with the immutable landmarks of our ancient institution. 

Eor these considerations, and others, which a more minute analj’sis of this 
scheme would doubtless suggest, j’our committee arc of opinion that this Grand 
Lodge should decline, for the present, to adopt any deflnite measure in respect 
of Uie proposition submitted, of establishing a General Grand Lodge in the 
United States, as well as for a General Convention of Masons, as proposed by 
the Grand Lodge of Penn.sylvania. 

Your committee would recommend that this report, if adopted by the Grand

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ADDRESS. 

Beetheen: — The business on wliich you this day assemble is of llie first 
importance to 3Iasonry. A close infjuiry after, and an intimate acipiaintanco 
■with, its ancient landmarks, is all-essential to the welfare of the Cralt. Tlic 
first -(vill enable us to walk forward knowingly, on the straight, onward way 
of charity, benevolence, and brotherlj- love; tlio second will qualify us to judge 
correctly as to the pernicious tendency of deviations, however slight, and to 
reject innovations, however plausiblj" su]ij)orted. 

In all other institutions, societies, or assemblies, a diflerencc of opinion may 
exist, and be honestly entertained, but Masonry admits of none. 

It is the same at this moment, that it was at its first foundation by the Geeat 
Aecuitect of the Universe, and the same it must remain, immutable and un- 
changed, until the purpose of divine will, which it was ordained to ellect, is 
accomplished and complete. 

Among you, my brethren, residents of a countrj' new as to all its institutions, 
political as well as social, at a period, tofi, when suflicient time has not elapsed 
to produce at maturity those principles of society which dispo.?e the heart to 
reflect from and beam the rays of sunshine on the bosom, deriving, as you 
have, your instruction on the same groat lesson in different schools, some difl'cr- 
ence as to form was to be expected; too slight, however, to be deemed essential, 
and of a nature ■winch it might be reasonably calculated would disappear before 
correct views, which extended workings of the Craft would necessarily pro- 
duce. 

But, I am sorry to observe that, at the last Grand Annual Communication, it 
appeared evident that this difierence of opinion was not confined to form alone, 
but extended to substance, embracing in its extent innovations on, abandon- 
ment of, misinterpretation or misconception of, the ancient landmarks, either or 
all of which cannot but have a direct tendency at least to injure the well-doing 
of the Fraternity, if not to destroy its system, its beauty, and consequently its 
wide-spread and ■wide-spreading usefulness. 

It was under a state of circumstances like these, and with a knowledge of 
the evils which would, of necessity, grow out of their continuance, that 
the Grand Lodge, in October last, unanimously adopted a resolution re- 
questing the Grand Master to convene you in extra session on this day, for the 
purpose of considering and settling on a uniform mode to bo observed and 
acted on, both in working and lectui-ing, by all the subordinate Lodges under 
its jurisdiction. 

The Grand Master— to whose love for the Craft, and paternal care for its wel- 
fare, his absence affords me an opportunity to bear evidenee alive to the very 
important considerations it involved, very promptly gave his attention to the 
subject, and not only complied with the wishes of the body, as expressed in the 
resolution, but addressed a circular to each of the subordinate Lodges, to press 
upon their attention its importance. 

The important duty of correcting the existing evils, you now assemble to 
perform. On no occasion, perhaps, since the convention at York, many hun- 
dred years ago, has an assemblage of Masons convened for a purpose more im- 
portant to the Craft. To your consideration is submitted a determination of 
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the lending points of a I’rntornity whose principles and mysteries were delivered 
hj the great “I Am that I Am ’ to the lavored proj>het of his ehosen peojde, 
at the time Almighty Benelieence gave forth the laws of morality for the 
government of fallen man. To your discretion is submitted the preservation 
of the unswerving characteristics and unchangeable jnirity of an Order which 
has enabled it to survive the iiersecutions of bigotry, the enmity of the ignorant, 
and the iorce of the wicked — to rise with the divine and immutable truths of 
the gosj)ol, -with which it is so intimately connected, over the ruins of its op- 

pie.ssors, and to spread abroad an ell'ulgence, marked only by the benefit it con- 
fers on mankind.

The emhlcm of the stone which the 
builders rejected becoming the head of the corner, is in the Gospels of JMattiiew 
and Luke. The blazing star, an ornament of all our Lodges, is commemoi ati\ c 
of the star which appeared in the East to guide the wise men to the ])laco of 
the nativity of our Saviour. In short, the whole hook is worthy your attention 
as Masons, its perusal necessary to your correct understanding of your duties us 
such, and to a performance of them an intimate acquaintance with its precepts 
is indisi^ensahlo. 

He ye, therefore, my brethren, hereafter as mindful to apply it as instructed 
in the First Degree, as you are to ajiply the working tools to join actions. 
Faith is steadfastly lielil when knowledge comprehends the grounds on which 
it is w'cll founded. In the perusal of this book jmu will find, not only light as 
to the principles, but instruction as to the practices of our Fraternity. 

By an adherence to the lessons which it teaches, you will find it not only an 
easy matter to fit the square to all your notions, to compass j'oiir desires by 
prudence and contentment — sure sources of enjoj’inent — ^hut an admonishment 
to have faith in God, and, through faith, a hope of immortality; these will 
teach j’ou charity to all mankind. 

In brief, my brethren. Masonry is so far interwoven with religion, as to lay 
us under obligations to pay homage to the Deitj', which at once constitutes our 
duty and our happiness. It leads the contemjilativc to view with leveieiico 
and admiration the glorious works of the creation, and inspires them with the 
most exalted ideas of the perfection of their Divine Creator. Let such be its 

effects on you, my brethren. ... -n

That we may thus appear, let us hope that the grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ wdll guide and cheer us, that the love of God v^ill 
strengthen and direct us, and that the fellowship of the Holy Ghost will accom- 
pany us, now and ever.

The Grand Lodge met according to adjournment. 

The M. AV. Grand Master in the chair. 

The committee appointed by the M. AV. Grand Master to make 
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the necessary arrangements for the reception of our illustrious 
brother, General Lafayette, made the following report, -which 
was concurred in by the Grand Lodge — -Yiz. ; 

Resolved, That the follo-^ving general arrangements he made: As soon as it 

is ascertained at -(vhat time Lafayette will probably arrive, the Grand Lodge 
shall be convened, by order of the Grand Master, and shall assemble at the 
Masonic Hall, in Nashville. 

The Masonic Fraternity, as such, shall take no part in the reception of La- 
fayette on his arrival in Nashville, but immediately after he reaches his 
lodgings a committee, appointed by the Grand Master, shall wait on him and 
inform him that his brethren of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee will c.xpcct his 
company at the Masonic Hall the same evening, at 7 o’clock (or on such other 
evening as may conform with the general arrangements), and that arrange- 
ments have been made for a IMasonic dinner and jmblic parade to take place on 
the next day. The Grand Master, and other principal Grand Officers of the 
Grand Lodge, shall then wait upon him at his lodgings, and be introduced. In 
the evening, at 6 o’clock, the Grand Lodge shall assemble in the Lodge-room, 
and after opening, shall adjourn to the hall below, which shall be previously 
fitted up for the occasion. A committee shall then be dispatched in a carriage 
or carriages for Lafayette, and such of his suite as are Masons, who, on 
their arrival at the hall, sliall be received by the Grand Marshal, and he shall 
conduct them to the Lodge-room upstairs, where they may partake of re- 
freshments. The Grand Lodge, still in session, .shall then be notified of their 
arrival, and the Grand Marshal and committee shall conduct them separately 
into the hall, and be received with appropriate honors, and shall ho seated on 
the right of the Most 'Worshipful Grand Master. The Grand Master shall tlien 
deliver to Lafayette an appropriate address, in the name of the Masonic 
Fraternity of the State of Tennessee, greeting him with a hearty welcome. 

The Grand Lodge shall then be called ofl’, and adjourn to the next day, at 1 
o’clock P.M. 

The brethren and their guests shall repair successively, as may be convenient, 
to the Chapter-room above, where a table shall he previously spread, and par- 
take of a supper provided for the occasion. Lafayette and his suite shall 
then be conducted to their lodgings by the committee. 

The next d.ay, at 1 o’clock, the Grand Lodge shall again convene, and at 2 
o’clock shall form a procession, in conjunction with the subordinate Lodges and 
Eoyal Arch Chapters, and march to the lodgings of Lafayette, where he and 
his suite, and such other persons as may be invited, shall join, and all shall 
proceed, under the direction of the Grand and Deputy Marshals, through the 
Public Square and principal streets to the Presbyterian Church, where an oration, 
suited to the occasion, shall be delivered by some brother previously selected for 
that purpose. 

The procession shall then march to the hall, where a Grand Masonic dinner 
shall have been provided, and after the enjoyment of appropriate festivity, 
shall again escort Lafayette and suite to their lodgings, and return to the 
hall and separate. The Grand Lodge shall then be closed.

Resolved, That a committee he appointed to attend to the illumination of the 
Masonic Hall on the evening of General Lafayette’s arrival, and that they 
use the necessary precaution to prevent any accident hy fire or otherwise. 

The M. ■^V. Grand Master then appointed Brother Duncan 
Bokertson, Samuel Ciiarman, and J. Herrin, for the above pur- 
pose. 

The Grand Lodge then adjourned during the pleasure of the 
M. W. Grand Master. 



■Wednesday, May 4, 1825.

On motion of Brother O. B. Hays, our illustrious brother 
General Lafayette was unanimously' elected an honorary mem- 
ber of this Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Lodge was then called from labor to refreshment, and 
formed a procession in conjunction Avith Cumberland E. A. Chap- 
ter, Ho. 1, Franklin E. A. Chapter, Ho. 2, and Clarksville E. A. 
Chaptei, Ho. 3, and Lodges Ho. 8 and 37, and proceeded to the 
HashA'ille Inn, Avhere they Averc joined by our illustrious brother 
General Lafayette, and suite, and returned to the hall. 

The Grand Lodge was then called from refreshment to labor, 
Avhen Brother George W. Lafayette and Brother La Vasseur 
Avere announced and introduced. Our illustrious brother Gen- 
eral Lapaatette Avas introduced by Brothers Andreav Jackson 
and G. W. Cajipbell, receiA^ed Avith the Grand Honors, and seated 
on the right of the Most Worshipful Grand Master. 

The M. W. Grand Master then rose and addressed him, on the 
jiart of the Masonic Fraternity of Tennessee, as folloAvs ; 
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Sir and Brother: 

The Prateraity of Free and Accepted Masons of the State of Tennessee, par- 
ticipating in those feelings of respect and veneration for your person and char- 
acter which have heen manifested hy their hrethren in the East, with hcnitlelt 
satisfaction greet your arrival in the 'West. They devoutly thank that o\er- 
, ruling Providence which has guided in safety the footsteps of a veneiahle father 
of American liberty to a portion of this extensive republic w hich has hut i ecent j 
emerged from savage rule, and assumed a prominent station among the States 
of the Union. Although the feelings which animate them may not be ex- 
pressed by a reception equally brilliant and imposing in its character and cii- 
cumstances, they are, nevertheless, equally warm and cordial. 

With all brotherly affection they tender you, through me, their sincere con- 
gratulations, and bid you ■welcome. They feel equal pride and pleasuie in 
recognizing as a brother, and in receiving within these consecuitcd ■nails, t ie 
early friend and companion of the illustrious and venerated Washingtok, '\ut i 
whose name the name of Lafatette will be transmitted to the latest pooteiitj, 
inscribed upon the imperishable rolls of a glorious immortality. ^ 

In this assembly you do not behold around you your companions in aims^ in 
that glorious struggle in which you bore so distinguished a part, in that ti} mg 
and eventful contest on which hung the fate of millions, but which c\ entuated 
in the separation of these now prosperous and happy States from the dominions 
of a foreign crown, and in the establishment of a free and independent govern- 
ment upon the legitimate basis of equal rights; yet. Sir and Brother, you are 
surrounded by their sons, who, ive trust, know how to estimate the value of 
that liberty you so eminently contributed to obtain, and who from early 
have been taught to venerate your character, and revere those virtues rriic i 
were so conspicuously displayed in the youthful hero of Bratrdywine, o 
mouth, and of York. . 

In you, venerable Sir and Brother, they recognize the young an ^ 
Prenchman -who relinqui.shod the ties of kindred and the enjoy nronts 
domestic circle; who abandoned the pleasures and comforts of sacre onr ; 
who sacrificed the endearing intercoirrse of friends, to engage in a contest o 
irncertain issue, and encounter the toils and dangers of war in a foreign lim , 
influenced only by that heroic ardor and chivalrio spirit which prompt the noble- 
minded to succor the oppressed. 

Srreh disinterestedness as you. Sir, have exhibited, such services as you. Sir, 
have rendered to an oppressed and struggling people, in the darkest period of 
their fortunes, can never bo forgotten while memory holds her scat, nor can 
they fail to inspire with the liveliest emotions and warmest feelings every Amer- 
ican whose bosom glows with the lire of freedom, and whoso heart beats with 
love of country. 

Accept, Sir and Brother, this feeble expression of our united and individual 
feelings, this humble hut grateful tribute of our esteem. In the course of human 
events, this is probably the last time we shall meet together on earth; accept, 
then, we pray you, our ardent wishes for your future welfare. May the even- 
ing of your days be serene, peaceful, and happy; and when the “Angel of 
Death” shall summon you before the awful bar of the Eternal, may the “Sun 
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of righteousness ” cover you with his “henliiig wings,” and convey you to an 
abode of endless joy in the Supreme Grand Lodge above! 

Permit me no^^, Sir, as an individual, to express the high gratification which 
I feel in being the organ of my brethren on this interesting occasion, and to 
sa3', that I shall look back upon the day on which 1 took Lapatette by the 
hand as a brother, as the proudest of my existence. 

After being informed that he had been unanimously elected an 
honorary member of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, Brother 
Lafayette made a feeling and appropriate reply, in substance as 
follows : 

Ho felt himself highly gratified at being so kindly welcomed by the Grand 
Lodge of Tennessee, and at being made an honorary member of that Lodge, in 
which ho had boon introduced by the distinguished brother Mason who had 
erected the lines of Hew Orleans, and, in technical language of the Craft, had 
made them “well-formed, true, and trusty.” Ho had, ho said, been long a mem- 
ber of the Order, having been initiated, j-oung as he was, even before he 
entered the service of our country in the Pevolutionary 'War. He had never for 
a moment ceased to love and venerate the institution, and was, therefore, pecu- 
liarly delighted to see that it had spread its genial influence thus far to the West, 
and that his brethren hero were not only comfortahpv, but brilliantly accom- 
modated. He considered the Order as peculiarly valuable in this country, 
where it not only fostered the principles of civil and religious liberty, but 
was eminently calculated to link the extremities of this wide republic to- 
gether, and to perpetuate, by its fraternizing influence, the union of the States. 

The B. IV. WiLLiAjr G. Hunt, J. G. W., then rose and delivered 
hu ajit^Topiriate oration. 

The Lodge was then called from labor to refreshment. After 
partaking of suitable refreshments, it was again called to labor 
and adjourned until to-morrow. '

Dunlap, from a decision of said Lodge suspending him, the said Dunlap, 
from the privileges of Masonry for the term of six months, beg leave to report 
that no testimony has been produced before your committee to support the 
charge made against him; and that it appears from the evidence produced by 
sard Dunlap, that if he did use harsh expressions, he was greatly provoked so 
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to do. Thc)- tliereforo are of opinion that tlie sentence of said Lodge suspend- 
ing said Duxlap be reversed, and he be restored to bis former privileges in 
said Lodge.

Resolved, That a brother, who has been expelled or suspended by a subor- 
dinate Lodge, maybe restored in the same Lodge, unless an appeal shall have 
been taken to the Grand Lodge, in which event the Grand Lodge only pos- 
sesses that power. 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary to furnish each 
subordinate Lodge with the form of a return to bo made to this Grand Lodge, 
and that the returns of the subordinate Lodge be hereafter certified by the 
Secretary, with the seal of such Lodge affixed. 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary, in addition to the present foes of office, 
be entitled to the sum of fifty dollar-s annually.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

Of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, as amended and republished, 1822. 

COl^STITUTIOl?'. 

AETICLE I. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Lodge shall consist of a Grand Master, Deputy Grand 
Master, Grand Senior and Junior Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, 
and Grand Senior and Junior Deacons, Grand Chaplain, Grand Sword-bearer, 
Grand Marshal, two Grand Stewards, Grand Tyler, Grand Pursuivant, and also 
the Past Grand and Deputy Grand Masters, Past Grand Senior and Junior 
Warden" and Past Masters of regular Lodges while niemhers of a regular 
Lodge under its jurisdiction, and the Masters and Wardens of regular Lodges 

which are subordinate to the Grand Lodge. 

Sec u In all ca«es where special Eepresentatives sliall not he appointed by 
any subordinate Lodge, and the Master andW'ardens cannot personally attend 
the Grand Lodge, they shall have the privilege of constituting a proxy, and 
such proxy shall be a blaster Mason and nieinber of some Lodge under this 
jurisdiction; and ho or they shall be entitled to the same number of votes as 
liis or their constituent or constituents. 

Sec. 3. No Slason shall be eligible to an office in the Grand Lodge unless he 
has pass«l the Chair in some regular Lodge, except it bo in cases of emergency; 
nor sliall any brother under the grade of Master Mason be admitted into the 
Grand Lodge. 

AETICLE II. 

Sec 1 las amended). The Grand Lodge shall bo held once in each year, in 
the town of Nashville, which meeting shall take place on the first Monday of 
October, and shall be called the Grand Annual Commun.cation At which the 
Grand Officers shall be elected or appointed, as shall be prescribed by this Con- 
stitution. And special Grand Lodges shall be held as the Grand Master may 
appoint. 

Beg. 2. A Grand Master shall he chosen at the Grand Annual Cornmuni- 
cation; but no person shall be eligible to this office more than two years in 
succession. 

Sec. 3. The election of Grand Master shall bo by ballot; the last Grand Mas- 
ter shall if eligible, be aihongst the luiinbor of candidates; but no vote shall be 
given for any brother who may not be in nomination; nor shall any nomination 
be considered as good unless it be seconded. When the ballot is closed, the Deputy 
Grand Master shall count out the votes, and declare him that has a majority of 
the whole number present duly elected; and the Grand Master so elected shall 
ho installed according to ancient usage at the session he is elected. 

Sec. 4. In case of sickness, or necessary absence, the Grand Master, or any 
other officer may be installed by proxy; but whoever represents them must 
have sustained the office to which such absent officer is to bo installed, or such 
office as might have entitled him to fill the chair in the absence of the Grand 
Master. 
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Sec. 5. If in case of death, resignation, or removal from office, the chair of 
the Grand Lodge should become vacated, it is to he tilled hy seniority, until the 
next Grand Annual Communication; h'ut the Deputy Grand blaster ceases to 
exist as such as soon as the chair is vacated hy the Grand blaster who appointed 
him. 

Sec. C. The Grand Alastcr shall appoint his Deputj- under the seal of the 
Grand Lodge, and ho shall appoint and declare the Grand Deacons, the Grand 
Chaplain, the Grand Swtnd-hearer, the Grand Alarshal, the Grand Stewards, 
the Grand iyler, and the Grand Pursuivant, which appointments shall' ho en- 
tered on the Alinutes of the Grand Lodge. And in case any other office shall 
hocomo vacated hy death, resignation, or otherwise, the Grand blaster lor the 
time being shall till such office or vacancy hydiis nomination. 

Sec. 7. The Grand blaster shall, when jiresent, indispensably fill the chair. 
In his ah.sence, the Deputy Grand Alastor; in the absence of both, the Senior 
Grand IVarden; in the absence of those, the Junior Grand Warden. In case 
of the absence of all those ollicer.s, the oldest Grand Officer in the Lodge is to 
till the chair. And that the Grand Lodge may always appear in due form, the 
presiding officer shall wear the jewel of the Grand blaster; and all others, the 
jewels of the officers they respectively represent. 

Sec. 8. The Grand Master, with his Deputy, Grand Wardens, Treasurer, or 
Secretary, shall, if convenient during his Alastership, visit the several Lodges 
undti his juiisdiction, jind see that no innovation be committed in any of them, 
fiiot gi^ ing such Lodges timely notice of his approach. But in c.asc it .should 
not be convenient for the Grand Master, or his officers, to attend as heroin re- 
cpiiied, then and in that case the Grand Master is authorized to appoint a skill- 
ful and confidential brother for this purpose. 

Sec. 9. The Grand Alaster has full right and authority to preside in every 
Lodge under his jurisdiction, with the Alaster of the Lodge on his left hand; 
and to summon his Grand AVardens, Treasurer, and Secretary, to attend him, 

who are to act in their several capacities whenever the Grand Master takes the 
chair. 

Sec. 10- Tim Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, and AVardens, shall sev- 
era j, at the time of their installation, make the following declaration; “I

Sec. 3. The Grand Secretary must be a brother who can write a fair hand, 
and shall keep accurate records of all the transactions of the Grand Lodge.

He shall issue 
summonses as the Grand Master may direct, and shall give a seasonable notice, 
in at least one public newspaper, of every Stated MeeUng of the Grand Lodge,

rights of the several Lodges, and memoeis & 

say every Lodge present, by its Kepresentatives, shall be entitled to three 
votes whether represented by one or more brethren; and every member of 
the Grand Lodge, otherwise entitled than by being a Kepresentative of a par- 
ticular Lodge, shall Inave one vote. All other matters m the Grand Lodge 
shall be determined by a majority of the votes of the members present, and 
the brother in the chair shall have the casting vote. 

Sec 2 The Grand Lodge shall have power, by charter under their seal, 
to constiiute new Lodges, to establish a uniform mode of working in all the 
Lodires within this State, and superintend and regulate the general police of 
Masonry according to the ancient usages and customs of Masons, carefully 
regarding the old landmarks, which are on no account to be removed or de- 
faced. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Lodge, on granting a Charter to a newly constituted 
Lodge, may demand such reasonable fees as they may establish by law. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Lodge shall have power to call on the several Lodges for 
the annual customary dues. 
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Sec. 5. The Grand Lodge shall have power to establish a uniform rule as to 
the sums to be paid in the several Lodges within the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, for entering, passing, and raising a brother. 

Sec. 6. The Grand Lodge shall have power to make such laws for their own 
government as they shall think proper. 



ARTICLE Y. 

Sec. 1. No vote of the Grand Lodge shall be reconsidered by a less number 
of members than were present at the passing of the same. 

Sec. 2. No brother shall be admitted into the Grand Lodge but such as are 
members, excepting petitioners and witnesses, provided that brethren projierly 
entitled by their grade in Masonry may, on motion, be admitted as visitors. In 
neither ot which cases shall they be admitted to vote. 

Sec. 3. No new Charter shall be granted but upon the petition of at least 
five known and approved Master Masons; nor sh.all a now AVarrant issue to 
any number ot Masons residing within less than ton miles of the usual place 
of meeting of any regularly established Lodge, unless by special Dispensation 
of the Grand Lodge, and the iietition shall contain the causes which render it 
expedient that such Charter should be granted, with the nomination of the 
Master and AYardens. And the petition shall be approved by some regularly 
constituted Lodge in the vicinity of the petitioners. 



ARTICLE A^I. 

Sec. 1. Eteiy Lodge under this jurisdiction shall, once every year, transmit 
to the Gland Lodge the names of their ollicers, and also the names of their 
lethrcn who have been made Masons, passed Fellow Crafts, and raised to the 
sublime Degree of Alaster Alasons, in order that the same maj* be duly noticed 
in tills Gmiicl Xiodt^o.

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BY-LAWS, Etc. 

ARTICLE I. 

Amendment, October 6, 1818. Resolved, That the fund for contingent ex- 
penses of the Grand Lodge shall ho raised in the following manner, to^ wit: 
Every member of the Grand Lodge present at the meetings of the Giand 
Lodge, and every brother admitted to visit the Grand Lodge at such meetings, 
shall pay to the Grand Secretary the sum of fifty cents for each meeting at 
which he shall attend, and that no member of the Grand Lodp shall he re- 
quired to pay any other sum than the above toward the funds ol the Lodge. 

Sec 1 Every private Lodge shall transmit to the Grand Lodge a copy of 
their By-laws, together with such extracts from their Journal of Proceedings 
as the Grand Lodge may from time to time think proper to direct. 

Sec 2 There shall he paid into the Treasury for every Charter or arrant 
for holding a now Lodge, the sum of §20, and for every Charter renewed, the 

sum of §5. , 1 . 

Sec 3. It shall he the duty of the Grand Treasurer to lay his account before 

the Lodge at each Grand Annual Communication, for inspection and adjust- 
ment; and upon going out of oflice ho shall forthwith pay into the hands of his 
successor the balance which may appear to he due from him to the Lodge. 

Sec. 4. If any member shall leave the Lodge without the permission of the 

Master, he shall paj' the sum of fifty cents. 

Sec. 6. Every member who makes a motion shall deliver a transcript of the 

same to the Secretary before it is put. 

Sec. 6. A Committee of Correspondence shall he annually appointed. 

Sec. 7. Each member of the Grand Lodge shall he entitled to a certificate 
thereof, which shall entitle him to admission into any Lodge in this State, and 
to all tiie rights and privileges which the members of such Lodges respectively 
possess. 

ADDITIOjSTAL BY"-LAWS. 

[Passed October, 1818.] 

Sec. 8. That each subordinate Lodge under this jurisdiction pay annually to 
the Grand Lodge the sum of §1 for each Degree conferred, and for each mem- 
ber admitted into their respective Lodges. 

Sec. 9. That in all cases hereafter, where the Grand Secretary shall affix his 
seal of office to any Charter, Warrant, or other instrument of writing, he shall 
be entitled to receive from the applicant therefor the sum of $2.

Brother Samuel ITooston, agreeably to jtrevions notice, pre- 
sented a memorial to this Grand Lodge, tvith regard to the •dif- 
ference existing between himself and Brother George AV. Gibbs, 
in the words following, to Avit: 

To ihe Worshipful Grand Lodge of the State of Tennessee, now in session; 

Aom petitions icpresents, that on his way homo after an absence of near 
- yr. horn this place, he was informed that General Gibbs, on the 6th 
^ ^lurfreesLoro, had taken the liberty of using certain charges 

1° n * iciacity and character, and that the expressions used by him had 
een conveyed to jSTashville and put into circulation by Governor Carroll, in 
tie piesence of Ap. yy_ APfigter Taxxehill, who was called on by the 

peti 10 101 o state in writing what those slanderous exiiressions wore, which he 
refused. 

Aoui petitioner understanding that the cause alleged by Goner.al Gibbs for 
his conduct and expressions was, that Ihe petitioner had communicated to 
Alajor Eaton that General Gibbs, in a public speech, had used expressions to 
Alajor Eaton S prejudice, which the General denied, your petitioner then 
proceeded to inquire of persons whom he had seen present when the speech was 
delivered, and to take their statcnients, which he prays may be considered as a 
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part of the grounds of application to this Lodge, ns also the statement of ilr. 
E. Hall, through ■whom the information ■was given, as your petitioner con- 
ceived, for the henefit of !Major Eaton’s reputation. 

When this was done, application was made by Mr. E. C. Foster to your 
petitioner to have the subject refei'red to three gentlemen, whom he stated had 
been selected by the mutual friends of the parties for that purpose: which prop- 
osition was positively refused, for various reasons. Petitioner was then asked 
by him “if the parties were not brother Masons, and if such things were not 
prohibited by the rules of the Order.” The reply to this was Masonic. 

The ne.xt notice which your petitioner had of any interference in the matter 

was on the day of , when, at sunset that evening, he was verbally 

notified to attend a meeting of the brethren at the Lodge-room, at the usual 
hour. He accordingly repaired to the Lodge-room, when, by resolution of the 
Lodge, a Convention of Lodges No. 8 and 37, was effected, making the proceed- 
ings of the Convention a matter [of] record with both Lodges. Which pro- 
ceedings, whether of record or not, or if the same may be destroyed, your 
petitioner prays that the substance may he considered a part of this petition, 
and given in evidence. Several different resolutions were passed by the Con- 
vention on the first evening, inculpating your petitioner, after he had protested 
against the jurisdiction of the Convention, for these reasons; 

1. That it was a private matter, the adjustment of which pertained to peti- 
tioner alone. 

2. That no charges or specifications were exhibited against him, and that he 
■was conscious of having violated no Masonic rule or obligation. 

The Convention then decided that it had jurisdiction, and your petitioner 
submitted to said jurisdiction. Then several resolutions were passed, to which 
your petitioner could not accede, which was the cause of adjournment until 
Friday when a meeting again took place, without producing any result differ- 
ent from the preceding evening. The Convention then adjourned until Mon- 
day, when they met, and, after some consultation, the obnoxious resolutions 
were reconsidered and withdrawn. A resolution was then moved and seconded, 
of contrary import, when the M. W. Grand Master, then presiding over the 
Convention, refused to submit them to the Convention, and alleged that Brother 
Gibbs was not present. And after adjournment, ho remarked that he never 
would consent to the passage of said resolutions, nor permit General Gibbs to 
do so. 

Your petitioner rose after the reconsideration, and prayed of the M. W. 
Grand Master that charges and specifications might bo exhibited against 
him, and that he might be permitted to answer to them. The M. W. Grand 
Master then stated, “You know there is a difference between you and Brother 
Gibbs; rumor has it all over town.” Your petitioner replied that “rumor had 
a thousand tongues, and that five hundred were slanderous.” The M. W. Grand 
Master then said, “Do you say there is no diflerenco between you and Brother 
Gibbs?” The reply of your petitioner was, “I did not come to meet inquisi- 
tion, but expected to meet charges of unmasqnic conduct.” The JI. Grand 
Master said, “It had better be thrown out of the Lodges, and let them settle it 
themselves.” 
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Previous to tlie reconsiileration of the obnoxious resolutions, petitioner re- 
quested to be furnished with .a eopv of them, which was not furnished, hut was 
permitted to look at the original resolutions. AVlien said resolutions were 
reconsidered, your petitioner was informed, and believes, thej- were destroyed 
bv' order of the Af. AV. Grand Master. 

On the last evening of the Convention, a resolution was passed appointing a 
committee to investigate the alleged ditference, and make report ui>on the 
same, composed of Brothers Halt., Belt., Cuatgukad, Fogg, and O. B. Hayes. 

A few days afterward, your petitioner submitted in writing his statement of 
facts to a member of the committee, with a request that the committee would 
report speedily. Ho repeatedly made the same request of difl’erent members 
of it, but without efi'ect. 

Previous to the departure of your petitioner for Kentucky, on the 8th of 
August last, he addressed a note to the M. AV. Grand Master, requesting a call 
of tlic two Lodges, which was not done. On his return from Kentucky, he in- 
tended again to request a call on the 17th of September, but was informed that 
General Gibus had gone to Afurfreesboro. Your petitioner, on the 2()th ultimo, 
addressed another [note] to the AI. AV. Grand Master, requesting him to have 
a meeting of the Lodges on the 1st inst., with intention that ho might appeal 
to the present session of the Grand Lodge, which was not complied with. Your 
petitioner has addressed letters to all the members of the committee referred 
to, that were in town, two of which have written to him their reasons for not 
acting on the subject referred to them, which are submitted with this memorial. 

Prom this general statement of facts, your petitioner begs leave to represent, 
that he conceives injustice has been done to him in the following particulars: 
1. The Convention had no jurisdiction. 2. That said Convention proceeded to 
pass an unjust sentence, without preferring either charges or specifleations. 
3. AVhen the sentence was passed on petitioner, and he requested a copy of the 
resolutions, it was not furnished him. 4. That when petitioner prayed that 
charges miglit bo preferred, his prayer was rejected, and he treated with harsh- 
ness and tyranny. 6. That when a resolution favorable to petitioner was moved 
and seconded, the AI. AAC Grand Alaster presiding refused to submit the same to 
the Convention. 6. In not keeping a faithful record of the proceedings of the 
Convention. /.In not furnishing the Committee of Investigation with a copy 
+ ' ^^tion appointing them to act, 8. In refusing to call the Lodges at

o the reputation of your petitioner, from irregularity, unjust sentences, 
°^|'8'Stination in the proceedings of the Convention in the petitioner’s case, 
ow la your petitioner is fully satisfied that he has, by delay, suffered 
nine IS eelings and reputation, as well by the conduct of professed Alasons 
as t lose w 10 are not within the pale of Alasonry, and that he has no hope of 
redt ess 01 justice at any period unless it is now granted by this Lodge; and 
whereas repoits have been put in circulation among persons not Alasons, that 
he rests undei the censure of two Lodges, and that General Gibbs was justified by 
the same, youi petitioner therefore prays that the proceedings of the Lodges 
and Convention aforesaid may be brought up and acted upon by this Lodge, 
according to the merits of the case. 
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Tour petitioner presents no claims but those of justice, Masonry, and suffer- 
ing reputation, which he is apprehensivahas been injured by a strict adherence 
on his part to the obligations of Masonry.

The E. W. Grand Senior Warden in the chair. 

The committee to whom was referred the returns of Lodges working 
under Dispensation, after carefully examining the return and Proceedings of 
New Market Lodge, No. 52, beg leave to report, th.at having examined the 
return of said Lodge, they find that they are working regularly, according to the 
landmarks of Masonrj^; but upon examination of the Minutes of said Lodge, 
find that an Entered Apprentice has been examined in a Fellow Crafts’ Lodge, 
and a Fellow Craft in a Master Masons’ Lodge; but your committee believe 
this to be an omission on the part of the Secretary of said Lodge. They find 
the Bj'-laws of this Lodge to be such as, in the opinion of your committee, may 
be safely adopted by this Grand Lodge. They are therefore inclined to report 
favorably, and recommend a Charter to be granted to said Lodge, as an appli- 
cation to that efl’ect accompanies their return.

The committee appointed to examine fhe returns from suboi'dinafe Lodges 
have performed that duty, and heg leave to report, that they find the returns 
of Lodge No. G, for the years 182.3, 1824, and 1825, are suhstantially correct; 
also, the returns from Lodges No. 7, 8, 10, 14, 18, 19, 31, 37, 38, 39, 42, 43, 44, 
45, 47, 49, 60, and 61, for the year 1825. The return from AA’estern Star 
Lodge, No. 9, is deficient in not stating the rejections, suspensions, and expul- 
sions which may have taken place; as is also that of New Providence 
Lodge, No. 48, in not giving the names of the ofiicers and memhers. The re- 
turn of Ehea Lodge, No. 47, for the year 1824, is not in the form pi’escrihed hy 
the Grand Secretary. 

They find that Lodges No. 7, 9, 10, 14, 31, 37, 43, 44, 45, and 61, have ap- 
pro\ ed the amendments proposed hy this Grand Lodge at its last Annual 
Communication, to the Constitution thereof. Lodge No. 49 disaiijiroves of the 
first amendment proposed, and approves of the second. 

Prom the returns laid before your committee, they find th.at Mount Aloriah 
Lodge, No. 18, has suhscrihed §58, Columhia Lodge, No. 31, §14, Na.shville 
Lodge, No. 37, §450, AVashington Luminary Lodge, No. 42, §2, Aleridian 
Sun Lodge, No. 50, §12 50, and AAale of Tenipe Lodge, No. 46, §17, toward the 
erection of a monument at Alount Yernon, to the memory of our illustrious 
brother, George AA'‘asiiixgtox. 

Your committee have also examined the By-laws of Lodges No. C, 7, 8, 10, 
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87, 38, 43, 45, 49, 50, and 51, and approve of the same. The By-laws of Rising 
Star Lodge, No. 44, contain these provisions; “Article 5, section 3: All peti- 
tions shall he acted on hy ballot; and if there ho more ihan one dissenting 
voice, the candidate shall be rejected. Section 5: No candidate shall be ballot- 
ed for unless he can write legibly, and read intelligibly, his own native lan- 
guage.” Your comniittee are of opinion that the words Mn?;,” in the 

third section, should be expunged, so as to make it conform to the regulations 
of this Grand Lodge on the subject of admission to Lodges. In regard to the 
fifth section, above quoted, your committee are of opinion that it should be 
entirely expunged. They do not consider the circumstance of a man’s having 
failed to acquire an education suflQcient to enable him to read and write, should 
exclude him from the privileges of the Order. Western Star Lodge, No. 9, 
it appears, has not as yet conformed their By-laws to the regulations of this 
Grand Lodge on the subject of admission to Lodges, but we are informed their 
practice is in conformity to the rules laid down. 



Which report was concurred in hy the Grand Lodge. 

The following resolutions, oftered by Brother Carutiiers. were 
adopted by the Grand Lodge; 

Resolved, by the Grand Lodge of the State of Tennessee, That it .shall be the 
duty of the Most Worshipful Grand Master of this Grand Lodge, or the Grand

Resolved, That for the compensation of the said Grand Lecturer, each subor- 
dinate Lodge which he may lecture shall be required to pay the said Grand 
Lecturer the sum of ten dollars, upon the presentation of his commission afore- 
said; and should they be unwilling to pay the same, they shall notify him 
thereof, and he shall not be required to lecture them; and this Grand Lodge 
shall likew'ise pay unto him the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars, provided 
he produce the acknowledgment, in writing, of all the subordinate Lodges, that 
he has complied with the above resolution. 

Resolved, That the Grand Lecturer give the subordinate Lodges five days’ 
notice of his probable arrival. 

Resolved That a copy of these resolutions accompany the commission, and 
be presented ivith the same to the subordinate Lodges.

Resolved, That this Grand Lodge now take up the case of Brother Houston.

AV HEREAS, It appears by the report of the Committee on Returns from sub- 
ordinate Lodges, that the amendments to the Constitution of this Grand Lodge, 
by the alteration of the first section of the first Article, and expunging the 
sixth section of the third Article, proposed and sanctioned at the last Annual 
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Meeting of tliis Grand Lodge* liave been approved by ten Lodge?, and partially 
approved by one, but that no expression of opinion on the subject has been 
given by the remaining Lodges; therefore. 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary bo directed again to require of all those 
Lodges which have communicated no opinion, to take the proposed amendments 
into consideration, and to signify their approval or rejection to this Grand 
Lodge at its next Annual Meeting. 

On motion of Brother Eiiea, the following resolutions were 
adopted; 

Resolved, That the third section of the first Article of the Constitution of 
this Grand Lodge be so amended that the words, “has passed the chair in 
some regular Lodge, except it be in ca.ses of emergency,” be stricken out, and 
the words, “ is a Past Master,” be inserted in lieu thereof. 

Resolved, That the above resolution be submitted to the subordinate Lodges 
for their approval or rejection. 

The Grand Lodge then again proceeded to the consideration 
of the case of Brother Houston, and after considerable discussion 
thereon the following resolutions wore adopted ; 

Resolved, by the Grand Lodge of the State of Tennessee, That, having 
heard and considered all the evidence offered, relative to the proceedings of 
Lodges No. 8 and 37, in the case of Brother Samuel Houston, it will, under 
all the circumstances, entertain jurisdiction thereof. 

Resolved, secondlj-. That, having heard and considered the evidence offered 
by our said Brother Samuel Houston, this Grand Lodge is of opinion that 
no cause of censure whatever has appeared against him, either as a man or a 
Mason, but that lie has acted correctly and honorably throughout the whole 
transaction. 

Resolved, thirdly. That, in thus expressing their views in relation to Brother 
Houston, this Grand Lodge does not intend to express any opinion prejudicial 
to Brother Gibbs, who, though notified of this proceeding, is nevertheless ab- 
sent at Murfreesboro, as a member of the Gefieral Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee, now in session; nor does this Grand Lodge intend any censure on 
our late Worshipful Grand Master Tanneuill, or on the subordinate Lodges 
No. 8 and 37. 

The committee appointed to report on the unfinished business 
of tlic last Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge, made a 
report, which was read and concurred in. 

Ordered, that the ttvo resolutions proposed at the last session 
of this Grand Lodge, relative to objects of Masonic charity, and 
to the distribution of the Grand Charity Fund, be referred to the 
next Annual Communication. 

Tile committee to whom was referred the communications from other Grand 
Lodge.^^, have had the same under consideration, and beg leave to report that 
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since the last Grand Animal Communication, tlTo Proceedings of the Grand 
Lodges of Blaine, ^Tew Hampshire, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Ohio, New York, 
A'irginia, South Carolina, Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Illinois, Delaware, 
Vermont. District of Columbia, and the British Province of Yova Scotia, have 
been transmitted to this Lodge, in which they do not discover anv tliino- con- 
tained requiring the special notice of this Grand Lodge, except those of the 
Grand Lodge of Maine. In pages nine and ten of their communication they 
announce a determination to make some change in the mode of conferring Ma- 
sonic Degrees. This change your committee cannot approve, believing as they 
do that no Grand Lodge has a right, agreeably to the ancient principles of our 
Order, to ellect such an innovation. Your committee, therefore, hope that the 
Grand Lodge of Maine will reconsider their resolution adopted 8th January, 
1821, on this subject, and thereby avoid many unpleasant consequences which 
might otherwise take place. Your committee is also of opinion that the Grand 
Lodge of Maine, or its committee, should have been more circumspect in the 
language of their communication.

Grand Lodge in relation to a petition or memorial oftcrod at its present meet- 
ing hy Brother Samuei. IIoustox. And in entering this protest, thej' het^ it 
to he distinctly understood, that they consider the said proceedings highly 
dangerous and inexpedient, for the following reasons: ° 

1. The Grand Lodge has no jurisdiction of the controversies of individual 
brothers, or of the alleged misconduct of individuals, except by appeal from 
the decision of some subordinate Lodge. In the present instance, it does not 
appear that any charges have ever been preferred against Brother Houstox, 
or anj of the brethren mentioned in his petition. The subordinate Lodges in 
Aashvillo had, it is true, summoned Brothers Houston and Gibbs before them, 
with a view to endeavor to interpose their Masonic aid to ell'ect a reconciliation 
and adjustment of an alleged difference between them. The efforts of those 
Lodges arc yet unfinished, the matter being before a respectable committee of 
Masons, who have not yet reported. Brother IJousTo^'■ has never been 
arraigned before any Lodge for unmason ic conduct, nor has a vote of censure, 
so far a.s the undersigned arc informed, been at any time passed against him so 
as^to afford him a right of appeal, or good cause of complaint. 

^ 2. If this Lodge had any jurisdiction of the application of Brother Houston, 
It must have been on the ground that he had not an opportunity to obtain a 
just, iair and impartial trial of his ease in the subordinate Lodges; and not- 
witistancing the disavoival ot any intention to censure said Lodges, the ex- 
pression ot an opinion in relation to the merits of the case can bo litasonic only 
upon the piesumption of tyrannical, oppre.ssive, and unjust conduct on the 
pait of said Lodges tow’ard Brother Houston, as alleged in his petition, of 
which there has not been, in the opinion of the undersigned, a particle of 
proof.

possession of your committee, they believe that not only Brother Rogers, but 
Brother Miller, and the Lodge itself, have been too hasty and inconsiderate, 
from feelings growing out of the political excitements of that time.

The committee to whom were referred the returns from suhordinate Lodges 
heg leave to report that returns have hoen made from thirt}' Lodges for the 
present year— viz.: Nos. 5, 0, 7, 8, 9, 10, 14, 19, 93, 31, 37, 38, 39, 43, 44, 45, 40, 47, 
48, 49, 50, 51, 52, 53, 54, 55, 57, 59, GO, and Gl, and that the general requisitions 
of this Grand Lodge have heen complied with. There are, however, some slight 
deficiencies, to remedy which they ivould hog leave to call the attention of the 
suhordinate Lodges to the requisitions of this Gr.and Lodge, and that the By- 
laws of Nos. 45, 61, 57, and amendments of Nos. 5, 23, and 55, have heen duly 
considered, and the By-laws of Nos. 45 and 57 are in accordance with the ancient 
landmarks of the Order. They would recommend that the third section of the 
ninth Article in the By-laws of No. 51 he expunged, as contrary to the order 
of this Grand Lodge and the usages of Masonry; that the amendments of No.

(vhich gitea no privileges to any set of men, hut deals out equal justice to all), 
anc s lould he rejected.

But three Lodges have reported on the 
proposed amendment of the Constitution of this Grand Lodge, and none on the 
Washington Monument.

1826, ’27; St. Charles Lodge, No. 28, §50, no returns since 1819; Spartan Band 
of Brothers Lodge, No. 32, §11, and no return for the present year; Union 
Lodge, No. 38, §21; Dover Lodge, No. 39, .§43; 'Washington Luminary Lodge, No. 
42, §20, and no returns for 1820, ’27; Predonia Lodge, No. 43, §21; Kising Star 
Lodge, No. 44, §15; Ehea Lodge, No. 47, §19; New Providence Lodge, No. 
48, §4; Paris Lodge, No. 55, §8; Mount Pleasant Lodge, No. 67, .§9; Browns- 
ville Lodge, No. 68, §16, and no return for 1827; Lafayette Jjodge, No. 00, §19; 
Newport Lodge, No. 4, §20, and no return since 1822. 

Tour committee would beg leave farther to report, that in ascertaining the 
several amounts due from the subordinate Lodges to this Grand Lodge, they 
received the debits and credits, as stated and worded in the books of the Grand 
Secretary, e.vcept in the case of Carthage T.odgo, No. 14. In the examination 
of the situation of that Lodge, it was found in arrears §17. A receipt was pre- 
sented from the Eepresentative of said Lodge, showing that the sum of §17 had 
been received by Brother Tanxehill, in the year 1818, and not entered in the 
Secretary’s books, as a credit to said Lodge No. 14.

Your Grand Lecturer would hog leave to report, that in pursuing the duties 
of his appointment, he was hailed as the messenger of good tidings hy the difter- 
ent Lodges he has lectured,' many of which he found in a consideiahlc degree 
of Masonic darkness. Some wore ahle to give the ceremonial part of the De- 
grees, without the Lecture (or such as was very imi)erfcct), and in one Lodge 
the presiding officer could not go througlvthc form of opening and closing the 
Lodge, or rather, had no form at all; while others were well skilled in the 
mysteries of the Order. 

Your Grand Lecturer would farther report, that Greenville Lodge, No. 3, is 
in a state of Masonic darkness and confusion, and the Craft in that place is in 
disrepute. Your Grand Lecturer advised the hrethren to settle up their dues 
as soon as possible and surrender their Charter, as, in his opinion, the objects of 
the Grand Lodge could no longer he realized; to which the brethren agreed. 

Your Grand Lecturer would farther report, that some of the Lodges enrolled 
on the Minutes of the Grand Lodge last year had quit working ■\iz.: bt. 
Johifs Lodge, No. 27, Elkton, No. 24, Spartan Band of Brothers, No. 32, Win- 
chester, No. 20, Washington Luminary, No. 42; some of which have resumed 
their labors — viz.: Winchester, No. 20, and Elkton, No. 24. 

Some of the Lodges which jmur Grand Lecturer visited were not lectuiod, 
owing, in some cases, to the inconvenience of hrethren, and othei emhaiiassing 
circumstances, and, in others, to the want of zeal for a knowledge of the 
Lectures. 

Your Grand Lecturer much laments that he was unable to visit all the 
Lodges, being providentially hindered, partly from personal affliction, and 
partlj' from the afflictio7i and death of one of his children. 

Your Grand Lecturer would farther report, that from the kind reception re- 
ceived from brethren, together with the close attention and general improve- 
ment of the Craft, he is of opinion that the appointment has been attended 
with general and special advantage in sjircadiug Masonic light, unity, morality, 
and virtue, together with a general' harmony in the manner of work and lec- 
turing.

They have had an interview with Brother Prie.stley, a Eopreson- 
tative at the last Grand Annual Communication; also with Brother Clemexts, 
the present Eepresentative, and have examined the papers relative to the pro- 
ceedings had against Brother Priestley in Lodge No. 39. 

XVe find that on the 7th September, 1827, Brother Priestley received of 
Lodge No. 39 notes on different banks to the amount of §29, which were to bo 
appropriated to the payment of the dues of Lodge No. 89 to this Grand Lodge. 
But as §2 of this money was found to be counterfeit, and ns §20 of the balance 
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was not at par, and would not be received by tbo Grand Lodge, Brother 
Pkiestley was compelled to get it exchanged, which reduced the §29 to §20 40 
in sound funds, a part of which is claimed by said brother to defray his ex- 
penses to and from this place, as Bepresentative of said Lodge. But we are of 
opinion that to give Beprescnt.atives legal claims on the Lodges they represent 
would bo a bad precedent — a usage fraught with many evil consequences. AVe, 
therefore, are of opinion that Brother Priestley should return the §2 which 
proved to bo counterfeit, to the Treasurer of Lodge 2\o. 39, and that he pay to 
this Grand Lodge, in behalf of Lodge 2s o. 39, the sum of §22 40, either now or 
at some future time specified by the Grand Lodge, and that he be restored to 
all the rights and privileges of Alasonry. AVe would also recommend to Lodge 
No. 39 the jiropriety of bearing a part of Brother Priestley's expenses while 
attending the Grand Lodge as Kepreseutative. AV. PECIC,

Tho committee appointed to examine and report on the unfinished business 
of the last session of the Grand Lodge, have made such an examination as the 
Proceedings of 1827 could enable them to do, and after bestotving upon tho 
suliject their best consideration, beg leave to submit tho following as their 
rej)ort: 

Lour committee have noticed three resolutions in relation to 'Warren Lodo-e 
No. 19, which, for the full satisfaction of this Grand Lodge, can be referred to 
on page 10 of the Proceedings of 1827, by which tho Grand Secretary was required 
to give notice to tho delinquent brethren of that Lodge who were in arrears, to 
appear at tho present session of the Grand Lodge, and show cause why they 
should not be dealt with, etc. It is deemed unnecessary to do more than merely 
mention tho appointment of a committee to settle the accounts of Brothers 
Ianxeuill, Norveli., and D. Irwix, as that matter is now under tho direc- 
tion of this Grand Lodge. 

At tho Grand Annual Communication of 182G, a resolution was passed, say- 
ing that any subordinate Lodge which should be in arrears to the Grand Lodo-o 
at Its meeting in 1827 should forfeit its Charter; and in 1827, for reasons not 
set out by the committee which then acted upon that subject, it was resolved 
to extend to the Lodges which were therein specified, the longer time of twelve 
mont IS, to adjust with the Grand Lodge their dues. Tho Lodges to which this 
indulgence was granted were Nos. 3, 5, 7, 10, IS, 23, 38, 39, 43, 44, 47, 48, 65, 57, 
58, and CO. The committee are of opinion that so much of tho report of the 
committee of 1827 as relates to forfeiture of the Charters of the aforesaid 
Lodges should be enforced. 

Your committee discover that Lodges No. 4, 13, 22, 20, 27, 28, and 29, were 
uiiected to oo cited by l]io Grand Secretary to show cause, at tho present ses- 
sion of tliis Grand Lodge, if an^' they have, why their Charters shall not bo 
forteited. Tour committee are not nj^prised that said Lodges have complied 
"with said requisition. 

It appears from tho Proceedings of 1827 that Brothers Maddex M. D.

The committee to tvhom the returns of the subordinate Lodo-es 
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working under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge were re- 
ferred. report: 

That complete returns have been received from Nos. 5, 6, 7, 9, 10, 14, 23, 24, 
31, 38, 49, 51, 53, 54, 55, 57, 01, and GO; but bog leave to inform No. 0, that 
there is no such officer in a subordinate Lodge as Pursuivant; and No. 10, that 
there is none such as Marshal. No. 39 makes returns for 1827 and 1828, but 
does not name any person as filling the office of Steward in said Lodge. No. 45 
returns no officer of a grade lower than Junior AVarden. No. 47 makes returns 
for 1827-8, but is unaccompanied with a statement of any officers of a lower 
grade than Secretary. No. 58 makes a statement of their work, but no official 
return, as required by this Grand Lodge. No. 59 sent a transcript of their 
records, instead of a return; and No. 02 sent a statement of their accounts, but 
no return; and there arc two returns from No. 8, but, for i-easons known to this 
Grand Lodge, it cannot be known to your committee whether correct or not. 
They would recommend that the By-law's of Lodge No. 23 be received and 
approved. That No. 24 be required to strike out so much of section 20 ol their 
By-laws as requires a dissenting voter to give his reasons for such dissent; and 
that any person can be elected when there is a dissenting vote. And that No. 
58 strike out the Gth section of its By-laws, or add to the end of the clause the 
words “in succession.”

The committee appointed to examine the returns of Lodges working under 
Dispensations beg leave to report, that they have examined the returns from 
Lodges No. 04, 67, 68, 69, and 70. Your committee recommend a revision of 
the Bj-laws of No. 67, particularly the 2d section of Article 12, respecting the 
initiation of candidates in cases of emergency. Your committee arc of opinion 
that all petitions lor initiation ought to lie over from one Stated Meeting to 
another, before any balloting should bo had thereon. In relation to No. 70, 
your committee recommend a general revision of its By-law.s, so as to expunge 
all pecuniary penalties for oft’enses of every description. They have examined 
the returns. By-laws, and Proceedings of Lodges No. 64, 68, and 69, and find 
them tolerably correct; and recommend that the Grand Lodge issue Charters 
to each of the Lodges above specified. Your committee have likewise examined 
the returns and By-laws of Memphis Lodge, No. 71. They would recom- 
mend to its members a revision of their Bj--laws, so as to supply many omis- 
sions and defects in their code. Your committee also believe that the members 
of said Lodge (owing, probabljq to the short space of time they have wrought 
undei a Dispensation) arc not sufficiently skilled in the secrets and mysteries 
of the Craft to authorize a Charter to issue. AVo, therefore, recommend a 
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rcncwiil of the Dispensation to said Lodge Ko. 71 until the next Grand Annual

The committee appointed to inquire into a complaint against Cumberland 
Lodge, iSTo, 8, have attended to that duty, and beg leave to report: 

That the}’ have given a very jiatient and careful examination to the whole of 
the matter submitted for their consideration. They have also heard the 
charges and specifications against said Lodge, and the evidence in support of 
them. They have also attended particularly to the defense brought forward to 
said charges and specifications b}- the conunittee who appeared before them in 
behalf of Lodge No. S, and the evidence introduced in exculpation of said 
Lodge. So much testimony was brought before your committee, that upon 
mature deliberation, believing all the purposes cf justice and right could be 
eflected as well, they come to the conclusion to report to your honorable body 
the conclusions which seemed irresistibly to flow from the facts, rather than 
the facts themselves. Eartlier, therefore, than a detail Avhich will bo necessary 
to show the connection between the body of tire evidence and the conclusions 
to which your committee have arrived, will not he attempted. 

At the very threshold of the matter, your committee feel themselves bound, 
though painful to their feelings, to cxjrress their belief that within the jurisdic- 
tion of Lodge No. 8 there is a deidorable want of that brotherly love and for- 
bearance which should mark the character of every Ulason. The motives of 
brctliren are often assailed, when no accompanying circumstance would seem 
to justify it; and in some instances, yea, frequently, corruption is attributed in 
connections whore your committee c.an see no sufficient evidence to charge the 
acts to any other than the ordinary desire for the performance of duty. This 
painful state of things seems to your committee to have had its origin in the 
moibid excitement which has been for some time prevalent in this vicinitv on 
political subjects. The acknowledged right of a free expression of opinion on 
all matter's connected with our civil and social relations has been extended be- 
yond its legitimate limits, and from the warmth of the feelings of the times, 
and the undue influence of example, men who, under other circumstairces, would 
be justly looked upon as sober and wise, have caught the contagion of the times, 
and, instead of thro-wing their weight against this growing evil, have oven lent 
their aid in spreading its alarming ravages in society. It is much to be feared that 
the present disordered state of Lodge No. 8 is, in part at least, owing to these 
circumstances. Political differences have bred private controversies, and with 
much sorrow your committee have ascertained from the evidence adduced, and 
admissions made before them, that the endearing relations which some enter- 
tained toward each other, if they did not augment, seemed to bo far from allay- 
ing them. In failing to bring these private disputes to an amicable adjust- 
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mcnt -when first known to exist, or the parties to piinislnncnt when oftenses 
have been committed, your committee feel themselves justified in asserting that 
said Lodge has shown a very reprehensible want of energy. Independent of 
the course which said Lodge has taken in relation to misundorstandinga among 
memher.s. as above alluded to, other cases have come before it as a budj, the 
course pursued about which your committee cannot approve. e acknowl- 
edge the existence of the right of self-defense in relation to corpoiations as 
w’ell as individuals; but the body or person must always strictly account tor 
its proper exercise. Ifrom the evidence produced before your committee, the} 
are satisfied, that although in some instances the Lodge was slow in vindicating 
its authority, yet in others it has evinced an uncalled for and censurable haste 
in condemnation and acquittal. Upon the whole, the irregularities of said 
Lodge have been so great, and so frequently reiterated; its discipline among its 
disorderly and refractory members so loose and unwholesome; its pei mission, 
v/ithout adequate punishment, in duo season, of acts in its members sub\eisLe 
of the great principles of the Order so often, your committee feel fully sati.sfied 
that your honorable body ■would stand fully justified in recalling immediately 
the Charter of said Lodge; yet, your committee would recommend that “ ju.-^tico 
be administered in mercy.” It is to be hoped that the day is fast approaching 
when the excitement of these times will be unknown — w'hen the sober reason of 
men will again return — when brothers can look with charity upon the faults of 
brothers — when actions, and not motives, will he the criterion by which men 
will form their opinions of each other, and when “brotherly love, relief, and 
truth” may again find a resting-place, and flourish here in their native con- 
sistency, beauty, and harmony. 

Your committee therefore recommend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion, to wit: 

^‘Resolved, That the meetings and operations of Lodge No. 8 bo suspended 
for twelve months, from this time; jn'ovidcd, tlnit said suspension shall not bo 
construed to work a dissolution of said Lodge, or fcu'feiture of its Chaitei, oi 
prevent them from collecting all their dues and debts of every description 
■wdiatcvcr. A,nd farther, provided that said Lodge niay hold and possess the 
house or hall they now occupy, and all other property now held by them.”

The above report and accomiiaiiying resolution Avere concurred 
in by tbe Grand Lodge. 

The committee to wdiom were referred the memorial of Samuel McIMaxus, 
and the appeal of Benj. P. Curp.t, beg leave to report that they have entered 
upon the investigation of the dift’erences with a view to give to every person 
concerned a full opportunity of being heard; they have examined all the testimony 
brought before them, which has a bearing, either directly or indirectly, upon ■ 
the subject, and from the volume of testimony examined in these cases (they 
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being nenrly allied to the case of Lodge ^To. 8), j-our committee deem it ncces- 
sarj' only to state the result of their labors. 

Your committee regret to lind in these, as tvell as in all other subjects comim^ 
before them, having any connection with the transactions of the Lodge of 
which they were members, and in the intercourse among the brethren of Lodge 
No. 8, so much excitement, distrust, and want of brotherly love and allection 
prevalent among so many of those who would otherwise be ornaments to them- 
selves and the Fraternity. Your committee, iu the discharge of their duty, are 
constrained to pass censure on the conduct of Samuel IJIcMasus, for the precip- 
itate and unadvised course pursued bj- him, whilst presiding officer of the Lodge. 
Lour committee are induced to believe that the conduct of iilr. Mc^Iaxus, for 
which ho has been expelled'^ by the Lodge, was not the consequence of a malicious 
or revengeful disposition toward said Lodge or any of its members; nor had it any 
foundation in a regardless feeling toward the good of the Craft; on the contrary, 
they believe he was actuated by 2 'ure motives, believing at the time it was his 
duty, as the Afastor of the Lodge, to act as he has done. Your committee come 
to this conclusion, from the deranged and disturbed state of tbe Lodge about the 
time the differences above alluded to transpired. The committee, therefore, 
aware of the imperfections of our nature, and in charity to the wcahnesses, 
precipitances, and excitements of a brother, do recommend that Samuel 
AIc-Maxus be restored to all the privileges of !Masonry by this Grand Lodge. 

In relation to the case of Benj. P. Curry, your committee believe the differ- 
ences between the brothers which gave rise to the susiiension of Mr. Curry, 
were, originally, of ver}^ little importance; and with the timely interference of 
some friend, or at a time when less excitement existed among the brethren, 
would not have heen noticed. They hesitate not to believe that each brother 
honestly believed the other mistaken, and each considered himself right. ^ 

Your committee, however, believe Mr. C. has not acted with a sufficient de- 
gree of charity toward the injured brother, nor, 25ending the examination, has 
said brother evinced a sufficient disposition to have the differences accommo- 
dated. In consequence, however, of the state of excitement, and the length of 
time Brother Curry has labored under the censure of the Lodvc, vour com- 
mittee recommend that he be restored to all the privileges of Masonry.

Grand Lodge have been summoned 
to attend the present meeting, and pay the same or surrender their Charters. 

1 he books, jewels, etc., of Jjodge Xo. 32, lately demised, have been received, 
and are at the disposal of the Grand Lodge.

To the M. TF. Grand Master, Ofilcers, and Members of the Grand Lodge: 

In nbedienc^ to a resolution of the Grand Lodge, at their Annual Communi- 
cation in 1827, requiring the Grand AVardens to visit the subordinate Lodges, 
and report thcii proceedings to the Grand Lodge, your G. J. AVarden begs leave 
to submit the following: 

Owing to the nature of my private pursuits, it has been out of my power to 
attend any of the subordinate Lodges, except Pulaski Lodge, Xo. 51, of which 
I am a member. In relation to that Lodge, I am happy to state that the 
members generally harmonize, and act toward each other Avith true ilasonic 
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spirit. The Lodge, however, has had the painful duty to perform of expelling 
one of its memhers from the privileges of Masonry. 

I have had frequent communications with intelligent memhers of Elkton 
Lodge. Mo. 24, and have ascertained that it is in a prosperous state. The other 
Lodges in my neighborhood, as I am informed, arc in successful operation, and 
attentive to the ancient landmarks of the Order. 

I have, however, observed a languishing zeal in the Oidei gcnerallj in prop 
agating a true knowledge of the ancient mode of work and a correct knowl- 
edge of the Lectures on the dillerent Degrees, which is much to bo regretted. 

I would respectfully suggest to the Grand Lodge the importance of devising 
some plan by which that subject might be better attended to, so that there 
might be a uniform mode of work and Lectures practiced throughout the State.

The undersigned, who was at the last session of the Grand Lodge appointed 
an agent to collect and return to the Grand Lodge the Charter, jewels, etc., of 
Eredonia Lodge, -Mo. 43, respectfully reports that he has performed the duty 
assigned him, and from an examination of the books he finds that many of the

Brother Tarpley offered a i-esolution iu relation to the appoint- 
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ment of delegates to meet at the city of Washington, to repre- 
sent all the Grand Lodges in the United States, which was re- 
ferred to a select committee composed of Brothers Tanneiiill, 
Tarpley, and Field. 

The following report was received and concurred in : 

The committee to ■whom "was referred tlie question, “Has the ^Master of a 
Euhordinate Lodge the right to suspend its operations and take awa.v its Char- 
ter without the consent of the Lodge, except so far as to adjourn from one 
Stated iMeeting to another?” hog leave to report that they have given the suh- 
ject that deliberation which its in'jportance to the Ciaft meiits. They lia\e 
examined the ancient Constitutions of the Order which Masons have univer- 
sally acknowledged, and find no such power, either granted or implied. They 
have also refiected upon the cftccts which the a'filrmati\e of the pioposition 
might have upon the interests of Masonry and the rights of Lodges. Thej 
are of opinion that the power to suspend the working of a Lodge is vested in 
the Grand Master during the recess of the Grand Lodge, which suspension may 
extend to the next ensuing meeting of the Grand Lodge, and that the power 
to arrest or recall the Charter of a Lodge belongs exclusively to the Grand 
Lodge. They are clearly of opinion that there is no such power in the blaster 
of a subordinate Lodge, derived either from the ancient Constitutions of the 
Order or from its unwritten laws. Such a power vested in the person of, and 
exercised by, a single individual holding hut a subordinate station in the great 
Masonic family, would, in the opinion of your committee, he dangerous to 
the privileges and subversive of the rights of the members of the Fraternity. 
It would subject the brethren to he controlled by the whims and capiices of an 
ignorant or overhearing and tyrannical Master, who, charmed by the fascina- 
tions of power, might forget right. 

Your committee areof opinion, after acareful investigation of the subject, that 
should such an unhappy state of things exist in a subordinate Lodge during its 
session that its quiet is likely to he disturbed, the jMastcr has the right to close 
his Lodge, in order to prevent such disturbance, or adjourn if from one Stated 
Meeting to another, and no longer; and it is his duty in such a state of things 
to report the case to the Grand Master, who may, if he thinks proper, suspend 
the working of the Lodge until the meeting of the Grand Lodge, which alone, 
as before remarked, has the power to arrest and recall the Charter.

The committee appointed at the last meeting of the Grand Lodge to settle 
the accounts of Brothers Moses Nokvell, 'Wilkins Tannehill, and David 
Irwin, have performed that duty by carefully examining the books of the 
Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer, and the records of the Grand Lodge, 
while they were in office, and beg leave to make the following report: 

The balance of §403 93, which appears to be due from Brother Moses Hor- 
VELL, former Grand Secretary, after lie retired from office, was paid by him to 
the Grand Treasurer, as appears from the books of the latter. 

The b.alanco of §92 70, which stands to the debit of Brother Wilkins Tan- 
NEiiiLL, ho sa 3 's was paid to the late Grand Treasurer, although its receipt docs 
not appear from the books of the latter. 

Brother David Irwin, late Grand Treasurer, is charged on the books of the 
Grand Secretary with the sum of §2,171, and acknowledges (bj' entries in his 
hooks) to have received, from other sources, §GC0 43, making together the sum 
of §2,837 43. He has been allowed, by the several committees who have ex- 
amined his accounts, credits to the amount of §2,794 GO, leaving a balance in 
his hands of §42 77. If to this be added §92 70, the sum that appears to bo in 
the hands of Brother Tannehill, there will remain due to the Grand Lodge 
from Brother Irwin the sum of §135 53. 

By reference to the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge at its extra session in 
April, 1823, it will bo seen that the Grand Steward was allowed the sum of 
§150 for refreshments furnished, and §12 for his services. 

The committee have carefully examined the books of the Grand Secretary 
and Treasurer, but can find no entry by which the former sum appears to have 
been paid, although the latter was paid on the 11th of the succeeding month by 
Brother Irwin. The Grand Steward, Brother D. Robertson, states that ho 
received the money from the Grand Treasurer. The conclusion is, therefore, 
irresistible, that Brother Irwin paid the money, and neglected to take a receipt 
for it, or enter its pajunent in his books. We think it quite probable, also, that 
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lie neglected to give Brother Tanxeiiili, credit for the sum which he says ho 
paid Brother Irwin, as before stated. Admitting that Brother Irwin should 
ho charged with the sum which appears to he due from Brother Tannehill, 
and that he shall have credit for the $150 above meutioued, there will remain a 
balance duo him of $14 47.

Tour committee farther beg leave to state, that should the proposed conven- 
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tion assemble, tlie establishment of a uniform mode of work in the several 
Degrees of ilasonry ought specially to engage their attention. It is known to 
all who are conversant with this subject, that a great discrepancy prevails in 
the manner of conferring Degrees in the several Lodges in the United States. 
The forms observed and practiced in some Lodges are essentially diflerent fiom 
those observed in others. These discuepaucies are calculated to create confusion 
in the mode of administering the rites of the Order, and unless checked bj 
some efficient means, will, in time, destroy that beautiful harmony which per- 
vaded our ceremonies during a long succession of ages. If a certain and 
uniform mode he agreed upon, and efficient measures adopted to disseminate it, 
the same lip.rmony and order will again mark the operations of the Craft vhich 
heretofore distinguished them, and a splendid light will be again diffused from 
the East to the AVest, spreading its rays from the North to the South. Imme- 
diately connected with this are other subjects which need not bo particularly 
detailed, but which will be readily comprehended by the intelligent Alason. 

Your committee beg leave also to remark, that in connection ■with the estab- 
lishment of a uniform mode of "work, the attention of the comention might 
also, with great propriety, be directed to the compilation of a book of Consti- 
tutions, or general laws, founded upon the ancient Constitutions and our un- 
written laws, divested of such matters as time and the advancement of knowl- 
edge have rendered obsolete. A book of this kind woirld bo at once an illustration 
of the genuine principles of the Order, and a manual by which Alasons would 
he able more easily to comprehend the duties they owe to themselves and their 
country, whilst it would be an important guide in Jbe decision of questions 
which frequently arise in Grand and subordinate Lodges. 

Your committee have only glanced at some of the subjects which might 
employ the deliberations of the contemplated convention. Other subjects, 
e.iually huporUmt and h.teresling to the Craft, will rea.Iily suggest tliomselves 
to the wisdom of those who may bo sclnoted to represout the several Grand 
Lodges. Your committee, in conclusion, l)cg leave to otl'ur the following roso- 
luUoiis as a substitute for those offered by Erother Taiu’LUV; 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, 'for the reasons above 
mentioned, it is expedient that the respective Grand Lodges of the United 
States should assemble, by their Eeprosontatives, at the city of AVashington, on 
the first Monday in January, 1831, for the purpose of deliberating on the con- 
dition of the Craft, and for the adoption of such general regulations as may 
not interfere with the rights and privileges of the Grand Lodges.

“Resolved, That the Representatives so appointed shall bo vested with full 
powers to adopt such regulations as may be in accordance with the spirit and 
meaning of the foregoing report and resolutions.”

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

Of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, as amended and republished, 1830. 

C 0 Is S T I T U T 1 0 X . 

ACTICLE I. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Lodge shall consist of a Grand Master, Deputy Grand 
Ma.stor, Grand Senior and Junior ‘Wardens, Grand Treasurer, Grand Secretary, 
and Grand Senior and Junior Deacons, Grand Chaplain, Grand Ssvord-hearcr, 
Grand Marshal, two Grand Stewards, Grand Tyler, Grand Pursuivant; and 
also the Pa.st Grand and Deputy Grand Ztlastcrs, Past Grand Senior and Junior 
"Wardens, and Past ^Masters of regular Lodges while nionihers of a regular 
^Lodge under its jurisdiction, and the Masters and AVardens of regular Lodges 
which arc subordinate to the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. In all cases whore special representations shall not ho appointed hy 
any subordinate Lodge, and the Alastor and AVardens cannot personally attend 
the Grand Lodge, they shal) have the privilege of constituting a proxy, and 
such proxy shall he a Alaster Alason and niomher of some Lodge under this 
jvti isdiction ; and he or thoj’ shall he entitled to the same numher of votes as 
his or their constituent or constituents. 

oEC. 3. No Alason shall he eligible to an office in the Grand Lodge, unless he 
has passed the chair in some regular Lodge, except it he in cases of emergency; 
nor shall any hi’other under the grade of Alaster Mason he admitted into the 
Grand Lodge. 

AKTICLE II. 

Sec. 1. (As amended.) The Grand Lodge sh.all be held once in each year, in 
the town of Nashville, which mooting shall take place on the first Alonday of 
October, and shall he called the Gr.and Annual Communication. At which the 
Grand Officers shall be elected or appointed, as shall he prescribed hy this Con- 
stitution. And special Grand Lodges shall he held as the Grand Master shall 
appoint. 

^ Sec. 2. A Gnmd ]\Iaster shall be chosen at the Grand Annual Communica- 
tion; hut no -person shall be eligible to this ofiice more than two years in suc- 
cession. 

Sec. 3. The election of Grand Master shall ho hy ballot. The last Grand 
Alastei shall, if eligible, he amongst the numher of candidates; hut no vote 
shall he given for any brother who may not he in nomination, nor shall any 
nomination ho considered as good unless it ho seconded. AA'hon the ballot is 
closed, the Deputj>' Grand Master shall count out the votes, and declare him that 
has the m.ajority of the whole number present duly elected; and the Grand 
Alaster so elected shall he installed according to ancient usage, at the session he 
is elected. 

Sec. 4. In case of sickness or necessary absence, the Grand Master or any 
other officer may he installed hy prox3-; hut whoever represents them must 
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Lave sustained the office to which such absent officer is to he installed, or such 
office u 3 might have entitled him to fill the chair in the absence of the Grand 
Master. 

Sec. 5. If, in case of death, resignation, or removal from office, the chair of 
the Grand Lodge should hecome vacated, it is to he filled hy seniority until the 
next Grand Annual Communication; hut the Deputy Grand Master ceases to 
exist as such as soon as the chair is vacated hy the Grand Master who appointed 
him. 

Sec. C. The Grand Master shall appoint his Deputy under the seal of the 
Grand Lodge, and he shall appoint and declare the Grand Deacons, the Grand 
Chaplain, the Grand Sword-hearer, the Grand Marshal, the Grand Stewards, 
the Grand Tyler, and the Grand Pursuivant, which aiipointments shall he en- 
tered on the Minutes of the Grand Lodge. And in case any other office shall 
hecome vacated hy death, resignation, or otherwise, the Grand Master for the 
time being shall fill such office or vacancy hy his nomination. 

Sec. 7. The Grand Master shall, when present, indispensably fill the chaii\ 
In his absence, the Deputy Grand Master; in the absence of both, the Senior 
Grand "Warden; in the absence of those, the Junior Grand "Warden. In case 
of the absence of all those officers, the oldest Grand Officer in the Lodge is to 
fill the chair. And that the Grand Lodge may always appear in duo form, the 
presiding officer shall wear the jewel of the Grand Master; and all others, the 
jewels of the officers they respectively represent. 

Sec. 8. The Grand Master, with his Deputy, Grand Wardens, Treasurer, or 
Secretary, shall, if convenient during his Mastership, visit the several Lodges 
under his jurisdiction, and see that no innovation he committed in any of them, 
first giving such Lodges timely notice of his approach. But in case it should 
not ho convenient for the Grand Master or his officers to attend as heroin re- 
quired, then, and in that case, the Grand Master is authorized to appoint a skill- 
ful and confidential brother for this purpose. 

Sec. 9. The Grand IMaster has full right and authority to preside in every 
Lodge under his jurisdiction, with the Master of the Lodge on his left hand, 
and to summon his Grand Wardens, Treasurer, and Secretary, to attend him, 
who are to act in their several capacities, whenever the Grand Master takes the 
chair. 

Sec. 10. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, and Warden.s, shall 
severally, at the time of their installation, make the following declaration: “I 

solemnly promise, on the honor of a Mason, that in the office of j will, 

according to the best of my abilities, strictly comply with the laws and regula- 
tions of this Grand Lodge, and all other ancient Masonic usages.” 

Sec. 11. The Grand Master shall have power to grant Dispensations upon 
proper petition. That the brethren to w’hom such Dispensation shall he 
granted, make application to the Grand Lodge at the next Annual Communica- 
tion for a Charter. And if such application shall not ho made, or such Charter 
not granted hy the Grand Lodge, the Lodge erected hy such Dispensation shall 
he deemed dissolved. 

ARTICLE III. 

Sec. 1. The Grand "Wardens, Grand Secretaiy, and Grand Treasurer, shall he 
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elected in tlio same manner as tlie blaster, and installed at the same time, 
according to the usages of Alasonry. 

Skc. 2. The Grand Treasurer must bo a brother of good worldly substance; 
and to him shall he committed the moneys belonging to the Grand Lodge, lie 
shall always keep a fair record of his accounts and transactions, and the uses to 
which the moneys are appropriated, and shall lay the same, when registered, 
before the Grand Lodge, and account for the moneys as may be directed; for 
which ho shall bo compensated as the Lodge may direct. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Secretary must be a brother who can write a fair hand, 
and shall keep accurate records of all the transactions of the Grand Lodge. He 
shall present all votes and orders of the Grand Lodge after they are entered 
to the Grand Master for his approbation and signature. He shall issue sum- 
monses as the Grand Master may direct, and shall give a seasonable notice, in 
at least one public newspaper, of every Stated Sleeting of the Grand Lodge; 
and shall be rewarded for his services, from time to time, as the Grand Lodge 
may direct. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Deacons, Grand Stewards, Grand Marshal, and Grand 
Sword-bearer, must be IMastcr Masons. The Grand Stewards shall attend in 
preparing the feasts, on a regular summons for that purpose; and they shall 
always see tliat the tables are regularly and Masonically spread. The Grand 
Marshal .shall attend the Grand Feast, and assist the Grand Master in the order 
and auangement of the day; and the Grand Sword-bearer shall attend on all 
jiublic occasions. 

Sec. 5. The Grand Tyler shall attend every call of the Grand Master, and be 
present at every Lodge; for which services he shall be rewarded, from time to 
time, according to his merit. 

Sec. G. No brother, whatever,' can be admitted into the Grand Lodge as n 
visitor, unless he is a member of some regular Lodge; nor does the appoint- 
ment of a brotlier to an olHco in the Grand Lodge, prevent his holding an 
office in the private Lodge of which ho is a member. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Sec. 1. In the adoption of this Constitution, and all amendments hereafter 
made, and m the election of officers, the votes shall bo taken according to the 
rights of the several Lodges and members of the Grand Lodge. That is to say: 
j oclge pieseiit by its lleprcscntatives shall be entitled to throe votes, 
^ 10 lei lepiobonted by one or more brethren; and every member of the Grand 

0 qC, ot leiwiso entitled than by being a Representative of a particular Lodge, 
sha layo one vote. All other matters in the Grand Lodge shall be determined 
by a majouty of the votes of the members present, and the brother in the chair 
shall have the c.asting vote. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Lodge shall have power, by Charter under their seal, to 
constitute^ new Lodges; to establish a uniform mode of working in all the 
Lodges within this State, and superintend and regulate the general police of 
Masonr)', according to the ancient usages and customs of Alasons, carefully 
regarding the old landmarks, which are on no account to bo removed or 
defaced. 
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Sec. 3. The Grand Lodge, cn granting a Charter to a newly constituted 
Lodge, may demand such reasonable fees as they may establi.sh by law. 

Sjsc. 4. The Grand Lodge shall have power to call on the several Lodges for 
the annual customary dues. 

Sec. 5. The Grand Lodge shall have power to establish a uniform rule as to 
the sums to be paid in the several Lodges within the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, for entering, passing, and raising a brother. 

Sec. G. The Grand Lodge shall have power to make such laws for their own 
government as they shall think proper. 

ARTICLE V. 

Sec. 1. No vote of the Grand Lodge shall be reconsidered by a less number 
of members than were present at the passing of the same. 

Sec. 2. No brother shall be admitted into the Grand Lodge but such as are 
member.o, excepting petitioners and witnesses; provided, that brethren properly 
entitled by their grade in ilasonry may, on motion, be admitted as visitors; in 
neither of w’hich cases shall they be admitted to vote. 

Sec. 3. No new Charter shall be granted but upon the petition of at least 
five known and approved blaster ilasons; nor shall a new Warrant issue to 
any number of iXIasons residing within less than ten miles of the usual place of 
meeting of any regular established Lodge, unless by special Dispensation of 
the Grand Lodge, and the petition shall contain the causes which render it ex- 
pedient that such Charter should be granted, with the nomination of the 
Master and Wardens. And the petition shall be approved by some regular 
constituted Lodge in the vicinity of the petitioneijs. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Sec. 1. Every Lodge under this jurisdiction shall, once every year, transmit 
to the Grand Lodge the names of their omcers, and also the names of tlieir 
brethren -who have been made IMasons, j^assed FelloAV Crafts, and raised to the 
sublime Degree of !Ma.ster Masons, in order that the same may be duly noticed 
in this Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. Uiron the demise of any Lodge within the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, the last Secretary and Treasurer of said Lodge shall, within six months 
afterward, surrender to the Grand Secretary the books, papers, jewels, funds 
and furniture, of said Lodge so demised. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Wardens and Secretary shall make all necessary prepara- 
tions for every feast, and they shall be assisted by the Grand Stewards, or some 
general undertaker. 

Sec. 4. Every brother present at a Grand Feast .shall bo controlled by the 
Grand Master in everything that pertains to the decency and decor um of his 
conduct. 

Sec. 5. Every brother who is an existing member of the Grand Lodge of 
this State at the time of the adoption of this Constitution, shall continue to bo 
a member of the same, he paying his dues as prescribed by the 1 aws of this 
Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 6. Ko amendment to this Constitution sliall he adopted by the Grand 
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Lodge until the same, after being proposed in writing to the Grand Lodge, and' 
thereh)" concurred with, shall ho submitted to the consideration of all the indi- 
vidual Lodges, and adopted by at least two-thirds of all the said Lodges. 



BY-LAWS, Etc. 



ARTICLE I. 

Amexdmext, October 5, 1818. JRcsolvcd, That the fund for contingent ex- 
penses of the Grand Lodge shall be raised in the following manner, to wit: 
Every member of the Grand Lodge present at the meetings of the Grand 
Lodge, and overj- brother admitted to visit the Grand Lodge at such meetings, 
shall pay to the Grand Secretary the sum of fifty cents for each meeting at 
which ho shall attend; and that no member of the Grand Lodge shall bo 
required to pay any other sum than the above toward the funds of the Lodge.

Sec. 3. It shall bo the duty of the Grand Treasurer to lay his account before 
tic oc „,e at e.ich Grand Annu.al Communication, for inspection and adjust- 
ment; mid upon going out of office he shall, forthwith, pay into the hands of 
ns sncoessoi the balance which may appear to bo duo from him to the Lodge. 

Sec. 4. If any member sball leave the Lodge without the jiormission of the 
Master,^he shall pay the sum of liftj^ cents. 

Sec. o. Every member who makes a motion shall deliver a transcript of the 
same to the Secretary before it is put. 

Sec. G. a Committee of Correspondence sh.all be annually appointed. 

Sec. 7. Each member of the Grand Lodge sball be entitled to a certificate 

to Tirtb7r!'Vt^^’“^i admission into any Lodge in this State, and 

to all the rights and privileges which the members of such ' ' 
possess.

1. That hereafter, at the commencement of each Annual Communication of 
this Grand Lodge, the M. W. Grand Master shall appoint a committee of two 
or more members of this Grand Lodge, well skilled in the mysteries of Masonrjq 
to act as Lecturers during such session. 

2. That it shall be the duty of such' committee to deliver Lectures, under the 
direction of this Grand Lodge, on tho three first Degrees of Masonry, in open 
Lodge, when required by the M. W. Grand Master, and also at any time out 
of the Lodge, and during the session of the same, to any members of this 
Grand Lodge when required by them to do so. 

3. That the Lectures so to be delivered in open Lodge, and under tho direc- 
tion of this Grand Lodge, shall form and be considered the rules for regulating 
tho mode of work in all the subordinate Lodges throughout the State. 

4. Such committee shall bo exempted from serving on any other committee 
during the session they may be appointed.

Resolved, That the four principal Grand Officers of this Grand Lodge shall 
compose a standing Committee of Charity, and shall have authority, from time 
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to time, to appi-opriato from the Grand Clim-ity Fund of this Grand Lodge, and 
to draw on the Grand Treasurer for any sum not exceeding fifty dollars for the 
same ohject at one time, without the concurrence of this Grand Lodge. 

licsolred, As the sense of this Grand Lodge, that on all applications for

The Grand Lodge accepted the above invitation, and called from 
labor, formed procession, and repaired to the church. After at- 
tending the exorcises there, the Grand Lodge resumed its labors. 

The Committee on Lodges working under Dispensation would respectfully 
submit the following report: That thc 3 - have had the work of AVarren Lodge, 

No. 79, under consideration, and are of opinion that to their B 3 '-laws there are 
man 3 ' and strong objections. Tho 3 ’ believe that in some instances the land- 
marks of Ala.sonry are not suflicicntl 3 ' res 2 iected, ami that in man 3 ’ particulars 
they are contradictory to the Constitution and B 3 '-laws of the Grand Lodn-e. 
The committee are, however, of the opinion that the errors in these B5'-laws were 
altogether unintentional on the part of the Lodge, and think it probable that 
they have originated from the want of a copy of the Constitution and B 3 --laws 
of this Gr.and Lodge at the time they were drawn up. 

The Lodge, having received their Dispensation in July last, have not had 
sufficient time to organize themselves and get regularly to work; consequently', 
the small specimen of work which they have sent up for our examination is 
not sufficient to satisfy the committee of the manner in which they will j 5 ro- 
ceed when more fully organized. They observe that at their first meeting after 
receiving their Disyionsation they received a petition for the Eirst Degree, con- 
sidered it a case of emergency, and conferred the Degree on the same night. 
This was done before they had adopted any' rules or By-laws for the govern- 
ment of the Lodge, and was consequently irregular. However, after full con- 
sideration of .the subject, the committee, having confidence in the integrity' and 
zeal of the brethren apjiointcd oflieers of the Lodge, would respectfully offer 
the following resolutions, to-wit: 

“liesolvcd, That the Dispensation of AVarren Lodge, No. 79, be renewed to tho 
19 
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Lodge, and that they he permitted to proceed -with their work until the next 
session of this Grand Lodge.

J 
Brother : — You 'will please to take notice, and communicate to the Masonic 
Fraternity as extensively as possible, that the Grand Lodge of the State of 
New York has expelled, for unmasonic conduct, 'Wii. F. Piatt, Past Master of 
Lafayette Lodge, No. 373; Henry C. Atwood, Master of York Lodge, No. 
307; John Bennett, Master of Benevolent Lodge, No. 142; AYm. Cuscaden, 
Past Master of the same Lodge; Orlando AVarren, Master of Silentia Lodge, 
No. 360; Henry AVeater, Senior AVarden of the same Lodge; Samuel 
Jones, Senior AYardcn of Lafayette Lodge, No. 373. 

That the AA’avrant of York Lodge, No. 367, has been declared to be forfeited, 
void, and of no farther eflect, and the officers and members expelled “ for creat- 
ing a confusion and disturbance in the Fraternity, subversive of the principles 
of the Order, and injurious to its prosperity and character, by a violation of 
duty to the Grand Lodge.” 

I have farther to give you notice that the aforesaid expelled Masons have 
banded together, and, being countenanced and aided by certain other persons, 
have expressed their determination to form themselves and their associates into 
a Grand Lodge. From the stations which several of them have held, they have 
the AVarrants of the Jjodges still in their possession, which they refuse to sur- 
render. They retain their stations, and refuse to submit to the authority' of the 
Grand Lodge, excluding by' their presence the members of said Lt.dges who 
will not violate their duty' and their consciences by' sitting with expelled Ala- 
sons, and others who will not countenance them in their willful and unlawful 
proceedings. 

This, therefore, is to warn all faithful brethren, especially the past and present 
Grand Officers of other Grand Lodges, and sojourners from abroad who may 
visit this city, that they may not be misled, innocently, to countenance “inno- 
vations m the body of Alasonry, to the remov.al of the ancient landmarks.”

The committee appointed hy the Grand Lodge at its last Annual Meetinrr to 
visit the following Lodges, to wit: Bos. 41, 40, 52, and 75, hegs leave to report 
that ho has not been able to perform the whole of the duties required hy said 
appointment, owing to the causes hereafter specified. He was appointed in 
conjun^ion with Brother Dulanev, and, not having had an opportunity of 
seeing brother Dulaney since the time of our appointment, I have only visited 
Lodges i and 75, leaving the other two Lodges in East Tennessee to be 
visited hy Brother Dulaney. I find that Lodge No. 40 have given up their 
Chaitei to Biothei Lane, and that Lodge No. 76 have entirely censed to work, 
and the most of the niemhers have left the country. One of their officers told mo 
he had taken care of the jewels of said Lodge, and that ho would hand them 
over at any time tvhen called for. D. B. BAWLINGS. 

Brotlicr Orlando Davis, who was appointed by this Grand 
Lodge, at its last Annual Communication, to visit the different 
Lodges in Middle Tennessee, made the following report: 

23 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Master, Wardens, and Brethren of the Grand 

Lodge of the State of Tennessee; 

The undersigned, who was appointed agent to visit the delinquent Lodges in 
Middle Tennessee, under a resolution of the last Grand Lodge, respectfully 
submits the following report; 

Montgomery Lodge, Tdo. 10, at Clarhsville. 

This Lodge was found to bo in the greatest possible confusion. There is a 
sufficient number of zealous and respectable Masons belonging to the Lodge, 
who are anxious to continue their Masonic labors; but, unfortunatolj-, there 
exists such a -want of unanimity and Masonic feeling among them that it is 
impossible to get a sufficient number of them togethci', who are willing to meet 
each other as brothers and Masons, to do the work of the Lodge. In this 
state of things, your agent thought proper to advise them to appoint Delegates 
to attend this Grand Lodge, with instructions to surrender their Charter, and 
to apply to the Grand Lodge for a new one, and thus build up a new Masonic 
family, who could meet each other upon the level and square of brotherly kind- 
ness and forbearance. This was acceded to by the brethren, and Delegates were 
accordingly appointed, with instructions to that effect. 

In relation to the funds of this Lodge, your agent understood that there were 
outstanding dues to the Lodge pf a considerable amount. The lower room of 
the Hall has been occupied for the last five years as a school-room. Brother 
Samuel McPall, who was appointed one of the Delegates to this Grand Lodge, 
has had the control of the Hall, and will be able to give any information on the 
subject. 

Western Star Lodge, No. 9, at Springfield. 

There are but few members belonging to this Lodge, but all these seem 
anxious to resume and continue their Masonic duties. It was found that they 
did not owe the Grand Lodge any thing, and they were permitted to retain their 
Charter upon appointing Delegates to represent them, and make returns to this 
Grand Lodge. 

Carthage Benevolent Lodge, No. 14, at Carthage. 

Brother Adam FEnGussox" paid three dollars, the amount of the dues of 
this Lodge to the Grand Lodge, and pledged himself to see all the members of 
the Lodge, and to consult with them, previous to the meeting of the Grand 
Lodge, and to make an effort, if possible, to induce them to resume their 
Masonic labors. If this could not bo done, ho promised to be present at this 
meeting of the Grand Lodge, and bring with him the Charter, jewels funds, 
etc., of the Lodge, or transmit them to the proxy who should be appointed to 
represent them. 

Pulaski Lodge, No. 61, at Pulaski. 

This Lodge has not been at work since 1832, and all its affairs seem to bo in 
the utmost confusion. The Lodge-room has been opened and exposed for 
several years, and all the jewelry and valuable furniture have been abstracted 
from the Lodge. The new Hall, for the building of which the sum of 5300 was 
loaned to this Lodge by the Grand Lodge in 1828, is not quite finished, and has 
never been occupied by the Lodge, a room in the court-house having been 
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fitted up and used as a Lodge-room. The new Lodge-room has, however, heen 
used for a year or two as a school-room, but your agent was unable to aseertain 
whether or not any rent had been received for it by the Lodge. Tour agent 
applied for the 5300 which this Lodge owes to the Grand Lodge, but was in- 
formed that the Lodge had no funds whatever, and that it owed several other 
debts, which it was unable to pay. The undersigned took into his possession the 
Charter, and all the books and papers of the Lodge that seemed to bo of any 
value. 

Lebanon Lodge, Ko. 66, at Lebanon. 

Tour agent found it necessary to withdraw the Charter of this Lodge. It 
was found that the Lodge-room had been left open for a year or two, and the 
book,s, papers, and furniture of the Lodge exposed to any and every person 
who might wish to examine them. 

The undersigned deems it his duty to call the attention of the Grand Lodge ' 
to the following facts in relation to this Lodge: The Lodge-room and the 

Presbyterian church arc all included in one building. The Lodge agreed to pay 
SCOO toward erecting their share of the building, about 5500 of which was 
actually paid. 'Whon the Lodge ceased to w’ork, some of the members sold out 
and transferred the wdiole of the interest of the Lodge in the building to the 
Presbyterian church, for no other consideration than the balance of the 5000 
which remained unpaid, which was only about 5100. It was also found that 
the jewels. Master’s carpet, and all the principal books of the Lodge, had been 
sold. 

The undersigned was informed that this had been done to discharge the debts 
of the Lodge, although ho was at the same time informed that a largo amount 
of unliquidated duos remained on the Lodge-books against the members. 

jaejeson Lodge, No. GS, at Fayetteville. 

This Lodge, though it h.as not been at work regularly, seems not to have been 
idle. It was found that forty-seven Degrees had been conferred since any 
return had been made to the Grand Lodge. The members, generallv, expressed 
a wish to continue their labors, wdiich they were permitted to do upon sending 
Delegates to the Grand Lodge, with complete returns, and paying up their 
dues. 

It will thus be seen, on referring to the above, that of the six Lodges which 
your agent was commissioned to visit, two have surrendered their Chn°rtcrs, and 
that the other four have boon permitted to retain theirs under a promise of 
compliance with the requisition of the Grand Lodge. The sum of throe dollars 
has been collected, wdiich is now subject to the order of the Grand Lodge. 

Tour agent cannot conclude his remarks without expressing the belief that 
his mission will jirove of much ultimate benefit to the institution.

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Resolved, That the suhordinate Lodges he required to report their assent or 
dissent to the above to the next Grand Annual Communication. 

The Committee on Dispensations heg leave to report that they have examined 
the Proceedings of Eandolph Lodge, No. 89, ■working under Dispensation fioni 
this Grand Lodge, and find said Proceedings and ilasonic labors correct. The 
committee recommend that a Charter be granted, as prayed for, and that 
Brother C. I. Bradford be first Master, Brother 'Wildiam Laiib be first Senior 
Warden, and Brother Mark Drdmmoxd be first Junior Warden.

In relation to Montgomery Lodge, No. 10, the committee are of opinion that 
the Charter of this Lodge has been forfeited. This Lodge should, therefore, 
be prohibited from any farther work, and the committee would recommend 
that Brother Samdei, McEald be authorized to take into his possession the 
Charter, jewels, etc., of this Lodge, and hold them, subject to the order of the 
Grand Lodge. 

In relation to Western Star Lodge, No. 9, the committee have ascertained 
that this Lodge has not been at work for several years; the Charter is, therefore, 
forfeited. The eommittee would, therefore, recommend that Wji. D. Dorris bo 
authorized to demand and receive the Charter, jewels, etc., of this Lodge, and 
deliver them to the Grand Seoretary. 

In relation to Carthage Benevolent Lodge, No. 14, at Carthage, and Jackson 
Lodge, No. 68, at Fayetteville, your committee have ascertained that there 
exists in those Lodges an inclination to resume and continue their Masonio 
labors. Your committee would, therefore, recommend that those Lodges bo 
permitted to retain their Charters until the next Annual Communication, and 
that Brother Grand Secretary be instructed to inform them, unless they then 
appear, by their Delegates, with complete returns of thob' resjaective Lodges, 
that their Charters will bo forfeited to the Grand Lodge. ' 
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It is -n-itii the greatest pain that the committee have learned the course pur- 
sued by Pulaski Lodge, No. 51, and Lehanon Lodge, No. 06. The conduct of 
these Lodges in leaving their Lodge-rooms open and exposed like deserted 
hams, and selling their jewels, furniture, and Halls, deserves the most decided 
disapprobation of every Mason. 

The committee find that the agent has returned the Charters of these Lodges 
to the Grand Lodge. They would recommend that they ho stricken from the 
list of subordinate Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, and that 
the following Lodges also ho stricken out:

The following coininunication from the M. lY. Grand Master 
was read, and ordered to bo spread on the Minutes: 

In mooting the assomblccl Delegates of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee on 
the present occasion, a crowd of sensations and emotions animate and fill the 
mind, which words would utterly fail to convoy. 

“When fond memory retraces the track of departed years; when I call to 
mind the first founders of this Grand Lodge, a Hall, a Searcy, a Claiborne 
a VTlson, a Hays, a Tannehill, a Jackson, and a host of others, both Ofll- 
ceis and Delegates, whose brilliant minds, glowing zeal, and untiring energies 
once controlled and guided the destinies of the Craft under this jurisdiction— I 
am in esistihly prompted to ask, AA here are thej’7 Echo answers. Gone! True, 
some of those referred to may occasionally he seen mingling in the ranks of 
mortality. It is equally certain that the greater portion of them have been 
long since translated from the checkered 2 iavoments of our earthlj' temjiles, as 
Wo humbly trust, to traverse the golden pavement of the upper sanctuary, and 
wear the unfadiiur honors of those mansions not made with hands. 

13iit another solemn tliought follows this. In casting a glanco around this 
assomblj', I discover some scat.=, vacated oven since the last Annual Communi- 
cation, and that of one, at least, whoso voice then reverberated around these 
consecrated walls, but is now hushed in death, and silent on earth forever— I moan 
our late worthy and exemplary P. S. G. AY. Holland AATiite, of Hiram Lodvo, 
Ko. 7. O, how numberless arc the admonitions to Masons, as well as Christians! 
“to work 'while the day is!” 

In the kind providence of Israel’s God, however, we, my brethren, have been 
permitted once more to assemble in a delegated capacity. The solemn question 
shou c e, or what qmiqiose? Is it merely to elect Otlicers, organize, adopt a 
few reports, resolutions and motions, and separate to the four winds? I hear 
e^ ei y hrot lei lespond, “ 'W e have still more exalted and holy duties to perform,” 
and they aio jiointod out (page 94, Manual) clearly in the Ancient Constitution 
of Afasonry. 

AYhile I heartily congratulate my brethren on the cheering prospect of be- 
holding the h.allowed flame again lighting uji the Alasonic altars of Tennessee, 
I should bo acting in bad faith to my own conscience, and to you, wore I not 
earnestly to call your attention to one or two evils, and with equal earnestness 
to urge the application of jirom^it and eftlcient remedies.

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The evils referred to are, briefly, those irregularities and discrepancies, per- 
vading the Fraternity throughout our common country, as rvell as under our 
immediate jurisdiction, not only in what should be regarded as common iMa- 
sonic law, but likewise in the immediate administration of our rites and cere- 
monies, involving, it is much to be feared, in too many instances, a departure 
from the most sacred landmarks of the Order. 

For a remedy to those evils of general application to our common coun- 
try, I would again respectfully present the report of a committee on that sub- 
ject heretofore adopted, and recommend that it be again published with the 
Proceedings of this session j and, secondly, would recommend that tlie Grand 
Master be authorized to raise a select committee to revise the present Con- 
stitution of this Grand Lodge, embracing in such revision all amendments 
now in force, compiling and appending thereto all edicts, rtilo.=, and regula- 
tions adopted from time to time by this Grand Lodge, from its first organi- 
zation, and report to the next Annual Communication.

The report referred to in the above communication is as i'ollov s : 

The committee to whom was referred the resolution oflered by Bi other Tari’- 
LEY, on the subject of a General Convention of Kepresentatives from the re- 
spective Grand Lodges of the United States, have had the same under considor.a- 
tion, and bog leave to report that, in their opinion, the present condition of the 
Masonic Fraternity renders such a Convention not only expedient but particularly 
desirable. A General Convention of Koprescnt.atives from the difl'urent Grand 
Lodges in the United States, if entered into with a proper spirit, and conducted 
with a due regard to the true interests of the Craft, might be productive of 
great benefit, and have a tendency to remove the odium which has boon thrown 
upon it by the conduct of unprincipled men, who have unworthily oblajned the 
appellation of brethren — of men who, regardless of CV'cry tie, both human and 
divine, have exposed themselves to the contempt of good men, and the Older 
to derisum. 

Your committeG TiavG ol^scrvccl. "witli regret tliG efiorts "wliicli lin.^ c Lccn niudOj 
and are still making, by the enemies of the Order, to degrade the Fraternity in 
public opinion. They have attributed to the members of the Craft principles and 
conduct directly at variance with the great and leading tenets of the Order, 
which have been laid dow'n and practiced upon by the “good and true” from 
time immemorial. Our Order inculcates a sacred regard for that holy religion 
which brought life and immortality to light, and for those high religious and 
moral qualities which elevate and adorn the human character. The tenets of 
Masonry countenance no deviation from our duties, either in our private reha- 
tions or in the public stations we may bo called on to fill. They inculcate a 
faithful support of the laivs of our counti'5q and a veneration for those civil 
and political rights which constitute our pride and glory as freemen, and as cit- 
izens of that republic which wo trust is destined to stand forever. It is true 
these principles have been frequently violated and trampled upon by many 
who wear the badge of Masons, but their conduct and example .should not ope- 
rate to the prejudice of the great body of the Fraternitv, and involve the gen- 
uine Mason, who endeavors to act upon the square, in the odium which properly 
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attaches to such as live in the habitual violation of those principles they have 
solemnly pledged themselves to obey. Your committee are of opinion that the 
attention of the contemplated Convention should he directed to the important 
end of giving to the Avorld a faithful exposition of the objects and designs of 
Alasonry. Such an exposition would tend to .allay the excitement which has 
been gotten up by designing men for the most unholy purposes. It would tend 
to remove the prejudices of good men, who, operated upon, in times of political 
excitement, by a course of studied misrepresentations, have been induced to 
regard the institution ns an engine of power, to he employed in the subversion 
of our civil and religious privileges. If the Convention were called together 
for this purpose alone, it would not ho unworthy the elevated character the 
society has heretofore maintained. 

Your committee farther hog leave to state that, should the proposed Conven- 
tion assemhlc, the establishment of a uniform mode of work in the several De- 
grees of Masonry ought sjiecially to engage their attention. It is known, to all 
■who are conversant with this subject, that a great discrepancy prevails in the 
manner of conferring Degrees in the several Lodges in the United States. The 
forms observed and practiced in some Lodges are essentially difierent from those 
observed in others. Those discrepancies are calculated to create confusion in 
the mode of administering the rites of the Order, and, unless cheeked by some 
efficient means, will, in time, destroy that beautiful harmony which perv.aded 
our ceremonies during a long succession of ages. If a certain and uniform 
mode be agreed upon, and efficient mcasureshe adopted to disseminate it, the same 
harmony and order will again mark the operations of the Craft which hereto- 
fore distinguished them, and a splendid light will bo again diffused from th.e 
east to the west, spreading its rays from the north to the south. Immediately 
connected with this are other subjects, which need not be particularly dct.ailed, 
but which will bo readily comprehended by the intelligent Mason. 

Your committee beg leave, also, to remark that, in connection with the estab- 
lishment of a uniform mode of work, the attention of the Convention might 
also, with great propriety, bo directed to the compilation of a book of constitu- 
tions, or general laws, founded upon the ancient constitutions and our unwritten 
laws, divested of such matters as time and the advancement of knowledge have 
rendeied obsolete. Y book of this kind would be at once an illustration of the 
genuine principles of the Order, and a manual by which ^Masons would be able 
moie c.asily to comprehend the duties they owe to themselves and their countr}', 
vthilot it would bo an important guide in the decision of questions which fre- 
quently' arise in Grand and subordinate Lodges.

lour committee have only glanced at some of the subjects which might em- 
jrloy the deliberations of the contemplated Convention. Other subjects, equally 
important and interesting to the Craft, will readily suggest themselves to the 
wisdom of those who may bo selected to represent the several Grand Lodges.

The undersigned, Committee on Lodges under Dispensation, have discharged 
that dut}' by examining the By-latvs and Proceedings of IVestern Sun Lodge, 
ZSTo. 88, Priestley Lodge, No. 92, and Memphis Lodge, No. 91, and find their 
By-hiAvs and Proceedings in strict accordance Avith the principles of the Order. 
The committee, therefore, recommend that Charters issue to each of said 
Lodge.s, and that Dresden Lodge, No. 90, haA'e leave to retain the jcAvels in its 
possession, AN’hich Avere the joAvels of Alfred Lodge, formerly held at that place.

The second Lodge was Jackson, 27o. 45, at Jaclcson, which was at work, and 
indebted to the Gr.and Lodge in the sum of $8, which was promptlj- paid.

The following report was received, considered, and unanimously 
concurred in: 

The Committee on Appeals have had under consideration the memorial of E. 
B. Hill, an e.vpelled member of Lagrange Lodge, No. 81, and, after mature de- 
liberation, beg leave to submit the following report: 

Your committee, in the outset, would crave the indulgence of the Grand 
Lodge while they endeavor briefly to sot forth such facts of the case as are 
deemed necessary to the elucidation of a principle which they consider impor- 
tant to he clearly defined by the Grand Lodge and well understood by the sub- 
ordinate Lodges under its jurisdiction. 

It appears from the documents submitted to the committee that, on the 4th 
of March, 1839, a complaint was preferred in Lagrange Lodge, by Brother 
Geo. W. Adajis, against the memorialist, and a committee appointed in con- 
formity with the By-laws, which committee reported on the 12th of the same 
month; but, it having been suggested by a brother that the defendant was not 
ready for trial, on motion, it was ordered that the trial be postponed until the 
16th instant, and a written notice was served on him to that effect. On the day 
appointed (15th March, 1839), the trial was had. Your memorialist was in 
accordance with the testimony, found guilty of traducing the good name of the 
complainant (by charging him in jniblic company with having sworn to lies), 
and was expelled from said Lodge by a majority of the members present, there 
being nine for and five against expulsion. Your memorialist, on being notified 
of this result, prayed an appeal to the Grand Lodge, which was granted by 
Lagrange Lodge on the 8th of April, 1839. He now pray.s your honorable body 
to order a new trial, for sundry reasons, among which your committee think the 
following only are entitled to grave consideration; 
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1 st. There are seventy-one members of the Lodge, nine 011I3- of -whom voted 
to expel him. 

2d. Ue was not, on trial, nor is ho now, prepared to prove the truth of the 
allegations against the complainant, for making which he has been expelled. 

3 d. Ho believes that upon a now trial he can bo then prepared to justify him- 
self before the subordinate Lodge. 

Your committee are of opinion that neither nor all of these reasons, as the 
matter now stands, arc of sufficient weight to obtain the desired action of j-our 
honorable body. If the second be true, and the third is established In- indubit- 
able proof, the memorialist will possess the unquestionable right, on making the 
facts manifest to the subordinate Lodge, to have a new hearing — a right which 
it is believed would be denied bj- few regular Lodges under 3-our or any other con- 
stitutional jurisdiction. Should a subordinate Lodge, under the circumstances 
supposed, from prejudice, passion, or ignorance, withhold a right so palpable, it 
would be guilty of a degree of injustice and U-ranii}- which would properly and 
loudl3- demand, not 01113- rcvisor3- action, but also the severe rebuke of the 
supreme tribunal to which it was accountable. There is no evidence in the 
documents submitted to our examination going to show that the memorialist 
has thus sought redress fur his gievances, or that Lagrange Lodge has been thus 
deaf to his demands for justice. Your committee cannot, therefore, recommend 
your honorable bod3', at this stage of the matter, to interfere between the me- 
morialist and a jurisdiction which is not 011I3- competent, but, for 0113- thing 
that appears to the contrai'3-, willing to render him all the relief which the 
merits of his memorial may require. 

"With this report, thc3- ask leave to return the accompan3-ing documents, and 
to be discharged from their farther consideration.

Lodge of Alabama be requested to elect one Delegate, to meet in General Con- 
vention, on the first Monday in March, 1842, in the cit}^ of Washington, for 
the purpose of determining upon a uniform mode of work throughout all the 
Lodges of the United States, and to make other lawful regulations for the in- 
terest and security of the Craft.” 

Inch they beg leave to submit to the consideration of the Grand Lodge, 
and recommend a non-concurrence therein. 

In the communication from the Grand Lodge of Missouri, your committee 
find the attention of this Grand Lodge requested to the following preamble and 
resolutions, to wit: 

“ Whereas, It has boon represented to this Grand Lodge that, in many States 
of these United States, a sj-stem has obtained among subordinate Lodges, of 
merely opening in the Degrees of E. A. or Fellow Croft, and in those Degi'ces 
performing the work of the Lodge; that this practice has boon (at least silentlj-) 
acquiesced in by their respective Lodges; and, whoroa.s, this Grand Lodge con- 
sider such system as conflicting with the ancient landmarks of jMasonry, one of 
which declares that the members' of all working Lodges should bo iMaster 
Masons, and even with us, in these modern days, none are considered compe- 
tent to open or hold a Lodge, or work as a Lodge, unless they be Master 
Masons. The Degrees of E. A. and P. C. are, of necessity, the mere append- 
ages to a Lodge of which Apprentices and Follow Crafts cannot legitimatcly 
bo members, and, consequently, prohibited any participation in the work of the 
Lodge. They are merely candidates for Mastership and membership. In each 
of the Degrees of E. A. and P. C., those candidates must serve a probationary 
term befoio they can attain the rank of Master, or claim any of the privileges 
thereto annexed. Lodges, as such, cannot consistentlj'' work ns Apprentices or 
Follow Crafts, even provided none but Alasters bo present, and, in the opinion 
of this Grand Lodge, no business can legitimately bo transacted in those 
Degrees, other than lecturing, the examination of candidates for advancement, 
or in the conferring of the Degree. Many other reasons why a change should 
be made in this mode of working suggest themselves, but which it would not 
be proper to record, and, it being desirable that an interchange of opinion upon 
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this subject should be hud among the different Grand Lodges of the United 
States; therefore, 

^'Resolved, That the several Grand Lodges in the United States, and all other 
Grand Lodges in correspondence ■ndtli this Grand Lodge, be respectfully 
requested to take this matter into consideration, and give to it such an expres- 
sion of opinion as they may deem right and proper. 

“Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing preamble and resolution be trans- 
mitted to all Grand Lodges corresponding with this Grand Lodge.” 

Your committee deem it unnecessary to furnish any point for action on this ^ 

proposition, the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, in 1822, having unanimously e.x- 
pressed its opinion, as follows: 

“ It being suggested that grievances exist in some of the suboidinato Lodges, 
relative to the right of voting, therefore, this Grand Lodge unanimously 
recommend that none but Master iMasons should have a vote in the foimation 
of rules for the government of the Craft, the election of officers, or on petitions 
for admission, initiation, passing, or raising. Entered Apprentices ought not 
to vote in any case. None but Master Masons should present petitions from 
candidates; nor should any petition for initiation or admission be acted on 
without lying over one month for consideration.” 

All of which is respectfully submitted. JOHlSr BELL,

We, the Committee on Ecturns from Subordinate Lodges, report that tve 
have carefully examined returns from Lodges No. 7, 8, 9, 31, 39, 4.5, 53, 54, 55, 

73, 81, 86, 88, 89, 91, 92, 93, 94, and 95, and find them correct, with the follow- 
ing exceptions: 

Somerville Lodge, No. 93, does not give the names of its officers, nor grades 
of its members, nor names of those initiated, passed, or raised; nor the names 
of those admitted, demitted, expelled, or restored. 

Olivo Branch, No. 53, has neglected to give the grades of its members. 

Priestley Lodge, No. 92, omits grades of its members; gives the number of 
those initiated, passed, and raised, without any means of ascertaining who they 
are. 

Lover Lodge, No. 39, omits the names of its officers, and names and grades 
of its members. 

Expulsions. — Cumberland Lodge, No. 8: George "W. Lattimore, John 
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O’N'eil, J. Levy, late of Mechanics’ Lodge, NTew York, and Enoch Y'clhorn. 
Dover Lodge, ISTo. 39: Marville M. Ernton and Parsons Bruton. Lagrange 
Lodge, Yo. 81: AVilliam J. Bledsoe. Memphis Lodge, ISTo. 91 : John Y. Hewes, 
from Louisville, Kentucky. Somerville Lodge, No. 73: Expelled, Jacob 
Anderson, and reinstated, Thomas E. JIcMackin. 

As the omission of the Christian names, or the putting of a single letter for 
a name, is calculated, in many instances, to load to disagreeable mistakes, your 
committee would recommend Lodges to ho particular in giving the Christian 
names, in full, of all members and brethren, particularly those who are sus- 
pended, expelled, or reinstated.

this Grand Lodge. Y9ur committee are of opinion that it is scarcely necessary 
to express an opinion in regard to questions so perfectly plain, and which they 
had supposed were so well understood by all regular Masons. The fact is, or 
should be, familiar to all Masons, that the Constitution of our Order enjoins the 
most rigid and pure system of morality, and that the By-laws of all the Lodges 
subordinate to this Grand Lodge, in conformity therewith, sustain and carry 
out that system.

They have examined the B 3 '-laws of Germantown Lodge, Ho. 95, which has 
been heretofore w'orking under a Dispensation granted by the M. W. Grand 
Master on the ICtli March, 1840, and find them correct in all things except the 
provisions of the 10th section. This section provides that in cases of applica- 
tion for initiations, if two-thirds of the members are well acquainted with the 
applicant, he may be balloted for immediately, without the usual delaj', and 
of course without the action of a committee to inquire and report as to his fit- 
ness. This the committee take to be wrong. They think that in all cases the 
Bj'-laws should require that petitions should lay over for one month at least, 
particularly petitions for initiations. 

With this exception, the committee take great pleasure in stating that they 
have seldom seen as good a set of Bj--laws ns those of Germantown, and they 
cheerfully recommend the granting them a Charter. The Bj’-laws of Lagrange 
Lodge, Ho. 81, have also been under the consideration of your committee, and 
they find them to be in accordance with our views of proprietj-, except the 5th 
and 8th sections. The first j'our committee consider to be wrong, and recom- 
mend that it be stricken out of the code entirely; the latter your committee 
consider quite objectionable — that is, the latter clause, which allows Fellow Craft 
Masons to vote in certain cases. Your committee are of the opinion that in 
no case ought any brother to be allowed a vote in the proceedings of a Lodge 
unless he has been raised to the Degree of Master Mason, and they recommend 
that the 8th section of the By-laws of Lagrange Lodge, Ho. 81, be ordered to 
be amended in accordance with that opinion. Your committee have also ex- 
amined the BjMaws of Clarksville Lodge, Ho. 89, and find them correct through- 
out, except the third section of the 2d article, which is liable to the same ob- 
jection above expressed, as to the 8th section of the Bj'-laws of Lagrange Lodge 
Ho. 81, and they make the same recommendation as in that case.

By-laws of each suhordinate Lodge which relate to the particular point of dif- 
ficulty contained in said query. Your committee have been drawn at once to 
this conclusion hy reference to the By-laws of Cumberland Lodge, Ko. 8, the 
1st section and the 9th article of which contains the following provision on 
this disputed point — viz.: “Any member who shall ho in ai'rears for six months 
shall forfeit his privilege of voting in the election of officers, and shall not ho 
eligible to any office until his dues are paid, unless excused hy the Lodge; and 
if in arrears for twelve months, he may he suspended until his dues are paid.’’ 
From this it is obvious that a majority of the Lodge may “excuse” a member 
for delinquenc}-, or may “suspend” him if in arrears for twelve months. It is 
peifectly clear, then, in the opinion of j’our committee, that a. subordinate 
Lodge may dispense with a By-law altogether, or may revise, alter, or amend 
the same at any time, hy taking the steps pointed out by their existing By- 
laws for that purpose; hut to “dispense” with a By-law, or, in other words, to 
revise, alter, or amend the same, under the provisions of the Bj--laws of Cum- 
berland Lodge, No. 8, above referred to, requires a concurrence of two-thirds 
ot the members present, as will be seen bj' reference to the 1st section under 
the 12th article, which will he found to contain this provision — viz.; “The 
Lodge shall have a right, on the concurrence of two-thirds of its members 
piesent, to revise, alter, and amend these B\--laws; provided that a proposition 
to le^ iso, alter, etc., shall have laid over one stated meeting for consideration.” 

oiu committee do not, therefore, hesitate to express the opinion that a suhor- 
inato Lodge cannot dispense with its Bv-laws, or any of them, for “nine 
“Oil,, or lor one moment, or m any case, unless it he done in strict 
pursuance of the mode pointed out hj' its existing By-laws, for revising, alter- 

mHtee the same. No one can imagine, it is presumed hy your com- 

mi ee, la a^ By-laiv authorizing the Lodge to “excuse” a delinquent mem- 
01 , con c e intended to operate generally; such a provision could only he in- 
Folieved, to embrace special cases, in which, from the peculiarity 
o 1C circumstancas attending them, it would seem hard to enforce rigidly the 
general law. 

loui committee cannot close this report without recommending to their 
brethren of suhordinate Lodges, in the most earnest manner, the importance, 
nay, indispensable necessity of adhering in the most scrupulous and punctilious 
manner to their By-laws, on the subject of Lodge-dues. Peace and harmony, 
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as well as the welfare and prosperity in other respects of every Lodge, absolutely 
demand this course, as the experience of every brother will testify. It is 
earnestly hoped that the subordinate Lodges to this Grand Lodge will at once 
take ujj this important subject, and if their By-laws in this respect arc not 
sufficiently rigid, amend them, and then enforce them; and that from this time 
we may date a new era in the administration of our affairs, in regard to Lodge- 
dues.

The Grand Lodge Avas opened in the Third Degree, in ample 
form. 

The M. "\Y. Grand Master then addressed the Grand Lodge. 

On motion of Brother Grand Junior Warden, said address Avas 
ordered to bo spread on the Minutes, AA’hich Avas as folloAvs : 

Brethren of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee: 

Ba' the poAvor A’csted in me hy the Constitution of the Grand Lodge, I have 
thought proper to conA’eno you, that aa'o may consult together on the general 
interests of the Fraternity. This call has been made as Avell from the sugges- 
tions of a number of intelligent and enlightened brethren in different parts of 
the State as from my OA\-n conA'ictions of its propriety. 

On meeting j'ou on the present occasion, my brethren, I cannot but congratu- 
late you on the general prosperity of the Order, not only in our oAAm State, hut 
throughout the United State.s; and this prosperity is particularly obserA-ablc in 
the Great Yalley of the IVest, Avhere it has been least affected by the spirit of 
persecution. The reports of the different Grand Lodges recciA'ed since our last 
Annual Communication, AA’hich aa’111 be laid before you by the Grand Secretary, 
shoAv the deep and abiding interest aa-IucIi is felt by our brethren in the different 
sections of the country; and, I feel assured that the Lodges of Tennessee will 
not be baclcAA’aT’d in cooperating AA'ith their sister Lodges in foi-AA'.arding the good 
work of extending the jirinciples and diffusing the benefits of the Order, and in 
the adoption of such measures as Avill restore it to its former standing in the 
eyes of the AA'orld. 

In all parts of the country. Lodges are multiplying and our numbers increas- 
ing AA’ith a rapidity scarcely surpassed at .anj- former period of our histoi'A', and 
the same may be said AA’ith regard to Chapters and Encampments. It affords me 
great pleasure to say that “the sun of Masonry is fast dispersing the clouds that 
have been so long spread over us,” and that ” its gonial rays arc fast revivifying 
the blighted regions over Avhich the Avinds of persecution have passed.” Even 
in those parts of the United States AA’here anti-^Iastmry has been most actiA'c — 
Avhoro its fell spirit Avas most extensiA'ely felt — the Lodges haA’e been reOpened, 
and are pursuing their labrs Avithout interruption, and Avith abundant promises 
of success. Noav, that the fcA'cr of excitement has ]iassed aAA’ay, and reason has 
resumed her empire, former jirejudices are yielding to more liberal and en- 
lightened A’ieAVS. The bosom of CA’ery true Mason is reiinimated, and a laudable 
desire proA’ails to extend and perpetuate the blessings Avhich spring from a just 
appreciation and practic.al exposition of the principles of the Order. 

To maintain the present standing of our Order, to secure its A’igorous exist- 
ence, and extend its benefits, depends upon the A’igilance Avith AA’hi'ch avc Avatch 
over its concerns, and the means avc employ to preserve its ancient landmarks 
from innovation and its principles from corruption, and upon the efforts Ave make

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to transmit them, unimpaired, to our posterity. Tlie landmarks of the Order 
have existed through unnumbered ages, if not precisely in their present form, 
at least tvithout any essential variation, although they have been handed down 
from age to age by tradition. The progress of society, the various changes 
that have taken place in the political, religious, and moral condition of man- 
kind, have, probably, introduced various modifications in the forms and cere- 
monies of the Order; still, its fundamental principles, and those characteristics 
■which distinguish it from other human institutions, remain the same, so that, by 
its symbolic language, a iMason of one country is readily recognized and 
acimowledgcd in another. To preserve these landmarks, and transmit them to 
our successors, is a duty ■we owe to posterity, and of which wo cannot bo 
acquitted so long as moral obligation has anj' force. 

On my return to this State, after an absonee of nine yeans, on being placed in 
this chair by the sufl’rages of my brethren, it became my duty to inquire into 
tbe general condition of the Craft. From the information I was able to obtain, 
I ascertained that the Lodges, in general, were in a pro.=pprous condition; but I 
also ascertained that, although there prevailed a correct understanding of the 
principles of the Order, there was a great want of uniformity in the mode of 
conferring the ditferent Degrees — that errors had crept into the administration 
of our rites, which impair the beauty and harmony of the sj-stem. These 
errors require to be corrected, and the sooner the correction is made the better. 

If they are permitted to go on, they will, in time, come to be considered as a 
part of the system, and take such hold that they will bo difficult to eradicate. 
These errors, and this want of uniformity, maybe attributed to the cloud which, 
for so manj' years, has hung over the Order — to the withdrawal of the older 
member.s from the active duties of the Lodge.®, leaving them to the guidance 
and control of the 3mimger and more inexperienced brethren, who are, too fre- 
quentlj', led astraj' bj' what is novel and striking. To correct error and en- 
deavor, at least, to establish imiformitj' are among the chief objects of this 
Convention. 

The want of uniformity in the Lectures on the various Degrees which cannot 
bo committed to writing, and in the mode of administering our rites and cere- 
monies, is not confined to our own State, but pervades the other Slates of the 
Union. Grand Lodges, far more ancient than ours, complain of this want of 
uniformitjq as j-ou will find bj’ recurring to their Proceedings, and the charges 
of their Grand Offloers. The correction of this evil was one of the great objects 
of the National Convention recentlj' held in the citj’ of Washington, at which 
however, only ten out of the twenty-six Grand Lodges were represented. In 
the investigation of this subject bj' a committee appointed for tbe purpose, it was 
ascertained that practices had obtained in manj^ of the subordinate Lodges 
calculated to do great injury to the Craft; and, perhap.s, we will find it to be the 
case in this State, when the subject conies to bo freolj' discussed, as I trust it 
will be, at this meeting. As to the mode proposed for producing uniformity 
throughout the United States, I refer you to the Proceedings of the Conven- 
tion, and invito jmur particular attention to the plan recommended. It is one 
which, if adopted by the several Grand Lodges, and carried out, cannot fail of 
.producing, in a short time, the desired result. 
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After having determined upon a proper system of I.ectures, and the mode of 
Tvork, I recommend to your consideration the propriety of providino- for the 
appointment of throe Grand Lecturers, one from each grand division of the 
State, who shall he perfectly familiar with the Lectures and mode of work, and 
whoso duty it shall he to visit and instruct the Lodges in their several districts. 
These Lecturers should not only bo familiar with the Lectures and the mode 
of work, but also capable of instructing the members in the great moral duties 
arising from their obligations. It is not, as many seem to imagine, a knowledge 
of Lectures only that constitutes the bright Mason — it is something more; 
there should be added thereto the knowledge and practice of the great duties 
our Order enjoins. An intimate acquaintance with the Lectures of each Degree 
is botli interesting and useful, but the practice of the groat Masonic duties is a 
jewel which shines with the brightest luster. A man may bo a bright Mason, 
in the technical sense of the term, and yet bo deficient in th.at knowledge which 
makes “a just and upright Mason.” 

It should bo ever borne in mind, my brethren, that Freemasonry is a moral 

institution, founded upon the great truths contained in the sacred volume that 

volume W'hich wo all profess to recognize as the rule of our practice, and 
the guide of our faith; that its value consists, not in its rites and ceremonies, 
but in the moral duties it prescribes, and in that universal language which is 
understood in every civilized nation. Every Degree prescribes some duty to 
be performed, some error to bo avoided, some vice to be shunned; and when the 
rules of the Order are faithfully observed, they are a sure foundation of tran- 
quillity amidst the various and multiplied disappointments to which we are all 
exposed in our journey through life. 

The Grand Lecturers should be careful, whenever thej- open a Lodge of in- 
struction, to enforce the c.ardinal virtues of the Order, more especially those of 
temperance, friendship, and charity. "While enlarging upon these virtues, thev 
may refer to others, not less important, whoso habitual jiraetice, when united 
with the foregoing, ennobles and elevates the character of the Mason, and the 
Institution itself rises in dignity. I fear the great virtues particularly alluded 
to are not as carefully cultivated .as they should bo. In too m.any cases, a vio- 
lation of the cardinal principle of temperance, which is inculcated upon the 
novice, IS rog.arded as a venial error, and is suffered to pass without admonition 
or roiiroof, forgetful of the calamities by which its unfortunate victim is often 
overwhelmed, carrying with him those who, by every tie of affection, by every 
obligation of duty, he is bound to love, cherish, and protect. A suffering 
biot lei, "w lom nnuvoidable inisfortuno has overtaken in the midst of apparent 
prosperity, i.s, too often, permitted to linger on without the hand of relief being 
eitenc e to linij and the ties of friendship are, too often, severed by light and 
tii\iii causes, 'llio neglect oz* disregard of these virtues, the observance of 
which ai c, in part, positive duties, have, on too maiij^ occasions, introduced con- 
fusion into the Order, and shaken its pillars to their very foundations. "Without 
the practical observance of the duties required by the obligations of our Order, 
the stately columns of wisdom, strength, and beautj', by whieh our Institution 
is said to be supported, will lose their sustaining power. But so long as Ma=ons 
shall feel their influence, the Institution will be able to withstand the assaults

of its enemies, from 'whatever quarter they may come, or hy wliatever hand 
they i^iay he directed. 

I recommend to your consideration the expediency of revising the Constitu- 
tion and By-laws of the Grand Lodge. Since the time they were originally 
adopted, various amendments have from time to time been made, but they are 
scattered through our Proceedings, and of many of them our Lodges are igno- 
rant, and hence they are liable to violate them without being aware of their 
existence. In the revision wliich I suggest, such provisions niay be introduced 
as are not inconsistent with, or subversive of, the ancient landmarks, and ^\hich 
may strengthen the bond of union, and make certain points now doubtful. 
Such revision and collection nmy bo miule hy a committee to act during the 
recess, and report to the annual meeting in October next. 

Among the different Lodges there is a diversity as to the fees to he paid for 
initiation, passing, and raising. I therefore suggest, for joui consideration, 
whether there should not ho uniformity in this rc.spect. It is to the fees and 
the annual contrihutions of momhers that the Lodges look, not only to 
defray their ordinary expenses, hut to the creation of a fund for cliarity, for 
the relief of decayed members of the Order, their widows and orphans. 

■While on this subject, permit me to remark that a practice sometimes pre- 
vails — I do not know that it is so in this State — of talcing notes for dues, and 
for fees of initiation, passing, and raising, which has resulted in great evil. To 
this cause the Deputy Grand Master of New York, in a recent address to tlie 
Grand Lodge of that State, attributes the destruction of many Lodges. “The 
chief cause of the destruction of many Lodges,” says ho, “has been brought to 
light bj' the discovery of large amounts of promissory notes in their chests, 
which had been received for fees and dues; and when the money was recpiired 
the drawers found it more convenient and popular to renounce IMasonry than 
redeem their promises." ■\Vliercvcr sncli a ])ractieo prevails it must in time 
result in mi.schiof. The welfare of the Order will be consulted if the Grand 
Lodge will adopt a positive regulation forbidding such practices. Connected 
with this matter, I also recommend to your consideration whether it is proper 
in a subordinate Lodge to suspend or expel from the rights and privileges of 
Masonry for the non-payment of Lodge dues. 

Charity is regarded as one of the great pillars of our Order. IVo are taught 
by it to feed the hungry, clothe the naked, and hind up the wounds of the afllietod. 
Ours is essentially a charitable institution. Charity is a principle of action 
which pervades every Degree, from that of Entered Apprentice, and should 
never he lost sight of. There is no institution whose laws more strongly enforce, 
or whoso precepts more earnestly inculcate, the virtue of charity than tliat of 
Masonry. It is among the first lessons wo are taught when we pass the threshold 
of the mystic temple. You nil know how strikingly it is impressed upon the 
novice, and you can recall the impression made upon jmur own minds. 

Man is a social being, and his highest enjoyments are the result of associa- 
tion. In a social state men are mutually dependent, and hence in ordinary 
society arises an obligation of mutual assistance and mutual protection. 'When 
separate and distinct associations are formed, the}' are united hy peculiar bonds, 
and when charity and brotherly love become bonds of union, the obligation to 
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aid, protect, and relieve each other assumes a higher and more imposing Char- 
acter. “When a worthy iMason is in distress, or when his widow and orphans 
present their petitions, it becomes a solemn duty to administer to Ihoir wants, 
and afford them aid and comfort. In the language of one of our charges, “the 
Mason’s heart should ho ever ready to commiserate distress, his hand ever opeu 
to relieve it; he should drop the cordial halm on the wounds affliction has made, 
and bind up the heart which sorrow has broken.’’ 

AVith these remarks on the subject, I beg to call your attention to some means 
of sj'stematizing the Charity Fund, not only of the Grand Lodge, but the sub- 
ordinate Lodges. This matter has not, heretofore, been regarded in its proper 
light. Although charity may bo freely and liberallj" dispensed, it is wanting 
in system, and the Lodges are often imposed upon hr' applicants without merit, 
and the fund is directed from its legitimate course into improper and worthless 
channels. 

To create a Charity Fund, which shall be held sacred to that purpose, I pro- 
pose that all moneys received for Dispensations and Charters shall bo paid 
over by the Grand Secretary to the Grand Treasurer, who shall place the 
same to the credit of the Charity Fund; and that, at the close of each ses- 
sion of the Grand Lodge, whatever sums of money may remain on hand after 
paying current expenses, and such appropriations as the exigences of the 
Craft may call for, bo placed to the credit of the same account. This fund 
to be placed under the control of a certain number of brethren, to be ap- 
pointed by the Grand ^taster, or elected by the Grand Lodge, who shall bo 
denominated the “Stewards of . the Grand Charity Fund,” to whom all ap- 
plications for relief shall be made, and who shall reiiort their proceedings ,to 
the Grand Lodge at each annual session. The Charit 3 ' Fund of subordinate 
Lodges should bo regulated upon somewhat similar principles — ‘specific por- 
tions of their receipts for dues and fees should be sot apart for this purpose. 

At the annual meeting of the Grand Lodge of Kentuckjy in 1840, resolutions 
for the establishment of a Masonic Orphan Asj'luiu were adopted, to which I 
refer j-ou, and at the same time recommend that a committee be appointed to 
consider the expediency of a similar foundation in this State, under the auspices 
of the Grand Lodge. 

Under the existing state of the finances of the countrj-, I am well aware that such 
a project cannot at once ho accomplished; but may not a sufficient sum be raised 
in the course of four or five years, from the annual contributions of Lodges and 
the donations of individual members, to carry it into execution? The establish- 
ment, in some central situation, of an As}’!!!!!! for the protection and education 
of the oiphan children of Masons would be carrj-lng out one of the great prin- 
ciples of our Order, and wo would rear a monument more durable than brass 
or marble, which would reflect in after ages its beneficent principles — a monu- 
ment to which our children’s children might point with pride, and saj', “This is 
the work of our fathers.” On this subject I confess I have some solicitude; 
with me it has been a favorite object for manj’’ years. Schools for the education 
of orphans have been established in different parts of the United States, and 
one of the brightest jewels which adorns the kej’-stone of English Masonry is 
her school for orphans. 
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Tliere are still other subjects of minor importance, but, nevertheless, of in- 
terest to the Order, to which I invite your attention, tliat at least on the present 
occasion we may have an expression of opinion, to ho finally disposed of at the 
annual meeting. Among these may he numbered the question whether Entered 
Apprentices and Fellow Crafts are to bo considered members of Lodges, and 
liable to the payment of quarterlj’ dues. This is a mooted question in some of 
our Lodges, and frequently brought up in discussion; it is proper, tbeicfore, 
that it should be speedily settled, that the Lodges may have a fixed rule fur 
their government. 

I refer, also, to your consideration whether expulsion or suspension from a 
Chapter of Koyal Arch Masons, or an Encampment of Knights Templar, 
whidh are constituent parts of the great Masonic family, shall aftect the stand- 
ing of a brother in a Lodge of Master IMasons; or, in other words, whothei a 
Mason expelled for unmasonic conduct by a Chapter or Encampment shall con- 
tinue to be received in full fellowship by a Lodge of Master ilasons. In a 
neighboring State, where the rule prevails that such expulsion does not aflect 
the standing of a brother in a Blue Lodge, it has given rise to some difficulties. 
The same may arise here, unless definitely settled by the Grand Lodge. 

In enumerating the subjects to wbioh I invite your attention, I beg lea^ e to 
remark that your deliberations will not be confined to their consideration. As 
we have mot together to consult on the general interests of the Craft, and to 
devise moans to promote its usefulness and extend its benefits, I cannot doubt 
that the suggestions of other brethren will meet with the most respectful 
attention. 

I have already referred to the prosperous condition of the Craft, and the 
accession which is daily making to its members, but I wish here to repeat, w lat 
I have said on former occasions, that the character ot a Lodge c oe= ^ *^1 
upon the number, but the respectability, of its mombeis. It is “ 
case that a Lodge manifests too great anxiety to swell its num loi. , ui c 
erroneous idea that number constitutes might; it should be icmcm eioc ^ ^ 
“the race is not always to the swift, nor the battle to the strong.^ So it is in 
IMasonry — a Lodge of a dozen men of respectable standing in society wi exoi 
more influence upon the community than five times the number of doubtfu 
reputation. The latter will be greater in numerical strength, but the former 
in actual power. Let me then urge you, my brethren, on your return to your 
respective Lodges, to impress upon them the necessity of guarding the portals 
of their temple against-the idle, the profligate, and the intemperate. Admit no 
man to the privileges of the Order whom you do not conscientiously belie' o 
will conform to the rules of the Order, so far at least as human frailty " iH 
permit. 

Encourage by every means in your power a spirit of union, that friendship 
and brotherly love may pervade each bosom, and animate every heart. Those 
virtues should be carefully inculcated. They constitute the cement \'hici 
unites the different parts of the edifice into one common mass; without it, t lo 
building consists of rough stones, rudely thro'vn together, without harmony oi 
proportion. Cultivate, my brethren, friendship and brotherly love, as a ond 
of union— as important to the peace, harmony, and integrity of the oego; 
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support and encourage each other in every laudable undertaking, and in all 
cases admonish with gentleness, and reprove without severity. If difl'erencos 
arise among brethren, endeavor to still the tumult of angr}- passion, instead 
of adding fuel to the flame. If iMasons were thus influenced, many an erring 
brother would bo recalled from his wanderings, and harmonj- would be restored 
between brothers which had been interrupted by circumstances often trivial in 
their nature. 

Cultivate peace and harmony, and “good will to .all men,” and study to prac- 
tice the principles of the Order without as well as within the walls of the Lodge. 
Ilomember that you are all members of one great family, coextensive with the 
civilized world — that every Lodge has the same great objects in view, the im- 
provement of the moral and social condition of mankind. 

In conclusion, I have only to express the hope that the brethren here assem- 
bled will enter upon the business of the meeting full}' impressed with their 
responsibilities to each other, and that whatever discussion may arise it will be 
conducted in a proper spirit, so that the harmony of the Lodge may not bo 
disturbed. 

On motion of Brother WnixE, the follotving resolutions tvere 
unanimously adoifted: 

1. That so much of the M.TV. Grand ^Master’s Address as relates to uniform- 
ity of work be referred to a committee of three members, and Brothers Mar- 
tin, Boss, and A. A. Adams be appointed said committee. 

2. That so much as relates to the revision of the Constitution and By-laws 
bo referred to a committee of six members, and Brothers J. W. Wiiitr, Hill- 
man, jMullay, Johnson, Oldham, and Tannehill bo appointed said com- 
mittee. 

3. That so much as relates to the fees of initiation, passing, .and raising be 
referred to a committee of three members, and Brothers Crockett, Seahuuy, 
and Crisp be appointed said committee. 

4. That so much ns relates to the Charity Lund bo referred to a committee 
of live members, and Brothers McKnight, McKinney, Braden, Mitchell, 
and Jetton be aiipointed said committee. 

5. That so much as relates to the establishment of an Orphan Asylum, and 
the cication of an Orphan Fund, bo referred to a committee of seven, and 
Brothers Ross, Martin, Hillman, Gardner, Porter, Stout, and Fisher bo 
appointed said committee. 

0. That so much as relates to the payment of quarterly dues by Entered 
Apprentices and Fellow Crafts bo referred to a committee of throe, and Broth- 
ers Adams, Braden, and Vanhook bo appointed said committee. 

7. That so much ns relates to the cxj)ulsion of IMasons by a Cliaptcr or En- 
campment be referred to a committee of four, and Brothers McCorry, Mitch- 
ell, Johnson, and Tannehill bo appointed said committee.

The committee to whom was referred that portion of the Grand Alastor’s 
address which relates to fees for initiating, passing, and raising beg leave to 
report that they have had the same under consideration, and have given it that 
degree of attention which the circumstances, and the limited time in which 
they have had to act, would allow them. Your committee are aware of the fact 
that Alasonry is making rapid progess in this State — its course is onward, spread- 
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ing its influence over a vast population, among whom must naturally arise 
many objects of charity; then, it is a duty, and one of the principal tenets of 
our Order, to relieve the distressed of all mankind, and especially of those of 
the household of the faithful. We should, by all moans, prepare ourselves, and 
stand at all times prepared, in a pecuniary point of view, to act consistently 
with the principles we hold. The better to elfect this object, j'our committee 
are of opinion that the fees of the subordinate Lodges should bo regulated by 
this Grand Lodge, and that it be enjoined upon them never to confer a Degree 
until the fees are paid into the hands of the Secretary, as this would be one 
step toward bringing about that very desirable object, a uniformily of work, 
believing that every member of this Grand Lodge is deeply impressed with the 
importance of such a rule. "We arc induced to close this report by offering the 
following resolution: 

'■‘Resolved, That the subordinate Lodges working under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge be required, in all cases (except in conferring the Degrees 
on regular preachers of the gospel), to charge the sum of ten dollars for con- 
ferring the Degree of Entered Apprentice, five dollars for the Degree of Fellow 
Craft, and ten dollars for the sublime Degree of Master Mason; and that in all 
cases it must be paid into the hands of the Secretary before the Degree is con- 
ferred.”

The committee to whom was referred that part of the Grand Master’s Address 
w'hich relates to the pajunent of dues of E. A. and F. C. report that they have 
had the same under consideration, and are of opinion that they should pay 
their quarterly dues as w'ell as Master Masons. It is true they have no vote or 
privileges in conducting the common concerns and busine.=s of the Lodge to 
which they belong; still, they are allowed to appear in processions, and to par- 
take of festivals, etc., and it is the duty of Master Slasons to give them 
Lectures and instructions in either of the Degrees; and the committee think it 
would be throwing too much labor and expense on the Master Jlasons of the 
Lodges, for them to bear the whole of the expenses of keeping up their Lodges, 
while the Entered Apprentices and Fellow Crafts would bo as idle spectators, 
and not contributing any remuneration on their part. In our civii government, 
none are entitled to a full participation in its beneflts until they arrive of age; 
still, they are bound by the laws of their country to contribute agreeably to 
their worth, and are bound to bo ready to defend her rights when called upon. 
Fur these considerations, with others that might bo added, the committee 
recommend the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That all the subordinate Lodges working under the jurisdiction 
of this Grand Lodge be instructed to charge Entered Apprentices and Fellow 
Crafts the same quarterly dues as those paid by Master Masons.”

Tlie committee to AvhomAvas referred the commnnic.ation from 
Tuseumbia, Ala., made the folloAving report; 

The umlcrsigncd, a select committee to Avhom was refevred a communication 
from Tuseumbia, Ala., relative to the expulsion of AVilliaai B. Bather, 
a Master Mason, by Elkton Lodge, No. 24, of the State of Tennessee, in the 
year 1830, have had the same under consideration, and beg leave to report that, 
after a careful perusal of the documents furnished them upon the subject, they 
have no difficulty in coming to the conclusion that the proceedings against the 
brothel bj Elkton Lodge, of which ho Avas a member, were totally irregular, 
not sanctioned by the By-Iaivs and Con.stitution of the Grand Lodge of Teu- 
nossco, and, agreeably to the showing of the presiding officer of Elkton Lodge, 
a palpable A’iolation of an express provision of the By-laws governing said 
Lodge at the time said brother was expelled.

The committee to Avhom av.ts referred that p.art of the Grand 
Master’s Address Avhich relates to the expulsion of Knights Tem- 
plar and Eoyal Arch Masons from a Chapter or Encampment 
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made a report, Tvhich, on motion, was referred to the Grand Com- 
munication in October next. 



The committee who were appointed to inquire into the effect of an expulsion 
from an Encampment or Eoyal Arch Chapter of Slasons, and whether such 
expulsion debars the member thus expelled from all the privileges of iMasonr}-, 
pertaining to the Blue Lodge, report that they have given this grave and im- 
portant inquiry such consideration as the time and opportunity they have had 
have afforded them, and have not been able to come to the conclusion that an ex- 
pulsion or suspension from an Encampment, or from a Chapter of Koyal Arch 
Masons, will, of itself, necessarily dojirivc the member thus expelled or sus- 
pended from the privileges or rights he holds as a member of the Blue Lodge, 
if they are in good standing as ^Master IMasons. iMasonry, we are taught, is a 
progressive science, and can be obtained by Degrees onl}^ Each step we take 
is, therefore, onward, and is accompanied with other and different duties; new 
facts are revealed, and new obligations are created as wo progress, and that 
which, perhaps, might not be deemed criminal in an Entered Ajrprentice might 
be an offense of the highest magnitude in a Master IMason, and justlj’ subject 
him to the censure of his brethren. This arises from the fact that the contract 
or engagement, is different and various ns the different Degrees. An Entered 
Apprentice has his own duties enjoined upon him, so has the Ecllow Craft and 
Master Mason; and, as long as they keep within the pale of action or siihero 
of duty assigned them as such, by what authority are their brethren to censure 
or expel them, your committee cannot see. 

It is the privilege of every Mason to be heard by his peer.s, and it is his right 
to make his defense. Then, if an expulsion from an Encampment or Chapter 
for offenses against the law which governs those bodie.s, is necessarily an expul- 
sion or deprivation of all the privileges of Masonry, how is it possible that a 
brother thus expelled can be heard before the Blue Lodge, to whoso jurisdiction 
he is subject? No member of the Encanipment or Chapter is authorized to 
communicate the reasons of the expulsion or suspension, nor can they act upon 
the case, unless they do so wholly in the dark. Not oven tho'mombor su.sponded 
or expelled can communicate with his brethren of the Blue Lodge. Then 
since it may turn out that injustice may bo inflicted by compelling Lod.res to 
act ignorantly, your committee, in view of that principle, “charity,” wldcli 
so earnestly inculcated at every step we take, would bo unwilling to see ' 
resolution adopted which would be derogatory to the rights of brethren or 
versive of the ancient and established usages and eustoms of the EraterAt 
In fact, your committee would deem it an outrage inflicted upon the ri<dits o^’ 
a Master 3Iason’s Lodge to adopt any resolution compelling them to ac” with 
out reason, and punish without hearing a brother who, so far as they are 
advised, is guilty of no infraction of the usages of the Order It would bo 
requiring them not to “reason, that noblest gift of God to man,” and grone 
their way in darkness. ^ ^ 

Again: Your committee understand that each Lodge has the exclusive right 
to judge of the qualifications of its members, and that no body of men or 
-Masons, high or low, has the right to deprive them of this privilege. If tliis 
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be so, ^vollla it not be depriving them of a privilege to resolve tliat another 
and a different body should have the right to judge of who should sit in their 
Lodge? It strikes your coininittee that such is the case— that all independence 
of Blue Lodges would be destroyed, were it otherwise. It inaj' bo said that all 
Templars and Eoyal Arch IMasons are Master IMasons, but the converse of the 
proposition is not so. All INfastor iM.asons are not Templars and Eoyal Arch 
3 Iasons; and, therefore, the Templar and Eoyal Arch not only know their duty 
ns Afaster Masons, and what is due as such from a Master ilason, but 
they know what is due to each other; and if a ^Master Mason has violated his 
duty as such, it is ns much the dutj- of the members of the Encampment or 
Cliapter to have him brought to answer in his Lodge as it is the duty of the 
menibcrs of the particular Lodge to which he belongs. If the offense which 
expels a member from the Encampment and Chapter is a violation of the land- 
marks of ancient York Masonry, then all .and every brother of the Blue Lodge 
have n right to bo informed thereof, and judge accordingl3-. Il’ i® “ot such 
your committee are yet to learn by what authority a different and distinct body 
can deprive a Lodge of one of its members without even deigning to lot them 
know the reason. This certainly cannot be so. The Lodge and Chapter or Encamp- 
ment derive their authority from diflercnt sources, and arc equally independent 
of and distinct from each other. The fraternal bonds which unite us are not 
looked upon by your committee as light or trivial things, to bo broken or severed 
without reason ; every brother has the right to know why he has been deprived of 
a broUier, and the fact that you cannot give him the reason is evidence of itself 
sufiicicnt to pio\e that none exists — at least, so far as Lodges of Master Alasons 
aic conceinod. The Lodge, in the ojiinion of 3'our committee, ma3‘ be regarded 
in JIasour3' as the trunk of the Order; and ns the branches of a tree stand 
related to its trunk, so do the higher Orders of the Eratornit3- stand toward the 
Lodge. It is the beginning corner of all, and without it neither Encampment 
nor Chapter could ever have had'an existence, and as the tree is not destroyed 
by lopping off some of its higher branches that become unfit to sustain the 
position they have assumed, neither is the Master Mason deprived of his vital 
ity as such because some of the branches which have been engrafted upon him 
have not received at his hands that nurture and attention which might be ex- 
pected from a healthy trunk. It may be a subject of regret that even a sin-le 

^ to that a branch should give 

lay to Its origin, and say, “perish thou .also;” because different causes may 

i yhich governs the one, and unfits it for the station it occupies, 

•''r^ii '-lence the other. But to reverse the irictureaiid corrupt the source, 

it o ow , as a consequence, that the branches or superstructure reared thereon 
aic a bO CO , oui committee, tlierefore, beg leave to submit the following 
resolution, and ask its adoption: 

Jxesolvcd, a suspension or expulsion from an Encampment or Chapter 

of Eoyal Arc i ilasons does not, necess.aril3q suspend or expel a brother from 
the privileges appertaining to a Blue Lodge.” 

1 our committee having disjiosed of the main question suggested to their con- 
sideration, will proceed to consider the collateral suggestions which have been 
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coupled tlierewith and referred to tlieir consideration — viz.: The power and 
jurisdiction which Blue Lodges have — 1st. Over their members; 2d. Over those 
who live within their jurisdiction; and, 3d!y. As to those who have committed 
offenses, grossly unmasonic, within the jurisdiction of a Lodge, and afterward 
removed. 

Your committee do not deem it proper or legitimate for them to attempt an 
exposition of the various violations or deviations from the great landmarks 
which would, and should, subject a brother to he dealt with. They are so 
numerous that it would almost ho impossible to mention or anticipate them. 
Your committee, therefore, will not attempt it, hirt merely suggest that the 
great principles which govern the Order will always jroint out the true path in 
which all good Masons should walk, and at the same time serve as a law to 
punish remissness. Y'^our committee, therefore, leave this part of the subject for 
the consideration of those whose obligation and duty cliargo tlicni to preserve 
inviolate and pure all that renders our Society distinct from all others or useful 
to each other. 

^Yith regard to the first branch of the inquiry, involving the jurisdiction of 
Lodges over Masons who are its members, there is no doubt expressed or enter- 
tained on the subject. They all agree that each Lodge has entire authorit}' to 
act upon the conduct of its members. 

In relation to the second inquiry, the only difference which your committee 
can discover between those who are not members and these who are members 
of the Lodge under whose jurisdiction they may live, is that members proper 
of a Lodge are bound by its By-laws, and may for an infraction bo suspended 
or expelled, whilst those who do not belong to it are not bound by its particular 
regulation.s, since they have had no hand in making them, nor j ielded their 
assent to them. 

Upon the third point, your committee arc of opinion that no Lodge can so 
properly judge of the offense charged against the member as that within whose 
jurisdiction the same was committed. In such case, the members of the Lodge 
are familiar with the character of the individual charged. They arc conver- 
sant with the facts, and can act more understandingly on the case than strangers 
to these circumstances. Y'our committee are, therefore, of opinion that the 
voluntary removal of n member or Mason who, at the time of such removal, 
was subject to be dealt with for gross unmasonic conduct, does not deprive the 
Lodge of which ho was a member, or within whose jurisdiction he lived, from 
taking cognizance of the offense, and calling such Mason to answer the same. 
It is true it puts the Lodge to more inconvenience when the member changes 
his residence; but, of this he has no right to complain, and, when duly notified, 
is bound to obey the summons and abide the decision of the Lodge. Special 
pleading in Masonry is not known, and would be regarded as evidence of guilt 
should it be resorted to. Therefore, for a brother to reply to a summons that 
he was out of the jurisdiction and refused to obey, would, in the opinion of your 
eommittee, be a disregard for his own standing, and an insult to the Lodge, and 
his contumely would subject him to fresh punishment. Y’’our committee, there- 
fore, offer this r<<solution, and pray its adoption: 

“AesoJred, That subordinate Lodges have jurisdiction to hoar and determine 
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upon offenses committed witliin their jurisdiction hy members or Masons who 
have, after the commission, absented themselve.s, or removed into a different 
State; provided, said member or Afason shall be notified, if his residence be 
known .” 

\ our committee having discharged, so far as they have been able, the duty 
assigned to them, pray to bo discharged from farther consideration of the subject. 

II. AV. AfcCOiniV, .

Urolhcr Johnson presented the follotving; 



T he undersigned, two of the committee appointed to report on the subject of 
expulsions, dissent from that part of the foregoing report which relates to the 
expulsion of Alasons from an Encampment or Chapter. 

As far as the undersigned arc informed, the subject particularly alluded to 
has never been agitated in any of the Grand Lodges of the Unitod'states, with 
the exception of that of Kentucky. By that Grand Lodge it has been deter- 
mined that the standing of a Alason in a Lodge of Alaster Masons shall not bo 
affected by his expulsion from a Chapter of Koval Arch Masons, or an Encamp- 
ment of Knights Templar. 

By this decision, the singular anomaly is presented of a Alason bcimr expelled 
froin an Encampment or Chapter, and, of course, holding no Masonic commu- 
nication w.th such Encampment or Chapter, and yet received in full fellowship 
and coinnumion by Blue Lodges. This, in the opinion of the undersigned, 
seems to stiike at the foundation of that harmony which should exist between 
the several Orders of Masonry. 

By the very terms of expulsion, as it is understood in all Masonic bodies, a 
Itoyal Arch Mason, or a Ivnight Tcmjdar, cannot lioJd !l\rasonic communication 
with an expelled Comjianion or Kniglit — all fratci’iial Alasonic intercourse is 
interdicted. How, then, can he, with any sort of consistency, hold communi- 
cation, ns a Master Mason, witli one ho is bound to regard as a dishonored Com- 
panion or a recreant Knight? It may bo said that a Lodge of Master Masons 
can know nothing of the violation by a Koyal Arch Alason, or a Knic^ht 
Templar, of the law.s, duties, and obligations of Itoyal Arch Masonrv, or of 
Knighthood True, it cannot; but it must be remembered that th; several 
Orders M Alasonry, although under separate and distinct Masonic jurisdictions, 

rogaule as aflecting the honor of the other, and when a Mason is expelled for 
,„uiiaBO.iic conduct by one body, he should be regarded as unworthy he confi- 
clence oi the other. J 

It should bo remembered that Royal Arch Alasons and Knights Templar are 
Master i asons, and that they are governed hy all the rules which regulate the 
cone uc o A a.- or i asons, and that, -when sitting as Masons of a higher Degree, 
they SD'C bound to act with equal justice to Alasons of every Degree. Royal 
Ai'ch jMasons anc vnights Templar would regard themselves ns entirely out of 
the line of their duty to the Order were they to receive into fellowship one who 
had been expelled by a Lodge; .and the sniiio rule, in Ibo opinion of the under- 
undersigned, .should bo observed toward them by Lodges of Master Alason- 
38 . ‘ 
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The undersigned hold it to he correct that whenever n !M:ison has heon solemnly 
pronounced guilty of unmasonic conduct, and unworthy to bo received within a 
Chapter or Encampment, he is unworthy a scat in the Lodge. In this respect, 
they can see no diflerence between the different Orders of Masonry.

JJi'cihrcH of ihe Crvatul LoUqc of (Tc}Ihcs$cc : 

On meeting you on tlio present occasion in Grand Communication, I again 
congratulate you on the increasing prosperity of our time-honored Institurion. 
Since the last special meeting in July, I have received from various parts of the 
State the most satisfactory assurances of an increased attention to the duties of 
Alasonry, and I llatter myself that the transactions of that meeting have had a 
tvholcsome influence, by infusing a fresh spirit into the members of the Order, 
and a strong desire to maintain its principles and transmit them unimpaired 
to future ages. The harmony which then prevailed affords the most conclusive 
e\ idence of the value of our Order when its principles are properly appreciated. 

As at the special meeting I invited your attention to several subjects which 
I deemed of great interest to the Order, and of importance to its well-being I 
have hut little, in addition to the ordinary business of the Annual ConvocatTon 
to present to your consideration. Some of the matters then submitted were 
finally acted upon, but others were laid over to the present session, and to them 
I invite your attention. 

beg leave here to remark that domestic affliction has prevented me from 
giving that attention to certain subjects then committed to my charge wl 
was doubtless expected from me. Por the apparent neglect, I thro^ in^if 
upon j oui^ indulgence. I trust, however, that this circumstance will not operate 
to the prejudice of these important interests, nor materially impede the action of 
the Grand Lodge. 

It aflords me much satisfaction to communicate that the design of erecting a 
Masonic Asylum for the mainteiianoo and education of the indigent orphans of 
Masons meets with the general aiiprohation of the Fraternity, and that a favor- 
able site may be obtained for its location. I am induced to believe that all the 
Podges in the State will heartily cooperate with the Grand Lodge in ca'rrvino- 
out the design of erecting this noble charity, and that the foundation of\hi“ 
benevolent wmrk, which will constitute an era in the Masonic history of Ten 
.lessee, may be hud at a much earlier period than was anticipated at the I t 
meeting of the Grand Lodge, even by the most .sanguine. On this subi^’; ‘

Amomr the otber unfinished business of the special session, I invite your 
attcntion“to the question, “ Whether an expulsion from .an Eiieampiiicnt of 
Knights Templar or a Chapter of Eoyal Arch Masons shall allect he staiu ing 
of a brother in a Blue Lodge?” This subject has been brought before other 
Giaand Lodges, and is one of no little importance to the Order as it may a some 
future time have an influence upon the harmonious action of the di leren bodies 
of Ma.sons who, although under separate jurisdictions are but parts of the smine 
great whole. By reference to the Broceedings of the Grand Lodge o New 
York (p 48), it will be seen that the Grand Encampment and Grand Chapter 
of New YoA have adopted concurrent resolutions, by which they require 
“their subordinate bodies to exclude all members suspended or expo ed r^ 
Lodges under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of x ew j ^, . . 

resolution was introduced in the Grand Lodge “to adopt a reeapiocal resolution 
excluding all members suspended or expelled by the Grand Encampment and 
Grand Chapter of that State.” Y'ithout farther remark, I leiu e this .ubject 
to your decision, in the expectation that you will duly woig i aiu C011..K ci 1 in 
all its bearings, and act accordingly. 

I recommend to your consideration a proposition, emanating from the Con-

position, and in imparting correct ^Masonic knowledge, must ^ e o lous o e\ eiy 
Mason, however limited or superficial maybe his inform.ation with regard to 
his duties and obligations; but what may be' the be.st means of attaining that 
end should be a matter of serious deliberation. The measure proposed, as stated 
above, if carried out by the Grand Lodges in the United States, would, in my 
opinion, have an important influence, if not a positive tendency to introduce 
what is so much desired— entire uniformity throughout .all our Lodges in the 
mode of work, and a correction of those errors which have crept in through 
iernorance or carelessness. Although we may have uniformity throughout our 
o'wn Lodges, there is still something wanting which can best be obtained by 
adopting'tho plan suggested. Wniatevcr expenses may be incurred would bo 
amply compensated by the advantages to bo derived. MTiilo on this subject, 
permit me to call your attention, as suggested in my last communication, to the 
expediency of appointing two or more Lecturers to visit the subordinate Lodges 
and instruct them in the mode of work which may bo adopted. The sooner 
such appointments can bo made the better for the benefit of the Lodges. 

“ To promote and extend the intercourse and acquaintance of brethren resid- 
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ing in clifl’evcnt Slates," and to establish a more intimate connection between 
the diflbi'ont Grand Lodges of the United States, it has been proposed to estab- 
lish what is called the “ lleproscntati vc system ” — that is, the appointment of some 
skillful and intelligent brother to represent the Grand Lodge of one State at 
the meetings of other Grand Lodges. In Europe, this system has long been 
establi-shed, and with the best results, and it has also been adojitcd in several of 
the Grand Lodges of the United States. To use the language of the Kepresent- 
ative of the Grand Lodge of South Carolina, in that of Kow York, “there is, 
perhap.-;, no measure of greater etlicicney in bringing us closer together, making 
us better acquainted with each other, and in improving and facilitating 
our mutual intercourse.” This plan might be adopted by this Grand Lodge 
without much inconvenience as regards the Eastern and some of the Southern 
and Y estern States, in consequence of the almost continual intercourse and 
communication. Hitherto, there has been too little of that fraternal intercourse 
between the Lodges which should characterize brethren of the same great famil v, 
united by the tics of friembship and brotherlj- love, and that universal language 
which is recognized in all parts of the civilized world. If this kind and friendly 
intcrcourso were maintained, groat bonelit, I fool assured, would result to the 
Eraternity; and it might bo extended with great benefit to the subordinate 
Lodges of the respective States. Brotherly love would be more strongly 
cemented; the threefold cord of friendship would unite us more closely to- 
getlier, and the great principles of our Order would be more widely ditfused 
and more extensively felt. 

Agiocably to the resolution passed at the special session in July, the commit- 
tee appointed for that purpose will lay before you a now Constitution for the 
government of this Grand Lodge, and that of the subordinate Lodges. 

Since the Grand Annual Communication, by virtue of the authority in me 
vested, I have issued Dispensations for seven new Lodges, a list of which, with 
the date of their issue, and a list of the olHcers, will bo laid before you by the 
Grand Secretary. I attended in person, and constituted the Lodsrc.s at Char- 



ciesiio lui luasonic Knowledge, I mention the number of Masonic publications 
now m existence. Those which have come under my special notice are the 
American Masonic licpister, publi.shed at Albany, jSTew York; the Freemason's- 
lilonthbj jMagazine, at Boston; and the Masonic j\Iir7'or, the publication of which 
has just been commenced at Columbia, in this State. The latter, as it is a 
home publication, I wish particularly to bring to the consideration of this Grand 
Lodge, as a work which promises to be a useful and valuable auxiliary to the 
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cause of ilasonry in this State. tVith thi.s comiminioation I submit a letter 
from the editor and proprietor, and ask your attention to tlie propositions tlierein 
contained. 

Having presented to your consideration such matters as have occurred to me, 
permit me, in conclusion, to remark that, in the great work of elevating our 
Institution, every individual brother, as well as every Lodge, has certain duties 
to perform, whieh are clearly pointed out. The credit of the Order, and its 
reputation in the eyes of the world, depend more upon the conduct of individ- 
ual members than upon the conduct of Lodge.s, as such. The acts of the indi- 
vidual are before his neighbors; those of the Lodge are secret, and can properly 
be known only to the initiated. Hence, the Lodge may inculcate the virtues of 
temperance, charity, friendship, and brotherly love; but, if these virtues arc 
disregarded in private life, the world will bo justified in the conclusion that 
Masonrj' has little or no influence upon the conduct of its members. The pro- 
priety, then, of acting in conformity with the injunctions of our Order, a.s near, 
at least, as human frailty will permit, must be obvious to all. To be useful, 
each member must feel the force of its precepts upon his mind and heart, and 
if they thus act our Order will stand the scrutiny of talents and of time.

The undersigned, one of the committee appointed at tho special meeting of 
the Grand Lodge, in July last, to collect and report information on the subject of 
tho contemplated Masonic Orphan Asylum, begs leave to state that, owing to tho 
ill health of a member of his family, and his necessary vocation.s, ho has boon 
unable to give that attention to the subject which its interest and importance 
demand, and which was doubtless expected from him. Ho has, how'over, ad- 
dressed letters to several brethren in other States, wdicro a similar project has 
engaged the attention of tho Eraternity, but as yet he has received no reply. 

Ho begs farther to state that, since the last meeting, he has ascertained that 
a location, already furnished w'ith necessary and convenient building.®, may be 
obtained upon favorable terms. The location alluded to is in Wilson county, 
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about seven miles from Lebanon, at a iilace known as “The Big Spring.” The 
tract of larnl contains about fourteen acres; on it are buildings originally erected 
for an academy, which consist of a center building of brick, with two wings also 
of brick, each containing six rooms, sufficient for the comfortable accommoda- 
tion of twenty-four pupils. There is also a contiguous frame bouse, for a fam- 
ily or boarding-bouso. Tins property, wbicb I understand is in good condition, 
maj' bo bad for about S‘2,000, and very probably for a sum considerably less, 
say $1,500 to $1,800. It is bold by stockholders, all of whom arc willing to 
surrender a good part of tbeir interest to aid in carrying out the benevolent 
design of the Grand Lodge. If thought advisable, an additional quantity of 
land may bo obtained. 

A more desirable site could not bo obtained; first, on account of its central sit- 
uation; second, because of the buildings already thereon, wbicb arc suitable to 
the purpose; and, third, because of its situation in a part of the State remarkable 
for itg bcaltbfulness. In the midst of a populous and highly respectable neigh- 
borhood, the morals of the orphans would be protected, as they would be out 
of the reach of that influence which is found to operate in the immediate 
vicinity of large towns.

Of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Lodge shall consist of the following Officers— viz.: AL ^ . 
Gr.and Master, Pv. W. Deputy Grand Ataster, P. W. Grand Senior 'tTardcn, E. 
W. Grand Junior AVardon, P.AV. Grand Treasurer, E. AV. Grand Secretary, AL 
Eev. Gr.and Chaplain, E. AY. Grand Senior Deacon, E. AA . Grand Junior 
Deacon, E, AY. Grand Sword-bearer, E. AY. Grand Alarshal, E. A\ . Grand Pur- 
suivant, E. AAA Grand Steward, E. AY. Grand Tyler; and, also, of the Past Grand 
and Deputy Grand Alasters, Past Grand Senior and Junior AYardens, and Past 
Alastors of regular Lodges, who shall have passed the chair in a Lodge under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, while they continue members of the 
same, and the Picpresentatives of regular Lodges under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. The Alasters and AA^ardons of all Lodges under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge shall bo the Kepresentatives of such Lodges in the Grand 
Lodge, by virtue of their respective offices; but, in .all cases where the Alaster 
and A\ ardens cannot give their personal attendance, special Eeprosentatir es 
maybe appointed, under the seal of the Lodge; and such Eepresentatives shall 
be entitled t.) ,, 1 ] (],„ j„.; Avhieli belong to (ho Afaster and A\hmlens when 

acting ns the Rqiro.soiitativos of their respccLivo Ludges. 

Sec. 15. No person shall bn appointed to laqm'sent a siibordinato Lodgu in tho 
qnuid Lodge unlesB ho Hhall be a Master Alason, and a member of some regu- 
lar Lodge, under this jurisdiction; and when any Eepre.senlative has been re- 
ceived and recognized as such by the Grand Lodge, he sluill not be superseded 
by the officers of the Lodge ho represents. 
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Skc. 4. Tlio Grand Lodge shall he held once in each year, in the town of 
USTasliville, on the first Monday in October, and may continue in session as long 
as the good of Masonry may require. Such meeting shall be called the Grand 
Annual Communication. 

Skc. 5. The Grand Lodge shall not be opened for the transaction of business 
unless there shall bo present the Iteprescntatives of five regular Lodges. Should 
there not bo a sufficient number of Lodges represented on the day appointed 
for the meeting of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master, for the time being, 
shall have power to adjourn the Lodge from day to day until a sufliciont num- 
ber shall be in attendance. 

Skc. G. The Grand Master shall have full power to call special meetings of 
the Grand Lodge, whenever, in his opinion, the interest of the Fraternity may 
require, taking care that timely notice be given to the subordinate Lodges of 
the time and place of holding such meetings. 

Skc. 7. The Grand Lodge, when convened agreeably to the provisions of this 
Constitution, shall have the right and power to make all such rules and reguha- 
tions for the government of the Fraternity as may be deemed necessary bj a 
majority of the Lodge. Such rules and regulations shall be binding upon all 
Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 8. The Grand Lodge shall have power to receive and hear appeals, redress 
grievanees, and remove complaints of subordinate Lodges; grant Charters to 
new Lodges; issue warrants of Disiiensation; reprove and punish the miscon- 
duct of subordinate Lodges, and do all things necessary for the promotion of 
the honor and dignity of the Order, and the good of the Fraternity. 

Sec. 9. The Officers .of the Grand Lodge shall be elected, or appointed (as 
hereafter provided), at the Grand Annu.al Communication, in October ot each 
and every year, and no per.=on .shall be eligible to the offices of Grand iMaster, 
Deputy Grand Master, Grand Senior Warden, Gr.atnl Junior Warden, Grand 
Treasurer, and Grand Secrotar}-, unless he shall have passed the chair in some 
regular Lodge, and shall, at the time of his election, be a mcmboi ot some icg- 
ular Lodge subordinate to this Grand Lodge. To either of the other offices. 
Master Masons, being at the same time members of a regular Jjodgo under this 
jurisdiction, may be eligible. 

Sec. 10. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Senior W ardon. 
Grand Junior AVarden, Grand Secretary, and Grand Treasurer shall be chosen 
by ballot. The Grand Chaplain, Grand Senior Deacon, Grand .Junior Deacon, 
Grand Sword-bearer, Grand Marshal, Grand Steward, Grand Pursuivant, and 
Grand Tjder shall be appointed by the Grand Master, and said appointments 
shall be entered on the Minutes of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 11. Mo person shall be eligible to the offices of Grand Master, Deputy 
Grand Master, Grand Senior AA'’ardon, or Grand Junior Warden more than two 
years in succession. The other Officers may alw.ays be subject to reblection or 
reappointment. 

Sec. 12. In the election of Grand Master, the last Grand Master, if eligible, 
shall be among the number of candidates, unless he shall decline a reelection, 
and no vote shall be counted which may be given for any brother who may not 
be in nomination; nor shall any nomination bo considered good unless it has 
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been seconrled. -When the ballot is closed, the Deputy Grand Master sb.all 
count the votes, and declare liiin ivho lias a majority of the whole number of 
votes duly elected; and the Grand Master so elected shall be installed, aecordiii" 
to ancient usage, at the session at which he is elected. ’ “ 

Sec. 13. The Deputy Grand Master, the Grand Senior and .Junior lYardens 
the Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary shall bo elected bv ballot, in the 
same manner as the Grand Master, by a majority of the whole number of votes 
given, and shall in like manner bo installed at the session at which thev are 
elected. 

Sec. 14. In all elections in this Grand Lodge, the following shall bo the ratio 
of suftVages: 

All Past Grand Officers, who are members of this Grand Lodge, shall bo 
entitled to one vote each. 



E\eij member, who shall have regul.arly presided as Master of a subordinate 
Lodge within the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, .shall bo entitled to one 
vote, so long as he continues a member of a subordinate Lodge; but such Past 
Master, if also a Past Grand Officer, shall have in both these capacities only one 
vote. 

Every subordinate Lodge, whether represented by one or more Delen-ate= 
sluall be entitled to three votes.

Sec. 1G. In case any office in this Grand Lodge shall become vacant by death, 
resignation, removal from the State, or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled 
by the Grand Master for the time being, by a commission under his hand and 
seal. 

Sec. 17. The Grand Lodge shall choose, by ballot, at each Annual Communi- 
cation, a well-informed brother, whose dutj' it shall be to prepare and deliver, 
at the Grand Annual Communication subsequent to that at which ho may be 
appointed, a Masonic Oration, illustrating the principles of rreemasonry, and 
the duties of Masons; and the brother so chosen shall bo called the Grand 
Orator. 

AKTICLE II. 

Of the Duties of Grand Officers. 

Sec. 1. At each annual or other meeting of the Grand Lodge, the Grand 
Master, if present, shall indispensably fill the chair; in his ab.sencc, the 
Deputy Grand Master; in the absence of both, the Grand Senior 'Warden; and 
in the absence of these, the Grand Junior 'Warden. In case of the absence of 
all the beforementioned Officers, the oldest Grand Officer present shall fill the 
chair, unless there shall be present a Past Grand or Deputy Grand Master. 

Sec. 2. It shall he the duty of the Grand Master to take ujion himself the 
general superintendence of the Lodges throughout the State, and see that no 
innovations are committed upon the ancient landmarks; and in order that the 
business of the Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge may be conducted with 
proper regularit}^ it shall be the duty of the Grand Master, on convenient 
occasions, to visit the Lodges under his jurisdiction, examine their work, and 
give such instructions as may to him seem to be right and proper, first giving 
such Lodges timely notice of his approach. 

Sec. 3. In case it is not convenient for the Grand Master to visit the subor- 
dinate Lodges, he may appoint, under his hand and seal, one or more approved 
and skillful brothers to visit said Lodges in his stead, and the brothers thus 
appointed shall make a written report to the Grand Jlaster previously to the 
Grand Annual Communication; and the Grand Lodge may, fj'oin time to time 
make the necessary provisions to defray the expenses of such visitations. 

.Sec. 4. If, during the recess of the Grand Lodge, the Grand IMaslcr .shall 
receive information of the improper or di.sorderly conduct of any Lodge under 
this jurisdiction, it shall be his duty to inquire into the same; and, on being sati.s- 
fied that .such conduct has been imjiroperor disorderly, ho shall have full power 
and authority to suspend such Lodge until the next meeting of the Grand 

Lodge, when he shall lay before the Grand Lodge the reasons for such suspen- 
sion. 

Sec. 5. In case of the death, resignation, or removal of the Grand IMastor, 
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tlie Deputy Gr.iiid Master shall succeed to all his duties and functions, aiul dis- 
charge the same until the next Annual Communication. 

Skc. C. Tlie Grand Secretary shall keep a fair and true account of the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Lodge, which shall he entered in a hook or books, to bo 
provided for that purpose, after such proceedings shall be duly ratified in open 
Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 7. bTo "Warrant, Charter, certificate, or other instrument of writing from 
this Grand Lodge, shall bo of any validity unless attested by the signature of 
the Grand Secretary, with the seal of the Grand Lodge affixed. 

Sec. 8. All records, books, papers, seal, etc., kept by the Grand Secretary, 
shall be the property of the Grand Lodge. The books, records, and other 
papers shall be at all times subject- to the inspection of the Grand Master, or 
committees of the Grand Lodge, and shall be delivered up by the Grand Secre- 
tary whenever called for. 

Sec. 9. The Grand Secretary shall attend all meetings of the Gr.and Lodge 
personally, or by his Deputy (who shall be a member of the Grand Lodge), 
with the books and papers belonging to his office. 

.Sec. 10. Tlie Grand Secretary shall receive a stated salary for his services 
while in attendance upon the Grand Lodge, and for his care and attention in 
the preservation of the books luul. papers of the Grand Lodge. He shall like- 
wise receive the following fees: 

lie .shall be paid by the parties employing him, for copying records, files, and 
proceedings of the Grand Lodge, or any instrument of writing emanating from 
the Grand Lodge, ton cents for every hundred words; .and shall also receive 
from the parties employing him one dollar for affixing his seal to any instru- 
ment of writing they may' require. 

He shall also receive for every Charter or Dispensation issued by the Grand 
Master or the Grand Lodge, the sum of two dollars, to bo paid by the Lodge 
procuring such Charter or Dispensation ; but ho shall not be allowed any fee 
for affixing his seal of office to any' instrument of writing which may bo 
required by the Grand Lodge for its use. 

.Sec. 11. The Gr.and Treasurer must be a brother of good worldly substance, 
and to him shall be committed the moneys belonging to the Grand Lod"-e. lie 
shall account to the Grand Lodge for all moneys received by him, and shall not 
pay any money without the order of the Grand lllaster, or of the Stewards of 
the Grand Charity Dmul, or the special order of the Grand Lodge, certified by 
the Grand .^ecretarv. 

Sec. 12. The Grand Treasurer, on the first day of the Grand Annu.al Com- 
munication, shall present to the Grand Lodge a statement of the receipts and 
disbursements during the last year, exhibiting the balance in his hands, which 
account shall be examined and' reported upon by a committee appointed for that 
purpose. On going out of office, the Grand Treasurer shall forthwith pay over 
to his successor the balance which may be due from him to the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty' of the Grand Chaplain to attend the meetings 
of the Grand Lodge, and open and close the same by prayer; he shall also pirc- 
pare and deliver appropriate sermons whenever requested by the Grand Lodo'e 
or the Grand Master. ° 
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Sec. 14. The Grand Steward shall attend the meetings of the Grand Lodge 
and furni.-h such refreshments as nia}' he required, and the Grand Tyler shall 
attend every cull of the Grand blaster, and be present at each meeting of the 
Grand Lodge; and for their services they shall bo paid, from time to time, as 
the Grand Lodge may direct. 



AKTICLE III. 

0/ Suhnrdbude Lodges. 

Sec. 1. Every Lodge subordinate to tins Grand Lodge shall transmit, at each 
Annual Communication, the names of its officers and members, with a list of 
all who have been initiated, passed and raised, admitted, withdrawn, suspended 
and expelled, agreeably to a form which shall be furnished by the Grand Secre- 
tary, together with such other information as will exhibit the true condition of 
the Lodge. 

Sec. 2. Ho new Charter shall bo granted unless upon applieation of at least 
seven known and approved Master Masons; nor shall any Di.s23ensation bo 
granted by the Grand Master unless ujron the petition of at least seven known 
and approved Master -Masons, which ijotition shall bo recommended by the 
nearest Lodge. Hor shall any Disjoensation or Charter be granted in any town 
or city where one or more Lodges are already established, cxcejit on petition 
signed by at least seven blaster Masons, which petitions shall set forth reasons 
for such new Lodge which shall be satisfactory to the Grand Lodge or Grand 
blaster. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Lodge shall have power, from time to time, to make such 
assessments for revenue on the subordinate Lodges as it may deem necessary. 

Sec. 4. Every Association of Masons, who shall obtain a Dispensation for a 
new Lodge, shall pay for such Dispensation the sum of flve dollars, together 
with the farther sum of two dollars to the Gi'and Secretary for engrossing the 
same; and on obtaining a Charter, they shall pay the sum of twenty dollars, 
together with the farther sum of two dollars to the Grand Secretary for engross- 
ing the same and affixing the seal of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 5. No subordinate Lodge shall change the place of meeting of said 
Lodge without the consent of a majority of the members of such Lodge; nor 
shall any Lodge surrender its Charter without the consent of a majority of said 
Lodge. K 

Sec. G. Before the vote of any Lodge can be taken on the removal of such 
Lodge, or the surrender of its Charter, it shall be the duty of the Master of 
such Lodge to cause written notices to be delivered to each member of tbo 
Lodge, if practicable, sotting forth the intention to remove or dissolve such 
Lodge, in order that each member may bo fully apprised of such intention. 
Such notice shall be given at least one month jireviously to any vote boino- 
taken. 

Sec. 7. Every Lodge which shall surrender its Charter or be dissolved by 
order of the Grand Lodge, shall, forthwith, deliver to the Grand Secretary all 
the books, papers, jewels, funds, and other property of the Lodge, to be appro- 
priated as the Grand Lodge may determine. 

Sec. 8. Any subordinate Lodge under this jurisdiction which shall fail to bo 
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roprcsentocl in this Grmul Lodge for two successive Annual Communications, 
or shall ho in arrears to the Grand Lodge for two years, shall be suspended 
until such Lodge shall appear, by its Itcpresontatives, and pay up or be released 
from all arrearages. 

Sec. 9. Any Lodge failing to attend the Grand Lodge, by its Eepresontatives, 
or shall be in arrears, as stated in the foregoing section, shall bo notified by the 
Grand Secretary to appear at the next Annual Communication, and if any 
Lodge thus notified shall fail or refuse to appear, it shall be stricken from the 
list of Lodges, and its Charter withdrawn. 

Sec. 10. The election of ofiicers of subordinate Lodges shall be held, in each 
Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, at the stated meeting imme- 
diately preceding the anniyersaries of St. .John the Baptist and St. John the 
Evangelist; and the installation of such ofiicers shall take place on said anni- 
versaries, or as soon thereafter as may be possible. 

Sec. 11. In all cases of appeal from .a subordinate Lodge to the Grand 
Lodge, it shall bo the duty of the Master of such Lodge forthwith to cause a 
copj' of such proceedings to bo forwarded to the Grand Secretary, that the same 
ma 3 ', in due time, be laid before the Grand Lodge. The testimony taken before 
such Lodge, so far as the same may be committed to writing, must accompany 
such proceedings, and this Grand Lodge, acting in such case as a court of 
appeal, shall receive also any parole evidence, not committed to writing, which 
^ t\as Used upon the original trial of the cause; but no new testimonj' shall be 
hc.ard on the appeal. 

Sec. 12. ihe Lodges subordinate to tbis Grand Lodge shall bo required, in all 
cases (except in conferring Degrees on regular preachers of the gospel), to 
charge not less than the sum of ten dollars for conferring the Degree of 
Entered Apprentice, live dollars for the Degree of Fellow Craft, and ten 
dollars for the Degree of Master Mason; and, in all cases, the said sums of 
monej' shall bo paid into the hands of the Secretary before the Degree is 
conferred. 



ARTICLE IV. 

0/ ihe Grand Chariiy Fiiiid. 

Sec. 1. A Grand Charity Fund shall be established by this Grand Lod-e 
which shall consist of all moneys received for Dispensations and Charters and 
such other sums as the Grand Lodge shall annually sot apart for that purpose, 
after tlie current and incidental expenses of the Grand Lodf^e shall have been 
provided for. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Charity Fund shall be under the direction of five mem- 
bers (of whom the Grand Master shall be one), and the other four to be elected 
annualljq at the meeting in October, who shall be called “the Stewards of the 
Grand Charity Fund.” 

Sec. 3. The Stewards of the Grand Charitj' Fund shall apiilj’ the funds com- 
mitted to their charge, with care and economvq and in the waj' best calculated 
to meet the object of its foundation. Thoj’ shall draw orders upon the Grand 
Treasurer from time to time, as circumstances may require. 

Sec. 4. The StoAvards of the Grand Charity Pund shall lay hefore the Grand 
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Lodge, at each Annual Communication, a statement of the money received and 
disharsed by them, which statement shall he examined and reported upon by 
the Committee of Accounts, or a special committee for that pin pose, as the 
Grand Lodge may determine. 

AKTICLE V. 

Miscellaneous Regulations. 

Sec. 1. No candidate for initiation, who shall he rejected by any Lodge under 
this jurisdiction, shall be eligible to a second recommendation in the Lodge m 
which he was rejected, or any other Lodge under this jurisdiction, unt. the 
expiration of twelve months, unless the brother or brothers objecting shall, m 

open Lodge, withdraw his or their objections. 

Sec. 2. No petition shall be received from any candidate residing in any town 
where there is a Lodge, or in the vicinity of such Lodge, unless the said peti- 
tion shall be accompanied by a recommendation from the Lodge m the town 

where such petitioner may reside. , t 

Sec. 3. No petition for initiation shall be acted upon by any subordinate 
Lodge unless such petition shall have laid over at least one month, and not 
until due report shall have been made to the Lodge of the character and stand- 
ing of such petitioner. 

Sec. 4. No subordinate Lodge shall eonfer the Degrees of Fellow Craft and 
Master Mason upon any candidate unless he shall have passed a satisfactory 
examination, in open Lodge, on the preceding Degree or Degrees. _ _ 

Sec 6 . If any Lodge shall admit to membership a brother who is m arrears 
to another Lodge, the Lodge thus admitting him shall become responsible to 

the Lodge to which such brother is in arrear.s. ensnendino- 

Sec. g! Every subordinate Lodge possesses the '"’f 
and expelling any of its members for unmasonic conduct, oi a Molat on 
particular rules and By-laws, and every brother suspended or expelled may 
reinstated by the Lodge which suspended or expelled such bother. 

Sec. 7. Subordinate Lodges also possess the power of calling to account tor 
unmasonic conduct any brother who may reside or bo in the vicinity o -uc t 
Lodge, whether he he a member of such Lodge or not, and of doaliiig with him 
aecordingly; provided, always, that such brother shall be duly notified, and fur- 
nished in writing with a copy of the charges against him. 

Sec. 8. No work or other business of the Craft shall be performed in anj 
Lodn-e under this jurisdiction below the Degree of Master INIason, except only 
lecturing, examination of candidates for advancement, and conferring the 
Degrees of Entered Apprentice or Fellow Craft. 

Sec 9 The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, and Grand Senior and 
Junior Wardens of this Grand Lodge shall bo entitled, in any Lodge under 
this jurisdiction, to all the rights and privileges which the members of such 
Lodges respectively possess. This privilege shall only extend to the time they 
may be Officers of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 10. Anv member of a subordinate Lodge in this State may receive a 
Grand Lodge certificate on his producing to the Grand Secretary a certihcato 
of regular standing in the Lodge of which he is a member. For said cortilicato 
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he sliiUl pa 3 ^ to the Grand Secretarj- one dollar, and the farther sum of fiftj" 
cents to the Grand Charit}' Fund. 

Sue. 11. All Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge shall be opened and 
closed with praj-or, and it shall be the dutj^ of blasters of subordinate Lodges 
to cause the same to be observed. 

Sec. 32. AVhen a petitioner for initiation has been reported by the committee 
of inquiry as worthj-, he maj’, if he think proper, withdraw his petition; but, 
if ho has been reported as unwortlu', ho shall not have permission to with- 
draw his petition. 

Sec. 13. Anj' member of a subordinate Lodge maj’ object to the initiation, 
passing, or raising a candidate at anj' time before the Degree is conferred. 

Sec. 14. To the declarations in common required to be made by a candidate 
for Froemasonrj', previous to his initiation, the following shall be added; “I 
do seriouslj' declare, upon mj" honor, that I believe in God and a future state 
of rewards and punishments.” 

Sec. 15. Ko amendment of this Constitution shall be made until the same, 
after being proposed in writing to the Grand Lodge, and concurred in bj' at 
least two-thirds of the members present, shall have been submitted to the con- 
sideration of all the subordinate Lodges, and adopted and approved by at least 
two-thirds thereof. And amendments thus made and adopted shall become a 
part of this Constitution, and shall bo binding as such, to all intents and pur- 
poses. 

Jlesolfcd, That the foregoing Constitution shall be forthwith submitted to 
the subordinate Lodge.?, who shall, at the first meeting after its reception, take 
the same into consideration, and report their action to the Grand ATagter. 

Resolved, That as soon as the Grand Alaster is informed of its approval by 
two-thirds of the working Lodges under this jurisdiction, he shall address a 
circular to the respective Lodges, declaring said Constitution to be in full force 
and eft’ect. 



RULES OF ORDER. 

1st. When a quorum shall be present, the Grand Master, if piresent, or, if not, 
the Presiding Officer, shall take the chair, call to order, and open the Grand 
Lodge. 

2d. The Grand Master shall then appoint the standing committees, as pro- 
vided for in the Constitution, Article I., sec. 15. 

3d. AVhen a brother rises to speak, he shall address himself to the “Alost 
M orshipful Grand Master," and if he tran.sgre.ss the rules of order, the Grand 
Master shall call him to order. 

4th. FTo brother shall speak more than twice to the same question, without 
leave. AVhen two or more rise at once to speak, the Grand Muster shall desig- 
nate the brother who shall speak first. 

5th. M’hile the Grand Master is addressing the Grand Lodge, or putting a 
question, or while a brother is speaking, no brother shall enter into private con- 
versation, or pass between the speaker and the chair. 

0th. Every brother having a right to vote in Grand Lodge, who is present 
when a question is put, shall vote, unle.ss ho shall bo excused by the L' dgo. 
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7tli. There shall be no debate upon any question after it is put to the Lodge 
by the Grand Master. 

8th. All resolutions shall bo in writing, and, before there shall be any debate, 
it shall he handed to the Chair, and read aloud by the Grand Secretary. 

9th. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Grand Ma.stcr or any 
brother desire it. 

10th. "When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received unless to 
amend it, commit it, or postpone it, or for the previous question, or to adjourn. 

11th. The previous question being moved and seconded, the question shall be, 
“Shall the main question now be put?” and if the ayes prevail, the main ques- 
tion shall bo put. 

12th. iSTo member, except one of the majority which decided a question, shall 
be permitted to move a reconsideration. 

13th. The previous question shall ahvaj^s be in order, and, until determined, 
shall preclude all amendment and debate of the main question. 

14th. No member shall leave the Lodge without permission of the Grand 
Master. 

The Grand Lodge then called from labor to refreshment, until 
8 o’clock to-morrow mornintr.

The interrogatories propounded by Dresden Lodge wercroferred 
to a select committee, consisting of Brothers Howard, Gilbert, 
and Seabury. 

An ajipeal of John Dodd, of Dresden Lodge, Ho. 90, was referred 
to a select committee, consisting of Brothers Bird, Crockett, and 
Barksdale. 

On motion of Brother Fuller, it wms unanimously 

Resolved, That a donation of §30 be made by this Grand Lodge to our ao-cd and 
worthy brother, JouN Nelson, to be paid out of any money remaining in the 
treasury after defrajdng the current expenses of this Grand Lodge, and not 
otherwise appropriated. 

The Committee on Dispensations respectfully beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report: 
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Tlicy have examined the Proceedings and By-laws of Caledonia Lodge, 2Co. 
9G, which has heretofore been working under a Dispensation granted by the 
IV. Grand Master, on the 11th day of December, 1841, and find them correct, 
except the provisions of the 5th section of the 1st article, which imposes linos 
and forfeitures for the non-attendance of members at the meetings of the Lodge. 
This your committee believe to be wrong — they are of the opinion that no fine 
should bo imposed to secure the performance of a moral obligation. “With the 
exception above stated, your committee fully approve of the provisions of the 
By-laws, and cheerfully recommend the granting them a Charter. 

They have also had under consideration the Proceedings and By-laws of Char- 
lotte Lodge, No. 97, and find them correct, with the following exceptions; Section 
2, article 1, provides for the election of its officers at the stated meeting in Sep- 
tember. This your committee would recommend to be stricken out, and the 
stated meetings preceding the anniversaries of the St. Johns be inserted in 
lieu thereof. Section 1 of article 10 of the By-laws of Charlotte Lodge, No. 
97, prescribes the following fees — viz.: SS for the Pirst Degree, So for the Sec- 
ond, and So for the Third Degree, making in all but SIS for the three Degrees. 
This your committee are of opinion is wrong. Pirst, because the aggregate amount 
for the three Degrees is loss than that charged by any Lodge known to your 
committee. Second, because the sum charged for the Pirst and Third Degrees 
is less than the amount prescribed by a resolution of the Grand Lodge at the 
called session in July last. Your committee would, therefore, recommend that 
the following table of foes be inserted in lieu thereof — viz.: $10 for the Degree 
of E. A., $5 for the Degree of P. C., and $10 for the sublime Degree of M. M. 
"With these exceptions, your committee find nothing to condemn in the By-laws 
of Charlotte Lodge, No. 97, and therefore recommend that a Charter be granted 
them. 

Your comniittOG have examined the Proceedings of Lebanon Lodge, No. 98, 
which has been working under a Dispensatitm granted by the AI. . Grand 
Master, and find that, previous to the late special session of this Grand Lodge, 
they worked very irregularly, but since that time your committee find nothing 
in the Proceedings to condemn. The committee have not been furnished with 
a copy of the By-laws of Lebanon Lodge, No. 98, but find from their Proceed- 
ings that they have adopted the By-laws of Lebanon Lodge, No. GO, for the 
government of the Lodge. 

The committee have also examined the By-laws of Sparta Lodge, No. 99, 
which has been working under a Dispensation granted by the M. AV. Grand 
Master, and find them correct in all things except the latter clause of the 8th 
section of the Cth article, which provides that a candidate for the Second and 
Third Degrees maj'- receive them in less than one month after receiving the 
preceding Degree, provided his business suddenly calls him from the State. 
This clause your committee would recommend to bo stricken out. Section 1, 
article 9, of Sparta Lodge, No. 99, imposes fines and forfeitures upon the mem- 
bers for failing to attend the meetings of the Lodge, and for leaving the Lodge 
without permission. This 5 'our committee think should bo stricken out, for the 
reasons assigned for striking out the 6th section of the 1st article of Caledonia 
Lodge, No. 9G. With these exceptions, your committee have seldom seeu a 
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■better code of 'By-laws than those of Sparta Lodge, No. 09, and cheerfully 
recommend that a Charter he granted to said Lodge. 

Your committee have examined the By-laws of Kiploy Lodge, No. 100, and 
find them correct in every respect, and do most cheerfully recommend that a 
Charter be granted said Lodge. They have also examined a petition signed by 
several brethren in and near the town of Kaleigh, Shelby county, Tennessee 
(recommended by Slemphis Lodge, No. 91), praying that a Dispensation be 
granted, authorizing them to open and organize a Lodge in the town of Italeigh, 
Tennessee, to be called St. John’s Lodge, No. — , and cheerfully recommend 
that said Dispensation be granted. 

Your committee have also examined a petition from sundry brethren in and 
near 'Wesley, Haywood county, Tennessee (recommended by Bandolph Lodge, 
No. 87), praying a Dispensation to authorize them to organize a Lodge in said 
town of Wesley, to be known and designated as W^esley Lodge, No. — , and 
cheerfully recommend that said Dispensation bo gr.anted.

The foregoing report "was rccei'ved and concurred in by the 
Grand Lodge. 

The Committee on Poreign Communications bog leave to report that they 
have before them reports from the Grand Lodges of Maine, Now Jersey, Now 
Hampshire, North Carolina, Maryland, Indiana, Georgia, Alabama, Missouri, 
Florida, and Now York, also the proceedings of the Convention of Delegates 
from a number of Grand Lodges, held in Washington City, in March last, 
received since our last Grand Annual Communication, which give the most 
gratifying assurances that the cause of our time-honored Institution is not only 
destined to outlive the prejudices of the uninformed, but will become perma- 
nently useful in improving the social condition of the human family for .all 
time to come. 

Your committee find but little in the foreign correspondence requiring their 
attention that has not been specially recommended to your consideration by the 
Mt W. Grand Master in his Address, which will bo reported with the other 
proceedings of this Grand Lodge. They would, however, recommend the 
adoption of the following resolutions, adopted by the Gi'and Lodge of Now 
York, June 4, A.L. 6842: 

'• Resolved, That no subordinate Lodge, under the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, shall be allowed to take or receive the promissory note of any individual 
for his initiation-fee in any case whatever; and, furthermore, should any Lodge 
hereafter violate this resolution, by taking and holding such notes, and satisfac- 
tory evidence thereof be presented to the Grand Master, it shall bo his duty 
forthwith to declare such Lodge in a state of suspension, until action be had 
thereon at the next succeeding Communication of this Grand Lodge. 

Resolved, That this Grand Lodge will, at each and every annual meeting, 
cause to be prepared and sent forth to all the subordinate Lodges a circular 
containing such matter, imparting such instruction, and giving such advice ns 
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sliiiU from time to time soom expedient, and tend to the edification of the Fra- 
ternity. 

"Resolved, That each of the suhordinatc Lodges he required to make out a 
brief statement of facts connected with the general interests of Alasonry, and 
sucli other matters appertaining to the Institution as they may deem proper, 
and transmit the same to the Grand Lodge at each Annual Communication. 

"Resolved, That this Grand Lodge recommend to each of the subordinate 
Lodges, as soon as practicable, to appoint from time to time the most competent 
of their brethren, and introduce a course of Lectures on such subjects of inter- 
est and practical utility as thej' shall judge most beneficial to themselves and 
honorable to the Institution.” 

The committee h.ave reason to believe, from the notice that the different 
Grand Lodges have taken of the subject, and from other circumstances, that 
there are a great number of unworthy Masons traveling from one section of 
the country to another upon the charity of the Institution, to which they are a 
disgrace, and believe that extending facilities to such will result in serious 
injury to the Institution; they, therefore, recommend that all the Lodges 
working under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge be required to demand of 
all such a certificate of the Grand Lodge that they hail from, and, if they fail 
to produce it, not to grant the desired aid. 

As an additional means of detecting impostors, your committee would recom- 
mend that the Grand Secretary be required to annex a list of all persons 
expelled or suspended, from all the Lodges in this and foreign countries that 
may come to his knowledge, to the Proceedings of each Annual Communi- 
cation of this Grand Lodge. A'our committee would also recommend the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 

"Resolved, That this Grand Lodge reciprocate the courtesy of the Grand 
Lodges from which communications have been received, and that the Grand 
Secretary, ns soon as convenient, transmit a copj' of the Proceedings of this 
Grand Lodge, at its present Communication, to each Grand Lodge in the United 
States, and also to foreign countries. 

"Resolved, That this Grand Lodge solicit from the several Grand Lodges of 
the United States, and all foreign Grand Lodges, a continuance of friendly in- 
tercourse and correspondence.” 

There being no other business before your committee, they respectfully ask 
to be discharged. HOWAED,

The committee to whom was referred so much of the Grand Master’s Address 
as relates to a uniform system of work, etc., beg leave to report that, from the 
best information which they have been able to obtain, there appears to bo a 
great want of uniformity of work among the Lodges of this State, and that 
the interests of the Fraternity call loudly for the establishment of some system 
by which this desirable result may be produced. Two propositions have been 
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presented to the minds of yonr committee: One is the appointment of two or 
more skillful brethren, who shall he denominated Grand Lecturers, whose duty 
it shall he to visit the several Lodges and give them sncli instruction as may 
he necessary; another is the appointment of District Deputy Grand Masters, 
wdio shall he invested with power and authority to correct abuses, and make all 
necessary arrangements to produce a uniformitj' of work throughout the State. 

The first proposition, your committee have been informed and believe, has 
been adopted by this Grand Lodge and several other Grand Lodges at different 
times, and has failed to produce the beneficial effect anticipated. The latter, 
your committee are informed, has been in successful operation in the States of 
blew York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, and Virginia, for some years past, 
and has produced the most salutarj' eft’eet. In view' of these facts, your com- 
mittee would recommend the adfiption of such rules and regulations as will 
lead to the appointment of three District Deputy Grand ^Masters, whose duty 
it shall be to superintend the interests of the Craft in their respective districts, 
which your committee confidently believe w’ill produce the most beneficial 
results. The committee, therefore, recommend the adojition of the following 
resolution; 

“Resolved, That the Grand Master appoint three Lecturers for the State, to 
be denominated District Deputy Grand Masters — one for each grand division 
of the State — whose duty it shall be to visit every Lodge in their respective dis- 
tricts at least once in every year, and shall have full power to correct all 
irregularities in the work. They shall also make a written report of the con- 
dition of the Lodges to each Stated Meeting of this Grand Lodge.”

will be ouiid the respective reports of a select committee, the members of 
which appear to have been equally divided upon the quekion. 

Aftei a caieful examination of the arguments advanced on both sides, the 
line eiwi^ntt e constrained to yield their cordial and unequivocal acquicscenco 
to t le ica.onings and deductions so ably set forth in the report signed by 
Brothel s r c obey and AIitciiell, and earnestly' recommend the adoption by 
this Grand Lodge of the resolution appended to said report, in the Avords fol- 
lowing — viz.: 

^‘Resolved, That a suspension or expulsion from an Encampment or Chapter 
of Royal Arch Alasons does not necessarily suspend or expel a brother from the 
privileges appertaining tb a Blue Lodge.” 
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This committee, however, take the liberty of here advancing an additional 
reason, in a different form of words, although substantially advanced in the 
report already referred to. The Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Tennes- 
see, as well as every other Grand Lodge upon the globe, and which instrument 
it is the solemn duty of every hIa.stor Mason to defend anu preserve inviolate, 
guarantees to every Master Mason the right, not only to bo tried for any 
alleged crime by his peers, but also the right to apj^cal therefrom to the Grand 
Lodge under whose jurisdiction he may reside. It follows, of course, if tried, 
condemned, and punished by a Chapter or Lncampment, he has no I'cmedy, no 
appeal, because his Grand Lodge has no jurisdiction over those bodie.^; con- 
sequently, this sacred and fundamental law is thus coinplotolj' nullilied and 
utterly subverted. Your eommittee cannot dismiss this subject without the 
expression of a fear that, so far as organic government is coneernod, the distinct 
orders of our v'enerated Institution too often manifest a startling proneness to 
wander from their peculiar orbits, and encroach upon those well-dcllned and 
immutable landmarks which have come down to us sanctioned by the revolu- 
tion of ages. With a v’iew to counteract this tendency, the following resolu- 
tion is respectfully submitted: 

‘‘ItcsGlvcd, That the M. W. Grand hlaster appoint a committee, to consist of 
three, whose sjrecial duty it shall be to investigate and strictly inquire into the 
origin of Grand Lodges, and the duties, powers, and prerogatives incident 
thereto, as claimed and practiced within the several States of this Union, and 
report at the next Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge.”

A very large number of Delegates and brethren being ]ircsent, 
the 31. W. Grand blaster addressed the Grand Lodge, as follows: 

Brethren : — It affords mo much pleasure, after a lapse of another j'car, to meet 
you again within these peaceful walls, consecrated to Friendship, Charity, and 
Brotherly Love. These annual meetings, hj- bringing together brethren from 
all parts of the State, tend to hind the Fraternity more closely together in the 
bonds of that friendship which i.s, or ought to he, one of the distinguishing 
characteristics of our Order; and, among men united as we arc by the most 
sacred obligations, every effort should he made to strengthen these bonds. Ini- 
tiation into the Order presupposes a union of mind and heart in promoting 
each other’s welfare. 

3Ve have met together to interchange opinions, and, if I may he allowed the 
expression, to legislate upon subjects connected with the interest, prospei'ity, 
and well-being of our Order; and, as on former occasions, our proceedings have 
been conducted in harmonj' and closed in peace, I trust, however we may hap- 
pen to differ in opinion, that the present session will he distinguished by the 
same good feeling and the same generous forbearance, so that each brother, 
when he departs hence, may he able to lay his hand upon his heart and say, 
“How good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in unity!” 

A severe domestic misfortune, and other circumstances by which I have been 
surrounded, have prevented me from visiting the Lodges in the different parts 
of the State, as I contemplated at the close of the last session of the Grand 
Lodge. I am, therefore, unable to speak from personal observation of the 
actual condition of the respective Lodges. Although I cannot say that during 
the last year the number of Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodga 
has greatly increased, yet it is a subject of congratulation to every member of 
the Order that the progress of the existing Lodges has been marked with pros- 
perity; that their work has been generally improved, and that the march of 
Masonry under our jurisdiction is onward. 

Frequent visits of the Grand Master to the subordinate Lodges, I am fully 
convinced, would he attended with the happiest consequences, and it is to he 
regretted that such visits have not been made, either by myself or by my prede- 
cessors. Errors will frequently occur in the work and proceedings of the host 
regulated Lodges, however careful they may he to avoid them, which can best 
he corrected by the Grand Master; while his personal intercourse and friendly 
communications with the brethren are c.alculated to inspire them with a new 
spirit, infuse fresh confidence in relation to the principles of the Order, and 
animate them to a more diligent and faithful discharge of their respective duties. 
However men may he disposed to the practice of prescribed duties, it is some- 
times necessary to remind them of these duties, and their obligations to each 
other. 

Finding it to he out of my power to enjoy these personal communications 
with the subordinate Lodges, and in order to disseminate Masonic information, 
particularly in reference to the work of the different Degree.s, early in Febru- 
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ary last I appointed Brother AVm. D. Doruis Grand Lecturer, and under that 
appointment ho visited nearly all the Lodges in Aliddle Tennessee, and one or 
two in East Tennessee, llis report is favorable to the good order of the Lodges, 
their zeal in the cause, and their desire of improvement. It was intended that 
his visit should have been e.\tendcd to the IVestern District, hut circumstances 
prevented the accomplishment of that design. Here let me remark that much 
of the beauty of the working part of Ercemasonry consists in the uniformity 
and rcgularitj- with which the Degrees are conferred, and the manner in which 
the moral application of the various emblems and symbols of the Order are 
enforced. Although the occasional visits of an authorized Lecturer may effect 
some good, yet the full benefit can never bo attained until the Grand Lodge 
shall appoint two or more well-informed and skillful brethren as Grand 
Lecturers, and make adequate provision for them while in the discharge of 
their duties. The adoption of some means by which uniformity in the sys- 
tem of work may be established, and the principles of the Order he correctly 
understood, should engage the attention of the Grand Lodge at as early a 
period as possible. This subject has been discussed from year to year, but 
ns yet nothing effectual has been accomplished. To carry out this subject, I 
recommend that the Constitution be so amended as to provide for the appoint- 
ment of a District Deputy Grand Master for each division of the State, each 
of whom shall be well versed in the Lectures and work of the different De- 
grees, and who shall have a general superintendence of the Craft in their 
re.spective divisions, and whose farther duty it shall be to communicate in- 
s 1 uc ion, and who shall also make a report, at stated seasons, to the Grand 

aAei, of the condition of the Lodges under their supervision. If this sug- 
gestion can be carried out, I feel assured that the Craft would bo greatly 
benefited. 

Since the last Annual Communication, I have granted Dispcns.ations to sev- 
eral new Lodges, a list of which, with their location and the names of the 
officers, wili bo laid before you by the Grand Secretary. I have also continued 
the Dispensations to Pulaski Lodge aud Savannah Lodge until the present =0=-

diction of this Grand Lodge. There are a number of Lodges which have not 
w'Oihec ^ 01 many years, but which still retain their Charters. All such should 
be required either to resume work or return their Charters forthwith to the 
Grand Secretary. 
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Among the communications from foreign Grand Lodges -will he found the 
Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Virginia, and a letter from tlie Grand 
Secretary in relation to the conduct of the memhors of "Whiteside Lodge, under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge. Prom the Proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge of Virginia, it appears that "Whiteside Lodge, in violation of the rules 
of the Order and of its Charter from this Grand Lodge, did actually remove 
said Lodge within the limits of the State of Virginia, and did there “initiate 
and make Masons, in violation of all true IMasonic custom, and to the great 
injury of the Craft.” Of this conduct on the part of "Whiteside Lodge, the 
Grand Lodge of Virginia very justly complains, and calls upon this Grand 
Lodge to “take such action as the general interests of the Praternity require.” 
This act of "Whiteside Lodge, being as stated, requires the immediate and prompt 
action of this Grand Lodge. It is without example in the histor}- of our In- 
stitution, and is a direct infraction of the jjrinciplcs of the Order, ns well as the 
rights of a sister Grand Lodge. Whiteside Lodge, ns I am informed, long 
since forfeited its Charter, but it still remains in possession of the Lodge, or 
some of its officers. 

At the last Annual Communication, a resolution was adopted authorizing a 
committee to purchase a site for a Masonic Orphan Asylum, in the neighbor- 
hood of Lebanon, in the county of Wilson. Although it was ascertained that 
its location is such as would have answered all the purposes in contemplation, 
and that the purchase could have been made upon advantageous terms, the 
committee declined making the purchase, and refer the subject again to the 
Grand Lodge. 

The committee were induced to adopt this course, hocause of the opposition 
to the measure by a number of Lodges where a hearty cooperation was ex- 
pected, and the entire failure to realize any thing from voluntary subscriptions. 
I cannot but express my regret at the failure of this plan of benevolence — a 
plan which, if it were entered into with the spirit which should characterize 
the members of an Order, one of whose chief pillars is charity, and whose oft- 
repeated injunctions call upon us to protect the orphan, might be ell’eetually 
carried out, and, if carried out, would redound to the credit of the Fraternity, 
ele\ate its character, and raise many a worthy son and daughter of our unfor- 
tunate brethren to honor and usefulness. But I forbear to urge the subject far- 

t iei, the project must again fail, without unanimity of purpose united to a 
liberal hand. 

The Constitution, adopted at the last Annual Communication, for the govern- 
ment of this Grand Lodge and its subordinate Lodges, -was, soon after the 
adjournment of the Grand Lodge, submitted to the consideration of the subor- 
dinate Lodges, with a request that they would act upon it ns early as possible 
and inform the Grand Master of the result. There are thirty-eight Lodges on 
the list, of which only sixteen, as far as I have been officially informed'’ have 
acted upon the Constitution at all; of this number, eleven, approve and five 
reject it. As the present Constitution requires two-thirds of the whole num- 
ber °f approve of any amendments, and ns the whole num- 

the n approve the new Constitution falls far short of two-third.s, 

e new onstitution is rejected, and the old one remains in force. How far 
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those Lodges -which neglected to act upon the Constitution, agi-ecahly to the 
resolution of the Grand Lodge, can reconcile such neglect to a proper sense of 
duty, is for themselves to determine. 

Connected with this subject, I feel it my duty to call your attention to a 
printed pamphlet, published by order of ^Memphis Lodge, in reference to the 
proceedings of the Grand Lodge and the new Constitution, which has been 
extensivelj' circulated. '^Yhilo I readily admit the right of every subordinate 
Lodge to act independently upon all subjects which may legitimately come 
before it, I cannot approve the spirit in which the pamphlet alluded to appears 
to have been dictated. It contains reflections upon the proceedings of the last 
Grand Lodge, founded upon mistaken views of the acts of the Lodge, and I 
much question the propriety of any Lodge attempting, by a series of arguments 
founded upon erroneous promises, to influence the action of other Lodges upon 
matters which, it must bo presumed, they arc capable of judging for themselves. 

Hiis pamphlet, in my opinion, contains doctrines which, if sanctioned by this 
Grand Lodge, will go far to subvert some of the most important rules of the 
Order, and introduce a sjiirit of insubordination and innovation, which must 
make sad inroads upon the peace and harmony of the Institution which we are 
requited to support and sustain, free from corruptions and innovations. 

The Constitution adopted by the Grand Lodge may contain provisions which 
will not meet the approbation of all. Like all others of human origin, this 
instrument is, no doubt, imperfect; but, as far as I am capable of judging, it 
embraces im principle or regulation which conflicts with the ancient regulations 
01 the ancient landmarks of the Order, with the excejition of one, which ivill 
be heieafter noticed. It does not give to the Grand Lodge anj' powers which 
do not properly belong to it, or which are not necessarj' for the proper regula- 
tion of the Craft, cither in their associated capneitj' as Lodges, or as individual 
members; nor does it take from tho subordinate Lodges any right or privilege 
that belongs to them. It is an instrument in which, according to my under- 
standing of its in'ovisions, tho rights and privileges of all are guarded and 
protected with scrupulous care. Many of tho provisions objected to have 
been in existence since the days of -the Grand Convention at York, when tho 
Constitutions were formed which are regarded in the light of fundamental 
lules of the Order, which cannot, with propriety, be departed from. Objections

Tliis section has been tlio sub- 
ject 0 comic eia le discussion in tlio Frce} 7 iaso 7 is’ Magazme, published at 
Ilo^ton, anc ^ 'cited some interesting views from Masons distinguisbed as 
well for their l asonic knowledge as for their piety and general learning. A 
careful peru.-al of this discussion has satisfied mo that it is a feature in our Con- 
stitution Avhich ought not to be retained, and I, therefore, recommend its 
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repeal. Our Institution professes not to interfere -with the religious opinions 
of its members, and hence there should be no regulation rvhich 'would, in any 
manner, trammel the conseiences of men where religious opinions are concerned. 
They should be entirel}' free, provided they acknowledge the groat fundamental 
truth of the existence of God. 

Having been appointed the Delegate from this Grand Lodge to the iMasonic 
Convention, held in Ma}' last, in the eitj' of Baltimore, I regret that, for reasons 
already alluded to, I was unable to attend. In order, however, that this Grand 
Lodge should not be without a representative, I appointed our liov. Brother A. 
II. Keiik, of Clarksville, who accepted the a))pointment, but failed to attend. 
In eonsequenee of unexpeeted delays on the road, he was unable to reach 
Baltimore until the evening of the adjournment of the Convention; so that wo 
have lost whatever advantages were to be derived from the proceedings of that 
Convention. The Convention v.'as attended by Delegates from sixteen Grand 
Lodges. A sj'stem of work was agreed upon to be recommended to the se^•oral 
Lodges in the United States, buf what that sj-stem is, or in wliat respect it 
difters from our own mode, I am not advised; I am informed, however, by 
the worthy and intelligent Delegate from the Grand Lodge of Tlississijipi, that 
it varies but little. 

The proceedings of the Convention, which will be laid before you, will be 
found to be of an interesting character, as laying the foundation of a more ex- 
tended system of operations, and greater uniformity in the work, and ns enlarg- 
ing the bounds of fraternal intercourse between the Fraternity in the United 
States, as well as with Europe. 

Among the transactions of the Convention, there arc two or three to which 
I invite your attention: 

1st. “ The rules for the organization and establishment of a Grand Conven- 
tion of Ancient Free and Accepted 3rasons of the United States.'* 

2d. A resolution in regard to 3Iasons not members of any Lodge, who 
claim the privileges of the Order, but who contribute nothing to its support. 

3d. A proposition to “ send a Delegate from the Hlasonic Fraternity’ in the 
United States to their brethren in Europe, with a view to lay the foundation of 
such intercourse hereafter as will promote a universal language and work, and 
extend the blessings of the Order far beyond its present range.” The impor- 
tance to the Fraternity of promoting this “universal language and work” is so 
obvious that it must at once strike every Jlason. The universality of the 
Order is one of its most beautiful and benefloent feature.s, as it enables a brother 
to be recognized as sucb, whatever may be his language, or in whatever land 
his lot may be cast. 

4th. The different public ceremonies of the Order, in which some sli'dit 
alterations have been made. 

The Grand Secretary will lay before you the annual proceedings of the 
different Grand Lodges in correspondence with this Grand Lodge, to whicdi I 
invite the attention of the committee to whom the same maybe referred. Here 
permit me to remark that it is too much the habit of committees on foreign 
oorre.spondence, not only in this, but in other Grand Lodgc.s, to pass over such 
correspondence with a very slight and partial examination, and return them to 
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the Lodge with a brief report that they contain nothing of particular interest. 
Besides treating our sister Grand Lodges with something of disrespect hy 
this hasty examination, important questions aftccting the interests of the Craft 
are passed over,' and wo derive hut little information with regard to the pro- 
gress of Masonry in other States. There is scai-ccly any publication emanating 
from a Grand Lodge that does not contain something worthy of notice some- 

thing that aflects the Fraternity at largo, and thus they become interesting 
vehicles of information. In some of the Grand Lodges of Europe, particulm-ly 
those of Germany, the c»mmittoes incorporate in their report whatever thov 
may find in the proceedings of other Grand Lodges of interest to the Craft in 
general. In this way, useful Alasonie information is more extensively dissem- 
inated, and the Fraternity become more enlightened. Every Grand Lodge, 
it is true, is separate and independent within the sphere of its operations, hut 
still it constitutes a part of one great Fraternity, and whatever is of interest to 
one must, in some degree, he of interest to others; hence arises the importance 
of examining, with more care, the Proceedings of other Grand Lodges. 

Having omitted to notice it in its proper place, I invite your attention to a 
resolution of the Alasonic Convention at Baltimore in relation to Grand Lod<i-e 
certiiicates, as “a safeguard against the abuse of Masonic privileges hy the un- 
worthy,” and recommending that the Lodges ‘'demand certificates of'the good 
standing of hr^hren who arc strangers, and who are seeking the charity of the 
institution. From the number of mendicant Masons who arc traversing the 
couiiti j, something of this kind seems to be necessary to protect the Institu- 
lon lom imposition, and the fund intended for the widow and the orphan 
from being lavished upon the undeserving. 

IIa\ ing thus presented some of those subjects which will require your atten- 
tion, permit mo to offer a few general reflections, before I retire from 
this chair, which, through your partiality, I have occupied for the last two 
years. 

The Institution to which wo belong, my brethren, is not one of yesterday. 

It has existed from time immemorial, through all the storms and tempests 

which have agitated the natural and moral world.

o t le ason s piogress that it is indebted for its usefulness. The practice of 
these puncip e.^ in public and in private life, in the Lodge and out of it, is that 
wdpeh is to distinguish the brethron of this ancient and honorable Order from 
every other. If we disregard, in our intercourse with the world, the duties 
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which Masonry teaches, wo cannot hojie to advance its reinitation or to impress 
upon the uninitiated tlie value of the Institution. 

Hie success of our Order and its usefulness depend much upon those wlio 
administer its rites and ceremonies and preside over its solemnities. It is their 
duty to instruct hy e.xample as well as precept. If they are themselves dciieient 
in knowledge, how can they hope to impart information to others? If they do 
not comprehend the true principles of Masonry, how can they hope to make a 
favorable impression upon the novice? ' 

A perfect acquaintance with the Lectures of each Degree is essential to the 
Master of a Lodge, and to the "Wardens who may be called upon to fill the chair 
in his absence. Possessing such acquaintance, they will be able to discharge 
their duties with satisfaction to themselves as well as to others. But this is not 



all: the ancient regulations, which form the basis of our more modern regula- 
tions, should be carefully studied. The knowledge which maybe thus acquired 
would prevent many difficulties which occur and mar the peace and harmony 
of Lodges. These ancient regulations are to be found in most of our books, 
and, \vhile they carry with them the authority of antiquity, they bear the iin- 
piess of wisdom. They should not only be studied by the officers, but they 
should bo frequently read in our Lodges, that none may plead ignorance of the 
e.xcellent precepts they contain. 

Iho gloat moial temple of Preemasonry is supported by wisdom, strength, 
and beauty. Its foundation was laid in wisdom, and its strength and beauty 
are derived from the moral lessons which it teaches. It was suited to the tiinc^ 
in which it was founded, and its wisdom is displayed in the fact that it lias 
been suited to the times through which it has subsequently^ passed. Within its 
sacred precincts, no lesson is taught which is inconsistent with the precepts of 
the volume of inspiration; no doctrine is inculcated which is at variance with 
good government, or submission to the laws; no duty or service is required 
whiclr may not be performed. When a proper disposition is united with a 
determination of purpose to carry' out the principles of the Order, its beauties 
tv ill be displayed in adorning the characters of its professors. 

It should be the especial duty' of those who preside over Lodges to encourage 
the most haimonious intercourse among brethren, and to suppress at once what- 
ever may' tend to disturb the peace of the Lodge. Without union and harmony 
among the members of the Lodges, the Institution must fail of its objects and 
Uic best pui poses be defeated. It is as true in Ma.sonry as it is in jiolitics that 
in “union there is strength,” and that “a house divided against itself must 
fall.” 



Among the cardinal virtues of the Order are friendship and brotherly love 
and there are none which should be more carefully' cultivated. Prom those 
noble virtues spring others to elevate and adorn the human character. These 
virtues are inculcated m every Degree; they' are impressed upon the novice 
when ho passes the threshold of the mystic temple, and they meet him at every 
step until he takes shelter under the banner of the cross. "Without friendship 
anc^ brotherly love, the pillars that support the edifice would be shalccn to 
cho/' building would e.\liibit nothing but a molan-

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tliosi* ^ irtiic£j tlijit willi oiio lic'iirt luitl one iiiiiicl voii iiiov proiUv>tc Cl\cll 
other’s welfare, and tliiis oxliihit to the world the happy eftects of this ancient 
and honorable Institution. 

Upon all proper occasions impress upon the members of your respective Lod<^es 
the virtue of charity toward brethren who may bo borne down by the weight 
of misfortune. Kemcmber that, although to-day you may be rolling in alilii- 
ence, to-morrow you may bo reduced to w.ant. Among Alasons, charity should 
bo cherished as the fii-st of virtues; tjierc is none more frcquentlj- or more 
strongly inculcated in the sacred volume, which we profess to regard as the 
guide of our laith and the rule of our conduct. 

Lncourage and enforce by every means in your power a proper observance 
of the virtue of tomperauce, and indignantly frown upon every departure 
from it. No single vice has done more to injure the cause of Alasonry than 
intemperance. It is an evil in itself, and eventually loads to crime. Evory 
Lodgo should, in ell'ect, bo a temperance society; first, because it is a virtue 
inculcated upon every candidate at his initiation; and, second, because its vio- 
lation is calculated in an eminent degree to bring discredit upon the Order. 

Let mo once more urge upon you to guard the portals of the Masonic Temyile, 
so that no improper persons be permiitod to partake of its benefits or enjoy its 
privileges. I repeat that a Lodge does not derive respectability from the 
number, but the character, of its members. Be careful, then, whom' you admit 
Close the door against the idle, the profligate, the intemperate. Admit none 
but such as 3'ou believe will conform to our rules. 

As this is the last time, mj- brethren, I shall have the honor of addressing 
3 ou tiom the yilaco I now occupy', permit me to present you my thanks for your 
repeated marks of favor. If iMasoiiry h.as prospered during niy administration, 
it is as much owing to your zealous cooperation ns to any etlbrt on my part. 
Alay it continue to prosper, until every part of the State shall feel its benign 
influence! Alay' your Lodges bo conducted in such manner as to dispel every 
prejudice, and prove to the world that our Institution is “as preeminent in use- 
fulness ns it is in ago!” And m.ay the blessing of Heaven rest upon your 
labors; and, as this meeting is happily begun, may it close in harmony!

The Committee on Dispensations beg leave to make a partial report; Your 
committee have carefully examined the proceedings of Savannah Lodge, No. 
102, St. .James’s Lodge, No. 105, and Pulaski Lodge, No. 101, and find that, 
in general, their work has been in conformity to the regulations of this 
Grand Lodge, although your committee reluctantly feel themselves constrained 
to animadvert on a practice which seems to obtain in the above-named Lodges. 
In these Lodges, in direct violation of an express resolution of this Grand 
Lodge, the brethren have been in the habit of doing business, such as electing 
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candidates, in tlio Degrees below the Masters, and in all the Lodges above- 
named candidates for membership and initiations have been elected to take 
Degrees, and admitted to the privileges of membership, without duo examina- 
tion into the character and standing of the petitioner. This your committee 
believe to bo essentially wrong, and, if practiced to any extent, will destroy one 
of the strongest safeguards against the introduction of unworthy persons into 
our Order. The character of an applicant for the benefit of Masonry should 
ever be scrupulously and impartially examined; .and it should be urged upon 
the subordinate Lodges to strictly perform this duty, which they owe not only 
to themselves, but to every member of the Fraternity, of the honor and interest 
of which they are, in the cases before them, the appointed guardians. In this 
.animadversion, we but iierform a duty enjoined upon us as a committee of this 
Grand Lodge. Your committee do not wish to bo understood as in any wav 
iinpugning the motives of the brethren of the .above Lodges. Their zeal is 
commendable, and worthy of praise. But wo desire that their practice in all 
things should conform to the regulations of the Fraternitv. 

Your committee would also suggest that the Lodges above-named be more 
particular in mentioning the opening and closing of the Lodge in the several 
Degrees. 

In view of the circumstances, however, your committee have no hesitation 
m rocommendmg that Charters issue to the above Lodges, and that the brethren 
representing them be admitted to the privileges of Delegates in this Grand 
Lodge.

Ymir com- 
mittee therein find a provision for a third balloting for candidates, after there 
shall have been two rejections, at one and the same meeting of the Lodge. 
This your committee believe to he subversive of the ancient usages of the Ciatt. 

The manuscript copy of the By-laws of AVesley Lodge, No. 104,^ has also 
received the attention of your committee. This code contains a provi^ion which 
debars a successful petitioner from withdrawing his petition. J his, in the 
opinion of your committee, is in violation of a regulation of this Grand Lodge. 

Your committee have also examined the printed copy of a code of laws for 
the government of Lebanon Lodge, No. 08.

The committee, however, arc not advised as to the motives 
Avhich actuated V''hitesido Lodge to pursue a course so very dangerous and un- 
precedented; yet they are anxious to believe that it originated from mistaken 
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views of tlieir relation to the Grand Lodge of Teniiessoe. Your coininittee 
respectfully submit tlie following: 

“liesolved, That "Whiteside Lodge, No. 13, hy removing itself into the State 
of Virginia, beyond the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, acted 
in violation of the principles of the Order. 

“llesiylccd, That the Charter heretofore granted to V hiteside Lodge, Yo. 13, 
by the Grand Lodge of Tennessee be declared forfeited, and that the IMaster 
of said Lodge be ordered to return the .same to the Grand blaster ot the State 
of Tennessee. 

“Resolved, That the subordinate Lodges working under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge be hereby ordered and instructed to hold no :Masonic inter- 
course or communication whatever with any person initiated, passed, or raised 
by Whiteside Lodge, No. 13, while working in the State of Virginia, until said 
persons are healed according to !Masonic usage.

nual Communication, and the proceedings of Pulaski and Somerville Lodges, 
bog leave to report that they have had the same under consideration, and would 
respectfully recommend the adoption of the following Constitution and Code 
of By-laws:

ARTICLE I. 



Of the Grand Lodyc. 

Sec.*1. The Grand Lodge shall consist of the following Officers viz.: M. 

W. Grand Master, E. AV. Deputy Grand Master, R. AV. Grand Senior AVaiAon, 

R. AV. Grand Junior AVarden, R. AV. Grand Treasurer, R. AV. Grand Secretarv 

AI. Rev. Grand Chaplain, R. AV. Grand Senior Deacon, R. AA'. Grand Junior 
Deacon, R. AA'. Grand Sword-bearer, R. AA'. Grand Alarshal, R. AV. Grand Pur- 
suivant, R. AV. Grand Steward, R. AV. Grand Tyler; and also of the Past 
Grand and Deputy Grand Alasters, Past Grand Senior and Past Grand Junior 
AA ardens, and Past Alasters of regular Lodges, who shall have presided over a 
Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge six months, whilst they con- 
tinue members of a Lodge under this jurisdiction, and the Representatives of 
subordinate Lodges. 

Sec. 2. The Alasters and AA'atdens of all Lodges under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge shall be the Representatives of such Lodges in the Grand 
Lodge, by virtue of their respective offices; but in all cases where the Alaster and 
AVardens cannot give their personal attendance, they may appoint their proxy 
or proxies; and if, by reason of absence from home, or from any other cause 
whatever, they shall fail to appoint, special Representatives may be appointed 
by a resolution of said Lodge; and such Representatives shall be entitled to all 
the privileges which belong to the Alaster and AA" ardens when acting as the 
Representatives of their respective Lodges. 

bEC. 3. Lo person shall he appointed to represent a subordinate Lodge in the 
Grand Lodge unless he shall be a Alaster Mason, and a member of some regular 
Lodge under this jurisdiction; and when any Representative has been received 
and recognized as such by the Grand Lodge, he shall not be suircrseded by the 
officers of the Lodge he represents. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Lodge shall be held once in each year, in the town of 
Nashville, on the first Alonday in October, and may continue in session as long 
as the good of Alasonry may require. Such meeting shall be called the Grand 
Annual Communication. 

Sec. 6 . The Grand Lodge shall not be opened for the transaction of business 
unless there sh.all bo present the Representatives of five regular Lodges. Should 
there not be a sufficient number of Lodges repre-'ented on the day appointed 
for the meeting of the Gr.and Lodge, the Grand Alaster, for the time being, 
shall have power to adjourn the Lodge from day to day until a sufficient num- 
ber shall bo in attendance. 



Sec. G. The Grand Alaster shall have full power to c.all special mootings of 
the Gland Lodge, whenever, in his opinion, the interest of the Fraternity may 
require, taking care that timely notice bo given to the subordinate Lodges of 
the time and place of holding such meetings. 

Sec. 1 . The Grand Lodge, when convened agreeably to the provisions of this 
Constitution, shall have the right and power to make all such rules and regula- 
tions for the government of the Fraternity ns may be deemed necessary by a 
majority of the Lodge; provided the same shall not conflict with the ancient 
Constitutions and landmarks of Alasonry. Such rules and regulations shall bo 
binding upon all Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge. 
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Sec. 8. The Grand Lodge slmll have power to receive aiid liear appeal.^:, redress 
grievances, and remove complaints of subordinate Lodges; grant Chartor.s to 
new Lodges; issue warrants of Dispensation; reprove and punish the miscon- 
duct of subordinate Lodge.?, and do all things necessary for the promotion of 
the honor and dignity of the Order, and the good of the Fraternity-. 

Sec. 0. The Officers of the Grand Lodge shall be elected, or appointed (as 
hereinafter provided), at the Grand Annual Communication, in October of each 
and every year, and no person shall bo eligible to the offices of Grand ^Master, 
Deputy Grand Master, Grand Senior AVarden, Grand Junior AVardcn, Grand 
Treasurer, and Grand Secretary, unless he shall have passed the chair in some 
regular Lodge, and shall, at the time of his election, be a member of some reg- 
ular Lodge subordinate to this Grand Lodge. To either of the other offices, 
ilaster Alasons, being at the same time members of a regular Lodge under tins 
jurisdiction, may be eligible. 

Sec. 10. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Senior A\ ardon, 
Grand Junior AYarden, Grand Secrctarj', and Grand Treasurer shall bo chosen 
by ballot. The Grand Chaplain, Grand Senior Deacon, Grand Junior Deacon, 
Grand Sword-bearer, Grand Marshal, Grand Steward, Grand Pursuivant, and 
Grand Tjder shall be appointed by the Grand Alaster, and said appointments 
shall be entered on the Minutes of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 11. Iso person shall ho oligihlo to the offices of Grand Master, Deputy 
Grand Alaster, Grand Senior AA’’arden, or Grand Junior AA’’arden more than two 
years in succession. The other Officers may always ho subject to reelection or 
reappointment. 

Sec. 12. In the election of Grand Master, the last Grand Master, if eligible, 
shall be among the number of candidates, unless he shall decline a reolcction, 
and no vote shall be counted which may be given for any brother who may not 
be in nomination; nor shall any nomination bo considered good unle.ss it has 
been seconded. AA'hen the ballot is closed, the Deputy Grand Muster shaB 
count the vote.?, and declare him who has a majority of the whole number of 
votes duly elected; and the Grand Master so elected shall be installed, according 
to ancient usage, at the session at which he is elected. . 

Sec. 13. The Deputy Grand Master, the Grand Senior and Junior AA^ardens, 
the Grand Treasurer, and the Grand Secretary shall be elected by ballot, in the 
same manner as the Grand Master, by a majority of the whole number of votes 
given, and shall in like manner bo installed at the session at which they arc 
elected. 

Sec. 14. In all elections in this Grand Lodge, the following shall be the ratio 
of suffrages: 

All Past Grand Officers, who are members of this Grand Lodge, shall be 
entitled to one vote each. 

Everj' member, “who shall have regularly presided as Master of a subordinate 
Lodge within the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, shall be entitled to one 
vote, so long as he continues a member of a subordinate Lodge; hnt such Past 
Master, if also a Past Grand Officer, shall have in both these capacities only one 
vote. 

Every subordinate Lodge, whether represented by one or more Delegates, 
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shall he entitled to three votes. If there shall he in attendance on the Grand 
Ludge onlj- two oflleers of a subordinate Lodge, in every case whore they can- 
not agree upon the three votes to he given hy them, the higher officer shall ho 
entitled to two, and the other to one vote. 

The Grand Secretary, under the direction of the 1\I. W. Grand Alastor, shall, 
at the 02 iening of the session of the Grand Lodge, irreparo and set forth a list 
of the members of the Grand Lodge, with the number of votes affixed to which 
each member is entitled, which list shall be submitted to the Grand Lodge for 
revision and approval. And when an elective vote is to bo taken by ballot or 
otherwise, it shall be in the order of the aforementioned register, the Secretary 
announcing with the name of each member called the number of votes to which 
he is entitled. 

All other matter.®, besides elections, shall bo determined bj' a majority of the 
votes of the members jarosent; and in case of a tie, the Grand IMaster, or the brother 
in the chair, shall have the casting vote. 

Sec. 15. The following standing committees shall bo apj^ointed by the Grand 
blaster, immediately upon opening the Grand Lodge at the Grand Annual 
Gommunication; 

1st. A committee of three members to examine and report on the returns 
from subordinate Lodges. 

2d. A committee of three members on the rroceedings of Lodges working 
under Disjrcnsation. 

3d. A committee of three members, who shall bo the Kepresentatives of throe 
difterent subordinate Lodges, to examine the books and vouchers of the Grand 
Secretary and Grand Treasurer, and who shall report a statement of their 
resiiective accounts. 

4th. A committee of two members to examine visiting brethren. 

5th. A committee of three member.®, who shall bo apix>inted to hear ajijioals 
and grievances, examine into the same, and report thereon to the Grand Lodge. 

Clh. A committee of three members on foreign communications. 

7th. A committee of three members on unfinishod business. 

The Grand blaster may appoint other committees, as circumstances shall 
require. 

She. IG. In case anj^ office in this Grand Lodge shall become vacant b}' death, 
lesignation, removal from the State, or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled 
bj the Grand Master for the time being, by a commission under his hand and seal. 

Sec. 17. The Grand Lodge shall choose, by ballot, at each Annual Communi- 
cation, a ell-informed brother, whose duty it shall be to prepare and deliver, 
at the Gland Annual Communication sub.scquent to that at which ho may bo 
apiiointed, a iMasonic Oration, illustrating the princiiiles of Freeniasonry and 
the duties of Masons; and the brother so chosen shall be called the Grand 
Orator. 

AKTICLE II. 

0/ the Duties of Grand Officers. 

Sec. 1. At each annual or other meeting of the Grand Lodge, the Grand 
Master, if present, shall indispensably fill the chair; in his absence, tho 
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Deputy Grand Master; in the absence of both, the Grand Senior 'Warden; and 
in the absence of these, the Grand Junior A\*arden. In case of the absence of 
all the beforementioned Officers, the oldest Grand Officer j)rescnt shall fill the 
chair, unless there shall be present a Past Grand or Deputy Grand Master. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Grand IMastor to take upon himself the 
general superintendence of the Lodges throughout the State, and see that no 
innovations are committed upon the ancient landmarks; and in order that the 
business of the Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge may be conducted with 
proper regularity, it shall be the duty of the Grand Master, on convenient 
occasion.s, to visit the Lodges under his jurisdiction, examine their work, and 
give such instructions as may to him seem to be right and proper, first giving 
such Lodges timely notice of his approach. 

Sec. 3. In case it is not convenient for the Grand iMastor to visit the subor- 
dinate Lodges, he may appoint, under his hand and seal, one or more ajiproved 
and skillful brothers to visit said Lodges' in his stead, and the brothers thus 
appointed shall make a written report to the Grand Master previously to the 
Grand Annual Communication; and the Grand Lodge may, from time to time, 
make the necessary provisions to defray the expenses of such visitations. 

Sec. 4. If, during the recess of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master shall 
receive information of tho improper or tUsnnlurly conduct of any laalgc under 
this jui isdictioHj il, eluiH )jq ])j,^ tllllV tO illipiil'e into llie Bunic; and, on being salia- 
fied that Bucli conduct has hcen iinin-opcror disorderly, hu sluill liaVO full iwwei’ 
and autliorky’ to suspend such Lodgo until the next ineoting of tho Grand 
•LodgOj wllCII llO fillllll Jllj'’ bcful'O tho Ol'aild Lodge the reasons for such suspen- 
sion. 

Sec. 5. In case of the death, resignation, or removal of tlio Grand Master, 
the Deputy Grand Master shall succeed to all his duties and functions, and dis- 
charge the same until the next Annual Communication. 

Sec. 6. The Grand Secretary shall keep a fair and true account of the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Lodge, which shall bo entered in a book or books, to bo 
provided for that purpose, after such proceedings .shall bo duly ratified in open 
Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 7. Ho Warrant, Charter, Certificate, or other instrument of writing from 
this Grand Lodge, shall be of any validity unless attested by tho signature of 
the Grand Secretary, with tho seal of the Gi'and Lodge affixed. 

Sec. 8. All records, hooks, papers, seal, etc., kept by tho Grand Secrefarv 
shall be the property of the Grand Lodge. Tho books, records, and other 
papers shall be at all times subject to tho inspection of tho Grand Master or 
committees of the Grand Lodge, and shall bo delivered up by the Grand Secre- 
tary whenever called for. 

Sec. 9. Tho Grand Secretary shall attend all meetings of tho Grand Lodo-e 
personally, or by his Deputy (who shall be a member of tho Grand Lodge), 
with the books and papers belonging to his office. 

Sec. 10. The Grand Secretary shall receive a stated salary for his services 
while in attendance upon the Grand Lodge, and for his care and attention in 
the preservation of the books and papers of tho Grand Lodge. He shall llke- 
■wise receive the following fees: 
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IIo shall be paid by the parties employing him, for cojrving records, files, and 
proceedings of the Grand Lodge, or any instrument of writing emanating from 
the Grand Lodge, ten cents for every hundred words; and shall also receive 
from the parties employing him one dollar for affixing his seal to any instru- 
ment of writing they may requii-e. 

lie shall also receive for every Charter or Dispensation issued b3' the Grand 
blaster or the Grand Lodge, the sum of two dollars, to bo paid In' the Lodge 
]iroeuring such Charter or Dispensation ; but ho shall not bo allowed an 3- fee 
for affixing his seal of ofllco to aiu' instrument of writing which mav bo 
required li3' the Grand Lodge for its use. 

8kc. 11 . The Grand Treasurer must be a brother of good worldly substance, 
and to him shall ho committed the monc3'S hclonging to the Grand Lodge. lie 
shall account to the Grand Lodge for all mono3's received In' him, and shall not 
pa3' aii3' money without the order of the Grand ^Master, or of the Stewards of 
the Grand Charity Fund, or the special order of the Grand Lodge, certified l>3' 
the Grand Socrctaiw. 



Sec. 12 . The Grand Treasurer, on the first du3' of the Grand Annual Com- 
munication, shall present to the Grand Lodge a statement of the receipts and 
disbursements during the last v'car, exhibiting the balance in his hands, which 
account shall ho examined and reported upon bv a comiuiUoe appointed for that 

IMirposo. On going oiil of ollioo, llio Gniiul Trwi^iivov Giall foviluviil, pay over 

to Ins succes.sor the liahmee which may be duo from him to the Grand Lodge. 

Si.e. in. It shall bo the duf3' ol the Grand Cbajilain to attend tliu meetings 
of the Gland Lodge, and ojicu and close the same 1>3' pra3'or; ho shall also pro- 
pate and deliver appropriate sermons- whenever requested b3' the Grand Lodge 
or the Grand jMnstcr. 

Secx l‘i. Tiio Grand Steward shall attend the meetings of the Grand T-odgo 
and furnish such refreshments ns ma3' bo required, and the Grand T3'ler shall 
attend ever3r call of the Grand Master, and bo present at each meeting of the 
Grand Lodge; and for their services they shall bo paid, from time to time, as 
the Grand Lodge may direct.

S No new Charter shall ho granted unless upon application of at least 
seven known and approved Master Masons; nor shall any Dispensation he 
gian ct y le rand Master unless upon the petition of at least seven known 
anc appio-\e l aster Masons, wdiich petition shall ho recommended by the 
nearest oc ge. Nor shall any Dispensation or Charter bo granted in any town 
or city where one or more Lodges are already established, except on petition 
signed by at least seven Master Masons, which petitions shall set forth reasons 
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for such new Lodge which shidl he satisfaetory to tlie Grand Lodge or the 
Grand blaster. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Lodge shall have power, from time to time, to make 
such assessments for revenue on the subordinate Lodges as it may deem 
nece.ssary. 

Sec. 4. Every Association of !Masons, who shall obtain a Dispensation for a 
new Lodge, shall pay for such Dispensation the sum of five dollars, togethei 
with the farther sum of two dollars to the Grand Secretary for engrossing the 
same; and on obtaining a Charter, they shall pay the sum of twenty dollars, 
together with the farther sum of two dollars to the Grand Secretary for engross- 
ing the same and affixing the seal of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 6. No subordinate Lodge shall change the place of meeting of said 
Lodge without the consent of a majority of the memhers of such Lodge; nor 
shall any Lodge surrender its Charter without the consent of a majorit 3 ' ot said 
Lodge. 

Sec. G. Before the vote of any Lodge can bo taken on the remo^nl of a 
Lodge from the place mentioned in the Charter, or the surrender of its 
Charter, it shall be the dutj' of the INIaster of such Lodge to cause writ- 
ten notices to be delivered to each member of the Lodge, if practicable, 
setting forth the intention to remove or dissolve such Lodge, in order that 
each member may be fully apprised of such intention. Such notice shall bo 
given at least one month previously to any vote being given; but no Lodge 
shall be removed, after a resolution of removal shall have passed, without the 
approval of the Grand Master during the recess of the Grand Lodge, or of the 
Grand Lodge, if in session. 

Sec. 7. Every Lodge which shall surrender its Charter or be dissolved by 
order of the Grand Lodge, shall forthwith deliver to the Grand Secretary all 
the books, papers, jew-els, funds, and other property of the Lodge, to be appio 
printed as the Grand Lodge maj’’ determine. 

Sec. 8. Any subordinate Lodge under this jurisdiction which shall fail to be 
represented in this Grand Lodge for tw'o successive Annual Communications, 
or shall bo in arrears to the Grand Lodge ffr two j'cars, shall be suspended 
until such Lodge shall appear, by its Representatives, and paj' up or be relea.sed 
from all arrearages. 

Sec. 9. Any Lodge failing to attend the Grand Lodge, by its Representatives, 
or shall be in arrears, as stated in the foregoing section, shall bo notified by the 
Grand Secretary to appear at the next Annual Communication, and if any 
Lodge thus notified shall fail or refuse to appear, it shall be stricken from the 
list of Lodges, and its Charter wdthdrawn. 

Sec. 10. The election of officers of subordinate Lodges .shall be held, in each 
Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, at least once in each year, 
and the installation of such officers shall take place as soon thereafter as may 
be convenient. 

Sec. 11. In all cases of appeal from a subordinate Lodge to the Grand 
Lodge, it shall be the duty of the Master of such Lodge forthwith to cause a 
copy of such proceedings to be forwarded to the Grand Sccrctar}^, that the same 
may, in due time, be laid before the Grand Lodge. The testimony taken before

such Lodge, so fiu' ns tlio same may be committed to writing, must accompany 
such proceedings, and this Grand Lodge, acting in sucli case as a court of 
appeal, shall receive also any parole evidence, not committed to writing, which 
was used upon the original trial of the cause; but no new testimony shall bo 
heard on the appeal. 

Sec. 12. The Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge shall be required, ip all 
cases, to charge not less than the sum of twenty-five dollars for conferring the 
three first Degrees of Alasonry, and in all cases the sum required by said 
Lodge for each Degree, separately, shall bo paid into the hands of the Secre- 
tary before the Degree is conferred. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Charity Eund shall consist of all the moneys in the hands 
of the Grand Treasurer, after defraying the current and incidental expenses of 
the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Charitj' Eund shall be under the direction of the !M. IV. 
Grand Alaster, Grand Senior and Grand Junior Vardons, who shall bo called 
the Stewards of the Grand Charity Eund, and shall have power, ain- one or 
more of them, to draw orders upon the Grand Treasurer from time to time as 
circumstances may require, provided they shall not draw more than fifty dollars 
at any one time, or for the same object; and they shall report at each Annual 
Communication the amount of moneys disbursed by tlicin. 

Sec. 3. Eo amendment of this Constitution shall bo made until the same, after 
being proposed in writing to the Grand Lodge, and concurred in b3' at least 
two-thirds of the members present, shall have been submitted to the considera- 
tion of all the subordinate Lodges, and approved by at least two-thirds there- 
of. And aniendmcnts thus mtide and adopted shall become a part of this Con- 
stitution to all intents and purposes. 

liesolvcd, That the foregoing Constitution shall be forthwith submitted 
to the subordinate Lodges, who shall, at the first meeting after its recep- 
tion, take the same into consideration, and report their action to the Grand 
Alastor. 

liesolved^ That as soon as the Grand ^Master is informed of its approval by 
two-thirds of the working Lodges under this jurisdiction, ho shall address a 
circular to the respective Lodges, declaring said Constitution to bo in full force 
and effect. 

BY-LAV'S. 

Sec. 1. Yo candidate for initiation, who shall bo rejected bj- anx- Lodge under 
this jurisdiction, shall be eligible to' a second recommendation in the Lodge in 
which he was rejected, or anj' other Lodge under this jurisdiction, until the 
expiration of twelve months, unless the brother or brothers objecting shall, in 
open Lodge, withdraw his or .their objections. 

Sec. 2. No jtetition shall be received from any candidate residing in an j’ town 
where there is a Lodge, or in the vicinitj" of such Lodge, unless the said peti- 
tion shall be accompanied bj^ a recommendation from the Lodge in the town 
where such petitioner may reside. 
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Sec. 3. No petition for initiation shall ho acted upon hy any subordinate 
Lodge unless such iietition shall have laid over at least one month, or from 
a regular meeting in one month to the regular meeting in the month succeed- 
ing, and not until due report shall have been made to the Lodge of the character 
and standing of such petitioner. 

Sec. 4. No subordinate Lodge shall confer the Degrees of Fcllo-w Craft and 
Master Mason upon anj' candidate unless he shall have passed a satisfactory 
examination, in open Lodge, on the preceding Degree or Degrees. 

Sec. 5. If any Lodge shall admit to membership a brother xvho is in arrears 
to another Lodge, the Lodge thus admitting him shall become responsible to 
the Lodge to which such brother is in arrears. 

Sec. G. Every subordinate Lodge possesses the inherent right of suspending 
and expelling any of its members for unmasonic conduct, or a violation of its 
particular rules and By-laws, and ever}- brother smspended or expelled may be 
reinstated by the Lodge which suspended or expelled such brother. 

Sec. 7. Subordinate Lodges also possess the power of calling to account for 
unmasonic conduct any brother who may reside or be in the vicinity of such 
Lodge, whether be be a member of such Lodge or not, and of dealing with him 
accordingly; provided, always, that such brother shall be duly notified, and fur- 
nished in writing with a copy of the charges against him. 

Sec. 8. No work or other business of the Craft shall bo performed in any 
Lodge under this jurisdiction below the Degree of Master Mason, except only 
Lecturing, examination of candidates for advancement, and conferring the 
Degrees of Entered Apprentice or Fellow Craft, or for the reception of testi- 
mony upon the trial of an Entered Apprentice or Fellow Craft. 

Sec. 9. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, and Grand Senior and 
Junior "Wardens of this Grand Lodge shall be entitled, in any Lodge under 
this jurisdiction, to all the rights and privileges which the members of such 
Lodges respectively possess, except the privilege of voting. This privilege shall 
only extend to the time they may be Officers of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 10. Anj' NI. M. member of a subordinate Lodge in this State may receive 
a Grand Lodge certificate on his producing to the Grand Secretary a certificate 
of regular standing in the Lodge of which he is a member. For said certificate 
he shall pay to the Grand Secretary one dollar, and the farther sum of fifty 
cents to the Grand Charity Fund. 

Sec. 11. All Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge shall be opened and 
closed with prayer, and it shall be the duty of Masters of subordinate Lodii-cs 
to cause the same to be observed. 

Sec. 12. When a petitioner for initiation has been reported by the committee 
of inquiry as worthy, he maj-, if ho think proper, withdraw his petition; but, 
if he has been reported as unworthy, he shall not have permission to with- 
draw his petition. 

Sec. 13. Any member of a subordinate Lodge may object to the initiation, 
passing, or raising a candidate at anj' time before the Degree is conferred. 

Your committee deem it unnecessary to say any thing upon the proceedings 
of Memphis Lodge, No. 91, as your committee are satisfied that the same grow 
out of d, misunderstanding of the facts, and a misapprehension of the Pro- 
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cceclings of the last Grand Annual Communication, which, your committee are 
pleased to report, has all been satisfactorily explained.

Report that tho 3 ’' are compelled to answer the first intcrrogator 3 ’ affirmativeH' 
unless the brother is excused by the Lodge. ’ 

In relation to the second interrogatoiy, the 3 ' are of opinion that a demit 
should alwa 3 ’S bo granted on the payment of Lodge dues, and that a demit 
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Should not express any thing in relation to the character of the applicant; as 
to form of a demit, a mere statement on the minutes that a brother on applica- 
tion (and payment of Lodge dues) ■\vas granted a demit, is sufficient. The 
subordinate Lodges can prescribe any particular mode. 

In reply to the third, we think that an expelled Mason should be reinstated 
by the unanimous vote of the Lodge from whicli he is expelled. 

The fifth we answer affirmatively. 

In reply to the sixth, we think that quarterly dues do not stop without a demit, 
unless it is an express regulation of the Lodge of which he was a member.

The select committee to whom was referred the report of the Committee on 
Foreign Communications, beg leave to report that thej’' have had before them 
the printed Proceedings of the Grand Lodges of Virginia, Horth Carolina, 
Mississippi, Kentucky, Alabama, Louisiana, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Maine, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Maryland, Arkansas, the Territory of Flor- 
ida, and the Eepublic of Texas. ■ Also, the report of the proceedings of a Con- 
vention of Delegates from a majority of the Grand Lodges in the United 
States, held in the city of Baltimore, in Maj" last, in pursuance of the recom- 
mendation of the Grand Masonic Convention held in Washington Citjq in 
March, 1843. 

These reports embody much of general interest to the Craft — much to afford 
gratification and delight, in the history which they present of the progress and 
prosperity of our beloved and venerated Institution; while they suggest some 
serious admonitions to strict uniformit}’’, prudence, and circumspection in our 
work, and the invariable observance of a rigid discipline, based upon the prim- 
itive Constitutions and usages of Masonry. In the general embarrassment .and 
convulsions of the times, when inabilitj' is so commonly pleaded in justification

of tlic forfoiluro of every kind of pecuniarj- obligation, it is not surprising that 
this, in common -n-itli every other institution depending for its peeuniarv sup- 
port upon moral obligation, should suller, with peculiar severity, whenever it 
has become liable to the eaprice, infidelity, negligence, or forgetfulness of its 
members. The credit system has borne heavily upon some of our sister Grand 
Lodges, and the. experience of the Fraternity clearly indicates that it should bo 
abolished, or curtailed to the utmost extent. 

Your committee arc pleased to observe the general advancement of the 
Eepresentative system, as exhibited in the Proceedings before them, in the gov- 
ernment of the Fraternity, and favorably recommend it to the farther consider- 
ation of this Grand Lodge. 

Your committee delight in being able to testif\', from substantial evidences 
before them, to the efficient manifestation on the part of the dift'ereut Grand 
Lodges of the Union of laudable and increasing interest in belmlf of education. 
This delight is threefold, because, as patriots, as philanthro25ists, and as Alasons, 
wo witness the discharge of a threefold duty in the jjrojjer intellectual and 
moral training of the children of indigent or deceased brethren and others, who 
are soon to take their jilaces as citizens of a free government, whose chief suj]- 
ports, it cannot be too constantly borne in mind, are wisdom and integrity — a 
sound moral and intellectual culture. 

The Grand Lodge of Yirginia provides for the distribution of her Grand 
Charity Fund, after defraying the expenses accruing upon each Grand Annual 
Communication, to the education of beneficiaries in her several Masonic districts. 

The Grand Lodge of Missouri, and others, have also taken a bold stand in 
this truly laudable and benevolent enterjjriso. 

Your committee regret that they arc unable to present anyacouratc informa- 
tion of the jirocecdings of the respectable and energetic Grand Lodge of Uew 
York, and some others of our sister States, as they have before them no report 
of their j5roceeding.s. 

■\Vo would recommend the adojrtion of the following resolution: 

“Jiesolved, That this Grand Lodge reciprocate the courtesy of the Grand 
Lodges from whom communications have heen received; and that the Grand 
Secretary, as soon as convenient, transmit a copy of the Proceedings of this 
Grand Lodge, at its present Communication, to each Grand Lodge in the United 
States, and to foreign Grand Lodges; and that this Grand Lodge solicit from 
them ,a continuance of friendly intercourse and correspondence.”

Resolved, That the Secretaries of subordinate Lodges, worhing under the 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, shall report to every Annual Communication 
the names of all Masons residing ■within the jurisdiction of their respective 
Lodges ■who do not belong to any Lodge; also, their grade in Masonry. 

On motion of Brother Fuller, it was 

Resolved, That the Grand IMastcr be authorized to draw on the Grand Treas- 
urer for an amount sufficient to defray the expenses of the present session of 
this Grand Lodge. 

The committee to whom was referred that portion of our Most Worshipful 
Grand Miister’s Address which relates to the late Gener.al Convention, at Balti- 
more, beg leave to submit the following report: That they have had the subject 
under consideration, but regret to say that they have not had time to give it 
that attention which is duo, as well to the importance of the measures recom- 
mended in the Proceedings of said Convention as to the dignity and high 
character of the body from which these measures emanated. But jmur com- 
mittee are relieved, in some degree, by the reflection that the most prominent 
subjects particularly brought to their notice in the Address of theM.W. Grand 
blaster do not require very elaborate investigation in order to reach proper 
conclusions thereupon. Those subjects properly come under four distinct 
heads — viz.: 1st. The rules for the organization of a Grand National Conven- 
tion for the United States. 2d. A resolution concerning Masons who are not 
members of any Lodge. 3d. A proposition to send a Delegate to Europe. 
4th. The public ceremonies of the Order. 5th, and lastly, the certificate system; 
although not directly submitted, the committee beg leave to call the attention 
of the Grand Lodge to it. 

^With regard to the first subject submitted to their consideration — viz.: the 
organization of a Grand Masonic Convention — this committee do not hesitate to 
recommend it to the favorable consideration of this Grand Lodge. 

The committee, however, in thus conceding their unqualified approbation of 

the grand object contemplated by the organization of such a Convention viz • 

the restoration of the primitive and universal unity of our time-honored In- 
stitution — express their regret that the great object can only bo parti.ally 
accomplished on the plan proposed. To accomplish the object fully, your com- 
mittee are of opinion, would require the organization of a Convention composed 
of duly authorized Delegates from every quarter of the earth which has become 
the habitation of man. But the committee conceive the proposed plan to bo an 
important step toward the consummation of this glorious end, and therefore, 
heartily concur. 

2d. A resolution of the Convention in regard to Masons not members of any 
Lodge, who contribute nothing either to the moral labors or pecuniary aid of 
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the Craft, nevertheless chiiin and too often particiimte in all the rights and 
privileges of the Institution. AYliile the committee cannot find language suffi- 
ciently deprecative of the conduct of the class of Masons hero referred to, yet 
it must be admitted that there may he numerous exceptions — many a -worthy 
brother, reduced to poverty by misfortunes, or prostrated by physical aftlictions, 
may he unable to contribute in .any -way. Admitting even the right of the 
Fraternity' to resort to penal laws for the punishment of the class referred to, 
it seems to this committee that the scrutiny necessary to a proper designation 
of ofl’onders would bo highly' inconvenient, if not impracticable. 

13ut y'our committee regarding the Masonic Institution as a great moral tem- 
ple of living stones — a free and voluntary' association, cemented together only 
by the force of moral obligations voluntarily' entered into — they cannot approve 
of a resort to pecuniary penalties for the enforcement of those obligations; and 
that no Mason can be rightly punished without previous conviction for some 
specific oftense. 

fid. This committee refrain from any remarks upon the expediency of send- 
ing a Delegate to Europe, because they' think that such a proposition had better 
lie over until the proposed Natioiual Convention shall have been duly organized. 

4th. The committee have no objections to the public ceremonies prescribed by 
the Convention, except that of adopting two forms of funeral ritual, and leav- 
ing it to the discretion of Masters of Lodges, when officiating on those solemn 
occasions, to use cither form. Calling to mind the avowed object of said Con- 
vention viz., the restoration of unity' — in this it would seem the Convention 
has somewhat departed from its original design. One of the two forms under 
consideration has been adopted verbatim from “AVebb’s Monitor;” but it may' 
be proper to remark that this illustrious brother, in his comments upon funeral 
service, oxj^ressly' prohibits Entered Apprentices and Fellow' Crafts from any 
participation in funeral processions or services; y'ct, in the form of procession 
prescribed by' the Convention, they' assign a pilace for Entered A j:»pren tices and 
Follow Crafts. Thi.s, it is presumed, must have occurred through mistake. 
"While this committee are not di.sposcd to indicate a preference for any particu- 
lar form, they would express their high rcg.ard for one to which they have been 
long accustomed, as laid down in the “Masonic Manual,” by P. G. M. Wilkins 
Tenneiiill, Esq. 

5th. The Convention have recommended the plan of issuing Grand Lodge 
ceitiflcates to eteiy ^Master Mason. If the plan of Grand Lodge certificates, 
as lecommendcd by the Convention, is to bo construed in the manner contended 
for by some brethren — viz., that the certificate is to servo not only' as a test of the 
mor.al character and standing of the Mason, but likew'ise a test to the privilege 
of claiming the charitable aid of the Institution — surely' the Convention must 
have adopted the measure without mature deliberation upon all its bearings 
and consequences upon the immutable landmarks of the Order, as well ns upon 
the individual members thereof. It does seem to this committee that the 
plan proposed, if put in general practice, must seriously impair, if it does not 
utterly subvert, a class of landmarks which, in every' age and in every land 
have served as essential means for carrying out the most benevolent designs and 
God-like aims of the Institution — viz., that universal language, by virtue of 
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■wliich the Ancient Tree and Accepted Mason will he hailed and embraced as 
a brother, whether wandering amidst the green forests of America, over the 
burning sands of Palestine, or wending his way along the gloomy banks of the 
Ganges; or, in the more appropriate language of our illustrious but departed 
Grand Master, Tuos. Smith 'Webb, “by secret and inviolable signs, carefully 
preserved among the Fraternity throughout the world, 3Iasonry becomes a 
universal language. Hence many advantages are gained — the distant Chinese, 
the wild Arab, and the American savage, will embrace a brother Briton, I’rank, 
or German, and will know that, besides the common ties of humanity, there is 
still a stronger obligation to induce him to kind and Iriendly offices. 

In every "point of view in which this committee can regard such a change, 
the effect would seem to be to substitute a perishing, destructible, and, at best, 
equivocal test for a universal and indestructible one. Under this sjbtem, the 
committee would ask. What would be the fate of those tempest-tossed mariners 
who are so often thrown, naked and shivering, upon some distant foreign shore, 
if the universal language should bo rendered nugatory by demanding from the 
sufferer a piece of parchment before relief is extended? 

Finally, the committee are decidedly of opinion that, so far from shielding 
the worthy, the most unworthy would bo the first to avail themselves of this 
new tost of moral and Masonic worth. 

The principles upon which the Convention is proposed to be organized arc 
as follows — viz.: 



Rules for the Organization and Establishing a Grand Convention of Ancient 
Free and Accepted Masons. 

Sec 1 A Grand Masonic Convention of Free and Accepted Ancient Masons 
is hereby established for the United States, and shall consist and be composed 
of Representatives from the several Grand Lodges of the nitec > i.a one 
from each, to bo chosen, elected, or appointed in such mannei as ic jiaiu 

Lodges respectively may think proper to employ. 

Sec. 2. The Convention, when duly established, shall have power and au- 
thority, 

1st. To decide upon and settle a uniform mode and form of Masonic work. 
Lectures, and ceremonies, so ns to retain the ancient customs, ceremonies, and 
forms, and to provide for the necessary instruction therein. 

2d. To prescribe for the Fraternity a uniform mode and form for issuing cei'- 
tificates of good standing, and the efl'ect thereof. 

8d. To hear and decide all questions of difleronce which may be submitted 
to them in Convention by two or more Grand Lodges. Provided, however, that 
such decision shall bind no Grand Lodge not a party to such reference. 

4th. To adopt and enforce a set of rules for the government of the delibera- 
tions of the Convention. 

Sth. At each meeting of the Convention, to determine and to fix the time 
and place of each succeeding triennial meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 3. The several Grand Lodges which may adopt the foregoing rules shall, 
at their Annual Communication next before the last of March, in the year 1846, 
and at corresponding meetings every third year thereafter, elect or appoint, in 
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such manner as they each respectively may think proper, one trusty, well- 
skilled brother Alaster Alason (a resident of the State -within -s\-hich the Grand 
Lodge is held of which ho is a Kepresentative) a Eepresentative in said Con- 
vention. 

Sec. 4. The Representatives of the several Grand Lodges shall each produce 
a cortiticato of his appointment, attested by the Grand Secretary and the seal 
of the Grand Lodge from which ho comes, which cortifieate so attested shall 
entitle the brother therein named to membership in the Convention. 

Sec. o. The Convention shall meet for business once ever}- three years, at 
such day and place as may be ordered, as herein provided. 

Sec. C. "Whenever any Grand Lodge may so order that they will no longer 
remain a member of the Convention, such Grand Lodge shall not be represented 
in the Convention, nor bound by its acts. 

Sec. 7. The foregoing rules and grant of power shall not be altered or en- 
larged, except by recommendation of the Convention and the consent of two- 
thirds of the Grand Lodges belonging to the Convention. 

Sec. 8. AVhenever thirteen or more Grand Lodges, by resolution or other- 
wise, shall adopt the foregoing rules, the same shall be established, and the Con- 
vention taken as duly organized as to such Grand Lodges as may so adopt them. 

The committee recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Jxcsolvcd, That this Grand Lodge do not deem it expedient to require Lodges 
suboidinatc to this jurisdiction to demand Grand Lodge certificates as a nec- 
essaij and indispensable prerequisite to the granting of charity to distressed 
biethien, if such Lodges are otherwise satisfied that such applicant is worthy, 
although such certificate may bo required when the Todge is not otherwise 
satisfied.”

Since the Inst Annual Meeting of the Grand Lodge, Dispensations have hccu 
granted to Mount Libanus Lodge, No. 59, to bo hold at Knoxville; to Law- 
renoeburg Lodge, No. 107, at Lawrenceburg; to Paris Lodge, No. 108, at Paris 
(Paris Lodge, No. 55, having previously surrendered her Charter); and to 
Marshall Lodge, No. 109, at Cottage Grove, Henry county. 

It appears, from the returns made to the Grand Secretary, that only fifteen 
of the subordinate Lodges have acted on the new Constitution submitted to 
them by the last Grand Lodge. Twelve Lodges have ratified and three have 
rejected the Constitution. The Grand Secretary reports that there are forty 
chartered Lodges working under this jurisdiction ; so that twcnt 3 ’-five Lodges 
have taken no action on the propositions submitted to them. As two-thirds 
of the Lodges have not approved of the Constitution as submitted to them, or 
of the separate amendment for the appointment of District Deputy Grand 
Masters, I presume both propositions may bo considered as rejected, unless the 
Grand Lodge shall deem it expedient to again refer the subject to the subordi- 
nate Lodges. 

My other engagements have prevented me from officially visiting any of the 
subordinate Lodges during the past twelve months. I regret this the les.s, as 
no application has been made to me for that purpose. If, however, the finances 
of the Grand Lodge would have justified such a course, 1 should have appointed 
a competent brother to visit most of the Lodge.s, and especiallj' those who have 
expres.sed a wish that such a visitation might ho made.

which does not meet their entire approbation. Among the latter— to wit the 
sections which, m their judgment, are, perhaps, inexiicdient and improper— are 
sec. I, article 9, of Mount Libanus Lodge, Ko. 59, in relation to visiting 
brethren, requiring visitors to pay the sum of fifty cents for each visit after the 
second visit, or be precluded from the privilege of visiting the Lodge; and the 
l.st ^cc. of iuticle 14 in St. John's Lodge, at llaleigh, with the same provision. 

lour committee are of opinion that the door of the Lodge should, at all times, 
bo open to visiting brethren in good standing; and while they believe it to be 
the chity of every brother of suffleient ability to attach himself to a Lodge, if 
within convenient reach, yet this duty is necessarily subject to such reserva- 
tion and exceptions as the great duty of first providing for ourselves and 
families, as the brother himself can alone be the proper judge; and if circum- 
stances, want of ability, or other valid reasons, should restrain a brother from 
contributing his mite to the dispensing of a common charity, we are unwilling- 
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to concede that it is expedient that a subordinate Lodge should, therefore, deny 
the riglit of freely and without charge visiting the Lodge, if even within the 
power of the subordinate Lodge so to do, which they seriously doubt. 

Your committee would farther mention sec. 2, article 10, of Mount Libanus 
Lodge, No 59, upon the subject of withdrawals, as inexpedient and irreconcil- 
able with the lirst section of the same iirticle. It seems to your committee, 
that if this section is permitted to stand, nothing more than perverseness on 
the part of the delinquent would be necessary to defeat the good end aimed at 
in the first section of the same article. 'With these small exception.s, your 
committee highly approve the By-laws and regulations submitted to them; and. 
if their work under their Dispensations has otherwise met the approbation of 
the Most W^’orshipful Grand Master, of which they have every reason to feel 
assured, they would cheerfull}' recommend that Charters, Upon application, be 
granted to each of these Lodges.

Tliey liavc also examined the books of Brother AA' M. D. Boktus, Grand Treas- 
urer of this Grand Lodge, and find that, at the last meeting of the Grand Lodge, 
he had a balance on hand, as per settlement received of Grand Secretary, the sum 
of §483 94, and has produced vouchers to the amount of §311 80, leaving a 
balance in his hands of §172 14, as ivill appear from the account-current of that 
Oflicor, marked B:

Resolved, Tliat no subordinate Lodge Avorking under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge shall be allowed to initiate, pass, or raise more than one candi- 
date at the same time. 

Resolved, Tliat no subordinate Lodge Avorking under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge shall initiate, pass, or raise more, than five candidates in one night. 

Resolved, That all resolutions, rules, and regulations heretofore adopted by 
this Grand Lodge, bearing upon this subject, bo, and are horobj-, repealed. 

The Committee on Appeals made a report, Avhich, on motion, 
Avas laid on the table. 

The Committee on Foreign Communications bog le.aAm to report that they 
have examined the Proceedings of the following Grand Lodges, to wit: Maine, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, llhode Island, Connecticut, New York, Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Indiana, Arkansas, 
Kentucky, and the Territories of Florida and loAva ; in which we find noth- 
ing le^^uiiing the particular action ot this Grand Lodge. Your committee are 
gratified in being able to state, from the hasty examination of the Proceedings 
submitted to them, that they contain OA'idonces of the increasing prosperity of 
the diilerent Grand Lodges in correspondence Avith this Grand Lodge, andCiat 
they are all actively engaged in disseminating the pure principles of our Order. 

Among other things Avhich your committee deem Avorthy of notice is the 
system of representation adopted by several of our sister Grand Lodges; and 
we may be permitted to express a hope that the Grand Lodge of Tennessee Avill 
ere long feel herself called upon to participate in the advantages to be derived 
b3Giaving the accredited agents of other branches of the great Masonic family 
assembled Avith us around the same Masonic altar, and enjoj-ing Avith us those 
friendly inteichangos of kindness and affection in emulating as to who shall 
best Avork and best agree. Hoav much such a sj'stem, univorsalL' adopted, 
Avould tend to produce uniformitj^ in all things, avc need not here take time to 
inquire. Masonry is essentially the same in the East and in the AA^est, in the 
North and in the South; but there are some discrepancies (unimportant though 
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they he) winch might he removed by thus bringing into more intimate connec- 
tion the distant portions of the Fratornitj', and binding them in closer union. 
The advantages of the Kopresontative system will readily suggest themselves 
to every reflecting mind. “With the increasing zeal manifested by the Frater- 
nity at large, much interest is felt in the history of the various Grand Lodges; 
and by some of them inquiries have been intimated whieh, if carried out in the 
like spirit with their adoption, will bring forth from obscurity many instruct- 
ive passages in their early history. 

■\Ve grieve to learn, from the Minutes of the Grand Lodge of the State of 
New York, of the decease of that venerable member of our Order, M.'SV. ilouoAN 
Lewis, Grand Master, who departed this life on the Oh of April last, * full of 
years and full of honors.” He was initiated at Albany, in the year 1770; and, 
from that period to the cessation of his earthl 3 ' labors, he was active and zeal- 
ous, abating not at a time when a whirlwind of bigotrj’ and prejudice s^\ept 
with destructive force over the whole State, pervading in some degioc e^ en the 
remotest parts of our countrj'. Undismaj'cd he beheld the storm, and feared 
not to encounter its furj'. In accordance with a wdsh often expressed, death 
overtook him in the discharge of the duties of his oilice, which he had held foi 
fourteen consecutive j'ears. He was not onlj' distinguished bj' learning, talents, 
eminent public services, purity of life, and unfailing benevolence, but also as 
a prudent counselor, a firm and steadfast supporter of the principles of our 
Order, and a father upon whose advice wo might at all times confidentlj' rclj'. 
The memory of such a man is blessed. 

In the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Virginia, the Committee on For- 
eign Communications report the action of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee on 
the conduct of IVliitesido Lodge in invading the jurisdiction of Virginia, Irom 

which WG make the following extract: „ i ^ 

“Your committee think the truly Masonic and fraternal conduct of the Grand 
Lodge of Tennessee merits the highest commendation of this Grand Lodge.” 

We feel we but express the sentiments of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee 
when we say that, jealous of her rights over her own exclusive Jfasonic juris- 
diction, she will never permit with impunitj' the infraction of the territory of 
her sister Grand Lodges; and wo are happy in making known the satisfaction 
of the Grand Lodge of Virginia in the course pursued relative to the case here 
referred to. 

"VV'e learn from the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of New YMrk, and other 
Grand Lodges, that an extraordinarj'- and dangerous position has been taken b\' 
the Grand Lodge of Prussia, in refusing the benefits of the Order to the Jews 
on account of their religion. This wo feel bound to bring to j’our notice, and 
unqualifiedly^ protest against the introduction of any' other test to obtain the 
privileges of Masonry than are recognized by the ancient Constitutions. In 
the opinion of y'our committee, the Grand Lodge of Now York deserves the 
commendation of the Fraternity for their determined action and protest in this 
instance. 

The Grand Lodge of IMississippi, at its last session, adopted resolutions 
approving of the recommendation of the Baltimore Convention to send an agent 
to Europe, and brings forward the name of Brother Joun DELLAriELD, of 
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Memphis, Tennessee, as a proper person to he sent on this mission. "Wc have 
full confidence in the skill and ahilit}- of brother Dali-afield, and helievo, if 
such a mission ho determined on, that he will give universal satisfaction in the 
discharge of every dutj- committed to him; yet, as the measure has been 
rejected by some of the Grand Lodges, your committee do not feel called upon 
to recommend any other action in the premises than bearing testimony to the 
distinguished abilities of Brother Dallafield. 

AVith the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana we find a circular 
containing the sign-manual of the Grand Officers of that body. The general 
adoption of this would probably prevent unworthj’ persons from passing their 
impositions on the Fraternity, particularly if the practice of giving Grand Lodge 
certificates should be generally adopted, which we earnestly recommend. 

Throughout the Proceedings exhibited to ns wo see an increased interest 
manifested in the cause of education, and by several of the Grand Lodges incip- 
ient steps have been taken for founding Masonic Orphan Asylums for the 
education of the orphan children of Masons, who are unable to obtain the same 
by their own un.assisted efforts. It would be an interesting inquiry to ascertain 
how far this Grand Lodge is performing its duty in this respect. Something 
should be done, either by this Grand Lodge or b5' the subordinate Lodges them- 
selves; and, until something is cflected by us, wo are neglecting a very impor- 
tant duty toward those who have a right to look to us for fatherly care and 
protection. 

1 our committee have also had before them a circular letter from Brother C. 

. AIoore, of Massachusetts, in relation to a difficulty between himself and 
Brother Joiix Dove, of A'’irginia, growing out of the jmblication by the former 
of a work called the “ Arasonio Trc.stichoard.” Not liaving the work rol'orrod 
to before ii.s, wo can form no opinion of its merits; and ns the difficulty at ju'e- 

aent Ima uaaumuil a direct jiursoiml clmraeter, your commiltoo feel disinclined to 
go into any investigation of the origin or ]irogress of the same. 

In conclusion, your committee cannot but express the opinion that the pres- 
ent is a very auspicious period' in the history of the Praternity, both here and 
elsewhere. Peace reigns within our borders, prosperity showers her blessinn-s 
upon us, and we may bo permitted to invoke the Great Architect of the 
Universe to watch over and guide us to the truth in all things, and preserve us 
from disturbances within or broils without.

The M. Joseph Morvell, Grand Master, in the chair; all the 
other Grand Officers in their resp’cctiA^c stations. 

Brother Jacob T. Smith, S. W. of Trenton Ijodge, Mo. 8G, pre- 
sented the returns of said Lodge, and paid their dues, ainouiiting 
to twelve dollars. 

The Committee on Eeturns heg leave to report that they have carefully 
examined all the returns made to the present Communication of the Grand 
JLodge, and find them generally correct, with the following exception.s — viz.: 

The return of St. John’s Lodge, ISTo. 103, at Kuleigh, docs not give the names 
or grades of its memhers, nor does it give the date of anj' of its proceedings, 
which, your committee think, should in all cases he made. 

The return of Clai’ksville Lodge, No. 89, docs not give the grade of any of 
its memhers, nor does it report any dues to the Grand Lodge for members 
admitted. “We also find that in said Lodge they arc in the habit of con- 
ferring the First, Second, and Third Degrees within a few days of each other, 
and, in some eases, in three successive days. Your committee are of opinion 
that such a course should be prohibited bj' this Grand Lodge. 

Your committee find that there have boon no returns made to the present 
Communication of the Grand Lodge from the following Lodges viz.: Hiram 
Lodge, No. 7; Western Star, No. 9; Carthago, No. 14; JMount 3Ioriab, No. 18; 
Union, No. 38; Mount Moriah, No. 39; Meridian Sun, No. 50; Olive Branch, 
No. 53; Clinton, No. 64; Somerville, No. 73; Liberti-, No. 77; Mount Moriah, 
No. 85; Western Sun, No. 88; Memphis, No. 91; PriestlejA No. 92; Hess, No. 
93; King Solomon, No. 94; Germantown, No. 95; lliplcy. No. 100; Savannah, 
No. 102; and Wesley, No. 104. 

We also find that there has been no return from Carthago Lodge, No. 14, 
since 1838; from Union Lodge, No. 38, since 1838; from Meridian Sun, No. 50, 
since 1837; from Clinton, No. 54, since 1842; from Mount Moriah No. 85 
since 1838; from Bipley, No. 100, since 1842. 

We find that but few of tbe Lodges have returned the names of Masons 
living in the vicinity of the Lodges, who are not members, of any Lodge, and 
that but feiv of the Lodges have taken any action upon the new Constitution 
submitted for their adoption or rejection. Your committee would respectfully 
recommend to the subordinate Lodges a more strict compliance ivitli the form 
for their returns prescribed in the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge.

A communication Avas receiA’cd and read from Memphis Lodge, 
Ho. 91, AAdiich, on motion, was laid on the table. 

The returns of GermantoAvn Lodge, Ho. 95, together Avith the 
amount of their dues, were rcceHcd, appointing Brother John S. 
Hashiell their proxy to represent them in this Grand Lodge. 
Also, the returns of Memphis Lodge, Ho. 91, Avith a proxy ap- 
pointing Brothers Past Grand Masters lY. Tanneiiill, George 

Wilson, and Brother Alfred A. Adaais to represent them in this 
Grand Lodge. 

The leturns of King Solomon Lodge, Ho. 94, together Avith the 
amount of their dues — tAvo dollars — Avere also received. 

The Committee on Dispensations beg leaA'e farther to report that, since their 
last report, they have examined the Proceedings and By-laAvs of Paris Lodge, 
No. 108, at Paris, and harm the gratification of finding the Avork generally in 
accordance Avith the regulations of the Grand Lodge, and such as meet their 
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approbation. The By-laws of said Lodge also meet tlioir approbation, as con- 
formable to the Constitution and regulations of the Grand Lodge, with the 
exception of that portion of the 2d section of the 8th article which establishes 
the fee for raising at five dollars, instead of ton; idso that portion ot the 3d 
section of the same article which imposes a tax of fifty cents upon visiting 
brethren, upon certain conditions. This provision your committee have taken 
occasion, in a former report, to advert to. 

T\ e have also had before us the Dispensation, Proceedings, and By-laws of 
Marshall Lodge, No. 109, at Cottage Grove, Henry county, Tennessee, and, 
after critical examination, report that, with the exception of some little irregu- 
larities in admitting and initiating members, without due examination as to the 
character and standing of petitioners, their work is in accordance with the 
regulations of the Grand Lodge. After examining their By-laws, they entirely 
concur in all but the 1st section of the 7th article. In relation to charging 
visiting brethren, your committee would only remark that the conditions and 
qualifications embraced in these sections of these By-laws render it less objec- 
tionable than any they have heretofore alluded to; but they object to this 
feature of taxing visiting brethren in any of the subordinate Lodgc.=, and 
recommend the aboli.sbment of such a practice. 

Your committee have also had before them the petition of a constitutional 
number of worthy Master Masons, in the neighborhood of Contervillo, Kick- 
man county, Tennessee, praying for a Dispensation from this Grand Lodge, and 
recommended by Master, "Wardens, and other brethren of St. James’s Lodge, 
No. 105, at Williamsport. Your committee have no hesitatioi\ in recommending 
that the pra 3 'or of the petitioners for a Dispensation be granted. 

Your committee have also had before .them the returns of Lawrencoburg 
Lodge, No. 107, but neither Dispensation, By-laws, nor Proceedings have come 
up, and it is impossible for j'our committee to pass upon their vork, etc., and 
would recommend that a new Dispensation be granted to said Lodge. 

Your committee have farther to report in relation to the Lodges reported in 
the former report — to wit: Mount Libanus Lodge, No. 59, and St. John’s Lodge, 
No. 103 — that none of the proceedings of either Lodge have come up to this 
Grand Lodge, and from the latter no Dispensation has been returned, and the 
return made very imperfectly and informally. However desirous the eom- 
niittoo may feel that these Lodges should have the privilege of working under 
Charters, yet they cannot, consistently with the object iii view in granting 
Dispensations, recommend that Charters bo granted to these Lodges, in entire 
ignorance of the nature and character of their proceedings under their Dispen- 
sations, especially whore the Dispensation under which thoj' arc working requires 
them to forward to the Grand Lodge a transcript of their proceedings, a formal 
return of the initiation, passing, and raising of their number, a copj^ of their 
By-laws, and to return the Dispensation. 

In view of the premises contained in this and the former report, your com- 
mittee would recommend the following resolutions; 

“Resolved, That the several sections in the By-laws of the several Lodges 
referred to, imposing a tax of fiftj' cents upon visiting brethren, also the section 
pointed out in the Bj'-laws of Mount Libanus Lodge, No. 59, be required to be 
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stricken out, and tho foe of five dollars for raising a member, in the 2d section 
of the 8th article of Paris Lodge, 2\o. 108, he required to he changed to ten 
dollars. 

“Jicsoh-ed, That Charters he granted to Paris Lodge, No. 108, at Paris; !Mar- 
shall Lodge, No. 109, at Cottage Grovo; and that the Dispensations of St. John’s 
Lodge, No. 103, Alount Lihanus Lodge, No. 59, and Lawrencehurg Lodge, No. 
107, he renewed.

A majority of the Committee on Appeals, in tho case of Joseph- 
Henderson, expelled from Memphis Lodge, Ho. 91, made the 
folloYving report; 
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The undersigned, t^70 of the committee to wliom was referred the subject of 
the appeal of Joseph Henderson from tlie sentence of expulsion by !Mempliis 
Lodge, Ho. 91, having examined the transcript of the procccding.s in said ca.se, 
beg leave to dissent from the sentence of .said Lodge. The appellant was tried 
on a charge of a willful, wicked, and dalibcrate attempt to injure the profe.s- 
sional oharacter of Brother Leatii, in a statement made in a certain letter. To 
this diargc, the ajipellant admitted having made the statement, but disclaimed 
to the Lodge, in writing, the motive imputed to liim. The case wa.s heard and 
determined upon the charge and disclaimer alone, no other proof being taken. 
The undersigned are of opinion that where unmasonic conduct consists in the 
motive of the accused, and all improper motives arc disclaimed, a subordinate 
Lodge should require proof to the contrary before passing sentence of expulsion.

The foregoing report xvns non-conciirrecl in by the Grand 
Lodge. 

Brother Geo. M. Bidley, a minority of the committee on the 
foregoing case, made the follotving report, Avhicli Avas concurred 
in by the Grand Lodge; 

The undersigned, one of the Committee on Appeals, to whom was referred 
the case of Joseph Henderson, expelled from Memphi.s Lodge, No. 91, having 
carefully examined the transcript of the proceedings, and after no little reflec- 
tion, finds himself reluctantly compelled to differ with the majority of his com- 
mittee, and to concur in the sentence of expulsion pronounced by the brethren 
of the subordinate Lodge. The charges preferred against the accused by 
Brother Leath consist of a long-continued course of conduct calculated to deceive 
and prejudice the professional oharacter of the accusant; and after the accused 
had caused the brother to pursue a certain course of conduct, by misrepresenta- 
tions of his own, the result of which was an unsuccessful issue in two courts, he 
then willfully and deliberately attempted to injure the professional character of 
Brother Leath, by writing to his employer, reflecting upon his course, and 
charging the loss of the claim upon the want of attention of JjEatu, when ho 
himself, by his misrepresentations, had caused the very course of conduct to be 
pursued which was pursued. These are, in short, the substance of the charges 
which the accused was required to answer, and which, if not answered stand 
confessed and admitted. He fails or refuses to answer the charge of fraudulent 
misrepresentations, by which the conduct of Mr. Leath was influenced and 
admits the writing of the letter as charged, but denies the motive imputed to 
him, but does not give any satisfactory explanation as to what motive did 
actuate him in such a course of conduct, in the judgment of the undersigned so 
unmasonic and reprehensible. The statement of facts as charged beino- admit- 
ted, the undersigned believes that the Lodge Avas warranted in inferring the 
motive from the conduct. Indeed, the undersigned knows of no other way 
ordinarily of judging of motives except by the overt acts, and therefor e rccom- 
mends the adoption of the following resolution: 
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“Ilcsolvcd, Tliat tlio decision of Alcmphis Lodge, No. 91, expelling Joseph 
Hexdekson from all the privileges of Masonry bo, and the same is hereby, 
confirmed.” 



Brother Charles A. Fuller, from the Conftuittee on Foreign 
Commnnications, made tlie folloAving report, Avhich Avas received 
and unanimously concurred in: 



The undersigned, one of the Committee on Foreign Commnnications, begs 
leave to state that, since making the former report, he has bad laid before him a 
Avork entitled “Masonic Discourses,” by P. G. M. Joseph E. Chaxdi.ei!, pre- 
sented to this Grand Lodge by the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, and recom- 
mends the adoption of the following resolutions: 

“Jicsolra/, That the thanks of this Grand Lodge be tendered to the Grand

There being a^very large concourse of the Bepresentatives 
present, the 31. 3V. Grand 3Iastcr addressed the Grand Lodo-o as 
follows: ^ ’ 
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Brethren of the Grand Lodge : — It is with sincere jileasure that T meet witli 
you on this interesting occasion. AVe have important duties to ])erf<inn — higli 
responsihilitios to meet. To our care is submitted the interests of tlie Craft 
and the guardianship of the landmarks of our ancient and time-honored Insti- 
tution. In our venerable temple, let all our ofl’erings be pure; let no stnmgc 
fire burn upon our altars. Let us remember the virtues that wo boa.-l, drive 
pride and selfishness from our hearts iind discord from our councils, and pro- 
tect with fidelity and zeid the great interests intrusted to our care. 

In the beautiful framework of our Association may be found the finest model 
of government in the world. Its common law was hoary with age before the 
warrior of the north had left his native wilds — before he knew that there was 
luxury and plunder in a land where the sun shone brightly and the air of heaven 
was scented with the rich odors of flowers. Its written laws survived the wreck 
of letters; when darkness shrouded man’s mind, and desolation brooded over 
his habitation — when the lights of literature and science were extinguished, or 
dimly glimmered in the hands of cloistered monk and tonsuied piiest the 
votaries of the mystic art received instructions from their Ics.-ons and learned 
obedience from their mandates. In our system, the rights of liberty are recon- 
ciled with the claims of power. Freedom is acknowledged as man's birthright; 
but it is a lawful freedom, and embraces a wide range of duties ns well as 
exemptions from restraint. It secures the ability to do right without conferring 
the privilege of doing wrong; but claims the control of man’s actions onlj- so 
far.as to make his energies conducive to his own happiness and the peace and 
safety of others. 

Xor is there less wisdom in its internal police and economy. Legislative in 
its character, it admits the great principle of equal representation, but preserves 
the identity of each separate organization. 

Each primary body, supreme within the sphere of its own action, selects its 
own rulers, who are bound to look to its well-being and piospciitt, ,uid who 
become ISIasonic legislators by virtue of their ofliccs, and mingle theii toiees 
with those whose age, experience, and public services entitle them, under our 
Constitution, to a seat in our highest councils. This assemblage, composed of 
“’men of trust and confidence” from all parts of our extensive jui i.sdictioii ; men 
whose ‘love of virtue and truth, and deeds of justice and chaiitj, hate elevated 
them to the high stations they now occupy, will remember that a beiiefieent 
government, while it protects its own interests and guards its own dignity and 
stability, will not be unmindful of the peace, harmony, and jiro.s^ierity of those 
who are subject to its control. 

I am able to speak of the actual condition of many of the Lodges in this 
State from personal observation. Eeing fully convinced that the visitation of 
the Grand Master might be attended with groat practical good, I have devoted 
the greater portion of my time not required in the fulfillment of my judicial 
duties to the performance of this great -work. And where, from any cause, I 
found myself unable to attend in person, I have requested one of the Grand 
Officers to perform the diitjn I have myself visited most of the Lodges in 
Middle Tennessee and the "Western Distriet. A few' wore omitted for want of 
time or health, or because I had satisfactory information that they needed not 
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niy counsel or supervision. AVe have great cause of gratulation and rejoicing 
for llie peace and prosperity enjoyed by our (.)rder. 1 liavc received reports of 
two Lodges, alone, in which there was any confusion or improper feeling. 
These, I trust, arc in progress of restoration to good order and Itarniony. the 
))roiicr proceedings having been adopted to elfect this desirable objeet. AVith 
these e.KCeptions, trancpiillity, zeal, and union everywhere abound. Old men 
arc rubbing olf the rust of years and returning with delight to the associations 
^ of their early manhood, and young men seek pleasure in acquiring a knowledge 
of our learning and mysteries. The gentle dew of Alasonic charity is distilling 
upon our hill-tops and along our valleys. t)ur time-beaten walls seem to have 
settled on their bases, and acquired new strength in the rolling tide of vears. 
The wild storm that beat against them has spent its fury, and the bright sun 
and cheerful sky betoken coming days of quietude and felicity. 

The visitation of the Lodges is both pleasant and improving. Some of the 
mo.st interesting scenes through which I have ever passed I fotmd in mingling 
with my brethren during the ]'ast Alasonic year. But the labor is so verv heavy, 
and rocpiircs so much time in its performance, that very few will have leisure 
to encounter it. I therefore renew the recommendation of one of my predeces- 
sors to amend the Constitution so as to jirovidc for the appointment of a Deputv 
Grand Alastcr for each grand division of the State, each one to be clothed with 
tile powers ot visitation within his jurisdiction, and required to report to the 
Gland A[a.ster the state and condition of the Lodges under his superintendence. 
This experiment has been tried in some of the States, and has been attended, 
thus far, with the most gratifying success. It would seem, evidently, calculated 
to promote accuracy of knowledge in our universal language, awaken attention 
to duties now too often neglected, and produce that uniformity in the work and 
Lectures of the dillercnt Degrees so essential to the ]iroj)or elucidation of the 
great moral principles shadowed forth in our rites and ceremonies, and svmbol- 
ized in the implements of the Craft. 

I have granted Dispensations to several new Lodges since our last -Vnnual 
Communication; full information in regard to which will be furnished vou hv 
tho Grand Secretary. Some of these new Lodges I have visited with sincere 
satisfaction. They afford an example of industry in their labors, and ardor in 
the pursuit of knowledge, worthy of all praise. 

At the Annual Communication of 1842, a Constitution was adopted for the 
government of the Grand Lodge and the Lodges working under its jurisdiction, 
which w.as referred to the subordinate Lodges for their sanction. They failed 
to take the proper action, and it was again submitted, with similar results. By 
a le^o ution of the last (jraml Lodge, it \vas again referred to the Lodges ^vho had 
not acted upon the same; the Secretary was directed to address circular letters to 
all such Lodges, and require their speedy action; and the Grand Alaster was 
instructed that as soon ns he was informed that the Constitution had been 
adopted by a suflicient number, he should cause the fact to bo communicated to 
the Lodges under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, and that said Constitu- 
tion should thereafter be the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee 
I have not been officially informed of the course adopted by the Lodges on this 
subject. In mj' late visitation, as often as the matter occurred to me, I brought 
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it to the consideration of the bretliren, and pra 3 'od their definite action. If a 
sufficient numher Iiavc not expressed a determination ns to the adoption or 
rejection of the Constitution, it mn}- he well to ascertain, if j)05sihlc, whether this 
inactivitj- is the result of settled hostilitj' or neglect. That our fundamental 
law needs amendment, few will den}-; and if the tendered Constitution shall 
he rejected, it ma}' he well to appoint some suitahlc person or persons to revise 
and place within some convenient compass the laws, rules, and regulations that 
possess a binding force on the iMasonic bodies of this State. 

Tlie Annual Proceedings of the Grand Podges in correspondence with this 
Grand Lodge will he laid before you by the Grand Secretary. The committee 
of the last year, to whom this subject was referred, ])erformed their duty with 
fidelity and abilitj-. Until their report — embracing a full view of our foreign 
correspondence and e.xternal relations — there is scarcelj- an instance in our 
whole history in which a few words have not disposed of the entire subject. I 
hope the late example will have the salutary eflcct of forming a precedent to be 
observed and followed in all future times. 

Since our last Annual Communication, a great man has fallen among us. 
P.ast Grand ilaster Axdkew Jackso.n has gone to the tomb, full of j-ear.s and 
full of honors. "With no inheritance but an honest name, the lofty structure 
of his fame was the conception of his own geniu-s — the result of his own labors. 
The party strifes with which his name was associated, in unqualified eulogy and 
unmeasured denunciation, will sink into forgetfulness with the occasions that 
engendered them, or be remembered as incentives or warnings to the statesmen 
of coming times; but the impress of his stern, unyielding will, and the glory of 
his achievements on the battle-fields of our countrvq will be duiablc as time, 
impci'i.shable as historj-. Put it is not as a warrior or statesman that 3Iasons 
cheri.^h his name or pour out ofterings to his memory. It is in the relations of 
social .and domestic life — in his comstanc}', fitlclit}', and zeal in the jiei f<Ji manco 
of the duties of friendship and eharitv' — that we claim him a.-^ our biothei, and 
“boast of his ilasonic virtues, that poured honor on the Graft uhilc thoj min- 
gled with homo affections, and made lovelv' and delightful the fireside circle of 
the Hermitage.” In the years 1822 and 1823, he presided over the deliberations 
of this assembly with honor to himself and profit to the brethren. In 1821, he 
was punctual in his attendance as Grand Master until his sucee.ssor was elected, 
when he retired from office with the full confidence and affections of those 
whose labors he had aided, and whose counsels he had guided. For a time his 
attention was directed to other subjects, and his active cooperation was with- 
drawn from our organized bodies. But, when the wild fanatic formed a league 
with the vile and corrupt demagogue and the base and unprincipled politician, 
whose unholjf object was to immolate our venerable Institution on the impure 
altar of personal ambition and part}’ aggrandizement, he boldlj- maintained his 
ancient faith and rolled back the angry tide that threatened to overwhelm it. 
Success did not harden his heart. After honors had been showered upon him, 
and he had left the proudest and brightest station of human ambition, liis kind- 
no.=s was not withdrawn from the lowh', or his sj-mpathj- from the sorrowful. 
Misfortune ever shared his bountj". “His house was the hcime of the affiicted, 
the seat of generous hospitalitj-, and the center of the silent charity which has 
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no record but in lie.avon.” AVlmtcvcr may liave been our partialities or opposi- 
tions to his public acts, liis name should live in the grateful recollection of his 
brethren, and the moinorials of his virtues should be preserved in the arebives 
of our Order. The tokens of respect to his memory, and the mannerof making 
them known, I leave to the consideration and wisdom of the Grand Lodge. ° 

2sotwithstanding the interesting character of our Alasonic literature, and the 
groat number of reading men belonging to our Order, we have but few authors- 
and even our standard works, containing our ancient charges and Constitutions 
are often dillieult to obtain. P. G. AI. Taxnkiui.i, has revised and remodeled 
his exeeltent work on Afasonry, so as to make it cheaper and more convenient 
to Lodges and. their members, llis jdan lias been submitted to me, and meets 
my cordial approbation. I recommend to the Grand Lodge to purebase three 
copies for each subordinate Lodge working under its jurisdiction. Such a gift 
would be a very approjiriatc one, and would aid our worthy brother in meeting 
the heavy expenses of publication. And I sincerely hope ho will otherwise 
receive the patronage to which his faithful labors and valuable services entitle 
him. His book should bo found not only in the Lodges, but in tbe house of 
overt- Afason in the country. 

Ignorance is not a more negation of happiness, but it is a positive evil not 

a mere waterless and parched channel, but a corrupt and unhealthful fountain 
whose turbid streams delornt the plains of human life, and scatter in their 
onward course pollution, degradation, and death. It is not only the parent of 
ciioi, but it bas et or been an active agent in generating those crimes which 
hate lilled the world with sorrow and mourning. It is the tvrant’s stay, and 
the lever by which the demagogue elevates himself to power; and, allied to the 
fearful vices of idleness and intomperanco, becomes the most deadly foe to human 
liberty and the rights of man. Jllessed as w-o arc in the age and countrv in 
which wo live, ea<‘h one, according to the principles of justice, should endeavor 
to contribute something toward the amelioration of the conditions and charac- 
ters of those around him, and should be ever ready to join in any efforts for the 
consummation of the great ends of social organization. AYo owe duties ns citi- 
zens as well ns Alnsons. The liberties we enjoy cost us neither treasure nor 
blood. They came to us as free as the air that we breathe, or the xvater that 
gushes from our hills to slake our thirst and fertilize our valleys. AVc are 
bound, by every consideration that can influence the human conscience in its 
relations to man and God, to protect and perpetuate them. To do this we must, 
by example as well as precept, inculcate the great doctrines of personal industry’ 
.self-denial, and .self-control, and the necessity of intollectu.al and moral im- 
provement. 

But whilst wo io.s]ioct the claims of jiatriotisin, and maintain the importance 
of the light of education and the morality ot the Bible ns the onlj'' sure means 
of preserving freedom to mankind, we should not forgot that Alasonry is enti- 
tled to our veneration for its antiquity, to our confidence for its fldelitj-, and to 
our gratitude for its deeds of love and mcrc 3 - to erring man. 

History is filled wdth the disasters of nations. Fraud and force arc scon, 
banded together for rapine and .slaughter. Ambition is seen attempting to per- 
petuate the splendor of its achievements bj- walls and towers, pvrainids and 
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temples. But their high-vaulting tops and stupendous ruins tell of violated rights, 
of servitude, degradation, and suft'ering; yet leave their huilders without monu- 
ments to their pride, their conquests, or their glory. Linked as we are hy our 
sympathies and hopes with the past and the future, we travel back the hmg line 
of ages to contemplate the conqueror and the captive, the tyrant and the slave, 
the statesman and the philosopher. e look around for their models of beauty 
in nature — for their bright landscapes, their gushing fountains, their jilca-ant 
•shades and rich harvest-fields— but wo find them not. The desert has joined 
man in his mareh of desolation, and the scorching sand-wind and the raging 
tempest now hold empire over rich plains where mighty armies onee mot for 
deeds of battle, and barbarous herdsmen seek shelter for their flocks in groves 
once consecrated to learning and philosophv". But whilst nations have followed 
nations in ceaseless succession, and the billows of revolution have swept across 
their surface and carried away the memorials of their disasteis and achieve- 
ments, their success and disappointments, the venerable fabric of Masonry, rest- 
ing on the broad and deep foundations of eternal truth, and the natui c and v\ ants 
of man, has defied the rude shook of ages. The incendiarj' torcli of supersti- 
tion and despotism has been lighted to consume it, the combined armies of 
avarice and ambition have been marshaled to break down its bulwarks, and in 
this free country the vile demagogue and base political aspirant have sought to 
reach their selfish and ignoble ends over its prostrate ruins; but the mighty 
edifice still stands, surrounded by its massive battlements; the lire purified the 
building without marring the materials, the angry shocks of persecution wore 
rolled hack on the assailant.s, and the stately column and glittering spire still 
point upward, giving indication and hope to the weary traveler m life’s chock-

3 Ian has “a high destiny to work out on earth-nothing less than securing 
happiness in this life, and bli.ss beyond the grave. There are sorrows t lat no 
art can evade, no courage can overcome. Under the jncscnt con-titution of 
things, natural calamity is the ultimate end of the physical and oi-goanic laws of 
man’s existence. Sickness and death are the lot of all. lender infancy, bloom- 
ing beauty, vigorous manhood, and venerable ago sutler a common doom. But 
moral evil is the work of man. It is deduciblc from the light of nature, from 
experience and sound philosophy, as well as from the groat book of life, that 
the God of the Universe created nothing in wrath — nothing in the wild c.aprice 
of a sovereign will. The beauty, regularity, and harmony of the natural world 
show forth his goodness as well as his majesty and power. The bright garni- 
ture of nature, the fruits and flowers of earth, the glorious sun, the star-docked 
heavens, and the rich and mellow radi.ance of the evening sky, all proclaim bis 
tender mercy and parental lov'e. In the organization of man, his benev'olenco 
is still more conspicuous. The whole system of our nature, the nice adaptation 
of each portion of our mysterious mechanism to the end designed, the beautiful 
symmetry of the whole, the strange and wonderful union of matter and spirit, 
the capacity of mind, its mighty energies, the depth and force of tlie moral 
sentiments, the tender susceirtibilitics of human syrnjiathy, and the generous and 
enduring attributes of human affection, afford the most ample evidence that the 
primeval law of man was one of supreme happiness. But this law was broken. 
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Tlic beaut V of earth was marred. Its sunny landscapes were overshadowed by 
tTouds. Its fair surface, long fanned by gentle zephyrs and perfumed by the 
sweet odors of jiaradise, was now the theater of the whirlwind and the favorite 
ab(ale of noxious weeds and thorns and brambles. The human heart was made 
aeipiainted with sorrow and anguish. Evil was mingled with good, and sadness 
with jiloa-'iire. Innocence was corrupted by guile, and helplessness overwhelmed 
by violence. Heart no longer answered heart in the conlidencc of love. The 
sounds of rejoicing were hushed in the wailings of sorrow. Afan felt his 
weahness and exposure to danger, but conscious guilt made him fear to trust his 
God. 

It is the peculiar oflico of our divine and holy religion to redeem man from 
this awful curse, to remove from him the bondage of servile tear, to purity his 
atl'ections, and to elevate his hopes for immortal joys. But IMasonry claims to 
be an humble handmaid in this great work. Contemplating man as a sinner, 
she otters no sacrifices for expiation, holds forth no promises of pardon, but 
jioints him to the hopes of the gospel as the only sure and steadfast anchor to 
the soul. She seeks the will of God in revelation and nature, and meditates 
with delight on the harmony of the whole. In unbounded sovereignty, she sees 
no marks of a tyrant’s power. Each plan wears the impress of wisdom, each 
end of benevolence. The whole system appears to be a scheme of communi- 
cating good. But this is not an arbitrary system. It is regulated by laws 
boundless as sj-uicc and durable as the things upon which they operate. 

INfasonr}- joins religion in calling upon man to contemplate those law.s, to 
admire their union and proportion and adaptation to their mighty designs, and 
to obey their mandates. In the wise arrangements of nature, and the supreme 
excellence of God, she beholds wonders beyond the reach of numbers, above the 
cuiiaoily of science. Astronomy has measured the spacious system to which we 
belong — has ma]ipcd the heavens, surveyed the planet’s path, the sun’s course, 
and the residence of the lixed stars — but in vain she has plumed her wings to 
penetrate the mysteries of the still upward world and settle the awful heights in 
that far distant space “ where angels tremble as they gaze.” 

But 3fasonry stbps not with more invocation of the intellectual powers of 
man to seek delight in contemplating the grandeur of physical ntiture. In the 
relations of the moral universe, she points man to exhaustloss themes of thought, 
of gratitude and love in the mysteries of his own existence, in the harmonj- of 
his social connections, and in the benevolence of all the groat ends of his being. 
In his complex nature he beholds strength blended with weakness. Child of 
the dust and brother of the worm, he still pants for immortal joy.=, and the 
divinity that stirs within him gives him assurance that his soul shall never die. 
llis innate sympathies lead him to seek for pleasure in intercourse with his fel- 
low-man. Common in blessings and bereavements, success and calamities, he 
shares their joys and sorrows, and mingles with theirs his aspirations for heaven. 
Ill the plans of Deity ho secs the stern commands of justice delayed in their 
execution by the gentle pleadings of love, and in the extended chain of his 
moral relations is revealed to him the dignity and equity of the requirement to 
exorcise “ faith in God, hope in immortality, and charity to all mankind.” 

The prosperity and utility of our Order must depend on the faithfulness and

punctuality with which tlie responsibilities and duties growing out of tliosc 
relations arc met and fulfilled. If we fail to practice, iu our intercour.^e with 
the world and each other, the virtues that we boast, our professions are, indeed, 
“as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal.” 

“Charity is the richest jew'ol in the Masonic temidc.” It is not a more dis- 
position to visit the poor in their afllictions, to feed the hungry and clothe 
the naked, but it is a desire to promote universal happiness by the exercise of 
kindness and love. It is not on Ij- slow' to anger, and patient in tribulation, but 
is active in doing good. M'ithout its influence the world would be a blank, the 
earth a desert. The capacity for enjoyment w'ould exist, but there would be no 
means of filling it — the channels could be found, but there would be no living 
fountain to supply them — the seed might be scattered in the soil, but the parched 
earth would return no harvest. Life would be a sterile waste, without fruit, or 
flower, or verdure to cheer the traveler on his way, or to relieve the dreariness 
of its desolation. 

A well-regulated self-respect and a quiet, cheerful temper are essential ele- 
ments in every well-ordered plan of life. The mind is an independent empire, 
whose moans of prosperity and success are to bo found in its own internal 
resources. "Without cheerfulness and self-approbation there can be no advance- 
ment toward real good. So long as the mind is ovcrshadow'cd by the gloom of 
melancholy, and is visited by the reproaches of conscience and the stings of 
remorse, it is impossible that the consolations of tranquillity and hope should 
find a rc.sting-placc there, lienee wo find many seeking enjoyment where God 
has not placed it — in ignoble listlcssness, or in the baunts of vice, fjelf-dosjnsed 
or self-condemned, they take no part on the world’s busy stage, or fly from the 
harmony of fireside affection and the sweet endearments of domestic life, and 
seek to slake their thirst for happine.ss in the angry tumults of passion and the 
bitter strifes of appetite. 

A host of evils follow in the train of this lotting down the powers of the 
soul. Intemperance comes with its attendant evils — idleness and mi.scry, profli- 
gacy and crime — to lay waste the hopes of the palace and the peace of the cottage. 
It has been the shame and reproach of this great country. It has pervaded all 
classes and conditions of life — destroyed individuals, ruined families, corriqited 
the vital air of society, and threatened destruction to civil liberty itself. How 
many has it brought to degradation and misery w'ithin the recollection of each 
one of us? Have we not all witnessed the wasting away of the powers of the 
bodj' and the blasting of the energies of the soul under its withering influence 
until the manly form and the proud spirit were humbled in disease and crime 
and groveling appetite had supplanted every feeling of honor, until friend.ship 
had lost its confidence and love its sympathy, and the bitter griefs of wives and 
the helpless wailings of children pointed the stings of remorse without arousino- 
one effort to repentance, or exciting one generous struggle for amendment? In 
its terrible march, the proudest intellects are leveled to tlio dust, and the purest 
affections are dried ujr at their fountains, and the brave and the true, the beauti- 
ful and the pure, are made to share a common ruin with the base, the treacher- 
ous, and the vile. To arrest this fearful scourge is a work in which wo should 
all delight to engage. Much has been done in times past. By the united oxer- 
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tions of pliilantliropists and patidots of ali orders and professions, its awful 
ravages have been stayed for a season. But attempts arc now being made again 
to open the flood-gates of its pent-up wrath and bury beneath its angry billows 
the consolations of enfeebled agt‘, and the hopes of helpless, unofl’ending inno- 
cence. In this struggle, my brethren, let us not be content with a cold neutral- 
ity. AVe profess to bo friends of sobriety and order — to symj'atbize with 
unprotected wealuicss and unmerited suftering. AVc justly boast our deeds of 
mercy in visiting the poor in their atllietion, of wiping the tears from the 
widow's eyes and ministering to the sorrowing orphan in his bereavement. Let 
us now do more, by endeavoring to reclaim the drunkard and restore tranquillity 
and joy to the mother whose heart is rent with more than a widow’s griefs, and 
to the children whose timid glances and squalid looks betoken more than the 
orjdian’s pain and anguish. 

Let me recommend to you, brethren, punctuality in all your engagements, 
fidelity in all your trusts. AViihout these virtues wo can neither bo worthy 
Alasons nor good citizens. The love and practice of truth aro the bases of all 
society. Solitude, with all its fears and privations, would be far preferable to 
a state of suspicion and distrust. Confulenco is the soul of friendship, the 
animating spirit of domestic bliss. Falsehood engenders discord, strife, revenge, 
and all the malignant passions that cloud the moral sky and scatter thorns along 
the path of life. In all its forms it is man's most dangerous foe. It lost him 
the favor of his God, and brought down upon him all the heavy curse.s, the 
dark treachery, the groveling superstition, the grinding oppression, the blood- 
shed and crime that blacken the pages of history. The overthrow of the j'cace 
of families, the breaking asunder tbe ties of kindred, all the gnawing pangs of 
jealousy, the dark surmises of suspicion, the anxious fears of hatred, the inva- 
sion of private peace, and the disturbance of public tranquillity may bo traced 
to this groat enemy of human happiness. Truth, on the other hand, is the 
foundation upon which is cstablislicd the moral universe ; upon it rests the 
throne of God, the security and delight of heaven, the peace and joy of earth. 
If it were the universal and only language of man, p.aradise, lost by the fall, 
would hasten its return. Flowers would spring up in the garden of earth 
whoso beauties the frosts of winter could not fade, and whose odors the winds 
of time could not waste away. 

The practice of this virtue is enjoined in our ancient charges and Constitu- 
tions as a primary duty. In the presence of assembled hundreds, or at the .sacred 
altar, many of us have given the solemn pledge *'to bo good men and true, .and 
strictly to obey the moral law." Have we redeemed this pledge? If we have 
not, let us jjause in our career and contemplate the (‘onsoquonces of our want 
of fldelitj". Do wo not furnish occasion for our friends to mourn and o\ir ene- 
mies to rejoice? Do wo not undermine the very foundations of our own hap- 
piness? Habitual evil may harden the heart and render it less susceptible to 
the charms of moral excellence and the keen inflictions of compunction for 
ever-recurring guilt. But we should remember that even time brings its fear- 
ful reckonings in the loss of self-respect, and in the scorn and indignation of 
the virtuous, the wise, and the just. AVe should remember, too, the retributions 
beyond the grave, and resolve, for all coming time, to square our actions by 
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the rules of clutj* rve jirofess — rules that are saiictionccl hy the exiierienco of 
ages, the voice of nature, and the word of God. 

“Whilst we rejoice in the increasing strength and tranquillity of our Order, 
let us not forget tliat danger is mingled with the’ very elements ol our prospei it \ . 
The good man is not only void of distrust aiid suspicion, hut is alwaj’s anxious 
to share his joys with others. From this heautiful trait of character, it is much 
to be feared that unworthy men may ho admitted within the portal.-^ of oiu 
Masonic temple. This should not he done. The pleadings of sympathj .should 
never jjervert the counsels of justice. To evil and wicked-minded men theie 
can he no beauty in 3fasonrj'. Its precepts arc at war with their conduct its 
principles condemn the whole plan of tlieir lives. They arc, therefore, restless 
under restraint; become disorganizers by open acts ot disobedience; biing 
about contention and discord, and finally have to he suspended, or expelled, oi 
hang as a heavy dravr'back upon their brethren in all their efloits to ineicajso 
the happiness of mankind and improve and elevate the human character. The 
strength of every good government consists more in the cultirated intelligence 
and moral virtues of its people than in numbers. This ^\as hcaiitifulH illu.-- 
trated in our revolutionarj- struggle. In their appeal to arms, ns the final 
arbiter of their rights, our fathers trusted not so much to physical foice as 
to the justice of their cause, their enduring fortitude, and their manly com ago. 
Acting on this great truth, lot us turn a deaf ear to the ajiplication of all who 
arc unjust in their dealings, to the idle and the vicious, to the intemperate and 
the impious. In this way we will have the strength of unity and the harmony 
of confidence. 

As this is tlio first opportunity I have had of addressing you since my eleva- 
tion to the high oflice I now occupy, permit me to tender to you my g[‘iteful 
acknowledgments for vour generous confidence. I fee t la .im me e i cc oi 
my position more to the kindness and aflection of my brethren than to any 
deservings of my own. If Masonry has flourished under my care and .supei- 
vision, I claim no higher merit than luiving had a sinceie desiic to c i..f . 
my duty. Prom my coadjutors I have received efilciont sui)poit an( ait , anc 
in the Masonic zeal and fraternal sympathy of the officers and memboio of the 
subordinate Lodgds I have found the most cheering encouragement. 

Let us, my brethren, maintain and improve our present advantages. “There 
is a tide in the aifairs of men which, taken at the flood, leads on to fortune. ^ 
We are in that tide. The star of Masonry is now in the ascendant. -May its 
glories never fade, its brightness never grow dim; hut may its efiulgence con- 
tinue to increase until life’s last voyage shall have been performed, and the 
angel of death, standing on earth and sea, shall, in more than thunder-tones, 
proclaim “that there shall he time no longer.”

The Grand Lodge then adjourned itntil 9 o’clock to-morroAv 
morning.

October 7, 18-15: 2 p.m. 

The Grand Lodge met pursuant to adjournment. 

Present: M. W. Edwvnd Dillaiiunty in the chair; all the 
other Grand Officers in their respective places. 

A petition from J. L. Swanky, suspended by King Hiram Lodge, 
Ko. 7C, in the year 1830, was read, praying to be reinstated by 
this Grand Lodge to all the privileges of the Craft, as said King 
Hiram Lodge has long since demised. The petition Avas, on 
motion, referred to a committee of throe, consisting of Brothers 
Bate, Vaught, and Eainey. 

Brother SiiROPSiriRE, G. S. Vh, gave a Lecturo on the Iliird 
Decree, and Brother’ Adams a Lecture on the Second Degree of 
Hasonry. 

Brother Dillaiiunty, Grand Vaster, offered the follmving pre- 
amble and resolutions : 

■Whereas, At the Grand Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge, in 
the year 184-3, the Charter of Whiteside Lodge, No. 13, at Elountsvillo, Avas 
declared forfeited, and the Master of said Lodge ordered to return the same to 
the Grand Master; and Avhereas, before any official demand Avas made, said 
Lodge proceeded to ivork under said Charter, and has conferred Degrees, etc.; 
and Avhereas, said Lodge has made proper submission to the Grand Lodge, 
and expressed penitence and regret for the invasion of the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of Virginia, and has made due and proper returns to the present 
Grand Lodge ; and Avhereas, tlie application hy said Lodge to haA’c the censure 
removed, preferred by Brother Wm. E. Dulaney, W. M., breathes a truly 
Masonic spirit, and gives assurance that Masonry may again flourish there ; 
therefore. 

Resolved, That said resolution declaring said Charter forfeited he, and the same 
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is lioreby, rosciiulod, and that the work of said Lodge be ratified and confirmed 
by this Grand Lodge. 

liesoli-ed, farther, That said "Whiteside Lodge bo authorized to lieal Alasons 
made under color of its Oiarter in the State of A'irginia ; but said Lodge is 
not required to do this, but may exercise a discretion therein. 



^ AViikukas, At the Grand Annual Communication in 1838, llhea Lodge, Xo. 
•17, and Jvennedy Lodge, No. 03, \Yero ordered to be stricken from the list of 
subordinate Lodges working under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, for 
failing to make their annual returns; and whereas, said Lodges have, during 
the past year, under the advice and instruction of the 11. AV. l)ei)uty Grand 
Alaster, resumed work — the first under a Dispensatiim under said 11. A\". Deputy 
Grand Alaster, and the latter under its old Charter; and whereas, the Charters 
of said Lodges have never been ollieially demanded by any Ottlcer of this Grand 
Lodge ; therefore, 

Jicsolve</, That the proceedings and work of said Lodges be ratified and con- 
firmed by the Grand Lodge. 

J!cscilvcd, farther. That said Kennedy Lodge may apply for and obtain a 
Charter 'from the Grand Secretary, if the old Charter has been lost, upon pavin*^ 
the Secretary’s foes.

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that no brother has a 
right to the charities or privileges of the Order who Avithdraws from the Fra- 
ternity, and does not in any Avay contribute to its support, Avhoii he has the ability 
so to do. 

The resolution, on motion, aa'Us laid on the table. 

The folloAAdng report AA'as read : 

The committee to whom was referred that portion of the Grand JIastor’s 
Address which relates to the appointment of Deputy Grand Alasters in each 
ot the tin CO grand divisions of the State have given the subject a mature con- 
sideration, and beg leave to report that they find, from an examination of the 
Proceedings of your honorable body for several years j'ast, that the amendment 
to the Constitution uoav under consideration has received the sanction and had 
the recommendation of several of our recent Alost AA'orshipful Grand Alastcrs 
distinguished for their Masonic zeal and intelligence. Xour committee find 
noAvhere, cither in the records of your Proceedings or the ascertained sentiments 
of their brethren of the Grand Lodge now in attendance, any decided opposi- 
tion to it. The failure on the part of the subordinate Lodges to adopt it as a 
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piirt of their supremo law seems to have originated rather in its having hoen 
connected with other amendments deemed objectionable, or from its having been 
overlooked in the multiplicity of business of more immediate local interest, 
than from any eonvietion of its uselessness or inexpediency. Your committee, 
therefore, would respectfully recommend that the amendment be again sub- 
mitted to the subordinate Lodge.s, unencumbered by any other question. Tiie 
undersigned feel confident that when thus submitted the benefits it promises 
will be so apparent as to command prompt and favorable action. Among these 
benefits, not the least that may be expected will be the promotion of uniformity 
in the mode of work, and the pruning away of those “strange inventions of 
men’s fancies’’ which experience tells us are continually growing up ns ugly 
excrescences upon the body of the Order. A .spirit of inquiry will he excited 
by the visitations of intelligent Deputy Grand IMasters, which will not be sat- 
isfied with aught else than the “searching out of the old paths, to walk therein.’’ 

Your committee, however, forhear to enter upon the discussion of a measure 
which, from having been long before your honor.ablc body, is familiar to the 
minds of its members, and would beg to close this report by recommending 
for your adoption the following resolutions; 

“Resolved, That the Constitution of this Grand Lodge he so amended ns to 
authorize and require the annual appointment by the Grand IMaster of one 
Deputy Grand Master in each of the three grand divisions of the Stale, whose 
duty it shall be to visit the Lodges in their respective divisions, and otherwise 
to aid the Grand Master in the various duties appertaining to his office. 

“Resolved, That the subordinate Lodges be requested to take action thereon 
at their cai'liest convenience, and report the result to the Grand IMastcr; and 
if the amendment shall be adopted bj’’ the requisite number of Lodge.^^, the 1\I. 
^V. Grand Master shall, so soon as the fact is ascertained, appoint said Deputy 
Grand Masters, who shall immediately enter upon the duty of their offices.

The Committee on Di.<pensations atul By-laws beg leave to make the tiilloM'- 
ing report: That we have cxamineil the By-laws and I’roceedings of Dillahunty 
Lodge. No. 112. AVc are of ojiinion that they have an excellent code of By- 
laws, with a few exceptions — to wit: the Sth and 11th sections of the 4th 
article.® The semi-annual reports of the Treasurer and Secretary should be 
made at the meeting preceding the festivals, and not on those days. Section 
1st, article 5, jirovides no fee for initiation. This should be amended by insert- 
ing the sum to be paid therefor. In sections 2d and 3d, article 0, and section 4th 
of Buies of Order, we arc of opinion that wherever the word “ lines ” for otVenscs 
or omission of Alasonic duties occurs it .should bo stricken out. 

As to the record of the proceedings of said Lodge, wo arc of opmion that they 
should bo more particular in showing the ch'sing as well as the opening of each 
Degree, and that each Degree ascending should show that brethren of the Degree 
below had retired. 

AVo highly commend the brethren of this Dodge for their Alasonic zeal, and 
for correcting what we believe to bo errors. AVo cheerfully submit the fol- 
lowing resolution:

“Besoh-cd, That the sentence of expulsion be reversed, and that J. S. AIcGixxis 
bo suspended from Hess Lodge, No. 93, until ho makes due acknowled-monts 
to Hess Lodge, No. 93, and to Brother Hill.” 

Your committee beg leave farther to report that they have examined the case 
of E. 0. Cri.sp, of Clinton Lodge, No. 64, and although the record from said 
Lodge IS imperfect, and does not fully sot forth the proceedings had in the caso 
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yet, from the proof from the Lodge before your committee, they are of the 
opinion tliat the i^roof is sufliciently clear to bring them to the conclusion that 
E. C. Crisp has been guilty of gross unmasonic conduct, and that the ollensc 
was of such a character as to merit expulsion. They would, therefore, recom- 
mend the adojjtion of the following resolution:

all the other Grand Officers in their respective places. 

The follotving report was presented and read: 

The Committee on Dispensations beg leave farther to report that they have 
had the Proceedings and By-laws of the following Lodges under examination, 
to wit: 

Union Lodge, IS^o. 113. In the Ey-laws of this Lodge, -we think the excep- 
tions contained in the 1st section of tlie Gth article''" slioiild ho stiickeii out 
from the words “still a dissenting vote” to the cl(>se of the section, and insert 
in lieu thereof the words “ tlie W. ^raster shall declare the candidate iM'jectod. ^ 
Also, strike out the exception at the close of the 3d section of the 0th article.!* 
In the 7th section of the same article, J strike out the words “unless in case of 
emergency.” Section 4, article 6, the line imposed upon members for absenco 
should also be stricken out. The 2d section of the 10th article, and sections 1st 
and 2d of article 13, so far as relates to the taxing of visiting brethren, wo 
think should also bo stricken out. We find also contained in the Proceedings 



’•‘This section provides, as asnal, for the balloting on a petition for initiation, and if no dis- 
senting vote be given, the presiding officer sliall declare the candidate to be duly elected ; 
“if there shall be more tlian one dissenting vote, tlie presiding officer shall declare him 
rejected ; if there be but one dissenting vote, the balloting sliall be repeated; but if, upon the 
second lialloting, there be still a dissenting vote, the presiding officer shall call on the person 
giving the dissenting vote for an explanation.” 
tThis section provide.s that jjrcvious to the admission of a brother as a member of the 
Lodge, he “ shall produce a certificate of having paid all dues and arrearages to the Lodge 
of Avhioh he was last a member, except he belong to a Lodge not under the jurisdiction of the 
Gland Lodge under which we work.” 

X Provides that a candidate shall be neither “ passed nor raised until ho bo properly quali- 
fied, Unless in case of emergency.” 
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of siiitl Lodge some things wliich are at variance witli tlio requirements of this 
(Land Lodge — sucli, for instance, as receiving and acting upon petitions in the 
First Ilegrce; also, receiving and acting upon petitions for the Second Degree 
in the First; also, husincss relative to the funerals in the Second Degree; and 
also passing and raising a brother without examination .as to proficiency in 
open Lodge, and before the lapse of one month from taking the iireccding 
Degree. Although these irregularities are in direct violation of the rules of 
the Grand Lodge, yet \ve think the brethren of said Lodge are excusable on 
account of not being furnished with the Constitution and laws of this Grand 
Lodge, to enable them to pursue their work correctly. AVe would not be con- 
sidered as censuring the otlicers and menibers of this Lodge, but would advise 
them to amend their work in future; and, believing that they will cheerfully 
do so, we most respectfully recommend that a Charter be granted to the mem- 
bers of said Lodge. 

AVe have also examined the By-laws and proceedings of Benton Lodge, Xo. 
111. In the Bv-laws of this Lodge the same objection jwesents itself as in 
Dillahunty Lodge, Xo. 112 — (hat of transacting ordinary business on the festi- 
vals of the St. Johns; also, as to the fines, as pointed out in Xo. 113. The latter 
clause of the 1st section of the 5lh article should be stricken out. AA'o believe 
that no case of emergency can arise where a subordinate I.odgo would be 
authorized to receive a petition fitr the First Degree, act upon it, and confer the 
Degree at the same meeting, without a Dispensation from the AI. AY. Grand 
Alaster. As to the proceedings of this Lodge, we find that some irregularity 
exists in transacting business in the Degrees below the Third Degree; that in 
opening the several Degrees this Lodge has not shown that the members ot the 
Degrees below had retired. AYe also find that the members of this Lodge have 
chfcted the otlicers of their Lodge for the purpose of having the officers elect 
inserted in their Charter, and this, too, while working ui-.dor a Dispensation. 
A Lodge working under Dispensation cannot elect officers before a Charter is 
granted; but ns this was a more designation of the persons they wish to rule 
over them, they can sec no harm in it. AYith the above o.xceptions, we think 
their code of B^-laws are good, and that they exhibit commendable zeal in 
their work. AYe therefore recommend that the Grand Lodge furnish them a 
Charter. 

AYe have also examined the proceedings and By-laws of Lawrenceburg Lodge, 
Xo. 101. In section 6, article 1,® wc think that all elections to Degrees should 
be at a stated mooting of the Lodge; that all fines should be stricken out ; also, 
the latter clause of the 2d section of the 3d article. t And as to the proceed- 
ings, from the examination that we have been able to make (being badly 
written), we think they are tolorablj- correct. AYe therefore recommend that 
a Charter be granted this Lodge. 

AYe have also examined the By-laws and proceedings of St. John’s Lodge, 



^'This section provides that at special or called meetings, “upon cases of emergonev (a 
majority of the brethren comjiosing the Lodge being prc.«en(), they may elect to tlie Seoonil 
and Tliird Degrees ” applicants for advancement. 

f Provides tli.at all candidates for advanoenient siiall be •‘examined in the prceediiig De- 
gree, in open Lodge, or liis qualifications attested liy some brother of known abilitic.s.” 
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Ho. 103, a7id find cverj- thing correct and as it .should he. "SVe therefore rc.speet- 
fully recommend that a Charter he granted said Lodge. 

tVe have al.so e.xamined the I3y-la\v.s of Centerville Lodge, Ho. 110, and find 
them correct; and also their return, which we also find correct. They have 
not, however, sent up a copy of their work. They desire a renewal of their 
Dispensation. From all we can discover, we would respectfully recommend 
that their request be granted. 

We have examined the By-laws of Whiteside Lodge, Ho. 13, and think that 
the words “unless in ease of emergency,” in the 1st section of the 3d article,® 
should he stricken out.

ARTICLE I. 

Of the Grand Lodye. 

Snc. 1. The Grand Lodge shall consist of the following Officcr.s — viz.: M, 
W. Grand Master, R. W. Doputj" Grand IMastci', R. W. Grand SonioiAVarden, 
R. W. Grand Junior Warden, R. W. Grand Treasurer, R. M . Gi’and Sccretarj-, 
M. Rev. Grand Chaplain, R. W. Grand Senior Deacon, R. W. Grand Junior 
Deacon, R. W. Grand Sword-bearer, R. W. Grand Mar, dial, R. W. Gi-aiid Pur- 
suivant, R. W. Grand Steward, R. W'. Grand Tb'Icr; and al.so of the 1 ast 
Grand and Deputy Grand Master.?, Past Grand Senior and Past Grand Junior 
Wardens, and Past Masters of regular Lodges who shall have presided over a 
Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge six months, whilst thej' con- 
tinue members of a Lodge under this jurisdiction, and the Representatives of 
subordinate Lodges. 

Sec. 2. The Masters and Wardens of all Lodges under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge .shall bo the Representatives of such Lodges in the Grand 
Lodge, bj' virtue of their respective offices; but in all cases where the Master and 
Wardens cannot give their personal attendance, thoj' may appoint their proxj' 
or proxies; and if, by reason of absence from home, or from anj' other cause 
whatever, thej' shall fail to appoint, special Representatives may be appointed 
by a resolution of said Lodge; and such Representatives .shall bn entitled to all 
the privileges which belong to the Master and Wardens when acting as the 
Representatives of their re.spective Lodges. 



* Provides for the bnlloting upon a petition for initiation, in case of emergency, at the 
same meoling at which it is presented. Tlie rule of the Grand Lodge upon this head is im- 
jicrative: i)otitions for initiation must be presented at a stated meeting, and lie over until the 
next stated meeting. 
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Sec. 3. Xo poi-soii simll be appointed to represent a subordinate Lodge in the 
Grand Lodge unless bo shall be a blaster Aiason, and a inciubor of some regular 
Lodge under this jurisdiction; and when any Itcprcsentative has been received 
and recognized as such by the Grand Lodge, he shall not be superseded bv the 
oHicers of the Lodge he rei)rosonts. * 

Sec. 4. The Grand I.odgc shall bo held once in each year, in the town of 
Xashville, on the first .Monday in October, and may continue in session as long 
as the good of Alasonry may require. Such meeting shall be called the Grand 
Annual Communication. 

Sec. 5. The Grand Lodge shall not be opened for the transaction of business 
unless there shall be present the llcprescntatives of five regular Lodges. Should 
there not be a suitlcient number of Lodges represented on the day appointed 
for the meeting of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Afaster, for the time being, 
shall have power to adjourn the Lodge from day to day until a sufficient num- 
ber shall be in attendance. 

Sec. 0. The Grand Alastcr shall have full power to call special meetings of 
the Grand Lodge, whenever, in his opinion, the interest of the Fraternity may 
require, taking care that timely notice be given to the subordinate Lodges of 
the time and place of holding such meetings. 

Sec. 7. The Grand Lodge, when convened agreeably to the provisions of this 
Constitution, shall have the right and power to make all such rules and regula- 
tions for the government of the Fraternity as may be deemed necessary ''by a 
majority of the Lodge; provided the same shall not conflict with the ancient 
Constitutions and landmarks of ilasonrj’. Such rules and regulations shall be 
binding upon all Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 8. The Grand Lodge shall have power to receive and hear appeals, redress 
grievances, and remove complaints of subordinate Lodges; grant Charters to 
new' Lodges; issue warrants of Dispensation; reprove and punish the miscon- 
duct of subordinate Lodge.s, and do all things necessary for the promotion of 
the honor and dignity of the Order, and the good of the Fraternity. 

Sec. t». The Oflicors of the Grand Lodge shall be elected, or appointed (as 
hereinafter provichj(l), at the Grand Annual Communication, in October of each 
and every year, and no person shall bo eligible to the offices of Grand IMaster 
Deputy Grand Master, Grand Senior M arden, Grand Junior "Warden, Grand 
Treasurer, and Grand Secretary, unless he shall have passed the chair in some 
icgulat Lodge, and shall, jit the time of his election, be a member of some reg- 
ular Lodge subordinate to this Grand Lodge. To either of the other offices, 
JIastor Masoms, being at the same time members of a regular Lodge under this 
juri.sdiction, may bo eligible. 

Sec. 10. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Senior Warden, 
Grand Junior Warden, Grand Secretary, and Grand Treasurer shall be chosen 
by ballot. The Grand Chaplain, Grand Senior Deacon, Grand Junior Deacon, 
Grand Swoul-bearer, Grand Marshal, Grand Steward, Grand Pursuivant, and 
Grand Tjdcr shall bo appointed by the Grand Master, and said .appointments 
shall be entered on the Minutes of the Grand Lodge.

Sec. 12. In the election of Grand Ma.ster, the last Grand IMa.stor, if eligi ilo, 
shall he’ among the number of candidates, unless ho shall decline .v icclection, 
and no vote shall he counted which may ho given for any brother who may not 
he in nomination; nor shall any nomination he considered good ludcss it has 
heen seconded.

5th. A committee of live members, who shall bo appointed to hear appeals 
and grievaucc.=, examine into the same, and report thereon to the Grand Lodge. 

Cth. A committee tif three members on foreign communications. 

7lh. A committee of three members on unfinished business. 

The Grand .Master may apiioint other committees, ns circumstances shall 
require. 

Sec. 1G. In case any oftice in this Grand Lodge shall become vacant by death, 
resignation, removal from the State, or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled 
bv the Grand INfaster for the time being, by a commission under his band and seal. 

Sec. 17. The Grand Lodge shall choose, by ballot, at each Annual Communi- 
cation, a well-informed brother, whoso duty it shall be to prepare and deliver, 
at the Grand Annual Communication subsequent to that at which he may be 
appointed, a Masonic Oration, illustrating the principles of Freemasonry and 
the duties of iMasons; and the brother so chosen shall be called the Grand 
Orator. 



ARTICLE IT. 



Of ihc Duties of Grand 0;l}lccrs. 

Sec. 1. At, each annual or other meeting of the Grand Lodge, the Grand 
31astcr, if present, shall indispensably fill the chair; in his absence, the 
l)o|iiity Grand Alaslcr; in the ab.sonco of both, the Grand Senior M arden; and 
in the absence of these, the Grand Junior M arden. In ca&c of the ab--once of 
all the beforementioned Otliccrs, the oldest Grand Otliccr present shall till the 
chair, unless there shall be present a Past Grand or Deputy Grand ilaster. 

Sec. 2. It shall bo the duty of the Grand blaster to take upon himself the 
general superintendence of the Lodges throughout the State, and see that no 
innovations are committed upon the ancient landmarks; and in order that the 
business of the Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge may bo conducted with 
proper regularity, it shall bo the duty of the Grand blaster, on convenient 
occasion.s, to visit the Lodges under his jurisdiction, examine their work, and 
give such instructions ns may to him seem to bo right and proper, first giving 
such Lodges timely notice of his approach. 

Sec. 3. In case it is not convenient for the Grand Master to visit the subor- 
dinate Lodges, ho may appoint, under his hand and seal, one or more approved 
and skillful brothers to visit said Lodges in his stead, and the brothers thus 
appointed shall make a written report to the Grand blaster previously to the 
Grand AnnVial Communication; and the Grand Lodge may, from time to time, 
make the necessary provisions to defray the expenses of such visitations. 

Sec. 4. If, during the recess of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Jlaster shall 
receive information of the improper or disorderly conduct of any Lodge under 
this jurisdiction, it shall bo his duty to inquire into the same; and, on being satis- 
fied that such conduct has been improper or disorderly, he shall have full power 
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and authority to suspend sucli Lodge until the next meeting of the Grand 
Lodge, -when he shall lay before the Grand Lodge the reasons for such suspen- 
sion. 

Skc. 5. In case of the death, resignation, or removal of the Grand Master, 
the Deputy Grand Master shall succeed to all his duties and functions, and dis- 
charge the same until the next Annual Communication. 

Sr:c. C. The Grand Secretary shall keep a fair and true account of the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Lodge, which shall he entered in a book or books, to bo 
provided for that imrpose, after such jjrocecdings shall bo duly ratified in open 
Grand Lodge. 

Skc. 7. Xo Warrant, Charter, Certificate, or other instrument of writing from 
this Grand Lodge, shall be of any validity unless attested by the signature of 
the Grand Secretary, with the seal of the Grand Lodge afil.xed. 

Skc. 8. All record.s, books, papers, seal, etc., kept by the Grand Secretary, 
shall be the property of the Grand Lodge. The books, records, and other 
papers shall be at all times subject to the inspection of the Grand ^Master, or 
committees of the Grand Lodge, and shall be delivered up by the Grand Secre- 
tary whenever called for. 

Sec. 9. The Grand Secretary shall attend all meetings of the Grand Lodge 
personally, or by his Deputy (who shall bo a member of the Grand Lodge), 
with the books and papers belonging to his ofllcc. 

Sec. 10. The Grand Secretary shall receive a stated salary for his services 
while in attendance upon the Grand Lodge, and for his care and attention in 
the preservation of the books and papers of the Grand Lodge. He shall like- 
wise receive the following fees: 

He shall be paid In' the parties employing him, for cojjying record.s, files, and 
proceedings of the Grand Lfxlgc, or any instrument of writing emanating from 
the Grand Lodge, ten cents for c’.'cry hundred r\ordsj and shall also receive 
from the parties employing him one dollar for affixing his seal to any instru- 
ment of writing they may require. 

Ho shall also receive for everj’’ Charter or Dispensation issued by the Grand 
Master or the Grand Lodge, the sum of two dollars, to bo paid b}' the Lodge 
procuring such Charter or Dispensation ; but he shall not be-allowed any foe 
for affixing his seal of office to any instrument of writing which may bo 
required by the Grand Lodge for its use. 

Sec. 11. The Grand Treasurer must bo a brother of good worldly substance 
and to him shall be committed the moneys belonging to the Grand Lod<'-n. Ho 
shall account to the Grand Lodge for all moneys received by him, and shall not 
pay any monej' without the order of the Grand IMastcr, or of the Stewards of 
the Grand Charity Lund, or the special order of the Grand Lodge, certified by 
the Grand Secretary. 

Sec. 12. The Grand Treasurer, on the first day of the Grand Annual Com- 
munication, shall present to the Grand Lodge a statement of the receipts and 
disbursements during the last year, exhibiting the balance in his hands- which 
account shall bo examined and reported upon by a committee appointed for that 
purpose. On going out of office, the Grand Treasurer shall forthwith pa,y over 
to his successor the balance which may be due from him to the Grand Lodge. 
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Sec. lo. It sliall be the duty of the Grand Cliaplain to attend the meetings 
of the Grand Lodge, and open and clo.=e tlio same by prayer; ho shall also pre- 
pare and deliver appropriate sermons whenever requested by the Grand Lodge 
or the Grand ^faster. 

Sec. II. The Grand Steward shall attend the meetings of the Grand Lod"o 
and furnish such refreshments ns may bo required, and the Grand Tyler .shall 
attend every call of the Grand iMastor, and bo present at each meeting of the 
Gratid Lodge; and for their services they shall be paid, from time to time, as 
the Grand Lodge may direct. 

AETICLE III. 



Of Subordiiiaie Lodffcs. 



Sec. 1. Every Lodge subordinate to this Grand Lodge shall transmit, at each 
Annual Communication, the names of its otlicors and members, with a list of 
all who have boon initiated, passed and raised, admitted, died, withdrawn, sus- 
pended, cx])cl!ed, and restored, agreeably to a form which shall bo furnished bv 
the Grand Secretary, together with such otiier information .as will exhibit the 
true condition of the Lodge. 

Sec. 2. Xo new Charter shall be granted unless upon application of at least 
seven known and ajiproved lifastor :Masons; nor shall any Dispensation be 
granted by the Grand IMastor unless upon the petition of at least seven known 
and appIo^od blaster ^Masons, which petition shall bo recommended by the 
noaicst Lodge. !Nor shall any Dispensation (>r Charter be granted in anj* town 
or city where one or more Lodges arc already established, except on petition 
signed by at least seven ilastor IMasons, which petitions shall sot forth reasons 
for such now Lodge which shall be satisfactory to the Grand Lodge or the 
Grand Sfastcr. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Lodge shall have power, from time to time, to make 
such assessments for revenue on the subordinate Lodges as it may deem 



necessary. 

Sec. 4. Every Association of 3Iasons, who shall obtain a Dispensation for a 
new Lodge, shall pay for such Dispensation the sum of five dollars, together 
■with the faithcr sum of two dollars to the Grand Sccretarv for engrossino. the 
same ; and on obtaining a Charter, they shall pay the sum of twenty dollars, 
together with the farther sum of two dollars to the Grand Secretary for engross- 
ing the same and aflixing the seal of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 5. ISTo subordinate Lodge slndl change the place of meeting of said 
Lodge without the consent of a majority of the members of such Lodge; nor 
shall anj Lodge surrender its Charter without the consent of a majority of said 
Lodge. 



Sec. 0. Befoio the vote of any Lodge can bo taken on the removal of a 
Lodge fiom the place mentioned in the Charter, or the surrender of its 
Charter, it shall be the duty of the blaster of such Lodge to cause 'writ- 
ten notices to be delivered to each member of the Lodge, if practicable 
setting forth the intention to remove or dissolve such Lodge, in order that 
each member may be full}’- aj^prised of such intention. Such notice shall bo 
given at least one month previously to any vote being given; but no Lodgo 
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shall bo removed, after a resolution of removal shall have passed, 'without the 
approval of the Grand Master during the recess of the Grand Lodge, or of the 
Grand Lodge, if in session. 

Sec. 7. Every Lodge which shall surrender its Charter, or he di.=soU cd hy 
order of the Grand Lodge, shall forthwith deliver to the Grand Secretary all 
the books, paper.?, jewels, funds, and other property of the Lodge, to bo appro- 
priated as the Grand Lodge may determine. 

Sec. 8. Any subordinate Lodge under this jurisdiction which shall fail to bo 
represented in this Grand Lodge f.n- two successive Annual Communications, 
or shall be in arrears to the Grand Lodge for two years, shall bo suspended 
until such Lodge shall appear, by its Kepresenfatives, and pay up or be released 

from all arrearages. . 

Sec 9 Any Lodge failing to attend the Grand Lodge, hy its Eepresentatives, 

or shall be in arrears, as stated in the foregoing section, shall bo notified by the 
Grand Secretary to appear at the next Annual Communication, and if any 
Lodge thus notified shall fail or refuse to appear, it shall be stricken from, the 

list of Lodges, and its Charter 'withdrawni. , ,, , , • 

Sec. 10. The election of officers of subordinate Lodge.? shall be held, in each 
Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, at least once in each year, 
and the installation of such officers shall take place as soon thereaftei ua may 
be convenient. 

Sec. 11. In all cases of appeal from a subordinate Lodge to the Grand 
Lodem, it shall be the duty of the Master of such Lodge forthwith to cause a 
copt^of such proceedings to be forwarded to the Grand Secretary, that the same 
nn V in due time, be laid before the Grand Lodge. The testimony taken before 
suci. Lodge, so far as the same may be commiUed to wr. ing, must accompany 
such proceedin-TC and this Grand Lodge, acting in such case as a couit of 
SUCH p oc pvidcnce not committed to writing, which 

appeal, shall receive also any parole cMacnce, no 

was used upon the original trial of the cause; but no new testimony shall be 
heard on appeal; that the Grand Lodge when m session, or the Grand 

Master in recess, may appoint a committee of one or more person.?, upon the 
application of the party appealing, to take any additional testimony that may 
be necessary for the purposes of justice, after giving due notice; 'which testi- 
mony shall become a part of the record in the cause. 

Sec. 12. The Grand Lodge shall have power to establish a uniform rule as to 
the minimum sums to be paid in the several subordinate Lodges within the 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, for entering, passing, and raising a brother; 
and in all cases the sums required for each Degree separately shall be paid into 
the bands of the Secretary before the Degree shall be conferred. 



AETICLE IV. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Charity Fund shall consist of all the moneys in the hands 
of the Grand Treasurer, after defraying the current and incidental expenses of 
the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Charity Fund shall ho under the direction of the M. W. 
Grand Master, Grand Senior and Grand Junior Wardens, who shall be called 
the Stewards of the Grand Chariby Fund, and shall have power, any one or 
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more of tlioni, to clrnw orders upon the Gratul Tre.asurer from time to time as 
cireiimstiinces mav reejuiro ; provided they sliall not draw more tlian fifty dollars 
at anv one time, or for the same oLject; and tliey sliall report at each Annual 
Communication the amount of moneys dishur.<ed by them. 

Srx. 3. iN'o amendment of this Constitution shall he made until the same, after 
hein" proposed in writing to the Grand Lodge, and concurred in hy at least 
two-thirds of the members present, shall have been submitted to the considera- 
tion of all the subordinate Lodges, and approved by at least two-thirds thereof. 
,\nd amendments thus made and adopted shall become a part of this Constitu- 
tion to all intents and purposes. 

The folloAvingvcsolutions-worooffored aiubunanimously adopted : 

nesolrcd, That the foregoing Constitution shall be forthwith submitted to the 
subordinate Lodges, who arc hereby reejuested, at the fir^t meeting after its lecep- 
tion, or as soon thereafter ns practicalfic, to take the same into consideration, 
and report their action to the Grand Master. 

Iiesolcec/, That as soon ns the Grand iMaster is informed of its approval by 
two-thirds of the working Lodges under this jurisdiction, he shall address a 
circular to the respective Lodgc.s, declaring said Constitution to be in full force 
and ctl’ect. 

Brother Dillahunty, Gr. 5E., olTorod the following resolution; 



Jicsohed, That so much of a resolution, passed at the Grand Annual Commu- 
nication in 1842, as requires subordinate Lodges working under the jurisdic- 
tion of this Grand Lodge to charge ton dollai's for conferring the Degree of 
Entered Apprentice, live dollars for the Degree of Follow Craft, and ten dollars 
for the sublime Degroo of Afastcr Alason, be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 

Tlic resolution was unanimouslj' adopted. 

On motion of Brother Poston, it was 



Resolved, That in case the new Constitution bo adopted, the Grand IMastor, 
at the time of announcing the adoption thereof, shall appoint a committee of 
throe, whoso duty it shall bo to revise the By-laws of this Grand Lodge, and 
make report at the next Grand Annual Communication. 



The Grand Lodge then adjourned itntil 9 o’clock to-morrow 
morning. 



By the siieeial order of the M. W. Grand Master, a Convocation 
of Past Masters was called at night, Brother James Grizzard in 
the chair. Brother Hugh Forgey, Master elect of Benton Lodge, 
Ko.

Brother IIoaa'ard moA-ed to take up the folloAving resolution, 
offered by him yesterday and laid on the table: 

Resolved, That no brotlier has a riglit to tlie cliarities or privilege.? of the 
Order Avho Avithdraws from the Fraternitj', and docs not in any Avay contribute 
to its support, Avhen he has the ability so to do. 

The resolution Avas taken up, and, on motion, referred to the 
next Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge. 

The folloAving report Avas then presented by the Committee on 
Foreign Correspondence: 

Tlie Committee on Eoreign Correspondence beg leave re-spcctfully to report 
that they have had before them the printed Proceedings of the Grand Lode-os 
of the States of Kentucky, Alabama, ^Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkan.sas IMi^souri 
Illinois, Indiana, Maine, Neiv Hampshire, Connecticut, Rhode I.sland New 
York, Virginia, 3Iaryland, North Carolina, Georgia, Florida, the Territory of 
3Visconsin, and the Republic of Texa.=; also, letters of special correspondcnco 
from the Grand Lodges of Pennsylvania, the Republic of Texas and the Pro- 
vincial Grand Lodge of Bengal, at Calcutta. 

Your committee are very far from feeling themselves privileged to announce 
in stereotyped phrase that they find “nothing special” demanding their atten- 
tion, or the attention of this Grand Lodge. 3Vhatever is connected Avith the 
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history of our ancient and honorable Fraternity — whatever tells of its harmony 
and prosperity, the benelicent influence of its fraternal genius, or the unfortun- 
ate dissensions, jar.s, and schisms, perverse irregularities and relaxed discipline, 
and the causes and conseciuences connected with these several vicissitudes of 
good or ill fortune — can but be matter of interesting consideration to every cor- 
dial lover of the Order, every enlightened philanthropist, every intelligent 
friend of humanity. Your committee, however, are painfully impressed with 
a sense of their inability to do justice to the many topics of interest to the 
Fraternity embraced in the variety of communications before them, within the 
brief space of time usually allotted to their labors by this Grand Lodge. They 
would, therefore, recommend that a standing committee of five be appointed at 
each Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge (the chairman to reside in 
Kashville), whoso duty it shall be to take charge of all foreign communications 
to the Grand Lodge, and report thereon ; to open a correspondence with the 
Grand Lodges in the United States, and in foreign countrie.s, in order that any 
existing points of diflereneo may be reconciled, that the Craft may be instructed, 
and the bonds of fraternal union strengthened; and that suitable compensation 
be made to the chairman of said committee by this Grand Lodge for his services. 

e shall begin our review of the voluminous correspondence before us by a 
reference, according to the foregoing enumeration, to the Proceedings of our 
sister Grand Lodge of the State of 

IvE.vrucKY. — The Institution of llfasonry appears to be prospering within 
hei boideis. FTo less than eighty-three subordinate Lodges are reported as 
working by Charter under her jurisdiction, and one under Dispcns.ation — 
seventy-six of which are reported as making regular annual returns to the 
Grand Lodge in the printed Proceedings before us. IVe And no distinct state- 
ment of their aggregate nieinborsliij) or tlieir ]'ast year's work, and we have not 
time to compute it from the detached report.s of the subordinate Lodges. '\Vo 
will take leave hero to suggest that im)iorfant facilities would bo furnished for 
the dissemination of Masonic intelligence bj- prefixing (or appending) to each 
Annual Grand Lodge report a condensed .statement of the whole number of 
subordinate Lodges working by Charter or under Dispensation from the Grand 
Lodge, and the number represented, the pay-roll, the number of members, as 
far as the s.aine may be ascertained, and the past year’s work within her juris- 
diction ; and we respectfully request that our Grand Secretary bo instructed to 
furnish to the Craft this profitable example in his next annual report. 

^The absorbing topic of interest which wo observe in the Proceedings of the 
ICentiick} Gland Lodge is the active and energetic progress she is making in 
the cause of education — contemplating liberal and comfortable provision for a 
large number of the children of indigent and deceased IMasons and others — a 
duty which, whether wo view it in the threefold light of a Christian, a moral, 
and a social oblig.ation, or as the merest dictate of calculating and enlightened 
self-interest, is alike binding on us as men and patriots, of a common brother- 
hood and oommon destiny; which cries aloud in behalf of indigence and ignor- 
ance in every clime, but especially in this, our own free, blessed, and happy 
America, where libert}^ hath yet sometliing more than a name, and whore if 
ever her vestal fires are put out, her funeral dirge will be chanted liy the 
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demon of ignorance and the furies of ill-governed passion. Hut let us not 
multiply words. Let us look to the “good works” of our sister Grand Lodge, 
and emulate her example. 

3Iore than twelve months since, the Grand Lodge of Kentucky came into 
possession of property in Lagrange, Kentucky, in a salubrious and healthy 
situation, consisting of a new, commodious, and rather elegant brick building, 
two stories high, and well arranged for educational purposes, erected at a cost 
of §4,500, including the two lots of ground on which it stands, and endowed 
with a fund of §0,000, the whole coming to them under cover of the will of 
the lately deceased proirrietor, subject to this one condition on the j>art of the 
testator: that there should be established and kept up an efficient school upon 
the prcmise.s, to which the sons of the citizens ol tlie county and town might 
be sent as pay-pupils. Solvent subscriptions to the amount of §10,850 have 
been obtained toward a farther endowment, chicllj" from the subordinate Lodges 
of Kentuckj', besides donations in book.s, maps, etc., to a handsome amount, 
and about one thousand minoralogical specimens for the cabinet of the institu- 
tion. Competent teachers are already omplo 3 'ed in the prepaiatoi j and collegi- 
ate departments, and the institution closed its last session in August vith one 
hundred and twentj'-seven pupils; the teachers, deriving their comjicnsation 
chieflj' or entirely from paj'-scholars, arc educating a number of indigent iMasonic 
children in consideration of the facilities for teaching furnished bj' the school. 
The Grand Lodge of Kentucky arc sanguine of ultimate success in building up 
a 3Iasonic school of high grade, and ask the cooperation of neighboring sister 
Gi-and Lodges. As this subject has been submitted specially to another com- 
mittee, we make in connection with it no definite recommendation; yet we can 
but cordially commend the spirit of “liberal benevolence and d.fl'us.vc charity” 
which marks the progress of this laudable entcipiisc. 

The Grand Lodge has also taken some preliminary steps for the csfabli.^hment, 
in Lagrange, of a Masonic female academy of like cliaracter, a suitable lot and 
building having been tendered them ujion like conditions. M cdo not discorer 
that anj- definito action has been taken by the Grand Lodge upon thi.s prop- 
osition. 

Alabama.^ — The Minutes of the last Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge of Alabama show a list of sixtj’-threo Lodges in the State, thirt3'-two of 
which appear to have been represented. Their proceedings evince a laudable 
zeal for tbe honor and welfare of the Fraternitv' on the part of those ]>resont; 
and we admii'c the energetic tone of rebuke and reproof which characterizes 
their proceedings against Masonic infidelit 3 ' and insubordination. The 3 ' adopt 
the Eepresentative S 3 ’stem, and sanction the establishment of a Grand National 
Masonic Convention, to assemble trionniall 3 A and to exercise a general super- 
vision over the “work” of the several Grand Lodges in the United States. They 
submit the cause of education to the care of the subordinate Lodges throughout 
the State, exhorting them to provide and set apart, respectivel 3 ', a special fund 
from their accruing fees to bo devoted exclusively to this purpose. 

Mississippi. — We have before us a voluminous record of one hundred and 
fifteen pages, entitled “An extract from the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of 
Mississippi^ I 845 j” from which it appears that thirt 3 '-threo Lodges were repre- 
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soiUchI, iiiicl the “pay-roll” iiulicates a highly gratifying condition of the Craft 
within her borders. 

Locisiaxa. — From the annual statement of the Grand Secretary, it appears 
that there are in the State of Louisiana twenty subordinate Lodges, of which 
eleven were rei'rcsented. AVe have no detailed minutes of their proceedings 
before us, and would he happy to cultivate a more c.xtensive aciiuaintanco with 
our brethren of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana. 

Akkaxsas. — AVe take pleasure in extending the hand of Atasonie fellowship 
to our pioneer brethren of the Grand Lodge of Arkansas. The general spirit 
of their proceedings evinces a laudable concern for the welfare of the Craft 
and the advancement of Alasonry. We regret that they have cause to complain 
of one-half the Grand Lodges in the L'nited States. AVe hope all will hence- 
forth vindicate their own claims to Atasonie courtesy, by heartily responding to 
the calls of our younger sister in the AVost for Alasonic light and knowledge. 
Their Atinutes show seven Lodges represented. 

AVo are of opinion that the Grand Lodge of Arkansas has established a prec- 
edent of doubtful authority, and more than doubtful expediency, in authorizing 
the oflicers elect of Afount Zion, a subordinate Lodge under her jurisdiction, to 
proceed to work without the ceremony of regular installation. Irregularities 
like this (for such wo feel bound to regard it), sanctioned by high authority, 
and passed without censure from any quarter, must tend to bring about a lax- 
ness of discipline, if it docs not bring about a spirit of actual insubordination, 
in a very high degree prejudicial to the best interests of the Fraternity. 

AVe extract the following paragraph from their elaborate and wnll-written 
report on foreign corrcsi)ondcnce, and ask the attention of this Grand Lodge to 
the positioir assumed: 

“It appears from the same (Alaryland) report that, by the Constitution® of 
the Grand Lodge of Tonnc.=sec, a largo and very respectable denomination of 
]irofessing Christians are excluded from the benefits of Alasonry in that State. 
This feature in their Constitution is condemned by their committee, and your 
committee believe it to bo contrary to the great principles of our Order to 
exclude anj' who declare their belief in the existence of God.” 

No other Lodge in the United States, we believe, requires or sanctions the 
tost hero referred to; and it may bo well for the Grand Lodge of Tennessee 
seriously to consider whether it is not an infraction of the ancient usages and 
landmarks of Alasonrj' — to abandon the position, or vindicate it with becoming 
earnestness and cfllciencjn Your committee, however, do not intend, in this 
report, to express any opinion on this question. 

Alissotinr. — AA'c over hail with pleasure the Proceedings of the energetic and 
highly re.spoctable Grand Lodge of Alissouri. AA^e congratulate them upon the 
actual organization of the Alasonic College of Alissouri, and fervcntl}' wi.sh for 
it a long career of honorable usefulness and prosperit}'. The work is, upon the 
whole, in a healthy, flourishing condition within their borders. Fortj'-two subor- 
dinate Lodges Avero represented, numbering eight hundred and four members. 

• In the By-laAvs of the Alissouri Grand Lodge is a provision requiring Alasons 



’-This regulation is a part of the By-haws, not of the Constitution, of the Grand Lodge of 
Tennessee. 
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who nrc not members of a subordinate Lodge to pay over three dollars annually 
to the Grand Lodge, to be deposited in her Education Fund and appropriated 
exclusively to educational purposes. It has been suggested by eminent mem- 
bers of the Fraternity that a more summary, convenient, and equally eflicient 
remedy would be to know them no longer as Masons— to regard them as having 
forfeited all claim to the peculiar charities and courtesies of the Order which 
they will not contribute to support. The obligations of Masonr_y, it is freely 
conceded, arc perpetual in themselves; but, like all other moral obligations, to 
be operative, must be reciprocal. And wo deem it worthy the consideration of 
this Grand Lodge, and the subordinate Lodges working under her jurisdiction, 
whether it is not comjretent to arraign and try a delinquent brother upon the 
specific charge of refusing to contribute to the general fund of the Order. 

IVe find in the able report of the Grand Lodge of ^Missouri on foreign cor- 
respondence the following, which we recommend to the mature consideration 
of the members of this Grand Lodge, and of the subordinate Lodges working 
under her jurisdiction : 

“Another subject of vita! importance appears to have claimed the attention 
of sevci'al of our sister Grand Jjodges: ‘The exclusion ot the »T(uv.s from the 
privileges of iMasonry,’ on account of their rejection of the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity. This practice has been adopted by some of our Germanic brethren, 
and, so far as your committee are informed, has met with the most decided dis- 
approval everywhere. 

“This is a most grave and important question, involving an ancient principle 
of ^Masonry, thoroughly established, and, until now, of universal accejitation, 
the destruction of which is the destruction of our existence ns a society. If 
our nde, which requires every candidate for initiation ‘to declare his belief in 
the c.xistcnce of one God,’ be at all altered, restricted, or enlarged, it will be the 
entering wedge for tlie introduction into our code of principles any and all of 
those subtle, undefined, and undefinable doctrines which, in every age and every 
country, have divided our fellow-meu, about which the world has been em- 
broiled — which have served as the occasion by which our earth has been deluged 
in blood, and nations and empires have been swept from their bases, and where- 
by the yoke of ignorance, superstition, and slavery, has been fastened upon tlie 
larger portion of the human race. Keject a petitioner because he is a Jew, and 
another may be rejected because he is a Ghristian. If one Lodge may reject a 
man because ho believes the Kedeemer is to come, another Lodge may reject 
another man hecause he believes the Kedeemer has already come. Tolerate this 
departure from ancient principle, and where shall wo stop? Tlie next thing wo 
hear will be that the Unitarian, Universalist, and Catholic are rejected by some 
Lodge in which there are one or more members who hold to a ditferent notion 
of Christianity. The spirit and the reason with those by whom the ancient rule 
is disregarded and the .Jew rejected will induce the rejection of the pedo- 
baptist by the anti-pedobaptist, and a thousand innovations follow in quick 
succession, to the utter destruction of all harmony and brotherly affection. 

“iSTearlj- allied to this innovation on Masonic principle is a provision of law 
found upon the pages of the statutes of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee; it is 
the latter clause of the following sentence: ‘I do seriously declare, ujion my 
honor, that I believe in God, and a future state of rewards and punishments^ 
The clause, ‘and in a future state of rewards and punishments,’ embodies the 
I’equisition to which your committee object. It is an interpolation of an ancient 
rule. Your committee are happy to find that this has been everywhere con- 
by those who have spoken on the subject; and, however obscure wo of 
the distant "West may be — however small the weight of our opinions — still, in 
a matter of this importance, it is our duty to utter them. Subjoin this additional 
requisition, and, as before remarked, it becomes the example to justify the intro- 
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(liintion, one after nnotlier, of every question of theolosrvmul faitlr ami wliieli 
onee introdueed, nuist divide tlio Fraternity, as tliev liave tlie re.<t of tlie world’ 
and .-Julistituto angry, unkind, and heated debate, and alienated affect ions for the 
glow of fraternal love which may ,=till continue to characterize our a.ssemblies 
if we continue to widk by the tried, the golden rule of our fathers. Xo: let 
the ministers of religion, whoso education and habits eminently qualifv them 
for such discussions, adjust those abstruse questions. How ludicrous 'in the 
e.vtremo would a discussion appear in Lodge, between a worthy brother Jew 
ami lui equally worthy Christian, on sonic question respecting the advent of the 
Messiah. Ecpially novel, equally repugnant to our laws, wolild bo the discus- 
sion ot any question respecting rewards aiul punishments in the future 
“Our rule rocpiires us to believe in the existence of God; that, for reasons we 
neeil not hero state, was necessary timi jirojicr. Indeed, it is apparent to cverv 
.skillful -Mason that to insure a continued belief in the -Vlmighty, tind so prevent 
the introduction of idohitry, ajipears to have constituted one'of the principal 
reasons for the institution of iMasonry. This is a lesson taught us in cvei\- 
Degree, and at every stage of our progress, from the lowest "to the highest. 
J5ut, while on the one hand wo are roq"uired to believe implicitly in this jiri- 
mary doctrine of all true religion, on the other wo are precluded from the 
introduction of less important propositions, and about which men mav ditf,u- in 
otnnion and still discharge faithfully and efficiently all, oven the highest, 
Jlasonic duties. Two or more brothers, ditfering as wide as the poles on •ill 
other subjects, may still be equally honest, upright atfeetionate, and benevolent 
In regard, then, to the doctrines of religion, natural and revealed we must 
here stop, or destroy the integrity, nay, the verv existence of our Institution 
Lour committee therefore, most respectfully and atfecti.matelv request their 
transatlantic brethren to retrace their ste,is. ami repeal the rule wherebv thev 
tippear to viu ate an ancient principle, and thus exclude from a particii.ation in 
Miwmic mysteries the descendants of those by whom those mvsteries were first 
mstitufed and applied; and, in the same manner, request our brethren in the 
fetnto (d leiinesseo (under whose jiatornal authority this Grand Lodge first toi>k 
its being) to erase from their statiite-boidc a rule alike repugnant to ancient 
principle — alike conducive, in its operation, to become tbo exaniple wherebv to 
justify llio introduction, at no distant day, of any or all the exciting, peace- 
destroying questions of faith and theology wbicb, in all time past, have tended 
to alienate, and llnally destroy, that fraternal love, and dry up the fountains of 
that Masonic benevolence, without which our Institution wore but a name.'’ 

Ili-ixois.— The Grand Lodge of Illinois presents a list of ten Lodges repre- 
sented, besides three others newly chartered, and report tlicir work in a flourish- 
ing condition. A disgraceful act of insubordination on the part of the Xauvoo 
Lodge— who had been working under Dispensation, and rgfused to surrender 
their Dispensation when called for under a charge of gross unmasonic conduet- 
was appropriately and promptly punished by a renunciation of all fellowship 
with the members of said subordinate Lodge, who arc declared “clandestine” 

^lason.5. 

. The Grand Lodge of Indiana numbers fortj--two working Lodges, 

eight uindred and fort^'-oight members; thirty-seven Lodges represented. 
Charters granted, seven; Charters arrested, two. The work prospers in her 
bounds. 

New L ORK.— The very efficient and enlightened Grand Lodge of New York 
continue to maintain their stand at the head of the Craft in the United States 
They report forty-seven subordinate Lodges represented, and one thousand nine 
hundred and thirteen members registered by the Gfrand Secretary as in n-ood 
standing. They strongly recommend the Eepresentative system, and expr'e^sa, 
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determination “to push it and persevere in it, until all our sister Grand Lodges 
have adopted it.” 

This may not he an improper time and place to express our high airpreeiation 
of their laborious services in behalf of the cause of Masonry in their extended 
and comprehensive European correspondence. In view of the facts, it is 
remarkable th.at we should “take up document after document in the dillercnt 
Gr.and Lodges in the United States, without finding any recognition of their 
peculiar position in this respect, or the slightest acknowledgment of the weighty 
obligations the whole Eraternity are under to them, for the might} mo\enient 
of c(jneentrating the whole !Masonic world into one great famil}, and kciejiing 
that chain unbroken, which, to break, would be the destruction of the Order.”*' 
And we congratulate the members of our venerated and beloved Institution, 
everywhere, that their “labors are those of love, not grudgingl}' bestowed, but 
with a bounteous hand,” it being their pride .and glory that they have given a 
stimulus to the whole Craft “that has aroused their dormant energies, and 
awakened them to a sense of their true position.'’ Our eminent brethren of 
Now ITork arc evidently deeply imbued with the spirit of that charity “which 
vaunteth not itself, is not xniffed up, doth not behave itself unseemly, soeketh 
not her own.” "We extract from their report on foreign correspondence the 
follow'ing paragraph; 



“The only matter of importance to the Eraternity at large which we notice 
in the Proceedings from Tennessee is the dictum laid down by that Grand 
Lodge in relation to the mental and physical qualification of candidates for the 
mysteries of our Order. ‘They hold that Masonry originated in a barbarous 
a"-e of the world, and that the world having changed. Masonry has ehanged 




unoiiuivocallv tell them they arc wrong, and that the jiosition they have talccn 
strikes at^the very foundation of the (irdcr. I\ e have neither tune nor s]iace 
to review the subject nowq but recommend that a correspondence be opened on 
the subject with the Grand Lodge of Tennessee.” 



"We are very far from believing that our brethren of New' York intend to do 
us injustice; but we are not aware of any such sentiment or opinion over having 
been uttered by this Grand Lodge — most .assuredly it would not be indorsed by 
j'our committee; and we can but believe that they have inadvertently credited 
this Lodge with the erroneous teachings of some other body of Masons. The 
true construction of the ancient Constitutions of jSfasonry upon this head we 
believe to be correctly stated in the late edition of our P. G. if. Taknehill’s 
Manual — viz.: “That a Lodge may .admit any candidate for initiation whose 
‘dismemberment or deformity’ is not such as to render him inoap.ablc of gain- 
ing a livelihood, or performing [all] the work of a Lodge. The permission, 
however, should bo used w'ith proper judgment and discretion.” The decisions 
of the Grand Lodges of Maine, Massachusetts, Kentucky, and Tennessee, and 
the Freemasons' Magazine, vol. i. p. 7, .are quoted as sustaining this construction. 

Maine. — The Grand Lodge of Maine presents a list of sixty Lodges w'orking 
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iiiuler the immeiliiito supervision of eight District Deputy Graiul ^Ntasters, of 
whieli, however, it appears that only ten wore reprosontcil in Grand Lodr;e. Thev 
kindly reciprocate tlio courtesies of their sister Grand Lodges, and congratulate 
llie hrothron cverywhei’o upon the prevailing prosiierity of the Craft. 

Nkw HAMUSinuK. — There are twenty subordinate Lodges working under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Xew llanipshire. We extract from her 
rejiort on foreign correspondence the following paragraph, which originallv 
appeared as a part of the report, or circular letter, of the National Grand 
Master of Switzerland, in 1842, and was subsequently embodied in the European 
correspondence of the Grand Lodge of New York. It teaches a volume of true 
31asonic wisdom; and, as “a prophet is not without honor, save in his own coun- 
try,” we hope the just and truthful admonitions of our distant and venerable 
brother will not ji.ass unheeded: 

“ Masonry relics in the quality and not in the quantity of the brotherhood, 
and its firmest su])port is to be found in the happy choice of its initiates, and 
not in the frequency of its initiations The evil lies in the unfor- 

tunate facility of initiations. If faithful to the principles of Freemasonrv, we 
would exact from candidates a certain degree of education, easiness of circum- 
stances, honor, morals, etc.; there would be no !Masou unworthv of our benev- 
olence, as no one would make of this title au object of speculation 

Avoid, above all, the fatal error which makes the strength of a Lodge cawsist 
in the number of its members. Every virtuous mau is our brother, but unfor- 
tunateU, e\erj brother is not a true Mason. Should there be found amono' vou 
se\ en brothers animated by the same zeal for the perfection of humanitv, and 
^ actively work, be assured that such alliance would not the less be 
cherished bj' the entire Eraternity, as just and perfect, and you would the more 
surely find in it the happiness of an intimate union.’' 

Wo might extract much more in the same excellent spirit, but space forbids. 

CoxxKCTicuT. — It aiqicars that there are thirty-five subordinate Lodges 
working under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Connecticut, of which 
twenty-six wore represented in Grand -Annual Communication. They appear 
to be troubled with a few refractory spirits in their midst, but they also appear 
to bo actuated by a proper determination to subdue them, or cast them out from 
among them forever. 

lIiioDE Isi.AXD. — M c cordially reciprocate the courtesy of the Grand Lodge 
of Ehodo Island. We agree with them that it is iiidispensablv necessary to 
the well-being of Erccmasoiiry in any State that the Grand Lodge therepf be 
well sustained, and that provision be made for the adequate compensation of its 
acthe officers, and the acquisition and dissemination of Masonic intelligence. 

M c ha^ c I'cccivod from the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania 
the tol lowing affecting tribute to the momorv of our late P. G. M. Axdrew 
Jackson:

AIakyland. — AVc extract from the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of IMary- 
lahd the following paragraph; 

‘LV similar committee £on foreign correspondence] of the Grand Lodge^of 
Tennessee says: ‘AVo learn, from the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of New 
York, and other Grand Lodges, that an extraordinary and dangerous position 
has been taken by the Grand Lodge of I’nissia, in refusing the benefits ol the 
Order to the .Jew's, on account of their religion. This wo feel bound to bring 
to your notice, and unqualifiedly protest against the introduction of any other 
tests to obtain the privileges of .Masonry than arc recognized by the anemnt 
Constitutions. In the opinion of your committee, the Grand Lodge of Lew 
York deserves the commendation of the Fraternity for their determined action 

and protest in this instance.’ e .1 • r<,. ,„a 

“Your committee regret that the report of alike committee 01 thisGiana 
Lodge did not meet the ev’e of our Tennessee brethren, as it might ha^ e ena- 
bled them to suggest for the action of that Grajid Lodge the adoption ot the 
principle that, within her own jurisdiction, there should not bo ‘any other tests 
to obtain the privileges of Masonry than are required by the ancient Constitu- 
tions.’ They indulge the hope that the subject may yet be brought to her no- 
tice, and receive proper action." 



Georgia. — The Grand Lodge of Georgia still ardently recommends the Kep- 
resentative system, congratulates the Fraternity upon the prosperity of Ma- 
sonry, and, with the Grand Lodge of Maryland, strongly reprobates that feature 
in the regulations of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee which they esteem secta- 
rian in its character, and hostile to the ancient landmarks of Masonry. 

Virginia. — Masonry, upon the whole, may be regarded as enjoying a fair 
degree of prosperity in Virginia; notw'ithstanding, out of seventy-one working 
Lodges, only thirty-three appear to have been represented in Grand Lodge. 

Nor'I’ii Carolina. — The report of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
shows a prosperous condition of Masonrj'. They have very properly decided 
that the Degree of Past Master cannot be conferred by a subordinate Lodge. 

Florida. — Alasonry is prospering also in the new State of Florida; and the 
Grand Lodge have, through a committee, issued an eloquent circular, recom- 
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niciuling the erection of u Grand Alasonic Hall in the city of Tallahassee, and 
asking contributions for that inirjiose. 

Michigan. — Your coininiitee are hap)\v in having it in their power to state 
that all the dilliculties arising from the late organization of the Grand Hodge 
of Michigan have been obviated by a now and complete organization upon 
Masonic principles. They arc now fast recovering from the apathy which has 
so long been sulfered to tarnish their escutcheon. Accessions to the Lodges are 
numerous, and they bid fair, ere many years shall have elapsed, to take their 
stand among the mo.st tlourishing Grand J.,odges in the Union. 

M iscoNsix. — The tone of the lleport of 'Wisconsin Grand Lodge speaks well 
for the progress of the cau.«e of Masonry in thin frontier Territory. In the 
Constitution of their Gruiid LuilgO, IioWOVl'P, wo can Imt lliink that they have 
oncuinberud tbciosel ves with some inexpedient and unwieldy provisions; espe- 
cially that of article o, section 1, which says: 

“SkC. 1. No lil’olhor slnill he eligible to the ofllee of Grand Afaster, r)c]nily 
(Jrand Alasler, Grand Warden, Grand Treasurer, or Grand .Secretary, unless ho 
be a I’a.st .Master. And neither of the Olliccrs hero especially enumerated shall 
during hi.s continuance in oflico, be IMaster or 'Warden of a subordinate Lodge.” 

This provision, wo humbly conceive, unneccs.=arily restricts the number from 
wbom the Grand Lodge may choose her Olliccrs, and might deprive the Craft of 
the services of the ablest workmen, where most needed. 

1 ENAS. Hie rroceedings ot the Grand Lodge of Texas exhibit a very 
flourishing condition of the Alasonic Fraternity in that new Republic. Peace 
and harmony prevail, and zeal abounds. AVith this gratitying assurance, we 
wcleome the evidences of their prosperity, and may be allowed to bid them 
“God-speed” in the glorious work of extending the banner of brotherly love 
and friendship to the remotest bounds of civilization on our South-western 
frontier. Your committee would res23ectfully reciprocate the courtesy of the 
Grand Lodge of Texa.s, who, through a special letter from their Grand Secre- 
tary-, Brother AIosks Joiix.son, projiose an interchange of Masonic communica- 
tion through the medium of authorized Representatives; they recommending 
Brother Barry Gillespie as a suitable person to represent our Grand Lodge 
in the Grand Lodge of Texas, and requesting that we nominate as a Rejn-esent- 
ativo for the Grand Lodge of Texas, near^his Grand Lodge, some worthy 
brother within our jurisdiction. A\ e therefore recommend the appointment of 
Brother Gillespie as our Representative near the Grand .Lodge of Texas, and 
the nomination of some suitable brother, within our own jurisdiction, as a 
Representative of the Grand Lodge of Texas.

To make this more clear, join com- 
mittee beg leave to illustrate; A. B. is a petitioner for initiation, and while his 
petition is pending business, or some other cause, calls him to another State. 
Fearing a rejection by the Lodge in his neighborhood, or for some other cause, 
he applies for the Degrees in Masonry, and receives them. M ith a diploma in 
his pocket, on his return home. A. B. again presents himself, but as a blaster 
Mason, and claims to bo recognized as a member of the Fraternity, at the very 
time, perhap.s, when the Lodge is considering bis original petition. Tliis sup- 
jiosed case may be regarded as not likely to occur; yet it has occurred, in the 
history of at least one of our sister Grand Lodges, during the past year, and 
may occur again. Although this Grand Lodge has not, so far as your committee 
are' advised, any complaint to make in this respect, yet, such an instance having 
occurred, wo cannot permit it to pass without an expression of our decided dis- 
approbation. What has happened to others may happen to us; and as wm desire 
harmony and brotherly love to prevail, we may bo allowed to express the hope 
that wo shall never have cause to complain of any such aggression. 

^ye notice that the question, “Has a subordinate Lodge a right to try its 



magnanimously refrain from exercising even que: 
knowledge and consent of those whom it may most concci n ; 
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iliistci'?” lias lieon agitated in some of the Grand Lodges, and h}- one of them 
(if not more) deeiiled in the aflirmative. This deeision vonr committee heliovo 
to he erroneous. Tlic Afaster, so long as he remains a member of the subordi- 
nate Lodge, is, ex of/kio, a member of the Grand Lodge, and has a right to be 
tried by his ])eers. The jiropcr course to be pursued when the blaster so far 
forgets the dignity of his office, and the duties he owes to himself and the 
bretliren, is to ]>etition the Grand blaster for a suspension of the olfending blas- 
ter from ollice until the next meeting of the Grand Lodge, when chara;es mav 
be preferred, and such punishment inflicted as the heinousness of the olVense 
shall merit. In this case the functions and duties of the Master devolve upon 
the next succeeding officer, the Senior AVarden, until the accused shall be 
brought to trial, and aeipiitted, or condemned. 

Your committee very cordially congratulate this Grand Lodge upon the 
prosperity of Alasonry within our own jurisdiction, and that of our sister Grand 
Lodges generally, and desire a continued reciprocity of Masonic courtesy. 

Ill accordance with the chief recommendations of the foregoing report, 

“Jiesolial, That a committee of live be appointed by this Grand Lodge, as a 
Standing Committee on Foreign Correspondence (the chairman to reside in 
Hashville), whose duty it shall be to take charge of all foreign communications 
to this Grand Lodge, and report upon the same ; to open a correspondence with 
the Grand Lodges in the United fcjtatcs and in foreign countries, that auv exist- 
iiig points of diflercnco may be reconciled, that the Craft mav be instructed, 
and the bonds of fraternal union strengthened. 

‘•Iicsolecd, That the Grand yecretary of this Grand Lodge bo instructed to 
coiiijiile a condensed tabular statement of the number of subordinate Lodges, 
Chartered and under Dispensation, working under the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, the number of Lodges rojjresenfcd, and the number making returns, the 
‘pay-roll’ of the same, the number revoked, and newly Chartered or under 
Dispensation, the aggregate membership, ns nearlj- as may be ascertained, and 
the aggregate ]iast year’s work ,■ to be prelixed (or appended) to the Proceedings 
of this Grand Lodge. 

"llesolved, That this Grand Lodge most cordially and fraternally accepts the 
nomination of Brother B. Gillespie as its Bepresentative near the Grand 
Lodge of Texas ; and would in return suggest the name of our Alost AYorship- 
ful Brother, Samuel AIcAIanus, P. G. 31 ., as the Bepresentative of the Grand 
Lodge of 'Texas, near this Grand Lodge. 

Resolved^ That the thanks of this Grand Lodge be presented to Brother Geo. 
K. Ieuloh for his Iraternal cllbrts to open a communication with our brethren 
in Asia; and that the Secretary bo instructed to inform the Grand Lodge of 
Bengal that wo heartily reciprocate their truly Alasonic sentiments, and antici- 
pate gieat pleasure from a continuance of the intercourse set on foot by Brother 
Teulon.”

The following Lodges have made no returns to the present Communication 
of the Grand Lodge — viz.: Western Star, Xo. 9, Union, No. 38, Jackson, Xo. 
45, Meridian Sun, No. 50, Olive Branch, No. 53, Brownsville, No. 58, Somer- 
ville, No. 73, Liberty, No. 77, Lagrange, No. 81, Mount Moriah, No. 85, Paris, 
No. 108. There has been no return from Union Lodge, No. 38, since 1838; 
from Meridian Sun, No. 50, since 1837; from Mount Moriah, No. 85, since 1838; 
from Western Star, No. 9, since 1843; from Olivo Branch, No. 53, since 1843; 
from Somerville, No. 73, since 1843; from Liberty, No. 77, since 1843. Your 
committee are of opinion that the Lodges failing to make their returns and pay 
over the amount due by them to the Grand Lodge, should not be permitted to 
have a vote in electing the Officers of the Grand Lodge.

The report Avas adojitcd. 

The undersigned would beg leave farther to report that they have examined 
the Ly-laws and Proceedings of the following Lodges — to wit; 

Harrison Lodge, No. 114. As to their By-laws, we are of opinion that the 
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latter clause of the 5th section, which provides for Fellow Crafts to vote in 
Lodges of Fellow Craft or Entered Apprentice INfasons; and also the latter 
clause of the 22d section® — to wit: ‘‘and then only in case of omergenoy;” 
also, the case of emergency provided for in the 27th section;! and also taxing 
of visitors; and also the latter clause of the 40th section, providing for the sus- 
pension of the operation of any of the By-laws — should be stricken from the 
code of By-laws. The “without the consent,” in the latter part of the 31st 
section,! should be changed so as to read, “with the consent of the Lodge.” In 
the proceedings of this Lodge we regret that we find so much irregularity, and 
particularly of such character as follows: that the members ot the Lodge would 
meet and transact the ordinary business of a Lodge, rceeive petitions and con- 
fer Degrees, without showing in their record that their Lodge had ever been 
opened or closed, or in what Degree; the jiractice also of opening a Lodge in 
one Degree, and passing from it to another without showing that the Lodge was 
dispensed with, called olf, or closed. Also, that of receiving petitions in the First 
and Second Degrcci;, and acting upon them, instead of doing such business in the 
Third Degree. In suspending their By-laws so as to appoint a meeting beyond 
the meeting of this Grand Lodge; also to suspend their By-laws requiring 
petitions to lie over the eonstitutional period, thereby opening the door so as to 
do all the work that possibly could be done before their Dispensation had to he 
returned to this Grand Lodge, without regard to the proficiency of candidates. 
"W'c arc induced to believe that many of these irregularities have grown out of 
a want of proper information, and not from any want of zeal or respect to this 
Grand Lodge; wo think it would be right for their Dispensation to be renewed, 
with an admonition to correct their work, and make it contorm to the require- 
ments of the Grand Lodge. AVc, therefore, most ro.<=peotfulIy recommend a 
renewal of their Dispensation. 

AVo have examined the By-laws of Carthage Benevolent Lodge, >70. 14, and 
find all correct, with the following exceptions — to wit: In section 11th, the 
Treasurer should acknowledge the receipt of the foes before the Degrees are 
conferred. In sections 15 and 20, the emergent business should not bo so con- 
strued ns to permit the conferring of Degrees. All flues of memhors and tax on 
visitors should bo stricken out. Sections 24 and 25 should be made to agree as to 
fee of initiation, passing, and raising. Section 2G should bo amended by insert- 
ing after the word “qualified” the words “and shall have been examined in 
open Lodge.” Those amendments wo think essential in their code of By-laws, 
which is most respectfully submitted. 

AVc have also examined the By-laws of Priestley Lodge, jSTo. 92, working 



Provi.les tlmt “ no initiations, passings, or raisings shall take place on either of the festi- 
vals of the St. Johns, unless by consent of three-fourths of the members present, and then 
only in ease of emergency.” 

t Provides for balloting upon petitions for initiation or membership, in ease of emergency 
and by unanimous consent of the bodge, at the same meeting they are received. 

X \ petition may bo “ withdrawn without the consent of the Lodge.” This section also pro- 
vides for the admission of a brother (from a Lodge not under the .jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge) without exhibiting evidence of having paid all arrearages to the Lodge to which ho 
formerly belonged. On this point see former report, on page 21. 
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under a Charter from this Grand Lodge, and find them correct, with the fol- 
lowing exceptions — to wit: that the whole of the 11th section -' — all lines — and 
the latter clause of the 13th scctiont of the Lundamental Hales should bo 
stricken out. 

Thej' have also examined the Proceedings of Mt. Lihanus Lodge, No. 59. 
"We find some proceedings in this Lodge which wo think to ho wrong, jiartieu- 
larly that of dispensing with Lodges and opening in a higher Ilegree, and that 
of closing the higher Degree without returning to the lower Degrees and clo.-:ing 
them in due form. This remark will also ap[)ly to^ the proceedings of several 
other Lodges which we have had under examination. The members ot No. 
69, by the instructions of the Grand Secretary, have, in a great measure, cor- 
rected their work. Xour committee find that this Lodge, while working under 
Dispensation, in .June last, proceeded to the election ot their ollicers for the 
next twelve months, which we hold to be improper. The balance of their 
work we find to be correct, and re.si)ectfully recommend that a Charter be 
granted to them.

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Axdi:k\v Jackson is no more. To a people conversant with the varied and 
important public services rendered them when peace reigned within their bor- 
der.'. and grateful for the ability, courage, and patriotic devotion so nobly dis- 
played in their behalf in the day of strife and danger, be resigned the right to 
pay the honors due the statesman and the military chieftain; to us be reserved 
the mournful ))rivilege of recording on the tablets of our hearts and bearing 
atfectionatc testimony to the more unobtrusive but not less valued and endear- 
ing (pialities which adorned his character. In the history of the life ot our late 
distinguished brother, we see strikingly exemjililied many ot those virtues the 
cultivation of which is a grand object of our Order; and their active e.xercise 
will most surelv be productive of peace and happiness among our fellow-men. 
Among these are constancy, fortitude, lidelity, truth, zeal, and charity— that 
charity which not only listens to and relieves the sutferer, but “beareth all 
thing.s, hopeth all thing.s, belicvcth all things”— that 'charity which “never 
faileth.” That he was known to possess these virtues in an eminent degree 
is sulliciently evidenced by the fact that for two successive Alasonic years — 

1822 and 1828 he was called on by this ALost 'Worshipful Grand Lodge to till 

the highest otllce in their gift. The duties of that otlice he discharged with 
oonimcndablo ability and zeal. But not on this alone rests his claim to respect- 
ful and allectionate remembrance among brethren of the mystic-tie. In the 
evil days, when a dark shadow rested on the prospects of Freemasonry in Amer- 
ica — when the religious bigot and the political demagogue combined in their en- 
deavors to place the Ortler under the ban of public sentiment — Axduew Jackson, 
though occupying a position before the nation in which many men of the world 
v.’ould have striven to conciliate every faction, by every mean.«, boldly avowed 
his connection with the Fraternity, and his attachment to the principles by 
which thev are governed; thereby evincing a fortitude, lirmncss, and icctitude 
of mind rarely exhibited to the world under any circumstances. To the latest 
years of his life, he continued to manifest the same regard for those with whom 
ho had mingled in “that noble contention of who can best work and best agree,” 
and though worn down and enfeebled by toil and suftbring, ho was still to be 
found in our councils. 

Such was lie who has been called from the councils of our earthly brethren 
to that Grand Lodge on high, where the Supreme Architect of the "ijui- 
verse presides. To his memory, your committee deem it a meet tribute to ofler, 
for the consideration and adoption of this AVorshipful Grand Lodge, the follow- 
ing resolutions:

MASOXIC tribute to general ANDREW .TACK.SON, V. G. M. 

OP THE GRAND LODGE OP TENNES.SEE. 

[The following notice of the death of P. G. H. Andrew .Tackson, was -|iro- 
pared by R. W. PiiiDip P. Neei.ey, Grand Cbai>lain, under the direction of the 
Grand blaster, and by him ordered to bo printed.] 

The band of the spoiler has been among us. Ills gra.sp has been laid upon 
the jiillars of our edifice, and one of its stately columns lies in the dust. 
Andiiew Jackson, the hero, the statesman, and the patriot, has been sum- 
moned to the upper Lodge by the Grand ISIastcr of the Universe. The duty 
we perform at this hour is a hallowed one. It is one of fraternal obligation- 
performed by brethren to a brother — by 3Iasons to one of the best and truest 
of their Order. Not only a citizen of our State, but distinguished in the an- 
nals of lier glory, and also having twice filled the chair of Grand Master of 
the State, it is imperative upon us to give some suitable expression of our loss 
in his death, as well as our high approbaiioii of his character as a brother, at 
this our Annual Convocation. Wo have not received information as to the 
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Lodge whovo lie, "'as nuule ix Arason, but learn that ho xvas for some time, 
xluring the early part of his life, in connection with one that met at Clover Bot- 
tom, hoKl muler the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky. The first 
reliahle information alfordcd the writer of this sketch, connects itself with the 
year 182i!, at which time he was elected Grand Ataster of the State of Ten- 
nessee, and on the first day of the session was regularly installexl into ollieo 
hy P. (i. A[. AViLKiN.s T.xnnkiiili., who deliverexl a comiilinientary addre.ss on 
the occasion. During the session, ho tilled the chair with that dignity and 
jireserved that order for which he was so eminently distinguished in all the 
trying situations xif his life. In 18113, ho was reeleetcil Grand Alaster, and 
evinced, during the deliheratioiis of the Grand Lodge, his usind promptitude. 
Since that period he visited the Grand Lodge hut once, which was in the year 
ISo'J. On Alonday morning of that session, he tilled the chair, and, although 
inueh enfeohled hy disease', united in procession and repaired to the Afethoxlist 
Kpiscopal Church, where a sermon was delivered hy llev. Brother AI.\.riiiix. 
Once .since that occa.'ion he was permitted to unite with his brethren at 
the instsdlation of the oflieers id’ Cumherland lloyal Arch Chapter, at which 
time he assisted in the usual ceremonies. Such is a sumimiry of his Alasonic 
history. For the Order and its principles he was known to cherish the highest 
regard, and stood in constant readiness to defend them from the false asper- 
sions of their enemies. The life of Axdukw Jackson was a heautiiul illu.s- 
tration of Alasonic honevolence. In him it was an expansive, a diffusive 
)irinciple. It was not a contraetexi stream, hut a progressive radius, running 
out to the most distant lino of circumference. It scorneil the formal bounda- 
ries of associations and communities. AVant was the claimant, and whenever 
and wherever it apj'ealeil, he heard aiul relieved, llis heart was no yawning 
vortex, receiving inueh and disiiensing naught; it was a mountain-stream, 
gathering and then sending abroad to bless and to make happy. As to the ]>rae- 
tico of Alasonry, the world was his Lodge — its dwellers his brethren. On the 
tented field, where “brotherly love” could receive no reward hut the blessing 
of the relieved and the felt heaven within, ho was a practical Alason. There 
was a stirring oratory in suffering that always touched his heart and ojiencd 
his purse. If tears could form a immumcnt to kindness, long since would 
those shed hy Iirave and grateful soldiery have reared one to the benevolence 
of Andrew .Jackson. 

His domestic virtues arc worthy of our imitation: Assiduous in his efforts 

to make liomo happy, ho realized in its quiet .Aiadcs the most refined enjoy- 
ment. He was a father in the circle of his homo. His scrv.ants regarded him 
as such, and were the recipients of his paternal solieitiide. Allhongh nex i'r 
blessed with children, yet those who wore received as his hy adoption shared 
in the warmest affections of his heart. 

But to crown all, Andrexv Jackson was a Christian. Ho who had com- 
manded others, submitted in humble contidenco to Him who is al.iovo all. 
This is a tint in the beautiful coloring of his life’s picture that eclipses all 
other.s. It is a gleam — no, it is a glory- — that covers his character with an im- 
pcri.shahle luster, and that will brighten his pathway through the wide ran<"o 
of iiilinite progression. AA'ithout it, he could claim no more than K.u’oi.eon; 
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with it, ho can claim a crown and sccptcr — the gifts of God — which are to 
endure forever. 

Brethren, he is gone. His venerahle locks are no longer seen hy us. llis 
eagle gaze, ever so withering to doubt and so .supporting to eon faience, in our 
deliberations, is not upon us. His voice, at which tyranny trembled, and Irce- 
doni rejoieed, is hushed. The seal of death is upon it. That bravo heart, so 
lion-like in its energies, and so gentle in its kindness, is stilled. "Coldness 
wraps his suffering clay.” The grave holds this noble jewel of Masonry. In 
republican simplicity he reposes — for "he is not dead, but sleepeth.” .Ijct him 
rest. O, disturb not his slumbers by party execrations! Let us give his loibles 
to oblivion, and enshrine his virtues in our “heart of hearts.” "W hil.st a grate- 
ful j)cople award to him their meed of praise, be it ours so to pass the level of 
time as that we may greet him in the “holy of holies” above. So mote it 
be. Amen. 
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[Passed October, 5818.] 

Resolved, That each subordinate Lodge under this jurisdiction pay annually 
to the Grand Lodge the sum of one dollar for each Degree conferred, and for 
each member admitted into their respective Lodges. 

[Adopted April, 5823.] 

Resolved, That to the declarations in common use required to be made by a 
candidate for Freemasonry, previous to his initiation, the follo^\ing shall bo 
added, and constitute a part: 

“X do also .seriously declare, upon my honor, that I belicte in God, and in a 
future state of rewards and punishments.” 

[Passed October, 584L] 

Resolved, That the 8th section of the additional By-laws, adopted by the 
Grand Lodge at the October se.ssion, 5818,. be so amended as to allow the 
subordinate Lodges working under the juri.sdiction of this Grand Lodge to 
remit the fees in initiating, passing, or raising a minister of the gospel, when 
they are so disposed ; and in such cases this Gj’and Jjodge remits all charges. ‘ 

Resolved, That hereafter the Grand Treasurer be allowed four per cent, upon 
all monej's passing through his hands. 

[biassed October, 5842.] 

Resolved, That in all cases where a candidate is initiated, pa.=sed, or raised in 
any subordinate Lodge working under this jurisdiction the Grand Lodge rec- 
ommend the subordinate Lodge to give the whole of the Lecture appertaining 
to the Degree. 

Resolved, by this Grand Lodge, That it shall be lawful for any Lodge working 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge to confer the Second and Third 
Degrees at any time after the applicant for said Degrees .‘ihall have been exam- 
ined in open Lodge, and elected to take the Degree for which he is applicant; 
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aiul all regulations or B^'-laws heretofore enacted prohibiting the provisions of 
this resolution are hereby repealed. 

[Adopted October, oS13.] 

Sec. 1. 2Co candidate for initiation who shall be rejected by any Lod^e under 
this jurisdiction shall be eligible to a second reconiinendation in the Ludge in 
which ho was rejected, or any other Lodge under this jurisdiction, until tho 
cxiiiration of twelve nuinths, unless the brother or brothers objecting shall, in 
open Lodge, withdraw his or their objections. 

Sec. 2. Xo j'etition shall be received from any candidate residing in anv town 
where there is a Lodge, or in the vicinity of siadi Lodge, unless the said petition 
shall be accompanied by a recommendation from tho Lodge in the town whero 
such iietitioner may reside. 

Sec. 3. Xo I'ctition for initiation shall be acted upon by any subordinate Lodge 
unless such j)ctition shall have been laid over at least one month, or from a reg- 
ular meeting in one month to the regular meeting in the month succeeding, and 
not until duo re]iort shall have been made to tho Lodge of the character and 
standing of such petitioner. 

Sec. 4. Xo subordintite Lodge shall confer tho Degrees of Follow Craft and 
Jtastor Mason ujion any candidate, unless he shall have passed a satisfactory 
e-xaminalion, in open Lodge, on the preceding Degree or Degrees. 

Sec. 0. If any Lodge shiill admit to membership a brother who is in arrears 
to another Lodge, the Lodge thus admitting him shall become responsible to 
tho Lodge to which such hrother is in arrears. 



Sec. 0 . Every subordinate Lodge jHissosses tho inherent right of suspending 
and expelling any of its members for unmasonic conduct, or a violation of its 
piarticuhir rules and P>3 -laws ; and over^- brother su.spended or cxiiolled inav- bo 
reinstated by tho Lodge which susj)ondod or e.xpolled sucli brother. 

Sec. 7. Subordinato Lodges also possess tho jtower of calling to account for 
unmasonic conduct anj- brother who ina\- reside or be in the vicinitj’ of such 
Lodge, whether he be a member of such Lodge or not, and of dealing with 
him accordingly; provided, always, that such brother shall bo duly notilied 
and furnished in writing with a copy of tho charges against him. 

Sec. 8 . X'o work or other business of the Craft shall he i)orformcd in any 
Lodge under this jurisdiction below the Degree of Master Mason, except only 
Lecturing, examination of candidates Ln- advancement, and conferring the De- 
grees of Entered Apprentice or Fellow Craft, or for tho reception of restiraony 
upon the trial of an Entered Apjirentico or Fellow Craft. 



Sec. 9.^ iho Grand Alaslcr, Deputy' Grand Master, and Grand Senior and 
Junior AVardens of this Grand Lodge shall ho entitled, in any Lodge under 
this jurisdiction, to all tho rights and privileges which the members of such 
Lodges ) espectivel}’- possess, except tho privilege of voting. This privilege 
shall only extend to the time they may be Officers of tho Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 10. Anx' ilaster Mason, member of a s\ibordinato Lodge in this State 
may receive a Grand Lodge certilicatc, on his producing to the Grand Secretary 
a cortiticato of regular standing in the Lodge of which he is a member. For 
said certificate ho shall paj^ to the Grand Secretarj- one dollar, and the farther 
sum of fifty cents to the Grand Charity Fund. 
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Skc. 11. All Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge .shall ho opened and 
closed with prayer; and it shall be the duty of blasters of subordinate Lodges 
to cause the same to be observed. 

Skc. 12. "When a petitioner for initiation ha.s been reported by the Commit- 
tee of Inquiry as worthy, he may, if he think proper, withdraw his j)etition ; 
but if he has been reported as unworthy, he shall not have permission to with- 
draw his petition. 

Sec. 13. Any member of a subordinate Lodge may object to the initiation, 
passing, or raising a candidate at any time before the Degree is conferred. 

Resolved, That no iMastcr, "Warden, or other member of the Grand Lodge, 
should ever attend the same without the jewel he ought to wear in hi.s own 
piartieular Lodge, except for some good and sullieient reason, to bo allowed of 
in the Grand Lodge ; and where any otllcor of a Lodge cannot personally attend 
the Grand Lodge, he may nominate and send a brother of his Lodge, with his 
jewel and chdhing, to supplj' his place. 

Resolved, That the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge bo read in all the .sub- 
ordinate Lodges working under the juri.sdiction of this Grand Lodge, in open 
Lodge, at the first regular meeting after their reception, or as soon thereafter as 
possible. 

[Adopted October, 5844.] 

Resolved, That no subordinate Lodge working under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge shall bo allowed to initiate, pas.s, or raise more than one candidate 
at (ho same time. 

Resolved, That all examinations of candidates in the difl’erent Degrees shall 
be made at stated meetings. 

Resolved, That one stated meeting .shall elapse between the conferring of the 
Degrees of Entered Apjirontice, Fellow Craft, and iMa.stcr iMason. 

Resolved, That the election of candidates to the dillerent Degrees shall bo at 
a stated meeting. 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary issue certificates to anj- brother wishing 
the same, provided such brother wishing exhibit sufficient evidence of his good 
standing in the Lodge to which he belongs ; and for issuing such certificate the 
Grand Secretary shall charge the following fees — to wit: For certificate on 
parchment, one dollar and twenty-five cents; for certificate on paper, one dol- 
lar — one-half of said fees to bo appropriated to the expense of engraving and 
printing. 

Resolved, That a resolution adopted by this Grand Lodge in 1843 bo appended 
to these resolutions — to wit: 

“Resolved, That this Grand Lodge docs not deem it expedient to require 
Lodges subordinate to this jurisdiction to demand Grand Lodge certificati'.s as 
a necessary and indispensable prerequisite to the granting of chariU' to dis- 
tressed brethren, if such Lodges are otherwise satisfied that such applicant is 
worthy, although such certificate may be required when the Lod«-o is iiot other- 
wise satisfied.” 

Resolved, That subsequent Grand Lodges of the State of Tennessee, on the 
second day after the same shall be opened, at each Communication, shall cause 
to be delivered, in open Lodge, the entire Loeturos on the three first Degrees 
of Masonry, for the good of the Craft throughout the State.

all the other Grand Ollicei’s in their respective places. 

There being a very large assemblage of Piepresentatives and 
brethren iiresent, the AI. AV. Grand Alaster addressed th'e Grand 
Lodge, as follows; 

Brethren of the Orand Lodyc : — Through the blessings of a kind Providence, 
wo are once more permitted to assemble on this solemn and interesting occasion. 
Another ^Masonic year has gone to join the eternity of the past, and wo again 
enter these walls consecrated to truth, charity, benevolence, and brotherly love. 
AVo come to review the past, and gather wisdom from its warnings; to contem- 
plate the future, and prepare for its behests; to renew our vows of constancy 
to each other, charity for the brethren, and good-will to man, and rekindle 
those tires which should ever burn in the human breast. 

As wo come up to this solemn sacrifice, let each one realize the fact that he 
stands upon hallowed ground— that he approaches with his gift an altar that 
should smoke with the incense of no unholy offering. AA’oo betide the Alason 
who comes here on this occasion with a curse upon his tongue, or his heart 
festering with malice for his brother. It would bo sacrilege for such a wor- 
shiper to kneel at our shrine; and a praj'cr breathed from such a heart would 
be an offense, not a savor, to God. 

This is no arena whore fierce combatants meet to gratify their vindictive feel- 
ings, and to wreak vengeance on their foes; but it is an asylum to which wo fiy 
for covert from the storms of passion that howl without our portals, but howl 
and beat in vain for admittance. Here, at least, lot us be free — free to onjov a 
“Sabbath-day of the passions” — a daj' of rest from the cares and conflicts of 
busy life. 

iSincc our last annual mooting, a star has been stricken from the constellation 
of Alasonry. The casket of our treasure has been robbed of one of its bri«-htest 
jewels. George A. AA' ilson. Past Grand Alaster of Alississippi, is no more. 
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JFull of liealtli and hope of a long life, lie eanie among us upon a hallowed mis- 
sion of filial duty. But, alas! in tiio jiride and strength of manhood, the do- 
stroj-er came, and ho is now moldering in the grave. He was known to many 
of us in early childhood, and was the companion of otlicrs in rijicr years. -Ml 
can hear witness to his many virtues. He was a kind son, a faithful, affection- 
ate husband, a worthy citizen, a courteous gentleman, a brave and gallant 
soldier, and a good IMason. These .sterling ijualitios won him friends wlieri'ver 
he was known. The Masonic brethren of his adopted State had elevated him 
to the protidest .station in their gift, and ho did not dishonor their confidence. 

e sympathize with them in their loss, and I doubt not this Grand Lodge will 
aid in the mournful bttt grateful duly of ])erpetuating his memory. 

The Constitution adopted by the Grand Lodge at the Annual Communication 
of 18-12 has been submitted time and again to Ibe subordinate Lodges for their 
adoption or rejection. It was iirinted in the rroccedings of our last meeting, 
with the By-laws of the Grand Lodge, and the amendment authorizing the 
Grand IMaster to appoint three District Grand Masters, so that the whole sub- 
ject might be seen together; and I sent forth an earnest ajipoal to the members 
of the subordinate Lodges to act definitely and without delay, so that the ])i'o- 
visions of the last-named amendment might go into etfcct at as early a day as 
practicable. In my visitation of the Lodges I have, on many occasion.s, spoken 
ot the amended Constitution in terms of approbation, and as being well adajited 
to secure union, strength, and harmony — the legitimate objects of all funda- 
mental laws. I have hoard of no serious objection to it; yet, strange as it may 
seem, a suflicient number of the Lodges have not acted upon it, and the whole 
matter is still suspended in doubt and uncertainty. 

That the Grand Lodge has the power to rcrpiire the subordinate Lodges to 
act in some way, there is no doubt; for without it, there would be an end of all 
government. But, believing their failure to act has been the result of inatten- 
tion and not of willful neglect, I recommend that the Constitution and amend- 
ments, and the By-laws as adopted at our last meeting, be submitted to such 
Lodges as have given no expression of assent or dissent; and that the}" bo urged 
to decide at once upon the subject., The old Constitution atid By-laws are 
really defective, and are spread over such an extensive surface that few have 
lime to hunt them out and know all their provisions. The argument of mere 
convenience, then, is not without its force; but if the Lodges determine to adhere 
to the old Constitution, its scattered fragments will have to be collected, and a 
comi^ilatioii made at a very heavy cost of time, labor, and money. M'ith my 
experience, no man can doubt the necessity and importance of increasing the 
mimber of Grand Officers, clothed with the power of vi.sitation. And whatever 
may be the course of the Lodges on the new Constitution, at large, I sinci'rely 
trust they will authorize, speedily, the appointment of throe District Deputy 
Grand Masters, as recommended in my last annual address. 

Several Dispensations have been granted since our last meeting, and many 
1-odges have been revived and put to work, whose charters and jewels had not 
been demanded, or returned to the Grand Lodge, and who stood under no Iila- 
sonic censure. The Grand Secretary will furnish you with the number of these 
Di.spensations, and the places where the Lodges are located. I have visited 
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soiiH- (if them, and found the idliocrs and members full of zeal, and anxious to 
euiif.irm to all the reiiuiremeuts of duty. 

At our last Communication, a Committee of Foreign Correspondence was 
apiMiiuted, to take charge of all foreign communications to this Grand Lodge and 
rejiort upon the same; to open a correspondence with the Grand Lodges of the 
United States and foreign countries, that any existing points of ditVerenee might 
he reconciled, the Craft instructed, and the bonds of fraternal union strength- 
ened. The appointment of this committee received my most cordial approba- 
tion. For many years, a few stereotyped jdirases disposed of one of the most 
im)iortant subjects falling under luir jurisdiction. 11 he last two years arc 
eminent exceptions to this observation. Puring this period, the reports have 
been carefully made out, and full of information; sti'l, from the heavinei^s of 
the labor, nearl v t he whole of the term of the Grand Lodge is roipiired tor its com- 
plelioiijthus debarring those who had it to perform from participating in a great 
measure, from mingling with their brethren, and taking jtart in other important 
in vestigatious. The standing ciommittce, with lull time to look into the entire 
subject, have, no doubt, performed the duly assigned them ably and faithfully, 
and will, at the projicr time, make their report to this Grand Lodge. 

Daily arc we receiving intelligence, from our brethren in our own country 
and in distant lands, that should make every IMasim’s heart thrill with joy. 
Amid the changes and reverses of fortune to which every thing of human 
origin has been subjected, i^[asonry has known no change but improvement. The 
black cloud that once hung u]'on our sky has faded away, and to the retiring 
gloom has succeeded noon-day brightness. Tlic lightning’s flash ha.s gone out 
in the heavens, the thunder’s roar has died away in the distance, and all is now 
calm and tranquil ns the divams of an infant .slumbering uinm its mother’s 
bosom. Like a rock upon the .sea-shore, ^faconry stands frowning defiance on 
the angry waves that have dashed and died at its base. 

Lot us hero pause for a moment, as we ask ourselves the question, "What report 
do the moments of the blasonic year just now closed bear up to heaven? Do 
they go as accusing spirits against u.s, or as able advocates to plead witb dumb 
lip.s, yet eloquent silence, our cause in tbe court above? Have we, as l>[asons 
and as men, availed ourselves of the means nfl'orded by the prosperity of our 
Order to bless mankind, and make wiser, better, and happier those of our day 
and generation? Arc we alive to a sense of the new duties and responsibilities 
created by our increased facilities to elfect good and prevent evil? And as 
we ask ourselves these questions, let us remember the wise waste not their time 
in idle regrets .about that which is irrevo(,‘able, but seek atonement for the past 
in hearty amendment. 

“Whatever objection the weakness of the head or wickedness of tbe heart 
may have raised to our venerable and venerated Institution, its antiquity may 
justly cballongo the wonder and admiration of all. It counts its age not by 
years, but bj' centuries, tons and scores of centuries; and these are but links in 
the chain of its existence. Guided by the lamp of historjq wo pursue back the 
links of that chain till years rolling on years, and age succeeding age, are piled 
behind us in awful grandeur. And when the light of history grows dim, wo 
take up tradition, and travel along down the distant past where tradition itself 
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dies out, and tlie inquirer is lost amid the mazes of speculation and conjecture. 
The Papacy hoasts of its antiquity, hut i\Ia.=onry exi.sted in manly maturity 
tvhen it is claimed the apo.stolic mantle fell from .St. Pktki’. upon his successor. 
And now, when the Papacy has grown old — ha.s stretched her arms over the 
world, and rules the religiou.s destiny of ahovo one hundred and fifty millions ol 
human heing.s — Ma.sonry is yet alive. There is no human institution of who^e 
birth it W'as not a living witne.ss. ithin its day empires have risen, tlouri>licd, 
passed away, and been forgotten. And still it exi.sts, unshorn of its ])ri>tine 
glory, w'ith all the fre.shness of youth, the vigor of manhood, and venerable 
majesty of old age, bearing no symptom of decay, no sign of approaching di.s- 
solution. The ark in which our all, as Alason.s, is embarked, though once the 
sport of the elemental war, as it da.shed with lightning-speed ot or seas churned 
to froth by the whirlwind’s rage, has outlived the tempest, and now, with masts 
unshattered, wdth canvas untorn, bending under full sail, she neais the destined 
haven. Hide on, thou gallant baric, ride on! proudly leaping from wave to 
wave, as if in mockery of the billows’ rage and tempest’s fury! tby polar-star 
is truth, the hand that guides thee is divine! The star of Ala.sonry is m the 
ascendant. Never since its origin had its friends more reason to icjoicc, oi its 
enemies to mourn. 

But, amid our gratulations and rejoicings, let us not forget that Being to 
whom we arc indebted for all these, our blessings. Nor let us fail to remember 
that security belongeth to the vigilant alone. If the sentinel sleep upon the 
watch-tower, the city will be taken. 

A\'hcrever we turn our eyes in nature, w^hether to the skies above, the earth 
beneath, or seas around, we see abundant evidences of the power, wisdom, and 
goodne.ss of God. There is not an atom in nature— from man, the masteriucce, 
down to the meanest insect that crawls ujion the eaith that cxa.ts .is an c.\i 
deuce of the weakness or wickedness of its Crcatoi. At his commaiit, t u. .am 
Ciireer.s through tlie liejivens, sliedding forth Ids nidiiince willi u In. tu tiiiK i.is 
not dimmed norage obscured. The evening clouds, lighted uj) bj hi.s d_\iug 
rays, present more than the rainbow’s beauty, and shadow forth the <iuict and 
glorious departure of the good man from earth to the spirit-land. Ihe muon 
and stars, when daj'’s dying brightne.ss has faded into twilight gra}, bang out 
their lamps to illumine night’s sable curtain. .Surely, such a disjilay of pcrlcc- 
tion — such manifestations of power and wusdom— were not the result of caprice 
or madness, but of design. That man was born to be happy is a fact made 
evident bj" reason, the light of nature, and the book of life. Every thing 
around him is suited to his nature, adapted to his wants, and calculated to make 
him hap])y. Por his comfort, nature shifts her vcstuic, smiling with the glad- 
ness of spring, or frowning with the gloom of winter. Ho looks abroad upon 
her face — not as upon a dull, unbroken monotony, but is filled with the pleasing 
delight of novelty and surprise. Nowdierc, in her whole range, does he meet 
■'vith the repetition of the same act. At every turn, an endless variety meets 
lbs gaze. Nor is the fact that ho was made to be happy less evident from the 
sublime prerogatives, tbo awful attributes, to which be is the heir. AVbile 
other animals have a limited and definite sphere in which to employ their feeble 
power.s, and, after running their brief round, die and arc forgotten, leaving 
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boliiiul thorn no meniorials of thoir cxistenco, no inonmnents of their "lorv, 
man lias cireimiscrihoJ for him no limit but that which bounds tim imiverso, 
no siian of existence but eternity. Endowed with an immortal spirit that shows 
him akin to heaven and a yoke-fellow for angels, ho reviews the past, scans the 
present, and foresees the future; and, with a range of thought that grasp s in all 
save God hiinsolf, he sweeps through boundless space more swift than Hies the 
electric fire. Impelled by euriosity, cupidity, or the love of glory, ho has 
dived into the bowels of the earth, and made her reluctantly discover to him 
her treasures; has invaded the empire of the mighty deep, making chariot- 
wheels of her waves on which to ride from continent to continent; and, with 
almost an impious daring, has seized the lightning as it marked its fiery track 
along the bosom of the thunder-cloud, and to its wing has pinned his name, to 
bo lla.-hed across a world. 

Eut the truth must bo told. Alan, the imago of his God, the heir of immor- 
tality, in whoso bosom dwells an imnuirtal spirit which shall have entered but 
upon the threshold of improvement when his material frame sinks into the arms 
of death, with capacities susceptible of indefinite expansion, and which, if prop- 
erly improved, would elevate him to a rank among created intolligenees where 
even angels would esteem it no mean honor to hail him their equal, too often 
sinks to a depth of dejiravity and degradation whore a fiend would blush to call 
him brother. Those wonderful capacities, which were give him to glorifv his 
God, make himself happy, and bless his kind, are loo id’ten perverted into curses 
upon himself and his race, and employed to mar the plans, dcf>at the designs, 
and thwart the purposes ot his Creator. For ages, his history is but a record of 
crime. For thousands of years, superstition and ignorance overspread his mind 
as a thick cloud. Having broken tlirongh all restraints on his evil jiassion.s, and 
all laws designed for the dovclojmient of his moral energies, for century after 
century ho was ]iermitted to reap the harvest himself had sown — to walk in the 
bleak and barren wastes of ignorance, and in the dark and desolate places of 
crime. The sun of science had Hung a fitful glare across the zodiac, but upon 
the moral sky no star a]qiearcd to guide the mariner on life’s stormy ocean to 
the haven of tranquillity and )ieacc. In this lamentable condition, the light of 
Christianity beamed from on high to dispel the gloom and help man on to truth, 
to happiness, to heaven. Host and bewildered by the spcoulations of a vain 
philosophy that lured him on to disappointment, mocked him with expectations 
never to bo realized, and lead him to naught but shadows that flew his grasp 
like the phantoms of a dream, a voice breaks from the upper world to cheer his 
di'spondeney and whisper hope to his desjiair. 

The history of the world before revelation dawned upon it shows the neces- 
sity of a loy elation from heaven, and the insufticiency of mere learning, to pro- 
vide foi the moral wants of man. It is a lamentable fact that those very 
periods y\hon the sun of science shone with the most resplendent brightness 
were the very periods of the most abandoned jirofligacy. “The world by wi.s- 
dom know not God.” Eovelalion then comes in to siqqfly that wherein science 
was defective. The Chri.sfimi religion is perfectly suited to the wants of umn 
It furnishes rules for the regulation of his coiubict in every po.ssible relation of 
life, and provides a chart to guide aright every son and daughter of Adam over

time’s boiling surge. It.= provi.sions are as ample as the universe, as general ns 
luiman depravitj'. It brings consolation to the wounded sjiirit Ibr which earth 
has no balm, pliilosojdiy no remedy. It is impo.s.sible to conceive of any case of 
luiman suffering which the consolations of Christianity cannot reach and alle- 
viate — of anj' dut3', wliether to God, to others, or ourselves, it doe.s not enjoin. 

"Where, then, it is a.sked, is the necessitj' for iMasonrj-, since Chri.stianii v has 
a cordial for the anguish of everv wounded spirit, and enjoins the jierlormance 
of ever^' duty? True, if man was what he .should be, and not what he is; if he 
made dutj' the rule of conduct in all the relations of life; in a word, if lie 
obeyed tlie precepts of Christianity, there would then be no necessity for 
iMasonr^', nor anj' other humane, benevolent, and charitable institution to soothe 
the anguish of the aillicted, and relieve the distress of suffering innocence. To 
know and to perform our dut\', to liear and to relieve the cries of di.stres.=, 
would then become one and the same act. The heart ot the jihilanthropist and 
the Chri.stian would leap for jo\- at the peace, quiet, and happiness which ever\- 
where prevailed in societv. One 011I3' feeling wotild ]>ervade thehuman biea^t 
“love to God, and good-will to man.” 

But as the porfectibilitj' of human nature is onlj' the idle sjicculation of 
motaidij-sical dreamers, it becomes us to take socictj' as wo find it, enjcqying 
much of good and suffering more of evil, and not lose ourselves in usele.‘-s spec- 
ulations about what, under a different order of things, it might be made. It is 
then in this exposed condition of society that ! 5 Iasonry brings the jironiises of its 
aid, and wisely concltides that as one fact, well attested by experiment, is worth 
a thousand untried theories, so one schome of practical good to-man will out- 
weigh all the political ab.stractions from Plato down to Adam Smith. It does 
not fold its arms in de.spair because so much of evil and misery is unavoidable 
in this life, but nobly rouses its energies to diminish, as far as practicable, the 
amount of that misery and evil. Kor does ^fasonry arrogate to itselt any ot 
the divine offices of Christianity. It claims no poever to regenerate the human 
heart, brings no promises of atonement for sins past, nor projiitiation tor clinics 
committed. These it leaves to the divine agency’ of religion, while it proposes 
to religion its aid to benefit man for the various duties of this liic — to make him 
a better citizen, better neighbor, more affectionate brother, dutiful son, constant 
husband, and a better father. Masonry enjoins no duty’, teaches no precept for- 
bidden by’ sound morality or the law of the land, nor justities the neglect of 
duty’ growing out of the multiplied relations of life. It has no will but a com- 
pliance with that of God — no purposes to sub.servc but the good of man. Put 
while IMasonry’ thus yields precedence to religion — while it modestly’ denies that 
it brings its credentials from heaven with tidings of salvation to a lost world — it 
docs claim the power to strew flowers along the pathway of man, to dot the 
World over with bright and sunny spots that smile in gladness, like an oiisis 
amid the desert waste, to cheer the fainting heart of the traveler. 

jffasonry and religion, then, become friends, not foes; kindred influences 
ynited in one common cause — .sympathetic streams that commingle their waters 
in the same ocean. They are but difterent divisions of the same moral army, 
destined to act on the same battle-field. How foolishly, then, by wasting their 
stiength for the destruction of each other, they’ give the victory over to the 
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enemy! The world is wide enough for both, and I fear the time will never 
Come when they can sheathe their swords because no armed foe appears. 'When 
tile whole harvest has been reaped, when man no longer does violence to his 
brother, when the last wail of misery has been hushed forever, and when the 
unbroken harmony of cheerfulness and rejoicing falls upon the oar, it will be time 
to stop to debate the (piestion how tolerable would be the lot of man by the loss 
of either. 

Iteligion, from its verj- nature, from the wide range of duties it embraces, 
must be general, and not specilie, in its commands. Por instance, it commands 
us to be temperate in all things, leaving it to wise and good men to form asso- 
ciations, and adopt rules among themselves, the more etlectually to stay the 
ravages of intemperance. Now, no sane man will maintain that such associa- 
tions conflict at all with the higher claims of Christianity. Again: Christian- 
ity commands us to feed the hungry and clothe the naked; and yet the wisest 
statesmen and best Christian.=, of every age, fearing the command was too gen- 
eral to insure obedience, have thought it no impiety to erect asylums for the 
poor and destitute. It is upon this jirinciple !M:isonry proceeds. Such of these 
duties as relate to the regulation of man’s conduct in this life it specifically 
points out, and specially enforces. And I have yet to learn that anv dutv of 
univers:il obligation loses any part of its binding force by being specifically 
enjoined. 

b roni the peculiarity of its operations, !M:\sonry mav shed its blessings upon 
some abodes of wretchedness and despair, where the light of Christianity .sbineth 
not. To how many instances could I appeal where the first religious impre.s- 
sions were, made, where hearts that had .stood unmoved for year.*, by the denun- 
ciation of Heaven's wrath from the imipit, wore melled into tendornoss and 
contrition on hearing c.viioundcd the sublime mysteries of our Order? The 
streaims of its charity, hidden and unseen as they are, flow out in a thousand 
directions to distil their freshness upon hearts over which griefs brooded in, 
wintry desolation. By a hand unseen, bj- a voice unheard, save by God himself, 
tears are wiped from the widow’s eyes, and the orphan’s cries are hushed. The 
Mason dieth not as other men die. He carries with him to the grave this blessed 
assurance, this sweet comfort in the hour of death, that though all else beside 
may fail, though the wealth he had amassed may bo scattered to the. four winds, 
though friends who smile in the sunshine of prosperity may flee away from the 
gloom of adversity, yet in the Masonic Fraternity he hath left beh'ind him a 
husband to his wife, a father to his children, that shall not fail them when the 
hoiu of their calamit3’ cometh. How sweet to the. husband and father, oven 
in death, must be the consciousness that ho leaves behind him faithful guard- 
ians to natch over the interests and provide for the wants of his widow and 
orphans! 

But Masonry claims nothing divine in its origin. AVith all its boasted excel- 
lences, its perfect adaptation to the wants of socictj’, it is but a human institu- 
tion, though the wisest, best, over conceived of the mind of man. Prom its 

structure, the most renowned of statesmen maj' learn, lessons of wisdom ^lessons 

which, if they would profit by their attempts to establish good governments 
would not so often prove a mockery. Truth, justice, charitj-, good-will to man' 
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are the pillars that support the Temple, ami brotherly love the hoy-stone to its 
grand arcli. 

!Miisonry e.xcludes no man from its privileges on account of tlic ])cciiliarity of 
his political or religious notions. 'Within its arms are folded those ot evco'y 
political party, every religious sect, upon earth. Tlival statesmen and orators, and 

I'ivnl ficctiiriiiiis, incut nl llio .^anie altar, bow at tbo .same .sbriim, ami, forgetting 

lor a time tlieir diversity of opinion.^, unite theii’ energies in tlie coniim-m cause 
of human happinc.s.s, and their voices in prai.se and thanksgiving to their coia- 
inon JJunefactur. 'When liotitioned for admittance, the question is not, Do yon 
belong to tiiis religious sect, or that political party? but, Do you aehno\vledg(; the 
existence of one God, the binding force of moral obligation ? Do you reeogni/.o 
those eternal distinctions God has made between right and wrong, viitm: and 
vice? Do you own man ns your brother, and believe in tbo iutnrc accountabil- 
ity of man for the deeds done in the bod3'? If so, the door swings back upon 
its binges, tbo applicant is bailed a.s brother, and, witli a most cordial greeting, 
is welcomed to a participation of the blessings of the Craft. It courts no alli- 
ance with Cliureh or State. Virtue is its all\', vice its foe; its end and aim the 
amelioration of the human race. 

Nor are the blessings it dispenses to man limited to time or place. Its intlu- 
ence is bounded by no parallels of latitude or meridians of longitude, nor Ijj" 
rivers, oceans, and continents; but, as the dew of heaven, it distils its blessings 
on every land and nation, evorj' kindred, people, and tongue. Go swoop a circle 
that shall bound the civilized world, and at every point of that circle j’ou have 
tlie liomc of Freemasonry. 'Wherever the light of civilization has traveled, 
though straggling ma^' be its ray.s, they plaj' around the Masonic icmplo. And 
upon wliatevcr civilized shore a Ma.son may be cast, be feels, so soon a.s bis foot 
pro.sses tlie earth, that bo is at home; that, if in trouble, bo w ill be consoled, 
if in distress, be will be comforted; if in want, bo will he relic\cd. feiich an 
association of brethren, united in interest, united in sympatbj', and I.13 a com- 
mon purpose of good, is one of the noblest spectacles the ej'O ever rested u)ion. 

It is a known law of the mind that association begets sympatlu', and st'inpathy 
ripens into kindness and good-will. Then, judging from this ]irineii>le of the 
mind, how incalculable must be the blessings of Masonrj^, since oceans and con- 
tinents cannot divide the sjunpatbetic links of that chain wbieb binds men of 
all nations, sects, and persuasions into one brotberbond, with one great design 
of making each other better and happier, and of elevating the condition of their 
k i n d ! 

W'liile ]\[asonrj' ever extends tlie band of relief to snfFering innocence, to the 
idle, the dissolute, and tlie profligate, it promises no indemnitj' against the win- 
ter of want. Its charities follow those whom misfortune, not punishment for 
crime, maj’ have overtaken. To tbo innocent and virtuou.s, its voice is that of 
consolation and comfort; to the guiltj', that of censure and reproach. In Ma- 
sonrj-, the terms good Jlasou and good man arc identical. Goodness is its only 
title to consideration and respect; .suporioritj' of merit its ou'ly passport to 
superioritj^ of station. This is the great platform upon wbieb we all — tbo rich 
and tbo poor, tbo learned and the unlearned, the elevated and the lowlj' — meet 
in perfect oqualitj^, as brethren of the same great famiI3^ And is uot an insti- 
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tution like tlii?, that enjoins the performance of every (Inly, the practice of 
every virtue; Unit teaches us to chasten our thoughts, purify our affections, ami 
curl) our passions; that promotes the cultivation of the mind and morals; that 
joins together men of every quarter of the globe by the strong bonds of broth- 

orly love — is not sucli uu institution tloservini; the alloction of all, the cstoeiu 
atul eoiillileiieo of llie world? 

lint Alasonry needs not the praises of its friends. It is its own orator, its own 
eulogist; its fruits ileclare its excellence. Indeed, any descriiition of what Ma- 
sonry is would necessarily bo imiierfoct and unsati.sfactory to all hut Itfasons. 
Its forms and eeremonios, signs and symbols, constitute no part of its c.ssenoe. 
Those are intended to guard its memhers agaitist the fraud and imposition.s of 
the wicked, and to preserve the identity of the Craft. The best, and in fact the 
only, definition that can bo given is to declare the jirinciplos it maintains, and 
the duties it enjoins. AVhat those principles are, wo have already shown; the 
duties it teaches may bo said to bo those wo owe to God, to our countrj-, and to 
on rsclves. 

AVo blu.sh as wo write it down, that a rational being ever denied the existence 
of his God. Tliat such has been the case, stands ns a melancholj- proof that 
there is nothing too absurd for the mind of man to give its assent to, when 
warped by prejudice, biased by interest, or clouded by passion. Deny the 
existence of God! As soon would we expect man to dctiy his own identity. 

I’.i’i gaze on nature wherever wo may, and we see written in characters of 
liting light: God created, sustains and upholds all things; and over\’ voice from 
tile harmony of nature proclaims, in tones distinct as the thunder’s roar. It is 
God that speakelh. Heaven, earth, and sea are the witnesses tha't stand up in 
the grand court-room of the universe to give in evidence of the existence of our 
God. And the atheist denies his existence solely because the moral 2>urity of 
such a Being would be a rebuke of his own base abandonment to vice. 

To such a Being, then, man, his creature, the workmanshiji of his own hand.s, 
owes love, reverenee, and worship; love, for his goodness; reverence, for his 
majesty; and worship, for the continuance of his care and protection over us. 
Base must be that heart that does not melt with love and gratitude to God, who 
has everywhere poured out his blessings upon his creatures in such prodigal 
jirofusion. To him we are indebted for every good gift we receive, every bless- 
ing we enjoy, whether it comes directly from his hands or flows to us through 
the collateral channels of human agency. For every thought of the mind, cve^ 
action ot the body, yea, for every breath we breathe, we are dependent on his 
bounty. And should not man love a Being who has done so much for him, 
who has jjrovidod for him every facility of enjoyment in this life, and jireparod 
for him a heaven where ho maj' siicnd an cternitj’ of bliss? 

AA' ho can fail to stand in awe of the majesty of that God who bade creation 
come from chaos, and take a form, and it was done; who hung up the sun, 
moon, and stars, to swing on forever in their deep orbits; who piled uj3 mount- 
ains by his might, and rolled together the ■waves of ocean by his breath? Of 
him whose voice is the thunder, whose messenger the lightning, wdiosc chariot the 
whirlwind? Fear of God, and awe of his majesty, betray no cowardice, 
argue no meanness of siiirit. Obedience to his will is no degradation; submis- 
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sion to liis commands no slavery. How impious, then, to lisp the name of such 
a Being hut with the deepest reverence! IIow ungrateful to blow back the 
breath he has given us with a curse upon his name! 

This popular vice of using the name of God irreverently is deserving the 
heaviest censure. Profane swearing is a low, vulgar vice, in which the basest 
of mankind excel. The word of an honest man needs not an oath to sustain it; 
and he who invokes the verjgeance of Heaven on the petty ills and disapi)oint- 
ments of life gives evidence of a narrow under.standing, a wicked heart, and 
shows himself the most abject of all slaves — a slave to his passions. Now, as 
there maj* be some who have more regard for the law of fashion than for the 
law. of morals, who have more respect for external propriety than internal 
purity, who had rather be regarded as immoral than ill-bred, I would here take 
the liberty to say, profane swearing is not a better evidence of a corrupt heart 
than it is of vulgar breeding. The man who has proper respect for himself, not 
to say reverence for his God, will never let a blasphemous expression fall from 
his lips. If there be any among us addicted to this vice, lot me admonish them 
not to draw nigh the altar with their gift, with the dying curse upon their lijts. 
But I will not believe there are any such amoTig us. "What! a Mason of this 
our day and age profane the name of his God! 

Perhaps the duties wc owe to God cannot bo better summed up than they are 
in the following extract; “Our duty toward God is to believe in him; to fear 
him; and to love him with all the heart, with all the miiul, with all the soul, 
and with all the strength; to worship him; to give him thanks; to put our 
whole trust in him; to call upon him; to honor his holy name and his word; 
and to serve him truly all the dat'S of our lives.” 

Created by the same God, destined to the same end, placed on the same 
theater, subject to the same calaniities and misfortunc.s, ])articipants of the same 
bounties of Heaven, men should feel linked together in such a bond of sympa- 
thy that the misfortunes of each one should bo regarded as a common calamitj', 
and each one’s success a suliject of common congratulation and rejoicing. In 
every human breast, the cords of affection and sympathy should be so attuned 
to the sweet notes of love, friendship, kindness, and good-will that when stricken 
would give richest melody from hearts that beat in unison. Hid man but real- 
ize, in all its force, the fact that his fellow-man is his brother, and, with the feel- 
ings that should move a brother’s her.rt, endeavor to promote his best interest, 
this world of ours would be almost a paradise, and this universal Fraternity 
would present a spectacle of bliss which even the angels might wish to make 
their own. 

In the present fallen condition of our race, enough of pain and misery is 
unavoidable, without having added thereto the cruelt}', oppression, and injustice 
of man to his fellow. As wc journey on to the grave, wo stumble and fall full 
oft, without being jostled by those who travel with us. If we would consider 
for a moment how dependent we are on the conduct of others for most of the 
pleasures that we enjoy, the reflection should teach us that wc were placed here 
as mutual helps, and not as obstacles to the good of each other. Oppose thy 
brother in nothing but what tends to his own hurt, or the damage of others. 
Hoes ho groan under a burden of misfortune, diminish and not add to that bur- 
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den; is lie blessed, rejoiee ivitli him in his good fortune. It is the business of 
!i fiend to nnir those pleasure.' himself is forbidden to taste. 

Alan has nothing that he can claim as exclusiveh- his own. llis time, his 
talent, bis treasure, whatever they may be, are only his private share in the 
great partnershiii of human life. Let each one, then, be careful how he abuses 
the interest of his copartners. Obnoxious as we are to the sad reverses of for- 
tune, a sense of self-preservation should dispose us to acts of kindness and 
relief to otber.s, so that wo lack not the hand of help when misfortunes come 
upon us. Jligli as we, at present, may stand, firm as may be the base on which 
wo rest for support, the next adverse gale may level us to the dust. The giant 
oak which to-day looks down with contempt on the tender ]ilant, torn from its 
stem by the zephyr’s breath, may to-morrow bow before the whirlwind. To- 
niglit wo may lie down with the wealth of untold millions; the morrow’s dawn 
may rise upon us worse than bankrupts. Goodness can claim no hostage against 
reproaeli, greatness no indemnity against calamity. 

As wo treat others, so will they treat us in turn, lie who has no charity for 
the weakness of others cannot hope any compassion or forbearance for his own. 
And if the best of us were to bo judged of by justice alone, well might we trem- 
ble as the hand of resurrection awoke our deeds from the grave of the past. 
Let us, then, forgive others as we ourselves hope to be forgiven. 

Above all things, my brothron, let me urge upon you to avoid evil speaking 
of one another. Leave the vile, office of slandering to those of the world who 
delight in such work. Silence should ever be observed where we have nothing 
ot praise to speak, unless the faults of the offender are such as to require expo- 
sition and punishment. The tongue that spits its foul venom on all within the 
circle infected bj" its poison is more fatal to the peace of society than the simoon 
of the desert to vegetation. I want no better evidence that a man has a black 
heart — a heart wherein the cold, bitter waters of suspicion, envy, jealousy, and 
malice have quenched every generous emotion — a heart where a hell-hatched 
brood of dark and guiltj- passions find a fit nestling-place — than to hear him 
continuall}' speaking evil of his neighbors, finding in their conduct every tiling 
to censure and nothing to commend. The princely eagle never stoops to prey 
upon a putrid carcass. It is the flesh-fly — the vilest of his tribe — that lights 
with instinctive certainty upon the unsound parts of a body. Komember, it is 
the Voice of kindness alone that can woo back those who have strayed awav. 
Has thy brother violated any known rule of duty, publish not his shame to the 
woild, but go to him, take him kindly by the hand, and admonish him of his 
fault. Tell him that the forbidden cup of pleasure he now quaffs with such 
delight contains the bitterest dregs of poison ; that beneath every flower blooming 
along his guiltj’ pathway there coils an adder, whose sting is death ; that the 
inclined-plane down which he now so swiftly and so sweetlj^ glides terminates 
in a land of darkness and of shadows, where every breeze beat's upon its wings 
the malaria of death; that the sunshine which now sparkles around him to 
gladden his heart will go out, and be enveloped in the shades of a moral night 
that shall know no dawn, and he given up to the torturings of remorse that 
gnaweth forever on his heart, yet consumeth it not, and exposed to the taunts 
of those fiends who, having lured him on to ruin, now mock his anguish and 
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laugh at his calamity. Tell him his will then ho more than solitude, for he will 
hold communion with his own guiltj', gloomy thoughts. 

To conclude this branch of the subject by another extract, onr duty to our . 
neighbor is “to do unto all men as we would they should do unto us to lo^c, 
honor, and obey the civil authority; to hurt nobody by word or deed ; to be 
true and just in all our dealings; not to covet or desire other men s good-, but 
to learn and labor truly to get our own living, and to do our duty in that state 
of life unto which it shall please God to call us.” 

One of the first duties we owe to ourselves is the cultivation of a proper self- 
respect. By this we are not to understand pride, vanity, or that assumption of 
superiority so disgusting to all; but that estimate of our.selves, from a ])ropei 
appreciation of the high position we occujiy in the scale of heing, which 
puts us above doing a mean or a dishonorable act. bile thi.s self-approba- 
tion remains, there is no misfortune we cannot bear, no ditliculty we cannot 
encounter and overcome. Fortune may frown where she once smiled, our 
friend.5 may forsake and abandon us to our fate, the world may per.-ecuto us 
and point the finger of scorn as we pass — ail this we can endure so long as 
we are buoyed up by a consciousness of innocence; but when our own hearts 
recoil from self-examination, when the voice of self-reproach from within joins 
the thunders of accusation from without, then it is our spirits sink within us, 
the courage of the strong man fail.';, the lion grows as timid as the fawn that 
starts up at the trenibling of every leaf, the giant cpiakcs at the chirp of the 
grasshopper beneath his feet, and the dauntless Petek skulks in darkness to hide 
from the glances of a ser^'ant-maid. The moral energies of the man are jialsied 
as by the touch of death. 

To enjoy the present, unmindful of the future, is the business of a biute, and 
not a rational creature. Ho who would hojio to jirospci in this i e, am e 
hajipy, should have the firmness and forbearance to forego an} picsen ^ooc , ji 
endure any present evil, for the sake of a greater good to come ; and must leai n 
to refuse compliance with the solicitation of any temptation, though ne\ ei so 
inviting, that would lead him from the path of duty. And when piessed b\ 
the entreaty of others, or urged by his own inclination, to do any act of doubt- 
ful character, thequestion should not be, Will it aft’ord me present pleasui e,w ill 
it enhance my interests, will it gain me the applause of the w'orld? but. Is it 
right, is it what I ought to do? "When this question has been settled, let him 
do his duty, alike unawed by the frowms and threats and unscduced by tho 
smiles and flatteries of, the world. How many men have lost their fortune, 
their fame, their health, their lives, their all, for time and eternity, for want of 
the moral firmness to pronounce that little monosyllabic of but two lottor.s — 
no! Principle should be the impelling cause to all our actions. Tho man wdio 
acts from impulse only is never to be much relied on as a friend, or dreaded tus 
an enemy. True, in a moment of excitement, he may do his friend a favor, or 
his enemy an injury; but then ho is liable to mistake the one for tho other, or 
his emotions, both of love and hate, like soda, soon evaporate all their spirit by 
their own effervescence. Give me tho man who repays all his favors, redresses 
all his wi'ong.s, and avenges all his injuries and insults from a sense of duty — 
from principle alone. The friendship of such a one is worth courting, and I 
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luicl rather arouse the lion from his lair than awake the slumhering ire of such 
a man. 

Light, heat, and moisture are not more essential to the health of vegetation 
than conlidence in man to the peace ami quiet of the mind. I pity, from the 
bottom of my heart, the misery of that man who sees an enemy in every face, 
and detects deceit in every smile, and treachery in every cordial greeting. iSuch 
a one is unfit for society, and should dwell in solitude. He heapeth not up 
riches to himself, but scattcreth abroad the treasures of others. To confide in 
all alike, without any regard to habits or character, would bo unwise ami unjust, 
ns it would break down all distinctions between the good and evil. ]5ut he 
who suspects all men must feel that himself is unworthy of being trusted. 

Although man is a social heing, and must find in his social intercourse those 
incentives which arouse his energies and urge him on to the performance of 
noble deeds, the mind must look to itself for most of the happiness it enjoys, or 
misery it sufters. It is true, external circumstances exert a material influence 
upon the mind that all our philosophy and boasted self-control cannot entirely 
overcome. The mind often takes a shade of gloom, or is lighted up by sun- 
shine, according to surrounding circumstances. Xo one can bo hajipy when 
sulfering acute pain of the body, when pressed by famine, or chilled by cold ; 
but, by a proper regulation of the mind, these and all other ills may be robbed 
of half their severity, and, according to its training, can extract good from ill, 
or convert good to ill. The great secret of human happiness is a fixed deter- 
mination to ho happy — a resolution to adapt ourselves to, and make the most 
out of, whatever circumstances may surround us. The active but moderate 
employment of our faculties of mind and body, for wise, noble, and benevolent 
purposes, itself is happiness. Idleness is no less the ]iarent of misery than of 
vice. 

■ The stoek of public happiness is made up of the mites that each one con- 
tributes. And let no one excuse himself from contributing his share thereto by 
the idea that the pittance he brings to the sum of public happiness, like a grain 
of sand to the whole earth, cannot eft'ect it materially cither way. Alone, the dew- 
droj) would bo useless, but, uniting with its kindred drops, they distil their fresh- 
ness upon the tender plants, making the earth to bloom in beauty and verdure, 
and the fields to ripen with a rich harvest to gladden the husbandman’s heart. 
The rivulet may be so small that it could scarcely waft the down from the pin- 
ion of a dove, yet, when it has commingled its small tribute with kindred 
streams, they' form the mighty river on which may ride the navies of the world. 

It is a duty wo owe ourselves to control, not extirpate, the passions; to sub- 
ject them, as loyal citizens, to wise laws, to the dominion of the understanding. 
But when this is not the case, when passion holds the sway, the little roptiblic 
man is in a state of insurrection, and groans under the despotism of anarchy. 
The veriest galley-slave on earth might w’ell commiserate the despotic tyranny 
whicli ambition hold over the mind of that man who, after having conquered 
the world, sat down in Babylon to weep that there was not another world to 
conquer. Happiness fixes not her abode in that heart where the passions hold 
their bacchanal revels. In this world, our lives lie at the mercy of the smallest 
accidents. The thread of life may be snapped asunder by any passing breeze. 
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Dangers, scon and unseen, are scattered along our jialliway. In pursuing those 
splendid illusions that float uji through the imagination, wc arc too aj>t to forget 
that man must die; and thus, thoughtless, we hurry on in our huttcrfly-chaso 
of pleasures, our wild and reckless schemes of amhition, until we stumble off 
the awful ^Niagara of death. Seeing the dangers to which we are exposed, the 
uncertain tenure by which we hold our lives, our liability to be called hence 
at any moment, how circuimspcct should we be in our deportment, how .strict a 
watch should we set over our thoughts, words, and actions, so that wo bo ever 
readj- to obe}’ the summons to meet our God in judgment! To the good man, 
death is often a welcome visitant; to the vicious, it comes as an unbidden guc.st — 
as a specter whose hcav}- foot-fall grates like harshest thunder on his ear. 

Misfortune has no power to take away the comfort, the sweetness untold, a 
consciousness of innocence affords. If, then, we would be ha]ip}', lot us bo good ; 
for it is a fact, which God has written with stars in every quarter of the heavens, 
and with sunbeams on every s])ot of the earth: In vain may man seek happiness 
but in the performance of his duty. 

Individual sobriet}', and the exertion of your influence to stay the tide of 
intemperance in the land, is another duty I would urge upon you. The present 
ago has performed much in the cause of human improvement ; but jnuch 
remains yet to bo done. The causes of evil have been increased and invigorated 
in this State. Vices, which had been shamed from society, have come from 
their dark haunts, and now stalk abroad in open day. A new impulse has been 
given to the fiery flood of intemperance from a quarter the lover of his country 
and the friend of man had no right to expect. To stay the ravages of its foul 
watens, I call ujion you all, as Masons and as men, to rise as one man. Let 
there be no division among us in fhi.s matter. Let us present to the enemy a 
front unbroken as the Grecian phalanx watched by the Macedonian conqueror. 
Upon all proper occasion.?, raise your voices and hands against this monstci vice 
which is sweeping over our countr}', carrying ruin and devastation in its course. 
Above all, let your actions corres))ond to your woi’ds, your examples be con- 
sistent with your precepts. To show others the path of duty is not enough ; 
we should walk therein ourselves. 

The crisis in the drunkard’s life is at the very incipiency of the use of ardent 
spirits ; for after the appetite has been so far vitiated as to have acquired a 
relish for the taste and stimulus of intoxicating drinks, in nine cases out of ten 
his fate is as irrevocably sealed ns if he already slept in a drunkard’s grave, 
with infani3' for his epitaph, povertj-, w'retchodness, want, obloqujq and shame 
the legacy bequeathed to his family. I repeat it, the point of danger to eveiy 
man is at the ver}' commencement of the use of ardent sjiirits. It is the break- 
ing loose of the lirst flake of snow from the mountain-peak that cau.ses the 
avalanche, -which, gathering strength as it rolls on, at length buries hamlets and 
villages in ruins. 

Disguise it as the pride of man may, the best security is the absence of 
temptation, and “best safety lies in fear.’’ No one, with the reason of a man, 
over dreamed, when he commenced the use of ardent spirits, of becoming a 
diunkard. But, unfortunatelj', before he suspects that danger brooded nigh, 
16 had passed that bound whence his steps could never bo retraced. Total 
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alistincnee is the only tower of strength, the only citadel of refuge, the only 
place of securiU' against the dangers of drunkenness. See that pleasure-party 
so sweetly gliding along the jilaeid bosom of the lake, with thoughts as tranquil 
as the sleeping element on which they ride — as bright as the mellow radiance 
which the evening sky flings back over the expanse of water. ZSTot a breath 
disturbs the calm, not a speck dims the prospect, not a sound is heard but the 
echo of their wild, merry laugh as it dies away uiion the far-distant shore of 
that lake, that, cradled in the bosom of mountain.=, and lulled to rest by 
zophyr.s, sleeps with the quietude of an infant's slumbers. Imperceptible to 
themselves, they are moving on to death. And yet they dream not of danger. 
But hark! What sound is that which breaks in upon their delusive dreams of 
security, and arouses them to a sense of the fate that awaits them? It is the 
roar of the cataract they are fast nearing! Death — immediate and inevitable — 
stares them in the face! One wild shriek of despair, and all is over, as they 
leap with the thundering tide down the awful precipice! 

Again, I call u])on you, as Alasons, to set your faces against the vice of inteui- 
pcrance. Tlie age in which wo live, the cause wo advocate, the principles we 
jirofcss, demand it at our hands, and bid us onward in a work that promises so 
much of good without any alloy of evil. If we fail in this duty, let us remem- 
ber that we are weakening the stall’ of age, drying up the fountains of domestic 
bli.s.=, multiiflying widows and orphans in the land, and filling their hearts with 
sorrow, and their habitations with poverty and mourning. Let not the moder- 
ate drinker fold his arms in fancied security. To him I would say. Tarry not 
where you are, but, while you are yet free, flee away; for, though you see it not, 
feel it not, hear it not, a volcano tlireatcns to open at your feet. Slumber not 
in your delusive dreams of safety, lest, when the cry is heard announcing the 
approach of tlio enemj-, you awake and find that while he slept the strong man 
has been shorn of his strength, and now, without the power of resistance, bows 
his neck to the oppressor’s yoke. 

TruU', our lot in life has been cast in a land of extraordinary privileges — 
natural, political, and religious — a land upon which Ueaven has exhausted its 
bounty, and art its ingenuity. Here, nature wears her sweetest smiles. Perhaps 
it would be no extravagance to say the sun, in his burning circuit through the 
heavens, smiles not upon a fairer, a more goodly land than these United States. 
It is the modern land of promise, and wo the highly-favored people of God. 
And if I would select the brightest spot from among the bright, my eye would 
rest upon our own beloved Tennessee. 

But dearly as we love the skies that sparkle in brightness above our heads, 
the earth that blooms in beauty and verdure at our feet — grateful as wo feel for 
the natural advantages of our countrjq with far more gratitude to God do we 
speak of our free institutions — the religious and political privileges we are per- 
mitted to enjoy. The thunder of the Vatican, which, in other lands, strikes 
terror to the heart, here passes as the idle wind unheeded by. Ho hierarchy 
lords it over the consciences of men. Ho guillotine is here held up, dripping 
with the blood of martyred millions; no rack, no faggot, to awe the weak and 
timorous into submission. Truth asks no weapon but reason to combat error 
no helmet but that which it brings burnished from the armory of heaven. Ho 
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power ljut tliiit of God can control tlie conscience of an American citizen. 
Protestants, Catholics, Jews, Inlidels, all, arc allowed to worship God as they 
choose. 

Our government — the best that ever blessed mankind — was not ordained fur 
the few nor the many, but for all over whom it exercises jurisdiction. It throws 
its mantle of protection o^'cr the humblest as v.'ell as the most exalted ol its 
subjects. Like the dew of heaven, it sheds its blessings alike upon the lowly 
vale blessed only v.'ith the dim twilight and the mountain-peak bathed in 
eternal sunshine. Security in the enjoyment of life, liberty, and private jirop- 
erty arc guaranteed to all, a,nd never taken awaj" but for the public good. Xo 
peo])lc in the world were ever blessed with such privileges as we enjoy. 

These privileges we hold not in fee-simple, but as executors tor the )iast 
and trustees for coming generations, alike accountable to the dead, the living, 
the unboni, for the manner in which we use them. It is not enough that wo 
remain stationary, without retrograding from the point where our ancestors lelt 
us. I'fot to speak of the impossibility of any animated e.xistcnce remaining 
stationary long without either advancing or receding, posterity ha.'' a right to 
expect that the estates which we hold will descend greatl}' improved by our 
good management. "What to other ag(;s, less favored, would have been trilling 
omissions of duty, woidd be highly crimimd in us, who live amid the full blaze 
of the nineteenth century. 

How arc we to fulfill those solemn duties we owe to the past, present, and the 
future, and transmit to posterity, invigorated and improved, those free institu- 
tions witli which our lives have been blessed? I answer, by the elevation of 
the moral feeling.?, and the dift’u.sion of education bj’ sending the Bible and 
the school-master abroad in the land. 2Io people ca.i nourish in ignorance, and 
no government is secure that is iiot founded ujion the piintiplcs Bible. 

'Educiitioii and sound morality constitute the palhuliuni ot libcit}. ’ a\en ca,i 
never exist in that community where the light of .science, borrowing fie.-h cllul- 
gence from revelation, sheds forth its radiance. As w'cll might j ou exjiuct to 
chain the whirlwind, to put fetters upon the ocean’s rage, to stop Etnas llamcs 
with a wisp of straw, as to bind in slaverj' the' mighty energies of an enlight- 
ened, virtuous community of freemen. Bet it ever be borne in mind that the 
intellectual and moral attributes of the great mass of the people are the only 
hostages that can be given in pledge by human wisdom for the prosperity and 
duration of this vast Kepublic. 

At our last meeting, a standing Committee on Education was appointed, with 
powers to collect statistics on the subject, to confer with the subordinate Lodges 
Working under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, to furnish said Lodges 
w'ith any information they might obtain, and to make report at the present 
meeting. I have had no opportunity of conferring with the members of this 
committee, but, from tbeir high character for punctuality and enlightened zeal 
in the great and momentous subject submitted to their charge, I doubt not they 
have performed faithfully the labors assigned them, and that in proper time we 
shall have an able and interesting reiiort. And here, my brethren, I would 
uige upon you the importance of adopting some system of education that shall 
reach the wants of all the poor and destitute children of Masons in the State, 
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so tliiit no Mason’s child in its limits shall he reared in ignorance. Send the 
light of education into every henighted spot, to dispel the gloom which error 
and prejudice gather over the untutored mind. AVhether this shall he done hy 
the action of the Grand Lodge, or the suhordinate Lodge.c, is a matter of no sort 
of ditlcrcnce. So the good he acoomplishod, I care not whether the honor he 
claimed hy the Grand Lodge or the suhordinate Lodges. Many Afasons have 
died among you, leaving their children penniless and friendless, save in the 
Fraternity. To provide not only for the physical wants hut moral ones of 
such children is a duty devolving upon you as memhers of that henevolent 
institution that claims to ho the widow’s solace and orphan’s friend. !No genuine 
Alason, who has hcen blessed in his hasket and store, will refuse to divide his 
goods with such destitute children of Alasons as not onl\ misfortune hut actual 
want may have overtaken. Lut it is not enough ti) feed the hungi\ and clothe 
the naked of such children. You must enlighten theii minds, and culti\ate 
their morals; you must put in their hands weapons whcrchy they may over- 
come the temptations of life with which they may he assailed; must discipline 
them to use those arms with success, in order that they may exert a gratotul and 
benign intluonce upon their kind. That charity which dilfuseth knowledge, 
which prepares the head and the heart of the man for the enjoyment of those 
high intellectual and moral pleasures a proper education affords, is above all 
price. In urging this matter upon you, I teach no new doctrine. It is a doc- 
trine old as Alasonry itself, though applied to new relations. 

In a few more years, all who now hear mo will sleep with the dead. But a 
few more sands will have fallen from the hour-glass of time ore wo, like tlakes 
of snow, melt into the ocean of eternity. As wo to the past generation, so ■will 
the next generation rise up to take our places, and continue the imtinifhed 
duties of their father.s. Upon their shoulder.^, as now upon ours, will rest the 
wei'dit of this mighty Kcpuhlic. To their hands will ho committed the sacred 
trusts we now hold — the destiny of mankind. In the rising generation the 
future lawgivers, judges, ministerial officers of this great land are to ho found. 
How important, then, that hy proper education they he fully prepared for the 
awful rospomsihilities that await them. The father who turns out upon society 
a vicious, uneducated hoy, inllicts upon it a greater calamity than if he were to 
unchain a lion to roam at largo. I call upon you, then, as patriots and as 
fathers, if you love your country and would transmit its glory, not only untar- 
nished, hut improved, to posterity — if you would have children yet unborn rise 
up and call you blessed — if you would save your gray hairs from sorrow, and 
your old hearts from the hitterness of an anguish for which there is no remedy — 
if you would stro\v flowers along your pathway, and cause your lives to close 
as tranquillj' as the flowers of evening folded to their sleep — look well to the 
education of the rising generation — to the cultivation of their minds, and the 
improvement of their morals. Kememhor, a good education is the richest 
legacy any of you can bequeath to your son. It is a fortune that olings to 
him as his own identity, and can he lost only hy his own base .self-abandonment. 

Lot it ever he borne in mind that if this proud nation shall ever nieet with 
gflipwreck, the wave.s, as they roll over her, will chant the sad dirge of liberty 
on earth. The recollections of the past and hopes of the future hid us onward 
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in tlie glorious marcli of improvement — in tlic grateful duty of aiding in elevat- 
ing the .“laiidai'cl of clmraclei' of llioso around us — of o])ening up the fountains 
of knowledge — of multii)l3-ing and rendering more accessible the sources of 
happiness, and of impressing upon the age in which we live the great truth 
tliat if eternal vigilance is tlie price of freedom, its tenure is a cultivated intel- 
ligence, and the recognition and practice of all the requirements of a pure and 
lofty moral it}'. 

lircihrm : — The period of my connection with you as Grand iMastcr now draws 
to a close. In a few more hours, I shall disrobe myself of the in.signia of oflicc, 
and pass around to the right, to take my scat among those who, like myself, 
once held power, but hold it no longer. Two years ago you were pleased to 
confer on me the higliest olfice in your gift, to elevate me to the proud station 
I now occupy — a station that might well satisfy the ambitiou.s, and awake the 
fears of the conscientious, for its weighty cares and high re.sponsibilities. At 
our last annual meeting, your choice was renewed. For these manifestations 
of your confidence in my integrity and ability, and fin* the deference and 
respect with which your conduct to me, in my (dlieial intercourse, has been ever 
marked, receive the only return I can make — the warmest thanks of a grateful 
heart. If Masonry has flourished under my administration, I take.no os]iccial 
honor to myself, and claim nothing more than a sincere desire and honest 
endeavor to promote its interest. To the cordial coiiperation of the brethren 
and subordinate olllcers is duo the success with which my feeble efforts in the 
cause of iMasonry have been blessed. >Iay he upon whom the mantle of oflicc 
may now fall be favored in this particular as I have been, and everywhere 
meet with that marked deference to which the station entitles him. Happy 
am I to tak-e leave of you at a time when the past brings no regrets, the present 
fills the heart with joy, and every thing augur.s well for the fuluic. 

Since our last meeting, I have visited most of the Lodges east of the mount- 
ains, and many of those in iMiddlc Tennessee; all of which I found to he in a 
prosperous condition, and the brethren filled with Masonic zeal. M Idle my 
heart beats warm will I have a lively rect)llection of the kindness, courtesy, and 
re.spect I received from the brethren everywhere in my visitations. 

Before leaving my place, let me urge upon you again the necessity of a strict 
performance of your every duty as Masons and as men. From the eminence 
on which you stand, you cannot fail to attract the malicious gaze of many an 
evil eye. It is expected of you to be as lights to the world. Your every fail- 
ing will be marked, your every error trumpeted abroad by the tongue of slan- 
der. Live, then, so as to disarm falsehood and defy scandal. “'Walk worthy 
of the vocation wherewith you arc called.” If so, our beloved Order shall con- 
tinue to prosper, shall grow on in perpetual youth, shall defy the ravages of the 
ruthless hand of time, « 

.And when the creation shall fall into ruin. 

Its beauty shall rise through the midst of the fire.

The following report was then road: 

The committee appointed at tbe last Annual Communication of tbe Grand 
Lodge of Tonnossec to examine and report upon the communications from other 
Grand Lodges beg leave to report that the Grand Secretary has laid before 
them tbe Proceedings of tbe Grand Lodges of Alaine, Xew Ilampsbiro, Alassa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania, Georgia, Arkansas, Xortli Carolina, Florida, Alissouri, 
Alabama, Indiana, Alaryland, A' irginia, Xew York, AA isconsin, Alississippi, and 
the Republic of Te.xas. These Proceedings, it will be seen, do not embrace 
more than one-half the Grand Lodges in the United States, although the Grand 
Secretary has been careful to forward to every Grand Lodge a copy of the 
Journal of the transactions of this Grand Lodge. The committee have exam- 
amined the communications above-mentioned, and it affords them high gratifica- 
tion to state that they afford striking evidence of the general prosperity of the 
Fraternity. Like the phenix rising from its ashes, our ancient and honorable 
Fraternity is rising with renovated vigor in all parts of our widely-extended- 
domain. AA e are pleased to remark that while the greatest efforts are beino- 
made to disseminate a correct knowledge of the ceremonials of the Order like 
endeavors are being made to diffuse a knowledge of its true principles. Cere- 
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monials are nothing if the principles of the Order, wliich constitute its life and 
spirit, are neglected. 

New ILvMr.siiiRE. — Tlie Proceedings of this Grand Lodge contain the trans- 
actions of the Grand Lodge at the Annual Goinniunication held on the 0th 
of .June, 1840. The Journal contains reports from the District Deputy Grand 
^Masters in relation to the condition of the subordinate Lodges, and the reports 
of various committees. Of the latter, the most important is one apin'oving 
the formation of a General Grand Jjodgo of the United States, and recommends 
that the several Grand Lodges appoint delegates to a Convention to be held in 
the city of Baltimore, on the fir.st Thursday after the third Tuesday in Septem- 
ber, 1847 ; and to this subject your committee respectfully beg leave to call 
the attention of this Grand Jaidge, as it is one that involves important con- 
siderations. The other subjects embraced in tbeso Proceedings, being of a local 
character, do not demand the special attention of this Grand Lodge. 

Connecticut. — The coinimmication of the Grand Lodge of Connecticut em- 
braces the Proceedings at the Annual Communication held ^lay lo, 18415. The 
Grand Lodge was opened by an address from the M. W. Grand lUaster in 
relation to the condition of the Craft. The committee would hero remark tliat 
the practice of opening Grand Lodges with addresses from the presiding otll- 
cer is now becoming general, and the committee doubt not it will be of general 
benefit to the Craft. The report of the Committee on Foreign Communications 
presents a brief synopsis of the state of Freemasonry in the several Grand 
Lodges throughout the United States, and the eommittne report against the 
expediency of estahlishing a General Grand Lodge as “impolitic and unwise.” 
The other matters embraced in the Proceedings, in the opinion of j-our commit- 
tee, do not demand the special consideration of this Grand Lodge. Lour com- 
mittee, however, cannot but expres.s thcirgratification on the prosperous condition 
of the Craft in the respective Lodges of the Stale. 

Arkansas.— The Procceding.s of the Grand Lodge of Arkansas include the 
transactions of the Annual Communication held in November, 1845. The 
report.s and resolutions arc principally of a local character. That on foreign 
communications is an interesting document, as showing the condition of the 
Craft in the several States, which the committee find to bo “more flourishing 
than at any previous ]ieriod in our country’s history.” 

Nortii Caroi.in.v. — The Proceedings of this Gr.and Lodge embrace the trans- 
actions of the Grand Lodge at the Annual Communication of 1845. The Grand 
Lodge was opened with an excellent and appropriate addre.ss by the Grand 
Master. After noticing the transactions of other Grand Lodges, he calls the 
attention of the Grand Lodge to the IMasonic aft'airs of its own State, and par- 
ticularly to the abuse.s which have been suffered to creep into many of the. 
Lodges through the indolence and carelessness of the members, and directs the 
attention of the Grand Lodge to the means of reforming these abuses, so as to 
prevent their future recurrence. Another interesting subject to which he 
invites attention is that of educating the destitute children of Masons. A 
nobler charity could not emanate from our Order, and the committee hope that 
the attention of this Grand Lodge will be directed to the same point, and that 
some plan may be devised by which an effectual system may be adopted for the 
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ciliu-ation of t!ic destitute orphans of our unfortunate brethren. On tlie sul)- 
joet of a General Grand Lodge, (lie Grand Alaster e.xprosscs himself favorable 
to it, “for the juirposo of protecting the ancient landmarks and usago.s of the 
Order, and of settling all questions that may arise in relation thereto. 

The report of the Grand Lecturer presents an account of his visits to the 
subordinate Lodges in the State, many of which he found languishing and 
laboring under abuse.s, which ho attributes in a groat degree to the absence of 
due vigilance during a season of unavoidable declension, and the want of proper 
admonition and instruction — to conseijuent carelessness in the admission of 
members, and too much haste in passing members through the various Degrees. 

The Committee on Education made a report on “the scheme of establishing a 
charity-school by the Grand Lodge, and the duty of subordinate Lodges in regard 
to tile education of poor children within the limits of their jurisdiction;'’ and the 
committee recommend that a fund be raised by subscription to establish a “sem- 
inary of learning, under the direction of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
in which may bo educated, free from charge, such poor and destitute orphans, 
and children of living brother Arasons who have not the means to confer this 
benelit on their otVspriiig, as may be selected for the purpose from among those 
v\ ho ic.side uithiii the territorial limits ot the respective Lodges thiaui^^hout the 
State.” The report concludes with the following rc.solution; 



That a standing committee of three he annuallv appointed by the 
Grand blaster, with authority and instructions to carrv into'c.tfect as rapidly as 
possihle he resolutions heretofore adopted by this Grrnul Lodge, with the yiew 
to the ultimate establishment ot a seminary of learning, and that they report 
their proceedings annually to this Grand Lodge.” 

^our committee rejoice that this step has been taken In' that Grand Lodge 
to which the Grand Lodge of Tennesseo owes its existence. The subject of 
education is so intimately eonnooted with all our institutions that the heart of 
every lover of his country must rejoice in the measures which are being taken 
to promote it. It especially devolves on the IMasonie Eraternitv, as a sacred 
duty growing out of the principles of our Institution, to advance, by every 
means in our power, the cause of education, and jiarticularly to educate those 
of our own household. 

Florida. The Proceedings of this Grand Lodge embrace its transactions at 
the Grand Annual Communication hold on the 13th day of December 18lk 
Your committee find nothing of importance to note. ’ 

jMi.shOURi.— The Grand Lodge of IMissouri held its annual session on the 30th 
day of October, lS-i.5, and the Proceedings contain the transactions of that Com- 
munication. The Grand Lodge was opened by an address from the Grand 
Master, which very briefly stales some of the subjects which demand the atten- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. TVith regard to the -Masonic College, he says: “The 
experiment has been made, and, although loss than eighteen months have 
elapsed since it was opened for the reception of student-s, enough has transpired 
to render it certain that the most sanguine expectations of its warmest friends 
will be more than realized; and vvhile I would avoid vain-boasting, I cannot 
withhold an expression of the pride I feel that our little band of brothers in 
Missouri has successfully planted the flrst IMasonic College known to the world- 
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and I mistake the cliaracter of our brothers if tlioy do not stand by and sustain 
the Institution until it siiall require no external aid.” The college i.s out ot 
debt, but the Grand .Master recommends that mea.sures be adopted to ]iroeuro a 
librarj’ and apparatu.s. The report of the president of the college stales the 
whole number of students that have received instruction in the various depart- 
ments to be ninetj'-nine. 

A special committee, to whom the subject was referred, reports “ that the con- 
ferring the Degree of Past Master upon any other than a AVor.sbii>ful Master 
elect is an innovation upon the ancient landmarks of the Order, and a jialpable 
violation of the duty of a IVst blaster.” In this opinion the committee are 
correct. This Degree cannot be given except in the case referred to, unless it be 
in a Chapter of Itoyal Arch Alason.s, as preparatory to the higher Dcgrcc.s. 

The other reports and resolutions are of a local character, many of them co.i- 
nccted with the college, but are ot no general interest. 

GEOUGiA.-The Grand Lodge of Georgia hold its annual session at Al.llcdge- 
ville, from the 4th to the 7th of November, 1845. Torty-six Lodges W('rc repre- 
sented, which is a decided evidence of their zeal in the cause f)t the Ordei. 

The committee “on the state of the Grand Lodge icoommend the .\piu)int 
ment of delegates to the Convention to be held in Baltimore, in Septem jci, 
1847, for the establishment of a General Grand Lodge. Ihc same cominittce 
“feel gratified in being able to report to the Grand Lodge, and to sister Grand 
Lodges, the prosperous condition of the Order within the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of Georgia.” The committee most justly reprehend the )n-actico, 
which'is too prevalent in many Lodges, of initiating, passing, and lai. iii,^ in 
too rapid succession. AVith such rapid ndvaiicomcnt, it is impossible the no-\ ice 
can understand the ceremonials of the Order, and coitainlj not le p i c j os 
they inoulcalo and the duties they require. 

A resolution was adopted disapproving of the .system of Gianc jO< ' * 

cate.s, or diplomas, as necessary for a visitor to gain admission to .t jOt ., 0 , 
“believing that every Lodge should bo able to judge tbc wortbinoss oi genuine 
ness of any applicant for admission within its walls better by his Alasonic 
knowledge than any document ho may have in his possession. ’ 

It may here bo stated that there are forty-six Lodges working under this 
Grand Lodge. AVith the exception of two, all made their returns and were 
duly represented; after the adjournment of the Grand Lodge, those Lodges 
made their returns, so that the returns are full and complete. 

Alaba^ia. — The Troceedings of the Grand Lodge of Alabama contain the 
tran.sactions of the Grand Lodge at the session of December, 184.5. At the 
opening of the Grand Lodge, forty-seven Lodges wore represented. 

The larger portion of the reports and resolutions submitted to and adopted by 
the Grand Lodge relate to matters concerning their own jurisdiction, and your 
committee find in them nothing to which they think it necessary to call the 
attention of this Grand Lodge. 

Prom the report of the Committee on Poreign Correspondence your com- 
mittee beg leave to make a few extracts, which they deem worthy of attention. 

The suiijoct of education appears to have taken hold on the minds of our 
brethren of Alabama. After noticing the efforts making in other States to 
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r-staWisli somin.aries of learning for the benefit of the orphan children of 
^Masons, the committee remark; 

“Other Grand Lodges are becoming interested in this subject, and ivc trust it 
■u ill, erelong, find a response in the hearts of the members of this Grand Lodge. 
]?v a judicious and combined etfort on our part, we might accomidish nuich^at 
present, and hereafter have the delightful satisfaetion of knowing that in the 
dispensation of our charity we have poured the oil of gladness into the heart of 
luanv a distressed brother, and soothed his parting hour with the confident 
assurance that his orphans would be protected and provided for.” 

The committee advert to a question which is exciting considerable attention in 
other Grand Lodges — namely, whether a subordinate Lodge has the right to try 
its blaster. Several Grand Lodges have decided that a subordinate Liidge pos- 
sesses no such right, while others have decided otherwise. Tour committee 
deem it proper that this Lodge should come to a decision. As such a question 
may arise, the sooner it is acted upon the bettor. 

On the subject of ^Masonic jurisdiction, the committee of the Grand Lodge of 
Alabama recommend that measures be adopted which will prevent the Lodges 
under its jurisdiction from conferring Masonic Degrees upon itinerant persons, 
or persons whose residence is not fixed within their territorial jurisdiction. In 
relation to this matter, the two following resolutions were adopted: 

“7?c.<to/rci/, That no subordinate Lodge within the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge shall confer any one or more of the ^Masonic Degrees upon a transient 
person, whose place of residence is in a foreign ^lasonic jurisdiction, without 
first consulting and obtaining the unanimous approbation of the Lodge nearest 
which such person may reside at the time. 

‘•licsolrcd, That any person residing within the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge, who has already traveled, or who shall hereafter travel, into any foreign 
jurisdiction, and there receive the Degrees of Srasonry, shall not be entitled 
to any of the rights, benefits, and privileges of -Masonry within this juris- 
diction until ho shall have been regularly admitted a member of the subor- 
dinate Lodge within this jurisdiction nearest which he at the time resides, 
in the manner now provided by the Constitution of this Grand Lodge for the 
admission of members.” 

The Grand Lodge resolved to discontinue the practice of publishing the 
names of persons whoso petitions for initiation, passing, and raising have been 
rejected, and that all such rejections shall hereafter be transcribed by the Grand 
Secretary and transmitted to the subordinate Lodges in a private circular. A 
resolution was also adopted to take the sense of the subordinate Lodges on the 
establishment of a jMasonic college and a Masonic orphan-asylum. 

jMAiiYLAXD. — The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Maryland include the 
transactions of the Grand Lodge at its several meetings, A.D. 1845. 

On the 20lh of Juno, after the Lodge was opened, the Grand ^faster, in a 
feeling and appropriate address, announced the death of the 31. IV. Andrew 
.Jackson, Past Grand 3Iaster of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee; ■whereupon, 
the following resolutions were adopted: 

“Rcsoli-cd, That a committee of five bo appointed to unite with the citiAons 
generally in paying funeral honors to our deceased brother-, Andrk-w Jackson, 
late P. G. M- of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, and that said coirrmitteo be 
authorized to make all necessary arrangements. 

“Rcsoloed, That the Grand Lodge now be put in mourning for six months, 
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under the direction of said coiiiinittee, iind llnit tlio Jlasonic Fraternity wear 
the usual badge of mourning for sixty days.” 

On the 17th of FTovenihcr, 18J5, the Grand Annual Coinnuinieation of the 
Grand Lodge was held. The Grand iMa.-^ter opened the Lodge with a brief hut 
approjiriate addres.=, in which he say.s: “It affords me great i)leasurc to say that 
the Institution in this State, as well as elsewhere, is in a most pro.spcrous and 
healthy condition; and, although there may he found, here and there, an 
untoward event that may. fur a time, mar its harmony, yet this .Oiould hut 
Serve to admonish us to greater watchfulness in the faithful jierformance of o\ir 
respective duties. There is needed no better evidence of the light in which the 
Institution is held in this State than the. fact that many of the Lodges have 
been verv fully employed, for the last several months, in initiating and advanc- 
ing candidates for its honors.” 

In the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of ^Maryland, the committee notice 
for the first time that the practice is adopted of calling and recording the ayes 
and noes. 

A resolution was adopted to institute a Grand Charity Fund for the relief of 
the indigent widows and orphans of 3rasons. The sum ol S2-j0 to bo annually 
appropriated by the Grand Lodge; all dues to the Grand Lodge for initiations 
are also set apart for that purpose — also a certain amount to bo appropriated by 
each subordinate Lodge from its surplus funds. Donations arc also to be solic- 
ited from individual members throughout the State. This fund to he under the 
direction of three blaster 3Iasons, to be called Trustees of the Grand Charity 
Fund. 

Your committee beg leave to suggest whether such a fund might not ho 
raised in this State. Could such a fund be raised, it would tend to maho many 
a heavy heart glad, and would bo carrying out one of the great principles of 
ovir Institution — namely, to relieve the widow and protect the oij)ban. 

IxDiAXA. — The communication from the Grand Lodge of Indiana contains 
its Proceedings at the Grand Annual Communication on the 2.jth of 3!aj', 18Io. 
TJiirty-six Lodges W'cre present by their Kepresontati vcs. The Lodge was 
opened with an address from the Grand 3Iastcr, in wdiich ho calls the attention 
of the Grand Lodge to a v.ariety of subjects, which your committee do not deem 
nece.ssary to notice — some of them relating to matters upon which this Grand 
Lodge has heretofore definitely acted. 

The Grand blaster expresses himself in favor of the establishment of a 
General Grand Lodge, and the appointment of a Pepresentativo to the Conven- 
tion proposed to bo held at Baltimore, in Septemher, 1847. 

Y'our committee note in the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge the report of a 
committee recommending the “purchase of a farm to be used for the benefit of 
the wudows and orphans of blaster 3Iasons, to be attached to a nianual-labor 
school.” The committee ihinlc the object can be accom])lished, and that “in a 
few years, with proper care and cultivation, an establishment of tliis kind, like 
ag'rain of mustard-seed, would become strong, and shelter many of the deserv- 
ing of our beloved Fraternity, and, under the genial care and influence of our 
Order, spring up and grow to a mighty tree, wdth a rapidity which will tistonish 
and gratify its most devoted friends.” The committee recommend that a com- 
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mittoo and agents be apiiointcd to make the trial, to carry into operation the 
good work. This subject was referred to a select committee, who subscqncntlv 
reported the following resolution, and recommended its- adoption: 

“Ifcsolrcd, That this Grand Lodge will procure a farm, consisting of such a 
number of acres as the necessities of the ease may require, on which To csTahlish 
a school on the manual-labor system, for the gratuitous education of the chil- 
dren of deceased and indigent .Masons, and outlie children of others, whether 
Masons or not, at such tuition-fees as the Grand Lodge shall, from time to time 
establish. Said farm also to he a home for such of the widows of deceased 
jMasons as shall choose to reside on it.” 

The resolution was laid on the table, and, on being suhsequentlv taken up, was 
deeided in the negative; and thus, at least for the present, this benevolent proj- 
ect falls to the ground. 

The report of a committee was concurred in, which declares the practice of 
subordinate Lodges of initiating, passing, and raising persons whose residence 
among them is temporary, contrary to the ancient usages and principles of the 
Institution. Your committee are not aware that any such practice exists in the 
Lodges subordinate to the Grand Lodge of Tennessee; hut, lest such should he 
the case, your committee recommend that a similar resolution he adopted by 
this Grand Lodge. Your committee regard such a practice as an invasion of 
the rights of other Lodges, and ought not -to he permitted without the consent 
of the Lodge near which the applicant may reside. 

The attention of your committee has been drawn to the following paragraph 
in the lepiort of the Committee on Foreign Communications: 

“The brethren of Tennessee appear to ho a spirited hand, going forward 
boldly in every good work. They, too, have their diliieultics, it would seem 
from the incorporation of a provision in their Constitution supposed to he at 
variance with the fundamental principles of our Order. "We allude to the 
requirements of a belief in a future state of rewards and punishments. Several 
of the Grand Lodges have adjured her to return to the old landmarks- the 
preservation of our beloved Institution requires no now test. However ’little 
disagreement there maybe among Christian Alasons in relation to them we 
have no doubt, from the consideration the suhiect is reecivini>- at their ha’nds 
that this now provision will he removed from the view of the Fratornitv.” 

On this subject ^mur committee forbear expressing any opinion, as it docs not 
properly come within their provineo. They will only Temark that it has been 
an exciting subject for several years, and ought to he definitively disposed of. 

^ t™”-'«ctions of this Grand Lodge, from which much Afa- 

son.c light and knowledge has emanated, embrace the period between the .3d 
of f50ptonihor, 184-5, and Cth of .Tune, 1840. 

The Annual Communication commenced its session on the 2d of .Tune, 1840. 
wit 1 an ae c less fiom the Deputy' Grand Master, who oocupiod the chair in con- 
sequence of the death of the M. W. Alkxakder II. Eoiieutsox. The Deputy 
Grand M.aster begins his addre.ss with a deserved eiilogium upon the late Grand 
Jlastor, who “discharpd, at all times, with honor and lldelity, his varied duties 
in public and social life,” and who was distinguished for his attachment to the 
Masonic Institution. ° 

From this address we learn that in the State of Kew York a zeal for th 
Institution is increasing among the Fraternity, and the meetings of the Lodgl! 
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arc well attended, while a proper scrutiny and caution is, in most case.-, exor- 
cised as to the character of the candidates for the jirivilcges ot the Oidet. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence is an inteicsting 
document, although not so voluminous as usual. The report notice^ a number 
of coinnuinications received from European correspondents, but from them ve 
do not gather any thing of peculiar interest to this branch of the Fraternity. 

June 3d, 1840, the annual election of Grand Onicers took idace, from which 
we learn that the E. AY. .Tames IIekkiko has been relieved from the ofluA- of 
Grand Secrctarv, a situation he has filled for a number of years with distin- 
guished ability and indefatigaldc industry. It atlbrds your committee pleasure • 
to record the following resolutions: 



“llesolved, That the thanks of this Grand Lodge be presented to the 11. A^ . 
James Heiiuixg, late Grand Secretary, for hi.s able, ellicicnt, and faith a sci\- 

ices through so many years. , , n, 

^'Resolved, That thcGrand Officers prepare and present to 'c Hei.i.inc., 
late Grand Secretary, an official copy of the resolution oil.-red by l.rotlier 
Perry, and just unanimously adopted by the Grand Lod^e;^ tbat Ihe salt * 
mittec be requested to procure a neat copy of ."^aid re.solution, and tlie o uia 
signatures of the several Grand Officers, together with the seal ot the Gianu 
Lodge.” 



Your committee notice with much gratilication tbat the Grand Lodge ol New 
York have determined to erect a Freemason's Hall, and an a.^ylum for the 
aged brethren and the widows and orphans of the Fraternity, and) that there 
has been “a vast increase of the asylum fund within the past year.” 

On the 4th of Juno, the Grand Officers of the Grand Lodge of New York were 
solemnly installed by the Host AYor.shipful IiiA AIekciiant, Grand blaster of 
Masons in the State of New Jersey, who was present and discharged that duty 
by special invitation. 

June 5tb, the following resolutions, explanatory of the article in the Con- 
stitution relative to Grand Lodge certificates, were presented and oidcicd to bo 
entered on the Minutes: 



“AViiereas, It has been represented to this Grand Lodge that the true intent 
and meaning of the use of Grand Lodge certificates has been misunderstood, to 
the prejudice of the Institution; and whereas, it is a fundamental principle ot 
the Institution, as immutable as any of its landmarks, that a worthy brother 
Mason shall be entitled to all the fraternal and social privileges without let or 
hinderance; therefore, 

^’•Resched, That in all future applications for admission at the door of a Lodge, 
no unusual requirement or test shall bo made, but it shall bo for the Lodge to 
judge of the worthiness of the applicant, so far as to give him a scat. 

^‘ResoU-ed, farther. That nothing heroin contained shall bo so construed as to 
prevent a rigid examination, by Grand Lodge certificates, or in any other way, 
those applications for charity made by the unworthy, whom experience has 
taught us have no legitimate claim on our consideration or sympathy.” 



The number of Lodges at present under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge 
of New York is seventy-three. 

Yirgikia. — The Grand Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Y"ir- 
ginia was held at Kichmond on the 8th of December, 184.5, thirty-live Lodges 
being present by their Keprosontatives. 

The report of the Grand Lecturer, Brother James D. McCabe, which relates 
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entirely to the Lotlgcs of the State, contains sonic facts in relation to the prac- 
tice of many of the Lodges which are not only improper hut destructive to the 
best interests of the Order. IMany of these practices, which, perhaps, occurred 
through ignoranee, have hcen corrected, and the Order, upon the whole, is in a 
flourishing condition. 

The report of the Committee on the Charity Fund represents that fund to 
amount to SI2,7dO, in certificates of the corporation script of the city of Kieh- 
mond, bearing interest. 

Brother Lkvi L. STEriiKxsox, Grand Lecturer, “hears testimony to the iMa- 
sonic zeal and brotherly feeling which appears to bo the governing principle" 
of a large majority of the Lodges visited by him. 

The Committee on Foreign Communications arc opposed to the establishment 
of a General Grand Lodge. “AVe regard,” say the committee, “such an insti- 
tution as striking at the very root of fundamental principles and the removal of 
ancient landmarks. There is no human power that can transfer the allegiance 
of Lodges, or individual Alasons, from the State Grand Lodge, under whose 
jurisdiction they work, and no rescript of a General Grand Lodge can he oheved 
in any State if it interferes with the old Constitutions or inherent powers of a 
State body.” The committee contend that a Grand Lodge has no power to sur- 
render its independence, and its powers would he lost in the accumulating pow- 
ers of a General Grand Lodge — an opinion which your committee think is not 
without force. “If a General Grand Lodge be organized,” say the committee 
ot A irginia, “it must of necessity be clothed with the supreme prerogatives of 
a regularly constituted body of Alasons, possessing legislative, judicial, and 
executive powers; otherwise, it would be only such a body as a JCational Con- 
vention.” The committecapprovo of a ^National Convention of Grand Lecturers, 
to moot at stated jieriods, and with tin's ojiinion your committee co'incido. 

Under the Grand Lodge of A'irginia, there arc seventy-three working Lodges. 
To the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of A'irginia is appended an instructive 
TMasonic Address, delivered by AI. AA'. Bobekt G. Scott, before the Grand 
Lodge, on the 10th of December, 1815. 

AViscoxsix. — The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of AA'isconsin embrace the 
transactions of the Annual Communication on the 14th of January, 1840. The 
Grand Lodge was opened with a communication from the AI. AV. Grand Alaster, 
which was made by the Grand Secretary, the Grand Alaster being prevented 
from attending by press of business, the intense cold weather, and the state of 
the roads. 

The Deputy Grand Alaster made a report in relation to the state of the Craft 
in AViseonsin. In the course of the report, the Dejnity Grand Alaster refers to 
the establishment ot a General Grand Lodge of the United States, and expresses 
the opinion, on this much-controverted point, “that a confederacy of Grand 
Lodges with limited powers, and based upon a representation that secures the 
principle of equality and the primarj^ sovereignty of each constituent body 
would bo of great service, and free from well-founded objections.” In support 
of this opinion, he refers to the organization of the General Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter and the General Grand Encampment, which have been well conducted 
and have proved “highly conducive to' the prosperitjq good order, and bar- 
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mony of tlie Craft, and to uniformity in tlic work and Lecture?.” Xone of tlic 
evils, says lie, “apprehended from a General Grand Lodge have been felt from 
thc.se bodies. Xo assumption bas been complained of, nor have the Stale Grand 
Chapters or Encampments felt themselves crippled or fettered b 3 ‘ their over- 
shadowing inlliience or power.” 

Ihe Proceedings contain a correspondence between the Grand ^faster of 
Illinois and the Deputj' Grand iMaster of 'Wisconsin, in relation “to an infrac- 
tion of the rights of the Grand Lodge of Illinois in one case, and to their threat- 
ened infraction in another bj" the Grand Lodge of 'Wisconsin.” The historv of 
these transactions, however, j-our committee do not deem it necessary to give 
in detail. 



The Grand Lecturer reports the Lodges under the jurisdiction of the Grand 
Lodge do be in a prosperous condition, “and it is with pleasure,” saj's he, “I 
have witnessed their zeal for the advancement of the Institution.” 

The report of the Committee on Eoreign Communications enters at con.=idera- 
ble length into the consideration of the e.stabli.shnicnt of a General (jrand Lodge. 
It presents many of the arguments for and against, and rcconiineud.s that the 
“Grand Lodge be represented at sucb Convention of Grand Lodges, and at such 
time and place as maj' be determined on, for the jiurposc of taking into consid- 
eration the formation of a General Grand Lodge, and of forming a Constitution 
for the same, to bo submitted to the several Grand Lodges for their action.” 
We take leave hero to remark that the report of the Committee on Foreign 
Corrc.spondence is drawn up with great care and ability, and iiresents an 
extended view of several very important subjects, the greater part of which, 
however, have already engaged the attention of the Grand Lodge of Tennc.ssee. 
It is gratifying to remark “hat in nearly all the Grand Lodges of the United 
States greater attention is being paid to the Proceedings of other Grand Lodges. 
These reports will, in time, embody a large amount of useful and important 
IMasonic knowledge, and tend to the elucidation of the great princijilos of the 
Older, which are too frequently neglected or overlooked for its ceremonials. 

Mississippi. — The Grand Lodge of Mississippi hold its annual session in the 
city of Xatehez, on the 19th of Januarjq 1840. There were present fortj--fivo 
Lodges bj- their Piepresentatives. The Grand Lodge was opened with an addre.ss 
ftom the M. 'W. Grand Master, who congratulates the Lodge on the eniinciit 
prosperity of the Craft in the State. “Pursuing,” saj’s he, “its even and unob- 
trusive wa}', dispensing its cbaritable blessings to the alllicted, diffusing the 
principles of benevolence and good-will to man, and inculcating cverj- moral 
and social virtue. Freemasonry must prosper among a free, an intelligent, and 
a virtuous people.” 

The reports and resolutions of the Grand Lodge chiefly relate to its own 
internal regulations. We find, however, a report of a committee on the subject 
of dueling, to which we would invito the attention of this Grand Lodge: 



_ “In the opinion of your committee,” saj’s the report, “the resolutions of Mis- 
Lodge, condemning the practice of dueling, should meet with the cor- 
la approbation of this Grand Lodge, and also of all good and true men 
throughout the world. As the best mode of preventing diflicultios existing 
among Masons, or between Masons and other citizens, j'our committee recom- 
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monel to the Grand Lodge to request eaeh subordinate Lodge to create within 
its body a standing coniniittoo, to bo called the Coniniittoo of Grievance, to be' 
aiipointod or elected by the Lodge, whose duty it shall be to rei>ort to each 
regidar meeting any irregular, immoral, or unmasonie conduct on the part of 
Atasons residing within its jurisdiction, upon which report the Lodge may pro- 
ceed to investigate such grievance thus brought to its knowledge.” 

Tkxas. — The Proecedings of the Grand Lodge of Texas embrace a c.allod 
meeting on the 23d of June, 1S45, and the Annual Communication on the 12th 
of January, IblG. 

In the Proceedings of the c.alled meeting your committee find nothing of 
general interest ; nor do they find any thing in the Proceedings of the annual 
meeting that calls for the special attention of this Grand Lodge. Your com- 
mittee, however, are gratified to learn that the benign principles of our Order are 
extending themselves throughout that Territory, in which, a few years since, 
scarcely a single Freemason was to bo found. 

AIaixk. — The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of iMaino was 
held on the 23d of J uno, 1840. The Proceedings relate to the local concerns of 
the Grand Lodge and subordinate Lodges, with the exception of the report of 
the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, which embraces a brief view of 
the condition of Freemasonry in the United States, but nothing that demands 
the particular notice of this Grand Lodge. 

PKNXSYI.VAXIA. — Tlic Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, on 
the 13th ot Uecember, 1845, besides the election of Grand Officers, contain 
only the report ot the Committee on Correspondence and the address of the 
Grand ^Master on his installation. 

The burden of the report of the Committee on Correspondence is directed 
against what the committee calls “an inordinate tendency among many indi- 
viduals and some Grand Lodges toward a disposition to make public the prin- 
ciples of the Craft; ” and the committee “cannot but observe, with astonishment 
ns well as regret, the enormous amount of printed publications on the subject 
of Alasonry to which the last few years have given existence.’'' 

The committee disapproves of holding iSTational Conventions, and regards 
the “idea of a national system of work, which it seems to have been the main 
object of these Conventions to contrive and establish, as an anomaly in Masonrv; 
and the Convention, in devising and adopting such a scheme, fell surprisingly 
and seriously into error.” The commitleo advises that the Grand Lodge of 
Pennsylvania yield no sanction to the action of the Conventions on this subject. 

aiASSACiiusETTS.— The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Alassachusctts 
contain the transactions at the quarterly meeting in Septembei-, lS4o, the An- 
nual Communication ot December, 1845, and the quarterly communications of 
March and June, 184G. 

The Proceedings of the quarterly communication in September, 1845, contain 
the report of a committee on the Pepresentative system. On this subject the 
committee state that the Pepresentative system was rejected in 1842 by the 
Grand Lodge, and they “do not deem it expedient at present for the Grand 
Lodge to change the policy adopted in 1842.” 

Notice is taken of the death of the M. AY. AxDRE-n' Jackson, and an appro- 
priate resolution passed. 
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At the Annual Communication, tlic committee to 'wlioin was referred the 
proposition to establish a General Grand Lodge reported that it \s'as inexpedient 
to take any farther order thereon. 

At the quarterly communication in starch, 1840, the death of Brother IIknry 
PuRKETT, a venerable brother of the Order (aged ninety years), is noticed by 
ajipropriate resolutions. 

In June, 1840, the Grand Lodge adopted an order that “it shall not be regu- 
lar for any Lodge to give more than one IJegrce to the same individual on the 
same day, nor at a less interval than one month from his receiving a pros ions 
Degree, unless a Dispensation shall have been obtained therefor. 

ilAKYi.AXD.— Since the first part of this report was prepared, the Grand Sec- 
retary lias laid before your committee the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of 
ilarj'land from January to Mav, 1848. 

The Annual Communication was held in Hfiiy, 184G, and was opened by an 
address from the Grand Master, relating to matters inteic=ting alone to the Giand 
Lodge over which he presides. Indeed, all the matters acted upon have a lociil 
bearing and interest. 

Among the standing orders which are appended to the Proceedings your e.im- 
mittec find the following, which, in their opinion, might properly form a part 
of the regulations of this Grand Lodge: 

“Resolved, That no Lodge under the jurisdiction of this^ Grand Lodge shall 
initiate, pass, or raise any candidate from another jurisdiction until he has been 
a resident for twelvemonths, without making due inquiry as to his character 
and standiiK- at the place whore ho last resided, and the recoimnondation of the 
Lodge withhi wliose jurisdiction he may have been, unless by Dispensatnn: from 
the Grand iMastor.” 

In December, 1845, the Grand Lodge of Maryland adopted a resolution declar- 
ing “that an expulsion or suspension from a Chapter or Lncampment is an 
expulsion ox suspension from all the privileges of Masonij . 

Your committee having thus gone through the communications which have 
been laid before them by the Grand Secretary, they have the high giatification 
of stating that a review of the whole presents a proud jiieture of the prosperity 
of our time-honored Institution — that, after many years of depression, it is 
rapidly regaining its former high position. However the conduct of a portion 
of its members may cast discredit upon the Order, a correct undeistanding and 
observance of its principles and requirements will enable it to prevail over all 
opposition. Yirtuo may bo depressed, but it will eventually rise triumphant. 

Among the subjects which are brought prominently to the view of the Grand 
Lodge in this report is that of the establishment of a General Grand Lodge of 
the United States. Many arguments may be adduced in favor of and against 
the plan ; but your committee are of opinion that the time has not yet arrived 
when a General Grand Lodge can be established with the piospectot advantage 
to the Fraternity throughout the United States. The subject has not been 
sufficiently discussed in the subordinate Lodges. In the present state of the 
Fraternity, your committee would prefer an occasional assemblage of delegates 
from the different Grand Lodges in Grand Convention, to deliberate upon the 
state, condition, and prospects of the Order, and which may make such recom- 
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moiulations as they may deem proper to the respective (5 rand Lodges. From 
such occasional Conventions your committee are of opinion that much benefit 
■will result from an interchange of views and opinions. Under tliis view, your 
committee forbear submitting any distinct resolution, leaving it to the Grand 
Lodge to act as its wisdom may direct. 

lAvill be seen, also, from this report, that the Fraternity in several States 
have been strongly moved on the subject of making some provision tor the edu- 
cation of destitute orphans of Alasons, and for the relief and protection of the 
widows of Alasons. Your committee feel assured that the Masonic Fraternity 
of Tennessee will not bo behind their brethren of the sister States in these 
great works of charity and benevolence, and that measures will be speedily 
adopted to attain one or both objects.

But 
this rule should not be adhered to absolutely and without respect to social and 
local position. Where social and local convenience are decidedly in favor of 
joining a Lodge in a ditferent State or connt\' from that in which the a]i]ilieant 
may reside, and the nearest Lodge in the State in which he may reside .shall not 
object, j-our committee arc of opinion that it would not conflict with the s]>irit 
and principles of iMasonry to admit such applicant: alway.s having a])aramount 
regard for the union, harmonj-, and general prosperity of the Fraternity. 
Therefore, your committee recommend, in lieu of the above, the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

'^Resolved, That the subordinate Lodges in this State may receive petitions 
from individuals in a neighboring State and act on the same; provided that thev 
give due notice to the Lodge nearest the petitioner in the State in which he 
may reside, and ascertain that no objection is urged to the proceeding or to his 
character as a gentleman; and provided, farther, that if no answer be received 

from such neighboring Lodge, after the lapse of a reasonable time at least 

three months from the date of the first letter of inquiry — the subordinate 
Lodge may proceed to act upon the application as in their discretion and food 
judgment may seem proper.”

The committee recommend that so much of the 12th section of the .Id arti- 
cle of the By-laws of 'Waynesboro Lodge, Xo. 127, making it the duty of the 
Stewards to provide refreshments and report the same to the Treasui'cr, he 
stricken out. 

The committee recommend that so niueh of the 8th .section (under “the duly 
of oflicers ”) in the By-laws of .Mars Hill Lodge, Xo.

The committee deem it 
necessary only to call the attention of the brethren of the South ^Memphis 
Lodge to these irregularities, believing that they Avill cheerfully conform to all 
the regulations of the Grand Lodge. M’e recommend that a Cliarter ho granted. 

Considerable irregularity occurs in the proceedings of Greenville Lodge, Xo. 
119, in receiving petitions for Degrees, and giving the First Degree on the same

The folloAA'ing report Avas presented and read: 

The committee to Athom was referred the sever.al recommendations contained 
in the Address of our AI. AAL Grand Alaster have had the same under consider- 
ation, and beg leave to submit the following report: 

^ Tour committee have to regret that the new Constitution, Avhich had been 
time and again submitted to the subordinate Lodges, has not been definitely 
acted upon by a sufllcient number to determine the question of its adoption 
They concur in the recommendation of the Grand Alaster that such measures’ 
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should ho adopted by this Grand Lodge as ■will insure such definite action that 
wo may have the new Constitution in its amended form before us ; or, if need 
he, that the scattered fragments of the old Constitution, unquestionahh defect- 
ive as it is, and e.xtrcniely inconvenient for reference, running through the 
records of a series of years, may he collected together and republished in con- 
venient form, for the use of the members of the Grand Lodge and the subouli- 
nate Lodges working under its jurisdiction. But as this subject, togethei uith 
the appointment of District Deputy Grand blasters, will come more iimnetliatelj 
under the supervision of the Committee on Unfinished Business, your commit- 
tee dispense with its farther consideration in thi.s place. 

The attention of your committee has been mainly directed to the urgent 
recommendation of the Grand ^Master that some system of education ho ado)>ted 
which “shall reach the wants of all the children of poor and destitute -’Uasons 
in the .State, so that no IMason’s child shall be reared in ignorance. In this 
truly Masonic sentiment your committee fully and cordially concur; and the 
heart of every patriot and philanthropist, every lover of his countij and 
his race, evorj^ enlightened advocate of sound morality and human happiness, 
must beat responsive to its utterance. Gladly would they “send the light of 
education into every benighted ,‘:pot to dispel the gloom which error and 
prejudice gather over the untutored mind.” It has long been a source of 
regret to the great body of active iMasons in our .State that while a laudable 
disposition appeared to exist, on the part alike of the Grand Lodge and the 
subordinate Lodges, to foster and promote the great cause of moral and intel- 
lectual culture, not only among the children of poor but worthy INIasons, whether 
living or deceased, but also among the children of indigent persons generally, 
there should have been devised no regularly concerted system of action; and the 
good they have done has therefore fallen far short of ubat vo could 'wish to 
have seen accomplished, and what might reasonably have been expected. e 
have xvasted the precious time in “much speaking,” while we ha\e neglected 
too generally these “weightier matters.” 

But the time has arrived ■which, in the estimation of your committee, imper- 
atively demands decided and energetic action. At every stop which has hereto- 
fore been taken in the suggestion of any particular scheme or system of operation, 
wehavobeen met by the stubborn argument of pecuniary inability. Indeed, the 
comparatively recent revival of the Craft in Tennessee from the low estate into 
which it had fallen, amidst the dark cloud of persecution and distrust that had 
long rested upon it, the necessary erection and furnishing of many new Lodge- 
rooms, and the dispensation of local charities of more immediate and pressing, 
if not of a more important and praiseworthy, character, have heretofore rendered 
this plea but too well founded. Yet we are fast surmounting all the dillicullies 
which opposed us ; our numbers have largely increased, our means are more 
abundant, and wo can no longer idly fold our arms in apparent apathy and 
indifterence ■without suftering the condemnation alike of ourselves and the 
'World. While we expend hundreds, nay thousands, of dollars annually in 
gorgeous pageants and public celebrations, .shall wo not appropriate an equal 
or greater amount for the more remote hut more laudable and permanent bonelit 
of moral and intellectual culture of those who are to come after us, and who 
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may, in the dispensation of the all-wise Providence, be called to fill, with honor 
and usefulness proportionate to the advantages atlbrdod them, the various places 
in all the relations of tife which we shall soon fill no more forever? The 
casket is jirized chiefly for the jewel it contains, and the body — the casket of 
the soul — should never be made an object of paramount care and solicitude, 
especially among Free and Accepted IMasons, who profess to esteem no man for 
his outward adornment, but for his inward virtues. The appetites of sense, the 
show of gaudy equipage, the vain pomp and circumstance of ostentatious 
parade, should never be indulged to the prejudice of the higher and nobler 
attributes of our moral and intellectual nature. 

Put, in the e.vcellcnt language of our Most AVorshipful Grand ^Master, “the 
wise waste not their time in idle regrets about that whieh is irrevocable.” 
Let us, in whatsoever wo may have been remiss, rather “seek atonement for 
the ]iast in heartv and etfectual amendment.” Other Grand I.odges, as those of 
Virginia, Kentucky, and even our younger sister, ^Missouri, are far in advance 
of us in the discharge of this distinguished and ]>eculiar duty to the Cratt and 
to the world, having a large permanent fund already invested, and in eaeh of the 
two last-mentioned States a ilourisbing college being already established under 
the exclusive control of the Fraternity, at which a considerable number of 
bcnelleiaries arc annually educated and fitted for the active duties of life in 
any im.-ition to which their own talents, industry, and moral integrity of char- 
acter may call them. Put it is not yet too late to evince a like spirit of enter- 
prise and devotion to the great cause in which, so much of the welfare and 
prosperity of future generations is involved — to do something, at least, upon 
which we may hereafter improve — to plant the grain of mustard-seed which 
shall iiltimatelv grow ti) a great and overshadc>wing tree, beneath v\ hose stately 
branches the weary and overladen may repose with fraternal confidence and 
security from the burdens which oiqircss them, and the hungry yearnings of 
the active but uncultivated mind of the youthful boncficiarj- shall be satisfied 
with food. 

In contemplating the various schemes which have been suggested to the 
minds of your committee, they have selected that which is least complicated 
and, in their judgment, least liable to any fatal objection, because, in the present 
depressed state of our funds, most certainly susceptible of easj- and practical 
application among the great body of the Fraternity. 

First, your committee propose that the subordinate Lodges working under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall prosecute the svstem of educating 
the children of deceased jMasons, and other indigent person.s, in their respective 
neighborhoods or communities, in the primary branches of a good English 
education, as in their judgment their moans will enable them and circumstances 
may demand, making a minute on their annual returns to the Grand Lodge of 
the number of benotleiaries thus sustained and the amount of charities thus 
appropriated. Some of the subordinate Lodges, your committee would remark, 
have already adopted this plan with success. It often happens that thus they 
can dispense with cost of board and clothing, whieh would have to be supplied

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at a (listant college or soniinary of high grade, ami which the family (>f the 
henellciary can more conveniently furnish than they can dispense entirely with 
his services and presence at lioine, or pay the cash consideration for tuition. 
One Lodge, as your cominittee are inforiiied, have educated in this way annually 
an average nunihor of from two to six henefieiaries — four during the jiresent 
year. "What has heen done throughout the State at large, your committee are 
not informed. But thej' are convinced that much good might he thus accom- 
plished at a comparatively trifling cost of labor and money to the Fraternity. 
If the practice should become prevalent throughout the State of keeping even 
two or more worthy students thus emjdoyed, by each Lodge, at a resjicctable 
English .school, the Fraternitj' would .soon bo instrumental in turning out a 
large aggregate — .say two hundred j'oung persons — thu.s (pialified to enter with 
buoyant spirits and hopeful j>rospects ujton the ordinary jair.suits of a useful, 
honorable, indu.=trious life. 

But, secondly, it might bo deemed rerpiisite to have in tl'.o State at least one 
institution of high grade to which each Lodge, in the exercise, c^f it.s own good 
judgment, might have the privilege of sending one or more students, whom 
approved proficiencj’ and more lofty aspirations might point out as peculiarly 
worthy of their generous sympathy and more liberal a.ssistance. It is not the 
purpose of your committee that this great object, so de.siriiblc in itself, and so 
highly prized by many of our most worthy and esteemed brethren, should bo 
lost sight of in the vigorous and successful prosecution of a system of subor- 
dinate education, as above recommended. But, with a view to its certain accom- 
plislinient, .soon or later, they recommend that the Secretary of each 
subordinate Lodge be instructed to open a voluntary subscription, upon which 
each member shall be expected to contribute at least fifty cents annually, to bo 
sent up with its returns, as other moneys of the Lodge, at cacdi (.rand Annual 
Communication, to bo held subject to the action ol the Giand Lodge, but 
inviolate for any other than educational purposes. Lour committee teel 
as.surod that so small a sum would be freely and easil}' contributed by every 
active member of the Fraternity in Tennessee; and they will remark that a 
system similar to this, or identical with it, h.as been tried bj' the Grand Lodge 
of Llissouri, and found to work well. There arc in the .State of Tennessee, 
now working under Charter and under Dis])ensation, sixty-eight subordinate 
Lodges, wdth an aggregate membership of twenty-five hundred to three thou- 
sand. Contributing even the very small sum of fifty cents each would make 
the very handsome annual contribution of twelve huiulred and fifty to fifteen 
hundred dollar.^, which, in a few years, with the accruing interest, would 
amount to a sum suflleiont to bo used with signal and happy sueccs.s, and afford 
a nucleus around which might gather the larger donations and berpiests of 
wealthy and philanthropic brethren, until a fund had accumulated suflleient to 
endow, upon an indo]iendent footiitg, an institution of high grade and eminent 
nsefulness, upon which the Fraternity, in common with the whole people of 
the State, ivould look with feelings of grateful pride and admiration. 

Your committee will conclude their already too elaborate report with the 
following resolutions: 

“liesolved, That this Grand Lodge recommend to the subordinate Lodo-cs 
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working under its jurisdiction that they prosecute, in their subordinate c.apacity, 
a system of oletneiUary instruction, as in their good judgment the circumstances 
may require and their means will justify, making a minute upon their annual 
returns to the Grand Lodge of the number of beneficiaries thus placed under 
their charge, and the amount of funds thus expended. 

“Jlcsohcd, farther. That with a view to the establishment and support of a 
Tfasonic college in Tennessee, the Secretary of each subordinate Lodge working 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge bo required to open a subscription, 
upon which each member shall be allowed to contribute at least lifty cents, to 
be returned to this Grand Lodge as other moneys duo from the subordinate 
Lodges, the amount being specilied on the returns, and to be held subject to the 
action of this Grand Lodge, inviolate for other than educational purposes.'’

AA iiEREAS, There arc residing within the jurisdiction, respectivoLq of manv 
of the subordinate Lodges working under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge 
maii}^ worthy brother Alaster Alasons Avlio, from distance, advanced ago, infiriu 
health, or various other reasons, may not esteem it convenient and desirable to 
hold a regular memhorship in anj' Lodge or Chapter, but would, at the same 
time take pleasure in bearing a part of the just and necessary burden of 
Masonic charities; and Avliorcas, the prompt and energetic action of the 
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Pratornity in Tennessee is imperatively demanded in Relialf of the cause of 
education; therefore, 

Resolved, That sucli hrotliers, not known to ho momhers of any Lodge or 
Chapter, shall he rerpicsted to contribute annually the amount of the regular 
dues of the Lodge nearest which they may respectively reside; the moneys 
thus contributed to be collected by tbe Secretary of such subordinate Lodge as

There being a very large representntion of the subordinate 
Lodges present, tlic Grand Lodge tvas opened in ample and 
ancient form in the third degree of Alasonry. The M. AA’^. Grand 
Master then delivered the follovingf address: 

Brdhren of ihe Grand Lodge : — By a dispensation from the Grand Alaster of 
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the universe, we arc permitted to assemlde once more in tliis sacred retreat of 
friend.-liip and virtue, to consult upon the great concerns of our time-honored 
institution. Since we last met, many have been the changes in the political, 
and some in the religious world, hut I have no changes to announce in Free- 
masonry. She has pursued the even tenor of her way — not turning to the right 
hand nor to the left; not iicrmitting herself to hccome entangled in disputes 
about politics or religion; not interfering with the concerns of others, hut keep- 
ing herself within the compass of her own great designs, her course has been 
onward. Never, perhaps, .since the establishment of the Order in Tennessee, 
has its prosperity been so great as at present. The aecessions during the past 
year have been as numerous, if not more so, than in any previous year. New 
life seems to have been infused into the brethren. New Lodges are springing 
up in every part of the country. The old ones are receiving largo accessions 
of the very be.st materials. Some Lodge.? which have cea.=ed to work tor nniny 
J'ears are knocking the dust off their old charters, making their jewels bright, 
and preparing to di.scharge the duties which they owe to themselves, to the 
Craft, and to the world, it is true that in the midst of this general prosperity 
we have to lament that there are some desolate places, and that some of our 
brethren who once manifested, and no doubt felt, great interest for the pros|)(.v- 
ity of the Craft, have become, to all appearances, inditlerent upon the subject. 
But I am glad to know that this is the case with but few, and indulge the hojio 
that they will be brought to a sense of their duty, and erelong be found side by 
side with their brethren, endeavoring to .sustain and perpetuate an institution 
which i.s calculated to render such important benefits to our fellow-man. 

e are naturalh' led to enquire into tbe cause of the universal pro.sperity of 
the Fraternity for the last few years, yiany and various, no doubt, have boon 
the cau.ses which have combined to produce this liapp}' result. Among those 
causes, not the lea.st has been the determination of the Lodge.s and the brethren 
to act upon the principles which are taught in the Lodge-room. A\ hen 
Masonry was first introduced into the country, like every thing else, it was in 
its intancy. It wars but imitorfectly understood, and of course but imperfectly 
taught. The groat moral lessons which are inculcated in the lectures and 
enlarged and explained in the book of constitutions, and which, in tact, consti- 
tute the grand leading featviro.s of the institution, seem less understood lhan the 
mysteries. In this state of knowledge among the Craft, a brother was initiated, 
passed, and raised to the sublime degree of INIaster; instructed in some of the 
more important mysteries, and turned out a full grown Mason — a ma.ster work- 
man — without having impressed upon his mind the great moral precojits by 
which ho should regulate his actions toward his God, his neighbor, and the 
■world. This being the ca.se, it is not astonishing that irregularities would exist 
among the brethren and the Lodge.?. Those irregularities were unfortunately 
Sometimes of a character to impress upon the minds of many well-thinking 
£md discreet persons an unfavoi'ablo opinion of the Order itself. They, “ judg- 
ing the tree by its fruit,” did not discriminate between the principles of the 
Older and tbe conduct of those wdio professed to be governed by them; tiiking 
it for granted that they acted as they were taught. The.'je causes, together with 
olheif, not the least of wdiich was a settled hostilitj' in the minds of many 
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against all secret associations, combined to retard the progress of the Order. 
jVs society advanced in the knowledge of the arts and siccnces, so F’reeniasonry 
advanced in the knowledge of both the mysteries and principles of the Craft. 
Our lirst brethren were pioneers in Masonry, and, as before remarked, under- 
stood it but imperfectly. As the country became more densely populated, 
brethren emigrated from other and older countries, where the mj-steries and 
principles were better understood, and taught Freemasonry more porfectlv. 
The brethren have been increasing in knowledge, until, at tliis daV, the myste- 
ries and moral principles are generally well understood. It is not to be expected 
that in any society all will do well, nor do wo pretend to say that all Freema- 
sons at this day are acting upon the true principles of our Order; but it affords 
me peculiar pleasure to have it in my power to say that the Lodges and the 
brethren, with here and there an exception, are squaring their actions by the 
square of virtue, and walking uprightly before God and man, at least so far as 
their outward deportment is concerned; and there are verj- few at this day, in 
the bounds of my acquaintance, against whom the charge of immorality can 
with truth be brought. Instead of squandering their means for festivals and 
refreshments (as they have been called), the Lodges generally arc taking care 
of them, and laying them up, in order that they may be enabled to extend the 
hand of relief to the distressed. 

This course of conduct upon the part of the brethren has had the effect to 
romo% e, in a great measure, the prejudices heretofore existing in the minds of 
the community, and has induced them to examine for themselves into the true 
principles upon which the Order is based. "When they make this examination, 
and become satisfied that the object of the institution is to make men bettor, 
and provide the means to feed the Iiungrj’, clothe the naked, and protect the 
widow and orphan, hundreds and thousands are induced to seek admission into 
an institution which is calculated to bestow such lasting benefits upon mankind. 
To those causes may be attributed, at least to some extent, the present prosperity 
of the Ci'aft. In my visits to the Lodges, and my correspondence and conver- 
sation with the brethren, it lias been my main object to impress upon their 
minds the paramount importance of aciing upon the principles which they pro- 
fess. I have ever believed that ihc lives and comlnct of ihe hreihren conslUutcd 
ihc best commentary upon the value of ihc institution. AVhat avails it that we 
inculcate brotherly love, relief and truth, prudence, temperance, fortitude, and 
justice; that we remind our brethren of the duties which they owe to their 
God, their neighbors, and themselves; that we endeavor to impress it upon 
them to ciicumscribe their desires and keep their passions witlwn duo bounds, to 
walk uprightly before God and man, and square their actions by the square of 
virtue? I say, what avail all those things, if the members, in their intercourse 
with the voild, disregard those injunctions? ' It is all “sounding brass.” AVhat 
avails it, if the most gifted orator enchains a listening audience, while he tells 
of the origin and history of the institution, of the great moral principles upon 
which it is founded — principles drawn from the holy Book of God itself; if be 
talks of brotherly love, relief, and charity, and all those heavenly principles 
which are inculcated upon every one who outers the portals of the Lodge-room 
and of the tendencies of those principles and precepts to make men better? I 
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say, wliat good will arise from all this, if the conduct of the brethren does not 
correspond with those principles? I repeat, my brethren (and I wish the senti- 
ment may sink deep into your hearts, so that you will take it home with you, 
and impress it upon tlie brethren every wliere), that the eives and conduct

the institution, a man may be initialed, passed, and raised to tlic sublime 
degree of Master Mason; lie may understand the mj'steries so that ho is ena- 
bled to teach*; he maybe active, zealous, and useful in the Lodge-room, and yet, 
if ho fail to act out the groat moral principles which he prolessc.s, in my esti- 
mation he is a very poor Lreomason, and in fact deserves not the name — he is 
“a tinkling cymbal.” Then, if these views be correct, my brethren, let us all 
endeavor so to demean ourselves as to make our venerable institution in fact 
what it is in name. 

The education of the destitute orphans of our deceased brethren is a subject 
which has engaged the attention of the Grand Lodge for several years. .Since 
the called session of 18L2 (when the subject was forcibly presented by my ven- 
erahlc and talented predecessor), this question ha.s, in one lorm or another, been 
before every meeting of the Grand Lodge. Marions opinions cxi.^t and still 
prevail in regard to the best manner of accomplishing an object so much dj;.sircd 
by all. 

The plan of a college or general school has, I believe, at least for the present, 
been abandoned, and the prevailing sentiment, so far as my inforniation extends, 
is that the subordinate Lodges take this matter into their own hands, each tak- 
ing charge and providing for the wants of the destitute within its own juri.s- 
diction. This is certainly better than doing nothing, but this system will, in 
many instance.s, work very uncqualh', ina.smuch as it not unfrequcntly happens 
that an undue proportion of the destitute arc thrown upon the cai e ot a com- 
paratively weak Lodge. This might, however, to some extent, he icmedied by 
calling for assistance from neighboring Lodges, which no doubt would be 
cheerfully afforded. 

I will confess that upon this subject I have mot with groat difficulty in form- 
ing a plan in my own mind free from objections, and I have determined to sug- 
gest no definite plan, but submit the whole matter to your wisdom, hoping that 
something will be done which will arouse our brethren to a sense of their duty 
upon this subject. I refer j'ou to the report of the Committee on Lducation, 
which contains many valuable suggestions upon this subject. 

Our brethren of Missouri and Kentucky have outstripped us iii this matter. 
In each of these .States they have cstahlished a Masonic College. I have no 
information in regard to the situation and prospects of the College in jilissouri. 
I have recently been furnished with a copy of the report of the Trustees of 
the College in Kentuckj-, which shows a state of prosperity truly encouraging 
and surpassing the most sanguine anticipations of its benevolent and philan- 
thropic founders. Lot us, mj- brethren, endeavor to imitate their example. In 
this connection, I will remark, that it is the duty of Masons to seek for the 
destitute, and not wait until they arc called upon; for I have sometimes found 
it the case that the friends or relations of de.-titute oiqihans arc unwilling that 
they should be considered as objects of charity, and manifest a reluctance, even 
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when applied to, to permit the brethren to take charge of them. There are 
some Lodges within my knowledge that arc doing their duty nobly upon this 
subject, and I have no doubt that the time is not far distant when all will do 
so. I hope that upon the subject of education, as well as charities generally, 
we will prove our faith by our practice. 

The new Constitution recommended by the Grand Lodge of ISio has not as 
yet been adopted by a constitutional number of the subordinate Lodges.® A 
verj- large majority of those that have acted upon the subject have adopted it; 
but there are still some that, with all the persuasion that has been used, have 
not as yet noticed the resolution of the Grand Lodge. It is for them to say 
how they can reconcile this course upon their part, with their obligations as 
Masons. 

The subject of a General Grand Lodge of the L'nited States is one upon 
which I have not bestowed much reflection, and upon which I have formed no 
definite opinion. I present it to you, in order that you ma}- take such steps as 
to you shall seem iiropcr. 

Owing to peculiar circumstances which have surrounded me during the last 
year, I have not had it in my power to visit as many of the Lodges as I desired. 
I have, however, visited a few of the Lodges in Aliddlo Tennessee, and a major- 
ity of those in East Tennessee. Those that are at work are generally doing 
well; in fact, they arc in a highly prosperous condition. AVherevor I have 
found a Lodge which was not prospering, in looking into the cause, I have 
ascertained that, without an exception, their want of prosperity- is owing 
mainly to the failure of the members to discharge their duties, particularly in 
regard to the pavment of Lodge dues. I Jind tliat it is the practice of some 
Lodges to permit their members to remain Air years in arreais; and in some, 
they have gone so far ns even to confer degrees without requiring the fees to bo 
paid. This ought not to be; and wherever I have found a Lodge pursuing this 
course, I have found it in a sickly condition. If a member of a Lodge has not 
the means of paving his dues without seriously- injuring himself or family, then 
it is the duty of the Lodge to remit them; for we ought not to require our 
brethren to pay- money into the treasury of the Lodge when they- actually- need 
it for the support of themselves or families. But except in the cases above 
specified, every member should ho required to pay- his dues punctually, and he 
who refuses upon application to do so, should be at once suspended from all the 
privileges and benefits of the Order; for no man deserves the name of a Alason, 
much loss its privileges and benefits, who, having the means, refuses to pay 
what is dun. I hope that the reviving sjiirit which now animates the whole 
Fraternity- will correct this evil. ^ 

I have ascertained that there are several Lodges in the State which have 
retained their charters, and y-ot have not had a meeting nor performed any work 
for many years. I suggest whether it would not bo proper to require Lodges 
in this condition to resume work within a certain time or surrender their char- 
ters. I am happy- to say- that our brethren at Kingston, after having been sus-

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pended for manj' years, have resumed their work with a flattering prospect of 
building up a respectable and flourishing Lodge. 

The Lodges at Smithville, Dandridge, and Kingsport, are all in a suspended 
condition. 'Whether there be others in a like condition, I do not know. How- 
ever painful it may be, yet I feel it my duty to state facts to you, in order that 
you may take such steps as to you shall seem best under the circumstances. In 
this connection I submit the inquiry, whether Lodges in a suspended condi- 
tion are to be considered Lodges working under this jurisdiction, and whether 
they ought to be counted in ascertaining whether the new Constitution has 
been adopted by a constitutional number of Lodges? IMy own opinion is, that 
as the}' are not at work, they have no voice in the matter, and that the ques- 
tion should be settled by the Lodges actually at work. 

Some discussion has arisen in regard to the powers of the blaster of a Lodge. 

I have given it as my opinion that the decisions of the Master, on questions of 
order, are final, and that no appeal lies from the decision of the IMaster to the 
Lodge; that if he governs bi.s Lodge in a haughty, imperious, or dictatorial 
manner, he is responsible to the Grand Lodge, by whose authority he presides, 
and not to his Lodge. It would ho too tedious to detail the course of reason- 
ing by which I have arrived at this conclusion. 

A difference of opinion prevails among the brethren, in regard to the com- 
petency of the Master elect to preside over a Lodge without having previously 
received the degree of Past Master. I believe it best always that the IMastor 
have the degree pertaining to the chair, but if it cannot be conveniently con- 
ferred, I believe it proper for him to preside without it. If a different princi- 
ple were adopted, the Lodges would sometimes bo without a IMaster, owing to 
the difficulty. in some parts of the country in procuring Past Masters enough 
to constitute a Lodge. 

Another question upon which a difference of opinion prcvail.s is this: Can 
the retiring Master convene a Lodge of Past IMastcrs, and confer the degree 
upon his successor, without special authority from the Grand IMaster? 

Those disputed questions I submit for your consideration, and hope you will 
adopt resolutions expressive of the sense of the Grand Lodge. 

Since ourlast Annual Communication, it has pleased the great Grand IMaster 
of the universe to remove from the Lodge on earth to the celestial Lodge on 
high, one of our most devoted and useful brethren. Our much-beloved Past' 
Grand Master*, Joseph Noryell, is no more. He has ceased his labors on 
earth, and has gone, as we devoutly hope, to reap his reward in heaven. Ho 
was cut off in the meridian of life, and in the height of his usefulness. Another 
Past Grand Master of this Grand Lodge has also ceased from his labors. Our 
brother, Archibald Yell, fell at Buena Vista, while gallantly fighting for 
his country. These afflictions should remind us, my brethren, still more forci- 
bly of the uncertainty of our stay upon earth, and of the importance of being 
prepared to obey the summons of the Grand Master who rules and governs us 
idl. I hope you will pay such respect to their memory as their characters 
deserve. 

The foregoing remarks, you w'ill observe, are mainly practical, and are such 
as sugge.sted themselves to me as being most proper on the present occasion. 
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Let us, my Lretlircn, endeavor to act upon the principles which we profess, and 
in that way hand down to our successors, pure and unstained, this institution 
of ours, which is the only one ever invented by man wliich has withstood the 
ravages of time, and for so main- ages maintained its distinctive organization. 
AVhen reviewing the history of this institution, I have been led to believe that 
if it was not established by divine wisdom, yet the hand of God has been visi- 
ble in its 2»'cscri'aiion.

The resolution was adopted. 

The Standing Committee on Foreign Communications made 
their annual report, which was read, and on motion, laid upon 
the table for the present. 

The vStanding Committee on Education made the following 
report: 

The committee appointed at the last Annual Communication of this Grand 
Lodge, on the subject of Education, have had the same under consideration, 
and respectfully beg leave to submit the following report. 

Tour committee deem it unnecessary to enter into any argument to show the 
importance of education, in its influence upon the political and social destinies 
of this republic. This subject has been discussed in all its forms; and its 
advantages, both present and prospective, have been so fully laid open, that it 
would be derogatory to the good sense of the members of this Grand Lodge, 
to say that they are not understood and appreciated. The time has passed 
when it was said that “Ignorance is bliss." On the contrary, “Knowledge is 
power,” as well as the source of many of the enjoj-ments of life. Knowledge 
is one of the great bulwarks of that freedom we enjoy; it is one of the great 
supports of that constitution of political government under which we live, and 
which it is our duty, both as Masons and citizens, to sustain with all our ener- 
gies; hence it is our duty to encourage and promote the cause of education by 
all the means in our power. 

By the tenor of your resolution, the attention of your committee was spe- 
cially directed “to the collection of statistics” in relation to Masonic Colleges, 
or other seminaries of learning, for the education of the orphan children of 
poor and destitute INIasons. Your committee beg leave to state that their means 
of procuring such statistical information as might be desirable, have been very 
deficient. All, therefore, that your committee can do at present, will be to 
give a brief account of such Masonic schools as have been established, and 
appear to be on a permanent foundation. Before, however, directing your 
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attention to those institutions, your coniinittoc would ofl’or a few remarks on 
the eft'orts tliat have been made in this State witli similar aims. 

In the opinion of your committee, no higher object can claim the attention 
of the Masonic Fratornitj' than the adf>pti(jn of ctricicnt means for the educa- 
tion of the poor and destitute orphan children of ^Masons, lour committee 
concur with our Past Grand Master Dii.i.ahunty, “in the importance of 
adopting some system of education that shall reach the wants of all the poor 
and destitute children of Slasohs in the State, so that no ^Mason’s child shall be 
reared in ignorance.” One of the great ])illars ot our Order is CH.tiiiTY; it is 
the Corinthian column that adorns the temple of ^lasonry. Charity maj' be 
displaj’cd in other forms, but in none more imposing and maje.stic than in that 
which provides for the intellectual culture of the poor and destitute. “Bring 
up a child in the way he should go,” is one of the golden maxims of the wisest 
of men. Ignorance is the mother of vice; mental cultivation leads to the prac- 
tice of “every moral and social virtue.” 

Your committee once entertained the hope that the Cirand Lodge of ronne.s- 
sec would have been among the foremost in this great work of beno\olonce; 
but they confess that they almost despair of anj' thing being speedilj’ accom- 
plished which shall prove elfectual — so far, at least, as founding an institution 
of liberal learning within our own State. 

It is five years since this subject was lirst brought to the consideration of the 
Grand Lodge of this State, and the subordinate Lodges, by tbc then Grand 
Master. At the Annual Communieation of 18-12, strong hopes wore entertained 
that efficient measures would bo speedilj' adopted by the Grand and subordi- 
nate Lodges for the establishment of a College or Iligh-school. At that time, 
a large majority of the Lodges under this jurisdiction appeared to be in favor 
of the design, but subsequently “a change came over the s])irit of their dreams,” 
and a committee, in 1843, recommended an indefinite postponement of the sub- 
ject. 3Iany objections were raised and urged by influential members of the 
Order; and where the friends of the measure expected to find a hearty cooper- 
ation, they encountered opposition — not a factious opposition, but an opposition 
arising from what, in the opinion of the objectors, constituted well-grounded 
objections. In 1845, the subject was again brought before the Grand Lodge by 
Grand Master Dillaiiumty, in his annual address, in which he referred to the 
cause of education with his usual power and eloquence. In 1840 a committee 
reported on that portion of the Grand Master’s address, in which report it was 
recommended, that if it bo deemed requisite to establish an institution of learn- 
ing of a high grade, that “ the Secretary of each subordinate Lodge bo instructed 
to open a voluntary subscription, upon which each member shall bo expected to 
contribute at least fifty cents annually, to be sent up with its returns, as other 
moneys of the Lodge, at each Grand Annual Communication, to be hold sub- 
ject to the action of the Grand Lodge, but inviolate for any other than educa- 
tional purposes.” Upon this proposition, as far as your committee are informed, 
few, if any, of the subordinate Lodges have acted in a definite form. This 
neglect of action by the subordinate Lodge.s, your committee take to bo jirima 
Jade evidence either of opposition to the measure, or that they have not given 
to the subject that consideration which it merits, so as to prepare them for con- 
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clu.sive action. Your committee, therefore, liavo arrived at the conclusion that 
the attemiit to estahlisl;, at the present time, an institution of learning worthy 
of the Order, will prove an utter failure; hut they still hope that at a future, 
and no very distant day, a proper spirit will be aroused, and that a Temple of 
Literature and Science will be erected, whose doors will bo opened to tbe ebil- 
dren of poor ami de.-^titute i>[asons; and that in after times, when the glorious 
ray.s of learning shall shed their luster around its balls, the Masonic Fraternity 
of this State will proudly exclaim, “This is our work!” 

Your committeo, on referring to the proceedings of the Grand Lodges of the 
United State.s, find that the subjeet of education and the establishment of 
schools has, at various times, engaged the attention of several; but, as yet, no 
institution has been established except in the States of !Missouri and Kentucky. 
In some, the plan has entirely failed; in others, it is still under consideration. 
In Alabama the project failed, and a large sum (SkuOO) which had accumulated 
in the treasury was distributed among the subordinate Lodges. 

The Ma-onic College of ^lissouri was founded in 1842 bj- the Grand Lodge 
of Missouri, at which time a purebase was made of the property of Clarion 
College, consisting of a college-editice and other buildings, and thirteen hun- 
dred acres of land. The Grand Lodge had previously resolved, in October, 
1841, that “it is expedient and necessary, and the imperative duty, as well as 
the interest of the Grand Lodge, to establish at some healthy and convenient 
point, an institution of learning for the sons of indigent iMasous, and such oth- 
ers as the Grand Lodge may from time to time admit.” The Grand Lodge of 
Missouri having secured the property above mentioned, a college charter was 
obtained from the Legislature of Missouri. A President and Professors were 
appointed, and the insdtution was put into succesMul operation, and is now in 
prosperous condition, promising ample rewards to its benevolent founders. 

As above stated, the college was originally established at iMarion, but the 
Grand Lodge has recently changed its location to Lexington, which is supposed 
to possess greater advantages; and has resolved “that the farm, buildings, and 
real estate hitherto purchased for the IMasonic College of INIissouri, shall be 
sold for the best price that can be obtained for the same, on such terms as the 
M. W. Grand Lodge may direct, and the proceeds thereof sacredly appropri- 
ated to the purchase of scientific apparatus and a library for said institution, 
and the further endowment of the same.” 

The Grand Lodge has received liberal aid from individual subscriptions for 
the erection of now buildings, and the corner-stone of the new college-edifice 
has boon laid, and it is expected it will bo completed and ready for tbe reception 
of students in the course of the present j-ear. 

The course of education in this institution is upon such plan as to embrace 
the whole circle of literature and science; and the charter provides that its 
teachers shall bo Master Masons, and, like the ancient institution itself, it shall 
be ever free from the influence of sectarian instruction. The benefits of the 
institution are not confined to the sons of Masons, but extends to others, which 
enables the institution, at a moderate cost to the Grand and subordinate Lodges, 
to extend the blessings and benefits of education to a large number of the 
orphan children of poor and destitute Masons. 
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The spirit which has animated our hrclhreii of ilissouri in this “nohle and 
glorious undertaking,” is wortliy of the higliest commendation; it is a brilliant 
jewel in the crown of Masonrj', whose luster will be reflected upon those who 
conceived and carried out the enterprise. So extensively does this benevolent 
object appear to actuate our brethren, that your committee entertain no doubt 
of its complete and entire success, and that the institution will stand, in future 
ages, a monument of ilasonic munificence — a bright star in the galaxy of 
Masonic light. 

The first proposition to establish a Masonic Seminary of learning in the State 
of Kentucky was submitted to the Grand Lodge in 1841. The proposition 
was entertained and submitted to a committee who reported at the next Annual 
Communication; but no definite action was had until 18413, when the Grand 
Lodge came in possession of “Funk Seminary,” an institution founded by the 
liberality of William M. Funk, a citizen of Henry county, Kentucky, who 
bequeathed to the town of LaGrange the sum of icn ihousand doUara, for the 
purpose of erecting an institution of learning in said town, to be called “Funk 
iSeniinary,” on condition that the citizens of said town of LaGrange Mould sub- 
scribe and pay over for the same ]iurpose five hundred dollars. Ihe citizens 
paid over the amount required, and the Seminar}’ ivas incorporated as a college 
for the instruction of youth iii the various branches of science and literature, 
Cie useful arts, agriculture, and the learned and foreign languages.” The Sem- 
inary was also invested with ample powers to confer literarj- degrees. 

A college-edifice ivas erected, with accommodations for some three hundred 
students. When the building \vas completed, the Trustees of the Seminary 
appointed a committee to visit the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, and mixkc a ten- 
der of the fund and the edifice to the Grand Lodge, upon certain conditions. 
The tender was accepted, and the fund, college-edifice, and other property, 
was transferred to the Grand Lodge, and the transfer was fully legalized by the 
Legislature of Kentucky, by an act passed February 10, 1845. The Gi'and 
odge immediately appropriated ten thousand dollars as an endoivment fund, 
a-nd also passed a resolution requiring all good Masons to contribute one dollar, 
to be set apart for the sustenance of the beneficiaries that might be sent to the 
school, and a liberal fund has been contributed for that purpose. The institu- 
lon has so far prospered, that during the second year of its existence there were 
wo lundred and three students in attendance. By the last report of the Trus- 
tees of the College to the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, at its session in August 
of the present year, it appears there were in attendance one hundred and 
sei enty students. This diminution of the number of students of the present 
year, is accounted for by the committee from the fact “that during the past 
jear primary schools have been opened in and about LaGrange for the educa- 
Gon of a class of small boys, w'ho have hitherto been found in the Preparatory 
epartment of the College, without being an}' real advantage to the institu- 
tion. Of the number of students on the College catalogue for the last year, 
twelve were beneficiaries sent by twelve Lodges. The Trustees consider the 

a no longer a doubtful experiment, but “ a successful achievement” 

^'lustration of the principles and practical tendencies of the Order.” 
ns institution is conducted upon the same plan, as regards scientific and 
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literary instruction, as other colleges in the United States. In the college 
proper arc four classes, through which every student nn;^t pass before he can 
attain the honors of the institution. As in the Masonic College of Missouri, 
“every thing in the* instructions given to students, like sectarianism, or that 
can in any way interfere with the faith and principles of any denomination of 
Christians, shall be carefully precluded.” 

Your committee respectfully invite the attention of the Grand Lodge to the 
statutes of the College marked A; and also to the plan of scholarships, which, 
in the opinion of your committee, deserve the favorable consideration of indi- 
viduals and of subordinate Lodges, ns nftbrding singular facilities for a liberal 
education. 

These scholarships .are divided into three classes; 1. Live-j'ear scholarships, 
for S7o, in advance, entitling to instruction in anj- or all the branches included 
in the Preparatory or Collegiate course of study, for one student at a time, for 
five successive years, without farther charge for tuition fees therefor. 2. Ten- 
year scholarships, for §100, paj-able in advance, entitling to the same priv- 
ileges as in the former class, for one student at a time for ten successive years, 
without farther charge for tuition fees. 3. Perpetual scholarships, for §300, 
payable §100 in advance, and the remaining §200 in instalments of one and 
two years. 

Only one student can be sent at a time on either of these scholarships, hut 
the student may bo changed at any time at the will of the holder. The entire 
expenses of a student for the college year of ten months, under the five-year 
scholarships, will bo as follows; for tuition, §15; board, washing, fuel, lights, 
etc., from §1.50 to §2 per week; for books, say §10 — making the whole expense 
from §'J5 to §105— under tlio ten-year scholarships, something less. 

In presenting tho foregoing sketch of the Masonic College of Kentuckj-, 
your committee are moved by the fact that, at the present time, there is but 
little prospect of establishing a college of our own. The plan has been favora- 
bly received in Louisiana, Mississippi, and Alabama, and we learn that, during 
a recent tour through said States bj' tbe President of the College, a number of 
scholarships were subscribed by individuals and Lodges. 

Your committee, however, have another object in view, of recommending to 
tho patient consideration of the Grand Lodge, a distinct proposition from the 
President of the College, which has been forwarded to one of your committee. 
The proposition is as follows, which is detailed more at length in tho communi- 
cation referred to, marked B, and which is annexed to this report. 

Tho ^Masonic College of Kentucky will contract with the Grand Lodge of 
Tennessee, to educate annually for ton successive vear.s, one hundred stude7its 
to be sent to the said institution of learning, by said Grand Lodge, or by her 
subordinate Lodges, she contracting on her "part to pay to the said institution 
annually, for ten successive years, one thousand dollars, as tho consideration for 
the aforesaid privilege; tho Grand Lodge of Tennessee to have the right to use 
the contract in anj' manner she may please, confining its benefits to the Order, 
and to have the right to such education as aforesaid, in any or all of the branches 
of study taught in the institution, without anj- additional charge for tuition feus. 
The Grand Lodge of Tennessee to have the right of appointing annually from 
her body, a Board of Visitors, to visit the institution, and inform themselves 
with regard to its condition and i^rospects. 
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Tlic proposition is, in effect, to sell to tlic Grand Lodge of Tonnes.sce one 
luindred ten-year sclnilarsliips, to be paid for in ten equal annual instalments, 
mabing tlio cost of tuition of each .‘Student i?10 ])cr year; tlie cost of books, 
clothing, board, etc., to be otherwise provided for bj" the Grand Lodge. 



Should the Grand Lodge of Tennessee accede to this proposition, and think

incurred bv her, and so that her jiroper funds would remain untouched for 
other purposes, if deemed desirable. Tlie subordinate Lodges, on then I'art, 
woiiid ha 
of the fo 
expense, 

^vith or without coiisiderati(*n to the Lod^o, as slio might thuikjiropcr, thus 
affording to every Lodge an opportunity of using tlie scholarships, oi of reim- 
bursing itself for the annual outlay, at its own discretion. 

Under this proposition, the expense of maintaining a student v\ould bo from 
S"7 to §88, for the college year of forty-four weeks. The cost of books would 
be from SIO to §15; clothing, at the discretion of the parties. 

Your committee, as remarked above, entertain but little expectation that the 
Grand Lodge of Tennessee will be able to lay the foundation of a Seminary of 
learning of a high grade for many years to come. They regard the proposi- 
tion of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, therefore, with the more favor, as prom- 
ising great advantages for the education of the poor and destitute orphans of 
the Fraternity. If the Grand Lodge and its subordinate Lodges seriously enter- 
tain the design of entering into the cause of education, your committee reeom- 
mend the proposition of the !^[iisonic College of XontucK} to t leii calm and 
deliberate consideration. Should the Grand Lodge approi c the plan, it maj, 
in the meantime, mature some plan for the establishment of a college isithin its 



own bounds. 

Your committee, fully impressed with the importance of adopting some 
means for the education of the sons of unfortunate and indigent brethren of 
our Order, and being farther impressed with the advantages that may result 
from a cooperation with the Grand Lodge of Kentucky on the prosecution of 
this great work of charity and benevolence, respectfully submit the following 
resolutions: 



Resolved, That the Grand Lodge of Tennessee highly approve of the spirit 
which prompted the establishment of the Masonic Golloge of Kentucky, and 
the energy which has brought it into successful operation. 

Resolved, That a committee of three members of this Grand Lodge be 
appointed to take into consideration the proposition submitted by the President 
of said college, and report to the present session of this Grand Lodge. 

Resolved, That if the Grand Lodge approve of said proposition, a committee 
of throe members be appointed to confer with the President of said college, 
who is now in the city, and enter into a contract based upon said proposition; 
said contract, however, not to take effect until ratified bj’’ the Grand Lodge of 
Tennessee at the next Annual Communication. 
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Ih’solvcd, Tli.it sliould .iny contract bo entered into, it shall be the duty of 
the 31. 3V. Grand Alaster to submit the same to the subordinate Lodges under 
this jurisdiction, who shall express their opinion on the same previously to the 
next Grand Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge.

Lodges at Pikeville, Pleasant Grove, and Mifflin, and referred to 
a committee consisting of Bros. AY. H. McKennie, I>. B. Eaavlings, 
and A. M. Hughes. 

A communication, addressed to .the Grand Lodge by Bipley 
Lodge, Ho. 100, aski ng the Grand Lodge to ratify the removal of 
said Lodge from Bipley to Durliamville, was read and unani- 
mously agreed to by the Grand Lodge. 

The following report was presented; 

The Committee on Dispensations, having attended, in part, to the duty 
assigned them, respectfully report the results of their examination of the Pro- 
ceedings of the following Lodges — to wit: 

AYarren Lodge, No. 125. The Dispensation under which this Lodge has 
heen held was granted in June, 1846, and renewed by resolution of the Grand 
Lodge at its last Annual Communication; but, in consequence of circumstances 
alluded to in a letter accompanying the transcript, work was not commenced 
until September of the present year. AYith the little that has been done your 
committee are satisfied, and they recommend the renewal of the Dispensation, 
as is requested by the Lodge. 
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Cleveland Lodge, Xo. 134, lins not rctuinccl its Dispensation; nor 1ms it 
furnisliocl a transcript of its proceedings sufficiently full to enable us to judge 
of the general character of its work. Enough, however, appears to convince us 
of the existence of striking irregularities. Por instance: we sec that, in one 
case, an individual presented a petition for initiation on the 7th of June and 
was raised to the third degree on the 9th of August ensuing. In another case, 
only five days elapsed between tbe presentation of a jictition and the candidate’s 
initiation. This Lodge asks for a charter. "We would recommend the renewal 
of the Dispensation. 

Tihune Lodge, Xo. 135. This Lodge has sometimes dispensed with the 
lower degrees, opened in and then closed a higher, without resuming in the lower 
and closing them in due form. The record shows that at one meeting the Fel- 
low Craft’s Degree was conferred upon two Entered x^pprentices after an exami- 
nation simply, without a balloting. In one case the record does not set forth 
the names of several individuals who are stated to have filed petitions for differ- 
ent Degrees. "With the exception of these irregularities, the work is correct; 
and we recommend timt a charter be granted to the Lodge. 

Gueenvili.e Lodge, Xo. 119. Xeither the Dispensation nor the transcript 
of the proceedings of this Lodge has been received, although we learn that both 
have been forwarded. 'We understand that it is within the power of the Grand 
Slaster to make such a report relative to the work as to make it proper to recom- 
mend the grant of a charter, which the Lodge is extremely desirous of ohtaining.

Bi’.ktiiken: — The duties devolving upon me as Grand Senior "W ardon of the 
Grand Lodge of Tennessee, and as a Special Deputy of the M. AV. Grand blas- 
ter for the past Afasonic year, I have discharged — not as fullj', ho\\c\ei, as 1 
could have wished. 

I beg to .submit the following report of my labors and ob.sorvations in rela- 
tion to the prosperity of the Craft in this riuartor of the State. Afasonry U in 
a nif>re Qourishing condition than at any former period in our hnstory. Peaec 
and prosperitj’ prevail. The work in all the Lodges I have vi.-ited is in stiiet 
accordance with the ancient landmarks of the Order. There may be some slight 
variations, in phraseology, in some of the Lodges. 

The work in general, in all the Lodges I have visited, is such as meets my 
approval. The Lodges of Memphis and South Alemphis, and the brethren com- 
posing the same, deserve much credit. There is no point in our State where 
such constant and pressing demands are made upon the charities of the Lodges 
and brethren as at Memphis, which circumstance keeps their treasury almost 
constantly empty; besides, liberal contributions are often made by individual 
members of the Order at Alempbis for the relief of the distre.=scd and needy 
Masons and their dependents. The liberality of the Order at Memphis toward 
the distressed and needy is Avortbj' of commendation. 

There are at Afemphis many, very many, worthy men high in the Older, who 
do not belong to either Lodge. This is to bo regretted. An excuse is found in 
the commercial importance and business of a rising and rapidly-growing city, 
which engage the attention of all the business-men (Alasons) of Alemiihis. 
Those brethren have the souls of Alasons, influencing their acts of charity, 
brotherly love, relief, and truth, as high as any set of Alasons on earth. Often 
you may witness the foreigner, thrown on their shore, who speaks a language 
which not one understands, unfurl his banner of distress, and find ready hands 
and liberal souls to relieve his afllictions. 

The Lodges in the interior arc doing praiseworthy deeds of charity. They 
feed the hungry, clothe the naked, and school the, orphan, whenever their means 
will allow of their doing so. Alasonry is in a flourishing condition. 

Of the work and Lectures of no Lodge can I complain; but I should like to 
see precise uniformity established. Time will do much in this respect. 

On the subject of quarterly dues, I mu.st complain of many Lodges and their 
members. Some Lodges suffer their members to permit their dues to remain 
unpaid for years, in many instances. This is an injury and irregularity Avhich 
ought not to be allowed longer to exist, and which each subordinate Lodge 
should be compelled to correct spcedilj'. 

All the Lodges west of the Tennessee, River, working under Dispensations, so 
far as my information goes, are entitled to charters; and if any irregularity 
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exists in tlieir work, it is the fiuilt of the head, and not of tlie heart. A little 
assistance sets them all risjht. 

I wonkl recoinniend to all the subordinate Lodges to be more .=olicitous as to 
the quality of tlieir inembers tlian as to numbers. Intemperance is the greatest 
evil of which I have to complain. This vice paves the way to almost all other 
vices and crimes. In many of our subordinate Lodges we are annoyed by tbe 
drunkard. I would be pleased to see a law enacted by tbe Grand Lodge to cor- 
rect and prevent this practice in all subordinate Lodges. 

I tender to tbe Grand Lodge my warmest gratitude for the honor they have 
conferred upon me, and my hearty regrets for not having been able to serve 
them better. The health of my family prevents me from attending the present 
Grand Annual Communication, which I jirofoundly regret. 

All the Lodges in the AVest are doing well, very well.

Gr.EENA*iLLE LoDGE, No. 119. SiiicG the preparation of the report presented 
this morning, the committee have received the charter and transcript of the pro- 
ceedings of this Lodge. Some irregularities appear in the Avork, but they are 
snob as the brethren easiljf may, and, Ave doubt not, speedily Avill, set rio-ht 
AA c Avould suggest to them the propriety of so conducting their labors tlnU it 
may appear as matter of record that the AVorshipful Master signs the proceed- 
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ings of each meeting, as well as the Secretary; that after opening in one Degree 
they do not, until that shall liave been either closed or dispensed with, proceed 
to another; and that they confine the business proper to be transacted in a -Mas- 
ter’s Lodge only e.Kclusively to that Degree. One of your committee can bear 
testimony to the !Masonic zeal of the Greenville Lodge, and to the anxictj’ of 
its members to adhere to the ancient landmarks of our Order. c recommend 
that their prayer for a charter be granted. 

Skwanee Lodge, No. 131. The work in thi.s Lodge is unusually correct. 
AYe find in the transcript of the procecding.s nothing' to which wo can object, 
ex(’ept (be want of a distinct specification, in some instances, of the time ot 
passing from one Degree to another. ^Vc recommend the grant of a charter. 

Oakl.vnd Grove Lodge, No. 130. This Lodge has in cme instance recog- 
nized and acted upon “a case of emergency” by balloting for an applicant for 
initiation at a caUed meeting, and within less than the requisite time for the 
consideration of the petition. This irregularity should he scrupulously a\ oided. 
We recommend a charter, in the hope that the brethren will heiealter in all 
cases conform to the established rules. 

Purdy Lodge, No. 13'2; IIoydsvii.t.e Lodge, No. 12‘2; T.vxxEnii.i, Lodge, 
No. 133; and S.vxdy Hill Lodge, No. 130. We recommend the gi'aut of a 
charter to each of these Lodges. YVe notice that on one occasion the latter, for 
a particular purpose, suspended a By-law. YVith this exception, the work i.s 
deserving of commendation. 

Before concluding this report, your committee would mention one error that 
appears in the minutes of many of the Lodges which have worked under Dis- 
pensation during the jiast year. The Secretaries have too often neglected to 
distinguish between called and regular meetings, fi he character of each meet- 
ing should, in every case, be di.stinctU' sot forth at the commencement of each 
record of proceedings. Upon the whole, however, the Lodges whose work wc 
have examined arc entitled to much credit for the manner in which they have 
pursued their labors. Mistakes have, of course, occurred; b\it, so far as wo can 
discover, none have wantonly erred. On the contrary, all appear to have been 
imbued with a good degree of the true jMascmic spirit, if all have not evinced 
the possession of as great an amount of the true jMasonic knowledge as might

Tliat they have examined the proceedings of I’nlaski Lodge, !No. 101, in the 
case of Brother Martin Sui.zrackku. It appears from a earefnl examination 
of the reeords in the case that in Pehriiary, 1810, Brother Sl-I-Ziiacker was, 
for some purpose, ahout to visit the State of Ohio and other places, and was 
desirous to obtain a certificate of his standing in the Lodge, and also a rccom 
mendation to the Fraternity — in other words, a diploma. The Lod.,c ^,i anted 
his request, and he was entered by the Secretary on the Joiiinal ol the Lod e 
as having obtained permission to leave the Lodge under the pioAision o t ic 
By-laws. In December of the same year. Brother Sulzhacki-u leUiined to 
Pula.ski Lodge, and claimed memhcr.diip, alleging that he had nc%ei 'withdiaAMi 
his membership from said Lodge; that he had only applied for a diploma,^ and 
not for dismission. The case was brought before the Lodge by two resolutions. 

“1. It is the sense of Pulaski Lodge that the mere fact of a member obtain- 
ing a diploma does not necessarily iinply a withdrawal troni the Lodge. 

“2. That Brother Sulziiackeu is now, and has been since he heeaiiie a ilason, 



a regular member of this (Pulaski) Lodge.” 

It appears that the Lodge voted against the adoption of these resolutions. 
Your committee, from the best light before them, aie of opinion that 1 ulaski 
Lodge erred in not adopting the resolutions. Lour committee 
that a diploma does not operate to the exclusion ot memhciship. t is U-, i j 
eommondahlc for brethren, at any time they may think proper, to apply to the 
Lodge for a diploma, particularly when ahout to travel. Lour committee 
Avould respectfully submit the following resolution: 

“ iZe.sotecfl, That Brother Sulzhackkr he restored to all the privileges of 
membership in Pulaski Lodge, No. 101.”

The committee to Avhom was referred, for examination, the papers in the case 
of Brother M. U. Hill and .Ioiin S. McGinnis, beg leave respectfully to report: 
It appears, from the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee of 1845, 
that this case was first brought before the Grand Lodge on an appeal taken by 
J. S. iMcGiNNis, of Hess Lodge, No. 93, who was tried on charges before said 
Lodge, and expelled from all the privileges of Masonry. 

The Committee on Appeals, upon due investigation, in their report to the 
Grand Lodge of that year, recommended the adoption of the following reso- 
lution; 



“ife.sotrecf. That the sentence of expulsion ho reversed, and that .1. S. McGin- 
nis he su.spencled from Hess Lodge, No. 93, until he makes duo acknowledgments 
to Hess Lodge, No. 93, and Brother Hill.” 
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On a subsequent day, the Grand Lodge, being desirous of having justice done 
in .all cases, and the Grand Master having stated tliat he would not be able to 
attend in person to the investigation of the case, as was desired by said J. S. 
McGinnis, in bis petition to the Grand Lodge, it was, therefore, ordered. “That 
IlKNDEitsoN M’r.iGHT, of 'Western Sun Lodge, ISTo. 88; Xelson ,T. IIkss, of 
Trenton Lodge, No. 80; and John !M. Northern, of Yorkville Lodge, No. 
115, be appointed a coniniittcc to investigate the facts arising on the petition of 
said John S. !McGinnis; to collect all the proof, if necessary, in their opinion, 
for the purpose of justice; to ascertain wbelber be bad a fair trial, and make a 
report to the next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge. Said commit- 
tee shall have power to examine the record of said Lodge in the same way as 
the Grand !>[aster could if be were present, and compel the attendance of, and 
examine, witnesses.” ‘Whereupon, said committee, after having discharged the 
duties assigned to them, sent the following report, dated Trenton, October 5, 
1840, to the Grand Secretary: 

“ Tu the .1/. ir. Grand Lodge of Tennessee: 

“The undersigned having been appointed by the Grand Lodge, at its last 
Annual Communication, a committee of investigation into the nature and 
extent of the diliicultics existing between Brothers !M. 11. Hill and John S. 
JtcGiNNis, both members of Hess Lodge, No. 9:5, and if possible to reconcile 
the same, or obtain any farther information touching the merits of said matter, 
they beg leave respectfully to report: That in obedience to your resolution we 
have attended to the above duties, and on visiting the said Hess Lodge, and 
examining witnesses, we have not been able to obtain a knowledge of any 
material tacts connected with the case more than wore brought before the Grand 
Lodge at the last Annual Communication. "We farther report, tliat all efforts 
nnule by your committee for the purpose of effecting a reconciliation between 
the parlies have proven ineffectual; but, from circumstances connected with the 
investigation, your committee do not think that said AIcGinnis should be 
requested to niidce any farther acknowledgments to Brother Hill individual!}' 
and personally, but that such satisfaction is due to the Lodge from Brother 
McGinnis, and, until tendered, your committee respectfully recommend and 
approve of a continuance of the decree of suspension.

The Grand Lodge was closed on the lOtb of that month, whence your com- 
mittee infer tliat said report could not possibly have reached here and been 
brought before this Grand Lodge for action upon it at its last Annual Commu- 
nication; and hence the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of last year are silent 
in regard to this matter. 

Tour committee would, therefore, most respectfully recommend the reception 
of the report of that committee now, and the conlirmation of the decision 
therein contained, which, while it seems to be conceived in a true Masonic 
spirit of doing justice to all parties concerned, is also tompered with mildness 
and forbearance toward a brother at variance with another whom ho has offended,

The committee to Avhom was referred so much of the Grand Afaster’s Address 
as relates to the new Constitution have had the same under consideration, and 
beg leave to report that it appears, from the report of the Grand Secretary, that 
since the new Constitution has been referred to the subordinate Lodges, in 1845, 
forty-three Lodges have taken action thereon, and approved the new Constitu- 
tion submitted to their consideration by this Grand Lodge. They farther report 
that fifteen Lodges have taken no action at all on the same, and that four have 
rejected it— making, in all, nineteen Lodges that have taken no action and 
rejected it; from which it Avill be seen that more than two-thirds of the Avork- 
ing Lodges have adopted the new Constitution. Tour committee therefore 
recommend the adoption of the following preamble and resolution: 

“ AVtieueas, The new Constitution amended and revised by the Grand Lodge 
of the State of Tennessee, at its Eegular Session in October, A.D. 1845, having

Frazek, in regard to the money transaction with said AIcDocoal, 
m the opinion of your committee, are sufficient evidence that they hud no 
cause to treat liim otherwise than as a brother and a gentleman, after the 
drawal of the charge of Brother Dasiiiei.i. of his being an i.npostor. Tour 
committee believe the brethren of that Lodge to be zealous, mte igen , , 
gentlemanly men, willing and anxious to do all their work in cnnfurmily with 
the rules and regulations of the Order, and arc satisfied that they have done 
nothing with an intention of throwing contempt upon the Grand Lodge or any 
of its officers. Your committee would, therefore, recommend that the bietlucn 
of Dover Lodge, No. 39, be permitted to resume their work, as we find nothing 
sufficient to lay' to their charge to prevent them. They have also paid over 
tiro amount of their dues.

The majority of the committee .appointed to take into consideration the prop- 
osition submitted to this Grand Lodge by Lev. Brother I. Kaxdolpu Fixley, 
in behalf of the Masonic College of Iventueky, having bestowed upon the mat- 
ter the consideration which its importance seemed to demand, heg leave to oiler 
the following report: 

From the eloquent address which accompanied the proposition, we learned 
with unfeigned delight of the success which has thus far attended the glorious 
enterprise in which our sister Grand Lodge of Kentucky is so nobly engaged, 
of e.vtending and perpetuating the great objects of our time-honored Fraternity. 

It has ceased to be an experiment: it is now a demonstrated fact, a matter of 
history, that the Grand Lodge of a State can, bj' the concentration of her 
means, the united and unremitting exertions of her members, establish, endow, 
and sustain a Literary Institution of the highest grade, which will disseminate 
moral and scientific light to the numerous oflspring of our worthy brethren — 
manj' of whom, unaided by such an institution, would ho compelled to remain 
in comparative ignorance or total darkness through life. The character of the 
undertaking of our Kentucky hrethron is such as to give a gainsaying world 
ocular proof, practical demonstration, of the sincerity of Masonic professions 
of charity. M e congratulate them upon the accomplishment of so much in so 
short a time, and most cordially and fraternally bid them God-speed in their 
benevolent and praiseworthy work. But while we recommend to this and our 
sister Grand Lodges that they emulate their noble example in promoting the 
cause of education and the general interest of the Craft, and while we appre- 
ciate the fraternal spirit of the liberal proposition that has been made to us, we 
deem it inexpedient that the proposition should be accepted by this Grand 
Lodge. At the same time we recommend the IMasonic College of Kentucky to 
the Fraternity, as in every way wortli 3 ' of their individual patronage. In con- 
clusion, j'our committee beg leave to suggest to this Grand Lodge the piroprietj' 
of adopting some general system of education.

The Grand Lodge met according to adjournment. 

Present: P. AY. AY.w. Anderson, D. Gr. lU., as Grand Master, in 
the chair; all the other Grand Officers in their respective stations. 

On motion of Brother Oldham, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

AYuereas, The PoiifoUo, or Journal of Freemasonry and General Literature, 
has been adopted as the Organ of this Grand Lodge; and, whereas, this Grand 
Lodge highly appreciates the utility of a Journal of this character, as well as 
the high intellectual attainments (both Masonically and literary) of our worthy 
P. G. Master Tanneiiill; therefore, 

Fesohed, That the Grand Secretary be directed to subscribe for ten copies, 
commencing with the first of the volume, for the use of the officers and mem- 
bers of this Grand Lodge. 

On motion, the report of the Committee on Foreign Communi- 
cations was adopted. The report is as follo.ws: 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence, appointed at the last Grand 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, to whom was 
referred the proceedings and communications of other Grand Lodges, have had 
the same under consideration, and beg leave to report. 

That the E. AY. Grand Secretary has placed in their hands the Proceedings of 
the following Grand Lodges, namely: the Grand Lodge of Maryland, District 
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of Columbia, Virginia, Connecticut, 'Wisconsin, Indiana, Kliode I.-land, A er- 
mont, Missouri, Ohio, Georgia, Illinois, North Carolina, South Carolina, Iowa, 
Alahania, ^Michigan, Florida, and New York. 

The committee have examined these documents, c.xtcnding to .some twelve or 
thirteen hundred pages. The Proceedings relate for the most part to the inter- 
nal concerns of the Grand and suhordinatc Lodges; they include, however, 
several subjects of general interest which will be brought to view in the course 
of this report. 

Before entering upon a detail of the contents of the documents before them, 
3 'our committee beg leave to state that thej" present a most encouraging account 
of the prosperitj' and progress of the Order in our countiw, notwithstanding 
all the embarrassments to which it has been exposed from enmitj' on the one 
band and prejudice on the other; while the report of the Committee on I'ur- 
eign Correspondence of the Grand Lodge C'f NewTork presents much inter- 
esting information with regard to the slate of the Fraternitj' in Lurope and on 
our own continent bej'ond the. limits of the United States. 

Vhile 3 ‘our committee congratulate the Grand Lodge on the general pros- 
peritj' of the Fraternitj', and the general adherence of Grand and .subordinate 
Lodges to the ancient landmarks of the Order handed down to us from age to 
ago, they regret to state that in some of the Grand Lodges a spirit of innova- 
tion is exhibited, and regulations have been proposed and adopted contrarj' to 
the spirit of the time-honored usages which have thus far maintained the integ- 
rity of the Order, preserved it from decay and dissolution, and rendered its 
principles and its landmarks as universal as the air we breathe. Innovations 
are alwaj'S dangerou.s, whether in prditical or other institutions; once com- 
menced, no human foresight can tell when thej" will cease. Innovations are 
e.specially dangerous to Freemasonrj', and .should be ro^i.sfed bj all who have 
the good of the Fraternity at heart. 'Whenever the ancient con.stitution.s and 
landmarks of the Order are authoritati vel j’ violated, we can ha\ c no suretj’ of 
permanency. Thus far, under the old Constitutions, and now Constitutions 
founded upon them, the Order has prospered and extended its benign influence 
over all parts of the world; under their influence and operation it has with- 
stood the most violent assaults and driven back the storm of persecution. But 
if the proposed innovations bo adopted, the univcrsalitj' of the Order will bo 
destroj'cd, and one of its most beautiful features bo obliterated. To this sub- 
ject j'our committee will again have occasion to refer. 

MaryLjVXD. — T he Journal of the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land contains its transactions from November, 1840, to Maj’, 1847. The semi- 
annual meeting was held on the 10th Maj', 1847, and was opened bj' the !M. "W. 
Grand Master in ample form. A considerable portion of the Proceedings is 
occupied with the report of the Committee on Foreign Correspoiidonco, in 
which the transactions of twelve Grand Lodges are reviewed in their most 
striking features. 

The Proceedings contain the reports of several Grand Inspectors, in which 
the several subordinate Lodges are represented as being generally in a prosper- 
ous condition. Among the standing orders of the Grand Lodge, your commit- 
tee notice one which they would recommend to the consideration of this Grand 
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Lodge. It requires tlie Grand Secretary to ])reparo and publish, with the 
Annual Proceedings of the Grand Lodge, “all the standing rules and resolutions 
of the Grand Lodge, and when any one shall be repealed, the order or resolu- 
tion so repealed shall he omitted in the printed list.” 

The Grand Lodge of Tennessee has been in operation thirty-four years, and 
during that period several amendments to the Constitution have been adopted, 
and standing rules and by-laws passed, which are scattered througli the Pro- 
ceedings. Tlicso Proceedings, although regularly transmitted to the subordi- 
nate Lodges, arc seldom preserved, and hence a majority of the Lodges are 
ignorant of the rules by which they ouglit to be governed; in consequence of 
which, questions often arise which are referred to the decision of the Grand 
Lodge. 

DisTracT of Coi.umbia. — The Journal of the Grand Lodge of the District 
of Columbia contains a record of its transactions at the Annual Commence- 
ment in Xovember, 1SI5. Among the proceedings of a general character, your 
committee notice tlic adoption of resolutions favorable to the establishment of 
a General Grand Lodge of the United States. 

A communication was received from the Lev. Brother I. Bakdolfii Pi:ni.ey 
in relation to the itasonic College of Kentucky, which was favorably enter- 
tained, and a committee to whom it was referred reported a resolution recom- 
mondinn- the college to “the fostering care and patronage of the individual 
members of the Grand Lodge and the subordinate Lodges;” and they farther 
suggest to the subordinate Lodges of the District “a consider.ation of the sub- 
ject with a view of their united action in raising the nocessnrj- means to endow 
at least one scholarship, in order that some bright and promising youth of the 
district, the orphan of a docea.^cd worthy brother, may bo sent to said college, 
to be nurtured in the lap of Science and Afasonry, to the honor of those who 
shall thus be the means of placing a needy ward of theirs upon the path of 
future greatness and renown.” 

The other matters contained in the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of the 
District are of a local character, requiring no particular notice. 

Yiiigixia. — The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Virginia 
was held on the 14th Dceembor, 1840, the representatives of forty-one Lodges 
being present. 

Among the transactions of a local character, your committee find that a dis- 
pensation was granted for a traveling and militarj' Lodge to be attached to the 
Virginia regiment of volunteers engaged in the war .with Slexico. Granting 
dispensations for military Lodges is condemned by some as calculated to lead 
to disorders; but such Lodges are not without precedent, particularly in tho 
regiments of the British arm}’', and tho history of one attached to the forty- 
sixth regiment, whoso chest, containing the books and regalia of tho Lodge^ 
was captured by tho Americans during the revolutionary war, is familiar to all. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Corrc.=pondcnce is brief. Tho Pro- 
ceedings of the different G-rand Lodges “prove,” says the committee, “the 
prosperous and harmonious condition of tho Craft, and exhibit evidences of the 
most conclusive and satisfactory character, that tho dark cloud which but lately 
obscured the light of Masonry has passed away, and a bright day has daw.nod 
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upon ouv ancient, l)elovec], and bonevoient institution.” It is a .=uliject of grat- 
uliitioii to your coniniitteo, that “the shining light of .Ma.sonry i.s casting its 
bright beams over every jjOrtioii of the people and territory” of the ancient 
dominion. 

Your committee heartily concur in the following sentiments of the Virginia 
committee: 



“In a portion of this correspondence (the correspondence of the different 
Grand Lodges) the question is raised and debated with great ahilily, whelher 
the Lodges in one State can admit persons in another Slate, within whose bor- 
ders tliere is a regularly organized Lodge, to the henelits of Masonry. If in 
any ease such a ])ower should he e.xercised, it ought alwa^'s to he with the 
utmost care iuid circumspection. Hut, in our emmtry, such ease can hardly 
ever arise. He who is worthy of the high distinction of a iMasoii can best 
secure it where he is best known. To his claims those to whom his virtues and 
capacity liavo been e.xhibited can nio.=t surely testify. A distant Lodge should 
not 1)e permitted to e.xtend its jurisdiction and limits to another Lodge, but 
especially should .such conflicting jurisdiction be denied, where an attimii)t is 
made to extend it fj'om one State to another, or, in other word.s, to give concur- 
rent jurisdiction to two Grand Lodges over the same Slate. It is hoped such a 
doctrine will not hereafter be practically enforced.” 



The most important subject your committee find in the Proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge of Virginia is that in relation to the establishment of a General 
Grand Lodge of the ILiited States. The question was referred to a select com- 
mittee, who reported against it. The committee, in the first qilace, refer to the 
estahlislimont of Grand Lodges, “whose jurisdiction, government, and power, 
extends overall the Lodges within the territorial limits of all the States” — 
“through their agency and tlieir judgments punishments arc regulated, and 
the rights of the brethren maintained tind vindicated. ’ Ihc committee con- 
tend that under the present system of IMasonic government to the United 
Statc.s, the Order has increased in numbers and influence, and that it may he 
questioned whether the great principles of IMasonry could have been, under 
any government, more purely preserved, or certainly advanced, than they have 
been under that which now exists. The committee then inquire, “To what 
proper useful end is a change asked?” “What grievances shall we correct, 
what mischiefs in the future guard against, by the institution of a new system?" 

The committee arrived at the conclusion that fi'om the establishment of a 
General Grand Lodge “more danger might flow over its failure than benefit 
would result from its success” — that from the lights before them, “positive 
mischief will, in all human probability, ensue from the institution of a General 
Grand Lodge, witli powers Masonicaily to legislate, adjudicate, and punish. 
And such would ultimately be the delegated or assumed functions of such a 
body.” If the powers of the General Grand Lodge he short of this, the com- 
mittee contend that “its edicts would be inopei'ati ve. It would he a me?e 
advisory body, whose admonitions or counsels might he disobeyed with impu- 
nity by those to whom they are directed. There would, in such a body, ho no 
lawful authority on the one hand to command, or on the other hand any obli- 
gation of the constituent to obey.” To make the contemplated Grand Lodi^e 
approximate the wishes of those who favor it, “it must,” say the committee, 
“possess full and ample authority to make laws, to prescribe duties, and to pun- 
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i.sh tliose who willfulU- violate these laws.” A Gtancl Lodge vested with such 
powers, tlie committee designate as a comple.v and ill-arranged machine; to 
prove which, they advert to its composition: 



“First,” say the committee, “is the subordinate Lodge, with its powers and 
authorities. Then come the State Grand Lodges who create and govern the 
Lodges, and then comes the General Grand Lodge, which, while it is to grant 
no charters, is yet to superintend the conduct of sill. If its functions are7>pcr- 
ative and useful, it must necessarily he foitnd hereafter interfering with, and 
controling the conditct and management of, the Grand Loilges. and thus indi- 
rectly if not immediately intluencing and directing the actions of the subordi- 
nate Lodges. Contemplate this complex machinery, and then let the dispas- 
sionate and reflecting say if it be not calculated to ju-odttce a great, if not flital, 
revohttion in our prc.'Cnt quiet and admiralile system. The great central power 
wotild bo looked to by every restless spirit through which imaginary wrongs 
might ho vindicated, and by whose instrumentality strife and discord could bo 
easily engendered between the State Grand Lodges and any of its own created 
Lodges. The workings of such a plan of government would soon be, to spread 
broadcast the seeds of disafl'ection and alienation, or in the course of time bring 
within its vortex a power that would be in its influence irresistible, and build 
up a great central organization that would strike down all the Grand Lodges 
of the IStates.” 

After this gloomy picture of what might happen, but which your committee 
think is in great part imaginary, and not very likely to become real, the com- 
mittee of \irginia recommend the adoption of the following resolution; 



“AcsoZrcf/ That the proposition submitted by the Grand Lodge of Maryland 

lot tlic establishment of a General Grand Lodge, be, and is hcrebv, respectfullv 
declined.” o > > -> x 

The report and resolution wore adopted. 

From the list appended to the Proceedings, it appears that there are oiglity- 
two working Lodges under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Virginia, 
and sovcnlj’-ono dormant Lodges. 

Connecticut. — The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Con- 
necticut was hold in the city of Hartford on the 12th May, 1847, and was 
opened by the Deputj- Grand Master; the representatives of twenty-three 
Lodges were present. The report of the Committee on Correspondence con- 
tains an abHract of the Proceedings of twenty-five Grand Lodges. Independ- 
cntlj of this, your comniittco find nothing in the Proceedings which demands 
paiticular notice. ^ lour committee rejoice, however, that our brethren of Con- 
necticut who felt in days past the force of the storm of “fanaticism and preju- 
dice, are fast recovering fi-om its effects, and that the Lodges are in a thriving 
aiu pi ospoious condition. Daring the session the charters of several old Lodges 
woic iLiued, and dispensations issued for new ones. The Grand Lodge is 
opposed to the formation of a General Grand Lodge of the United States, and 
cannot consent to relinquisb its rights and sovereignty over its present jurisdic- 
tion to any person or persons whatsoever.” 

^ V ISCONSIN. The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of 'Wiscon- 
sin was opened on the 13th January, 1847, with an address from the Til. "SV. 
Grand Master. It is a business production, chiefly relating to the Lodo-es of 
the State, noticing, however, other topics. lie very properly rebukes the prac- 
tice of “ individuals, cither rejected, or whose applications are under advise- 
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ment in one State, passing over into anotlicr and receiving tlie Degrees, and 
then returning full-fledged ]\Iasons, demanding admittance, iiercliance, to tlio 
Lodge ■which at the very moment is passing the ballot upon his petition.” Such 
instances, he say.s, have occurred — one of them within the jurisdietion of the 
Grand Lodge of AVisconsin. In the concluding part of his Addrcs.s the Grand 
Muster say.s: “It afibrds me great i)lea.suro to bo able to assure the Grand Lodge 
that the Lodges under our jurisdietion arc conducting their affairs with great 
prudence. There is in all an ardent de.siro to conform to the general regula- 
tions. This desire has been accompanied by an intelligent and eomiirehensivc 
appreciation of the great landmarks of the Institution, and a firm adherence to 
them.” 



The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge are chiefly of a local eliaracter; but we 
notice one circumstance w'bich, to saj' the least of it, is novel in the Grand 
Lodges of the United Stute.s — that is, the reception of a petition fur initiation, 
and the initiation, passing, and raising of an applicant in Grand Lodge on the 
following day. This is the first instance of the kind of which your committee 
have any knowledge. 

Without |■iUcstioning the right of the Grand Lodge to initiate, pas.s, and raise 
an applicant, we doubt the propriety of a Grand Lodge performing the a]ipro- 
piiate functions of a subordinate Lodge. Be.side.s, the fact, as .stated, in the 
opinion of your committee, invades one of the ancient regulations, “that a peti- 
tion for initiation shall lie over one month for consideration.” It forms a jirece- 
dent for subordinate Lodges which may operate injuriously in the admission of 
members. Tlie Grand Lodge is a supervisory and legislative bodj', and it must 
fle a very strong case of “emergency” which could induce such a departure 
from accustomed usage. 

The Grand Lodge decided in favor of a General Grand Lodge of the United 
States, and will contribute to its support. Brother A. D. Smith was unani- 
mously chosen a Delegate to represent the Grand Lodge in a Uational Conven- 
tion for the purpose cif organizing a General Grand Lodge. 

Indiana. — The Grand Lodge of Indiana held its Annual Communication in 
Indianapolis on the 24th of iMay, 1847. The Kepresentatives of forty-one 
LoCge.s under charter and seven under Dispensation were present. A commu- 
nication was received from the M. W. Grand 3Iastor in relation to certain 
charges against him for immoral and unmasonic conduct, and for which he was 
suspended from the rights and privileges of the Order by the Chapter of Boyal 
Arch Masons of which bo was a member. The communication having been 
read, and its subject-matter calmly discussed, the following preamble and reso- 
lution were adopted: 



” Wheuka.s, Satisfactory proof has been exhibited to the Grand Lodge that 
Brother Johnson Watts, our Grand Master, has been suspended from'''all th* 
rights and privileges of Alasonry by King David’s Chapter of Koyal Arch 
lason.';, under the juri.sdiction of the Grand Cliapter of Indiana of which 
Chai-)ter Brother Watts wa.s a member; therefore, ’ 

That without oxpre.ssing any opinion as to his guilt or innocence 
i' hb '"^«''course with Brother Watt.s, by Masons under this jurisdiction’ 
o'l'J improper, and should be totally interdicted during such suspension.” 

The Grand Master being thus virtually deposed, the chair was filled by tho 
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Deputy Gmml ^Master. It may be proper liere to remark tliat, bv an existing 
law ot tlio Grand Lodge of Indiana, “an expulsion (or suspension) of a Koval 
Arch Mason from a Cliapter is considered as an expulsion (or suspension) from 
all the privileges of Masonry.” This is important to the Fraternity, as it 
involves the question ot how far an expulsion or suspension bv a Koval Arch 
Chapter, or any of the higher orders of ^Masonry, shall ailect the standing of a 
memher of the Order in a Lodge of blaster ZUasons. It is a question which 
ba.s already been discussed in this and other Grand Lodges, and has been vari- 
ously decided, and, consequently, there is no uniformity. 

The. icport of the Committee on Foreign Correspondeneo is a well-written 
and earetully-prcpared abstract and review of the Proceedings of other Grand 
Lodges. Among other subjects it passes a well-deserved compliment upon the 
opening Address of Past Grand ^Master Dillaiiuxty, at the Annual Commu- 
nication in 1840. 

On the subject of a General Grand Lodge of the United States, the committee 
disapprove of the reasoning of the Grand Lodge of Virginia in opposition to 
the measure. 

The general transactions of the Grand Lodge are chiefly of a local nature, 
and, therefore, demand no particular notice or remark. "lour committee, how- 
ever, cannot but commend the following paragraph from the circular of the M. 
V . Grand blaster, as including a brief summary of some of the great dutfes of 
a Mason: 



“The pageantry of costume is nothing— it will all bo forgotten, while good 
deed.' and n irtuous acts will live. As true Mason.s, then, lot us be diligent in 
e\ ei y work of cdiarity : in clopiing the naked, in feeding the hungry, in instruct- 
mg and educating the ignorant, in cheering (he heart of the widow, in drvino- 
the orphan’s tears, in turning the feet of the wanderer into the waj’ of truth 
and peace, and in governing ourselves.” 



X i.oiiiuA. The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Florida was 
held on the 7th ot December, 184G. Present: the Kopresentatives of ton Lodges. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence constitutes as in 

the Proceedings of most of the Grand Lodges which have laid aside the ancient 

formula that “the Proceedings contain nothing of special interest” a laro-e 

portion of the printed pamphlet. This report occupies thirty-six printed pa<res 
and is an elaborate and judicious exposition of the state of the Order in the 
United States. The committee are in favor of the establishment of a General 
Grand Lodge, and recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

nf Grand Lodge, being fullv impressed with the importance 
m n ^ Lodge in the United Stale.s, will 

appoint a Delegate to meet m Convention at "Washington City, on the first day 
ot Alaj, 18-lb, to eflcet this purpose, should a majority of the Grand Lod<^os 
consent or concur.” . ■' = 



In suppoit of their views in relation to the establishment of a General Grand 
Lodge in the United States, the committee say: 

“It is only necessary for your committee to cast their 03^3 over the Proceed- 
inc;5 ot tiifi soveral Grand Lod(i;t;s of the United Slates to satisfy them tliat we 
require some IMasonic head. The decisions and Jla.sonic Constitutions arevari- 
ant and discordant. Masonry, which boasts of its imchangeablencss throii«'h 
43 
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all time and place, is not tlie same in any two States, or any two periods of time 
in tlie same State. The ro])orts of our Committees of CoiTesjiondciua", instead 
of liavnionizing like the imisie of the .s]>hercs, are as disconiant as har.-li thun- 
der; and instead of IMasonic argument, and mild and persuasive hin;;ua"e, 
which .should ever characterize the intelligent ^lason, our ears are astounded 
will) declamation, denunciation, crimination and recriniination. Can any dis- 
passionate ami reflecting Mason believe that order can reign when there is no 
intelligent head to govern and direct? As well might we expect that the jilan- 
ots of our system would revolve in beauty and barmony if the sun were stricken 
from the firmament. Our own system of government points out the necessity, 
or pi’ojrriet V, of a fieneral Orand* Ij<jdge; and the establishment of the (leneral 
Oraod Chapter of the United States proves to bo an e.xample worthy of imita- 
tion.” 



— The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of ^Michigan 
was held on the I3lh of .Januarj-, 1817, and was o)iened by a brief Address 
from the M. W. Grand Master. Thirteen Lodges were represented. The Com- 
mittee on Subordinate Lodges report their work to be “in accordance with the 
principles of ancient Freemasonry, and that they have (mainly) complied with 
the laws and ordinances of the Grand Lodge.” 

A report was presented from the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, in 
which are reviewed the Proceedings of thirteen Grand Ltidges, and other com- 
munications from the Grand Lodges of the District of Columbia, .South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina, Illinois, and New York — from all which they report the 
Institution to be in “an enviable condition, enjoying a degi'oe of pro.spcrily 
hitherto unknown in Masonic history.” The committee report in favor of the 
establishment of a General Grand Lodge, and recommend the adoption of the 
following resolution: 



“TlcsolceiJ, That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge fho cstablbbmcnt of a 
National Grand Lodge is woi’tht' (.f the uni\'cr.sal con.-idci'ation of ev(U‘y lover 
of our Order, and is the only thing lacking to com|ilcte ihe perfect wi>(han, 
strength, and beauty of our INlasoni'c Temple in fho United .States, and would 
constitute, if consummated, its cap-stone and its highest honor.” 



Brother E. .Smith Lee, who attended the IMasonic Convention of IVinchnster, 
in IMay, 1810, as a Delegate from the Grand Lodge of Michigan, made a verbal 
report, with a statement of facts, to show that the Grand I.odgo of JMaryland, 
and the Grand Lodges of some other States, had acted in bad faith in not send- 
ing Delegates to the Convention, whereby the object of the meeting failed. 
The Grand Lodge of IMaryland repels the charge of bad faith, saying, “At the 
meeting of the Grand Lodge in November, 1815, there was every reason to 
believe that a sufficient number of the Grand Lodges would not bo represented 
at tbo Winchester CoiivcnUon, to be held on the 18th of Ifay following; and 
as, by the rules of organizing said Convention, thirteen wore necessary, and 
having no evidence that half that number would bo represented, the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland nevertheless authorized the Grand Oflicers to send Dele- 
gates, should circumstances, in the interim, satisfy them that the requisite num- 
ber of Lodges would appear. The evidence, however, was to the contrary and 
lionce no Delegate was sent.” ’ 

The Grand Lodge of IMichigan has adopted a resolution dividing the State 
into “two Districts, East and 'West, from one of which shall be selected the 
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fJrtind ]\ra.=tcr, and from tlio other the Deputy Grand ^Faster; and that the 
Deputy Grand blaster shall have the rights and perform the duties of Grand 
Master in his District, during the recess of the Grand Lodge.” This resolution 
docs, in cfl’cct, divide the State into two jurisdictions, and deprives the Grand 
^Faster of his prerogative over one-half his territorial jurisdiction. Such a 
division, your committee think, must lead to disorder and confusion in the 
administration of the rites and regulations of the Order, through that conflict 
of opinion which will inevitably result from two ofliccrs exercising equal powers 
and prerogatives. 

At the close of the session, the following amendment to the Constitution was 
adopted : 

“No candidate for initiation can withdraw his petition after the same has 
been referred to a committee, without the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present.” 

AI,AKA^tA. — The Grand I^odge of Alabama assembled on the Tth of Decem- 
ber, 18-10, when were present the lleprcsentatives of fifty-four Lodges. 

The Committee on Education reported that thirty-four Lodges have declared 
against the establishment of a AFasonic college, high-school, or any other insti- 
tution similar thereto, under the patronage of the Grand Lodge, and decline 
contributing to the proposed object. Three were in favor of the scheme; one 
in favor under certain conditions and restrictions; and nine sent no instructions. 
Consequently, the scheme failed, and the sum of S-l,b00, which had accumulated 
in the treasury, was distributed among the subordinate Lodges. 

Tlie Grand Lodge determined that it was “inexpedient to estalflisli a General 
Grand lAidge of the United States.” A resolution was also passed disapproving 
of the “Grand Lodge Cerlilicato sj-stcni,” adopted by some of ’our sister Grand 
Lod<'-('S, “whereby the doors are closed against visiting brethren, unless such 
Cortllicatc is produced.” The Grand Lodge regards the Certificate system “as 
unauthorized by the principles of IMasonry, and calculated to retard and hinder 
that free and universal intercourse amongst brethren which has ever been a 
sacred privilege of the Eraternity.” 

The Grand Lodge has also resolved that “the AFaster of a Lodge for the time 
being is a member of the Grand Lodge, and, therefore, cannot bo tried by a 
subordinate Lodge; because it is a settled principle of right, as well as of law, 
that every jicrson charged with an olfensc shall be tried by his peers; and that 
the ofllcers and brethren of a subordinate Lodge are not the equals of the 
JFastcr.” 

South Cauolixa. — The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of South Carolin.a 
embrace the. transactions of the Communications of January, March, April, 
May, June, September, November, and December, 184G. These proceedings are 
of a local character, and do not demand special attention. 

The Grand Secretary made his report on the Proceedings of the different 
Grand Lodges, in tvhich the requirement of the Grand Lodge of Illinois that, 
previously to initiation, the candidate shall declare his “belief in the authen- 
ticity and divine authority' of the holy writings,” is condemned “as being in 
direct opposition to the express regulations of the Order, which demand a belief 
in God as the only legitimate religious test.” 
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The report approves tlie resolution of the Grand Lodge of Illinois whieh 
declares that it is “the right of every Master 3Iason present at the halloting for 
a candidate, in every Lodge whatsoever, to vote." On this question, your eoni- 
niittee are hy no means prepared to agree with the Grand Lodge of Illinois. 
Tour coinmittec hold it to be the e.xelusive privilege of the subordinate Lodges 
to govern their own household in this matter. Your committee admit the right 
of any Mason present in a Lodge while the balloting for a candidate is going 
forward, or before it is entered into, to state his objections; but it is the right 
of the Lodge to judge of their validity. 

Iowa. — The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Iowa embrace the transac- 
tions of the Annual Communication of January, 18-10. The Grand Lodge was 
opened in ample form, and, after the transaction of business of no general inter- 
est, the report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence was jirescnted, 
which contains a brief ab.?tract of the Proceedings of other Grand Lodge.s, in 
wliich your committee find nothing of particular intore.st. ith regard, how- 
ever, to the Grand Lodge of Tonne.ssoe, the committee condemn the Hy-law 
which requires a candidate to declare his belief in a future state of rewards and 
punishments as irregular, and not sanctioned by ancient usage. Tlic same 
remarks will apply to the call of the jirevious question, appeals from the decis- 
ions of the chair on questions of order: all these your committee regard a.s inno- 
vations; they are right and proper in legislative assemblie.=, but thej' belong not 
to assemblies of iMasons. 



Aortii Carolixa. — The Grand Lodge of Horlh Carolina assembled on the 
Ith of December, 18-10. The Grand Lodge was opened by an Address from the 
M. W. Grand Tlaster, in which, after referring to the state of the Order in 
Yorth Carolina, ho makes a brief review of the Proceedings of a number of 
the Grand Lodges of the United States. 

The Grand Master expresses himself very decidedly in favor of the establish- 
ment of a General Grand Lodge. “The innovations," says he, “not onlj- ]ior- 
initted and practiced b}' some Grand Lodges, but sometimes absolutely insisted 
upon as original landmarks, and the various regulations of different Tlasonic 
bodies conflicting with each other, imperatively call for such an institution; in 
tact, I can discover no other plan for preventing the whole Tlasonic system 
f rom becoming ultimately chaotic, by the infringements upon its fair propor- 
tions which are daily sanctioned.” 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence coincide with the TI. TV. Grand 
Master, and express the opinion that “such an institution is not only hio-blv 
nece.ssary, but almost absolutely indispensable. The necessity of some general 
head seems to be universally admitted to be as great as respects the several 
Grand Lodges as it is with respect to the subordinate Lodges in the respective 
States.” ^ 

^ The Committee of Correspondence express themselves favorable to the adop- 
tion of the additional tost required by the Grand Lodge of Illinois namolv 

a distinct avowal of a belief in the divine authenticity of the Holy Script- 
ures.” This declaration they regard as not only proper, but as essential to the 
purity and perpetuity of Masonry. The committee, therefore, recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution: 
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“ litvolvctf, Tliilt 11 belief in the authority of the ITolj- Scriptures is essential 
to the fuitliful fullillinent of the duties required hy the Order of Alasoury, in 
all Christian countries, and that a denial of the same is in contlict -with the 
jii'inciples of our Institution, ealling for reprobation.” 

Geougi.v. — The Annual Coinnuinication of the Grand Lodge of Georgia was 
held on the 27lh of Oetoher, lS4ti. l'if[y-two Lodges were represented. 

The Proceedings contain no report from a Committee on Foreign Correspond- 
ence, hut the Committee on the State of the Grand Lodge recommend the 
ai'pointment of such a committee, who shall, in the recess of the Grand Lodge, 
examine the general correspondence and report to the ensuing meeting of the 
Grand Lodge. Of this committee the Grand Secretary is declared permanent 
chairman. 

Ohio. — The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ohio was held 
on the 20th of October, 1840. Eighty-five Lodges were represented. The 
Grand Lodge having been opened in ample form, the Standing Committees were 
appointed; after which the At. AV. Grand blaster delivered an Address, detail- 
ing his otlicial acts during the past year. In the course of his Address, he cau- 
tions the Lodges to Avatch with vigilance the ancient landmarks committed to 
their care; ‘-‘for these,” says he, “are the crifo'in which distinguish our time- 
honored Institution from the various novelties of the day, and impart to it that 
truly catholic character and universality of application which can never he 
attained hy associations of a merely temporary character.” These remarks 
should he impressed upon every IMason, that they may resist all proposed inno- 
vations which tend to disturb or remove the ancient landmarks. 

The following amendment to the By-laws of the Grand Lodge was ordered 
to lie over until the next Grand Annual Communication: 

“It .slmll ho the duty of the subordinate Lodges under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge to require all Alaster Masons living Avithin their jurisdiction, 
Avho are not members of any Lodge, to pay into the treasury of said subordi- 
nate Lodges the sum of one dollar and fifty cents yearly, Avhich moneA* shall ho 
sot apart 7is a charit_y fund, and to ho used for no other purpose. That the sub- 
ordinate Lodges are hereby authorized to suspend or expel any Master IMason 
Avithin their jurisdiction Avho slnill refuse to pay the same; unless, in their opin- 
ion, his pecuniary circumstances Avould render the collection improper.” 

The subject embraced in the foregoing amendment is one Avhich has recently 
engaged the attention of several Grand Lodges, and Avhilc some have imposed 
a tax, hy others it is still hold under consideration. In the disposal of this sub- 
ject there arc many difficulties. That every Mason should contribute to the 
support of the Order, Avhose priA'ilcges ho claims and Avhose benefits he enjoA’s, 
if his pecuniary situation Avill permit, your committee believe cannot ho success- 
fully controA'crtod. When admitted to the pri\dleges and benefits of jMasonry, 
he takes upon himself the performance of certain duties, Avhich he is expected 
to perform. Among these duties is that of contributing to the support of the 
Order; hut the question arisc.s, IIoav can ho bo compelled to contribute, if ho 
refuses so to do? The Grand Lodge may impose an annual tax, hut can it 
enforce its collection, paj'ing due regard to the principles of the Order? Your 
committee much doubt Avholhor :t Lodge can legitimately suspend or expel for 
such refusal. As j'our committee believe all such amendments Avould he inop- 
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erativc, they think the matter sliould be left to the sen=c of justice of tliosc 
brethren who are not members of Lodges. An appeal to tlieir justice and mag- 
nanimity would, in the opinion of j’our committee, be more ell'cctivc than 
attempts at coercion. 

AVith regard to the practice in many Lodges of sus]ionding the operation of 
a By-law to suit particular cases, your committee reccmimend to the attention 
of this Grand Lodge the following remarks of the Committee on l"\>reign Cor- 
respondence: ' 



‘•Suspending a By-law is neither more nor loss than assuming to act in defi- 
ance of the wiiolesomc restraints ini|M)sed by it, and if admissible in any, will 
be deemed excusable in all cases — thus rendci-ing nugatory the most whoiesi>me 
codes. A well-considered rule of the (irand Lodge defining cases of emergency 
would be imperative law to subordinate Lodges, coircctive of all the abuses 
complained of in this connection.” 

The Grand Lodge of Ohio, as well as the Graiid Lodge of Virginia, disap- 
proves of the practice, which is gaining favor in some Grand Lodgc.s, of record- 
ing the yeas and nays in deciding questions before the Grand Lodge. Tour 
committee agree in the opinion that the practice is irregular, and not sanctioned 
by .ancient usage. The same remarks will apply to the call of the previous 
que.stion, appeals from the decisions of the chair on questions of order. Those 
your committee regard as innovations; they are right and proper in legislative 
assemblies, but they belong not to assemblies of Ttasons. 



Mis.soup. 1 . The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Tfissouri include the 
transactions of the Annual Communication in October, 184.0, and the adjourned 
meeting held in ^farch, 1847. 

The Annual Comnnmication was opened in due form by the Deputy Grand 
TIastor on the 10th of October. On the following day, the 3L W. Grand Ma.‘=- 
ter took the chair, and delivered an Addres.s, a shoi't e.xti'act from which is ]uib- 
lishod. A resolution was adopted appointing a committee “to collect from 
standard works of the Order, or otherwise, such information as will enable them 
clearly to define what are the ancient Constitutions, and what were the ancient 
landmarks, of the Order, and report at the next meeting of the Grand Lodge.” 
The proceedings of the meeting in March, 1847, are chiefly of a local charac- 
them, however, your committee notice the removal of the Masonic 
o ego from Itlarion to Lexington, and the determination of the Grand Lodge 
to commence, forthwith, the erection of the College-edifice. For their eftbrts 
. in the cause of education, our brethren of Missouri deserve the thanks of everv 
true-hearted Mason. They have laid the foundation of a moral edifice which, 
■"<0 trust, will endure through all time, as a memento of their munificence and 
their benevolence. Your committee notice, also, that the Grand Lodge lias 
resolved to erect, in the city of St. Louis, a Grand Masonic Hall, in all respects 
adapted to the uses and wants of the Fraternity. The cost of the buildino- is 
estimated at 580,000. “ 

Lodge of Vermont had not formally assembled since 
wm-e"^*^^^ January, 1836. It was determined that the officers elected in 1830 
• a Grand Lodge, as it appeared that the said ofllcers had 

legu ai y met and adjourned, from time to time, until the present day. The 
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Gnuid Lod^e was aocordiiigly opened in ample form, tlic Representatives of 
ton Lodges being present. In the opening Address, tlie AI. "NV. Grand blaster 
says : 

“For a period of ten years, most of our Afasonic work lias been suspended. 
'\Vitb iiain and regret we are compelled to look iij'on the past; witli bigb hopes, 
with Cbrislian faith and charity, let ns look to the future. The severe trials 
and persecutions we have been called to endiiro admonish us of the justice and 
wi.'^di>m of the Heavenly Feather, and the iVailty and imperfection of man. 
How di.'tinetly are the tiaeos of his tuighty power seen in the working of that 
providence that, amid the sneer.s, contumely, and thotisand ditlieulties which 
hesi't oitr path, enabled us successfully to resist encroachment from enemies 
withotit and foes within the Alasoiiic fold.” 

Otlicr portions of the Address eotitain an interesting account of the trials 
and jiersecutions of our hrethren of Vermont during the prevalctieo of the anti- 
ilasonic excitement which pervaded the latid. The Grand Master concludes 
his Address as follows; 

“It is not a chrysalis state Alasonry is emerging from in Vermont; .'ho has 
changed not her form or slnpio. Although her Alasonic limbs have for years 
]iast been bound by the cords of prejudice, her body has remained sound and 
undisturbed; and your assemblage and action this day bid us unloose those 
cords and declare her free — prepared, hy the severe disci)dine and privations she 
has uiulergone, worthily again to take her stand among the Masonic bodies from 
whom, for years past, she has been estranged.” 

At tins meeting, all the necessary arrangements wove made for the complete 
reorganization of the Giand a\id subordinate Lodges; and at the Annual Com- 
munication, held on the Idth of January, 1S47, ten Lodges wore present by 
their I’cpresentati ves, and the Proceedings indicate a jirosperous continuance of 
the Order in the State. In reference to the previous condition of the Lodges, 
there i.s something touching to the lieart of every Jlason in the following 
remarks of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence: 

“It has been with sentiments of the deepest feeling that your committee, in 
examining all Masonic ])ublications to which they have had access, have per- 
ceived that the Alasonic institutions of Vermont appear to be blotted from the 
calendar of Masonry. Vhile they have found almost every State in the Union 
shining gloriously forth with full Masonic light and brilliancy, and spreading 
out benelicent principles to the remotest bounds of our country, Vermont — 
proud Vermont — is wholly missing from the Alasonic horizon; she is the only 
api'arcntly eclipsed star in the American ALasonic lirmament — the lost Pleiad 
in the splendid galaxy of her Masonic States. Her name is absent from all the 
IMasonic Proceedings of the sister Grand Lodges. She is the missing star in 
the present annals of the Institution.” 

Although our sister Grand Lodge of Vermont has boon long eclipsed, your 
committee look with hojio and confidence to the renewal of her former light, 
and her restoration to her former rank among the Grand Lodges of the Union. 

Illinois. — In the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, in October, 
1846, j’our committee notice the report of a committee on the subject of the reso- 
lution of a previous Grand Lodge, which has already been referred to, and 
which requires a candidate for initiation “distinctlj^ to declare his belief in the 
divine authenticity of the Holy Scriptures.” The subject was brought before 
the Grand Lodge by certain resolutions of Bodlej'^ Lodge. The committee 
declare that 
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“ They heartily bolicvo the Bible to be tlie first great light of jrnsonry, 
and that it is, luid should be, the constuiit puido of the Christian iUasoii; yet, 
being aware that, at the period of the institution of the Order b}' King Solo- 
mon, only a small portion of the Holy Scriptures was in existence, and that 
IMasonry is designed to bo univcr.sal in the extension of its benollts, and to 
embrace within its ample bosom all, whether .Jews or Gentiles, Christian.s or 
Pagans, who ‘avow a steadfast belief in the existence of Ueity,’ we arc unwill- 
ing to close the doors against those whom our first and most illustrious Grand 
IMastcr would have admitted, by imposing a test which would exclude from the 
Bodge every person not a professor of Christianity. According to our under- 
standing of our ancient landmarlc.s, the imposition of such a test might be a 
dangerous innovation upon the well-established principles of Masonry — one 
that may sever the mystic tie which binds together all the Craftsmen wherever 
scattered over the surface of the globe, and coniine to a comparatively small 
portion of the human family benefits obviou.=ly designed for the whole race. 

“It i.s not unreasonable to suppose that if a ‘distinct avowal of a belief in 
the divine authenticity of the Holy Scrijiturc.s ’ — including, of course, the Now 
as well as the Old Testament — be deemed indispensable to the admission to the 
privileges of IMasonry, and as a necessary consef]uence, operate to the c.xclusion 
of the original founders and patrons of" the Order, it may hereafter be found 
practicable to introduce other tests, requiring a belief in one of the numerous 
creeds into which the Christian world is now divided, and rejecting all others.” 

Por these reasons the committee recommend the suspension of the operation 
of the resolution until the opinion of the subordinate Lodges be obtained. The 
report of the committee was adopted. 

In answer to an inquiry, what effect the suspension of a subordinate I.odgo 
has on the standing of the individual members of such Lodge, the Grand Lodge 
of Illinois lias 

“/fesoAer/, That it is the sense of the Grand Lodge that the suspension of a 
subordinate Lodge by this Grand Lodge only affects the standing of its indi- 
v^idual members, so far as they participate in disregarding the edicts of this 
Grand Lodge, after the first information thereof coming to their hnowledge, 
and provided such individuals by their acts shall not have been the cause of the 
action of this Grand Lodge, declaring such Lodge susiiended, or clandestine.” 

Texa.s. — Your committee see nothing in the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge 
of Texas which demands particular notice, except that the subordinate Lodges 
are represented to bo in a prosperous and flourishing condition. 

New York. — The Proceedings of the Grand. Lodge of New York embrace 
the transactions of that body from the 13tb September, 1840, to the 3d Juno, 
1847. It is one of the most useful and interesting documents wo receive, on 
account of the general soundness of the principles laid down in it, as well as 
the amount of European information it embodies; the latter obtained through 
the medium of its representatives in England and on the continent, and its 
otherwise extensive correspondence. The information is carefully digested and 
inserted in the report of the Committee on Foreign Corro.spondcnco. 

The Grand Annual Communication was opened on the first day of Juno 
1847, with an address from the M. 'W. Grand Master. Referring to the storm 
ivliich at one time threatened to overwhelm the Order, the Grand Master says: 

Of this fearful excitement our own State was the great center and focus 
ana nobly did the Fraternity hero meet the rc.'ponsibility which was thus cast 
upon them. Bravely did they breast the storm which threatened at one time 
to o\ erwhclm them. In this trying ordeal the unworthy members of the Craft

wore winnowed and borne away like cbafl’ before the wind; but tbe great body 
of tbe Fiatornity stood fast to tbeir integrity, and maintained and exemplified, 
in all limes and cireumstances, tbe bcnellcenco of our institution, and tbe purity 
of its principles.” . . . “ AVe are now reaping,” be continues, ” the reward of our 
constancy and efl’orts. Freemasonry is again held in public respect and honor; 
our halls are again crowded with candidates, who are seeking admission to the 
mysteries of our Order; and our Society again holds its just and high rank 
among the social and benevolent institutions of our land.” 

Your committee find a copy of a circular letter of the Grand Secretary, con- 
taining the information that there exists several clandestine Lodges in Jsew 
York City and State, formed in part of expelled Masons, who are at work con- 
ferring the degress for a few dollars, and who inform those thus initiated that 
they are in good standing, and in correspondence with and recognized by all 
tbe Grand Lodges of the United States. To guard against all Jlasons thus ille- 
gally made, the Grand Secretary, by the authority of the Grand Lodge, recom- 
mends that no person hailing from New York bo examined who does not pos- 
sess a Grand Lodge certificate, signed by the Grand Secretary, and sealed with 
the seal of the Grand Lodge. 

It is known that the Grand Lodge of the Three Globes, at Berlin, in the 
kingdom of Prussia, passed an edict requiring certain religious tests previously 
to admission, and prohibiting Jews who have been regularly initiated, passed, 
and raised, from visiting the Prussian Lodges. On this subject the Grand Ma or 
of Now York addressed a letter to the Grand Lodge of the Three Globes, from 
which wo make the following extract in relation to religious tests, in which 
your committee concur; 

0 Freemasonry, as wc have received and understand it, requires in its votaries 
a belief in the existence of a God, the Creator and Governor of the universe; 
but bevond this fundamental principle of faith, it cannot lawfully establish any 
religious test ns a ground of admission to its mysteries.” 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence is an able and care- 
fullj' prepared document, comprehending an abstract and review of the Pro- 
ceedings of several Grand Lodges of the United States, and an exposition of the 
state of the Fraternity in Europe, compiled from authentic documents. In the 
course of this review of the Proceedings of the Grand Lodges, opinions are 
uttered and principles asserted and maintained which, if universally adopted, 
would, in the opinion of your committee, strengthen our bond of union and 
preserve the integrity of the Order. 

Your committee have thus endeavored to present to this Grand Lodge a view 
of the transactions of our sister Grand Lodges; but before they close their 
report, they beg leave to ofl’er a few additional remarks on some subjects which 
they deem important. 

1 our committee alluded, in the first part of this report, to various innova- 
tions upon the ancient landmarks of the Order, as contained in the old Consti- 
tutions, as your committee understand them. These innovations, if persisted 
in, your committee fear, will be productive of evil consequences to the Order 
and disturb the harmonj^ which now so happily exists, in its various branches. 
Among these innovations are the several religious tests which are attempted to 
be imposed, such as requiring “a belief in a future state of rewards and pun- 
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ishinentP,” iind “a distinct avowal of a belief in the divine anthcnticity of the 
Holy Sci-iptures.” 

The fii'st is jnstlj' chargeable upon the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, and the 
second upon the Grand Lodges of Illinois and North Carolina. 

Your committee believe that both these roriuirements are a direct violation 
of the ancient landmarks, and ought to he expunged. Should they become the 
standing rules of the Oixler, the tran.sition is easy to other innovation.s — the 
requirements, for example, of a belief of S(une of the di.stinguishiMg tenets of 
some predominant sect. Then the institution, instead of bring univer.sal a.s, in 
its original formation it was intended to be, and now is, it would dwindle to a 
mere sectarian association. 

Your committee entertaining the opinion that no religious test .“hould be 
required beyond that of a belief in the existence of a God, the Creator and 
Governor of the universe, they recommend the repeal of the By-law of this 
Grand Lodge which requires a candidate for initiation to declare his helicf in a 
Juture state of rewards and punishtnents. It stands among our By-law.<, but 
your committee have reason to believe that the declaration is .=eldom made or 
required. Your committee agree in opinion with the committee of the Grand 
Lodge of New York, that all such innovations “narrow down the limits of the 
first old charge to some few particular sects of profos.sing Cliristians." One 
innovation leads to another, and your committee fear tliat, unless this .spirit be 
arrested, we shall in a short time be unable to toll what are and what arc not 
the true principles and landmarks of the Order. 

Your committee arc in favor of the establishment of a General Grand Lodge 
of the United States; but, as stated in the last report of the Committeo on 
Uorcign Correspondence, they are in doubt whether the proper time has arrived 
for its organization — they believe its advantages and disadvantages ha\ o not 
yet been so maturely considered as to ado]it such a general constitution as would 
be acceptable to all the Grand Lodges of the United States, or even a majority 
of them. "Without unanimity in a matter of such deep interest to the Fra- 
ternitj', it might prove injurious rather than beneficial — excite jealousies 
between the General Grand Lodge and the State Grand Lodges, and produce 
conflicts of opinion and practice in the administration of our general laws and 
the rules and ceremonies of the Order. "Were the Grand Lodges to unite har- 
moniously, your committee believe that the establishment of a General Grand 
Lodge would have a most salutary effect upon the interests of the Order. It 
would arrest the spirit of innovation now so apparent, and in time produce 
that uniformity in work, and in the language and spirit of our laws, which is so 
desirable. 

In coTiclusion, your committee repeat the expression of their satisfaction in 
the contemplation of the general prosperity and progress of our benevolent Order 
throughout the wide extent of our glorious republic. It is daily gaining upon 
^le public favor, and they fervently pray Almighty God that no act of the 

'laternity shall dim its luster, but that it may go on in its labors of charity, 
brotherly love, and friendship, until every corner of the habitable earth .shall 

feel Its influence. W. TANNEHILL,

such dormant Lodges,” heg leave respectfully to report: 

That since the delivery of the Grand blaster’s Address, and sinee the appoint- 
ment of this committee, the now Constitution has heen adopted hy the vote of 
the Grand Lodge, and in the opinion of this committee, the action which the 
Grand Lodge should take in regard to dormant Lodges, is pointed out and 
enjoined by the 8th and 9th sections of the 3d article of the new Constitution. 

Your committee, therefore, respectfully ask that they he discharged from 
the farther consideration of the subject. T. N. YAYLYKE,

licsolvcd, That it is the duty of subordinate Lodges to provide, as far as prac- 
ticable, for the objects of ^tasonic charity within their respective bounds. 

l'csoh-C(J, farther, That this Grand Lodge deems it inexpedient and unwise to 
contribute its funds to individual or local charities. 

Tlie foregoing resolutions Avere unanimously adopted. 

The folloAving reports Avcrc received, read, and sejiarately 
adopted, viz. ; 

Y'ltKttK.AS, This Grand Lodge has been informed of the death of the Jf. tV. 
Akciuhai.I) Yet.!., and of the Jt. AV. Joskpii Korvell, both Past Grand 
Jta.sters of this Grand Lodge. Tiie first fell gloriously in the discharge of his 
duties to his country on the bloody field of Buena Avista; the second was sud- 
denly called from life unto death, in the meridian of life, and in the midst of 
his usefulness; and, 

AViinr.EAS, Both of our said brethren were alike distinguished for their zeal 
in the cause of Alasonry, and attachment to its principles, and stood firm when 
persecution assailed the Order in various forms; and, 

AViiereas, They have discharged their duties in the high office, with fidelity 
to the Lodge and honor to themselves; therefore, 

liesoh-ed, That this Grand Lodge retain a lively recollection of their services 
to the Order, and their high qualities in the private and social relations of life. 

Jicsolecd, That this Grand Lodge deeply deplore their loss, and sincerely sym. 
pathize with their relatives and friends in this dispensation of an All-wise 
Providence, and will wear the usual badge of mourning for the space of thirty 
days. 

Itesolvcd, That the Grand Secretary be directed to convey copies of the fore- 
going resolutions to the families of the deceased brethren.

The .select committee to whom was referred the resolution passed by this 
Grand Lodge at their Annual Meeting in October, 1846, and to report whether 
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any and wliat furtlicr action is necessary and proper on the part of the (irand 
Lodge ill relation to the suhject-niatter of said resolution, which reads as follows: 

^'Resolved, That the subordinate Lodges in this State may receive petitions 
from individuals in a neighboring State, and act on the same, provided that 
they give duo notice to the Lodge nearest the petitioner, in the .Slate in which 
he may reside, and ascertain that no objection is urged to the ]irocecding, or to 
his character as a gentleman; and provided, farther, that it no answer be 
received from such neighboring Lodge, that after the lajise of a reasonable 
time, at least three months from the date of the first letter ot inquiry, the subor- 
dinate Lodge may proceed to act upon the application, as in their discretion 
and good judgment may seem proper."’ 

The committee have had the subject under consideration, and find that it 
has been the practice of Lodges in adjoining .State.s, and on our borders, of 
initiating into the mysteries of 3Iasonry citizens id Tennessee, residing near 
them, and the same has been done by our Lodges toward the citizens of adjoin- 
ing States near to them; thus acting upon the jirinciple of mutual reciprocity, 
and for the mutual convenience of such citizens as re.sido on the borders of the 
several States respectively, and who were desirous of becoming iMasons. 
Although, in a strict, legal sense, the jurisdictions of the Grand Lodges are 
bounded by State lines, yet this practice seems to be equitable and just, and 
calculated to unite and strengthen the bonds of our Masonic union, bounded 
only by the habitable globe; and hitherto, so far as known to your commiUeo, 
this practice has not been the occasion of any serious discord or complaint 
througliout all our borders. But from recent occurrences which have come to 
the knowledge of your committee, there is danger of this peace, harmony, and 
reciprocal action being disturbed; and as the respective Grand Lodges are the 
final arbiters, and upon whom devolves the adjustment .tnd settlement of .ill 
difficulties of this kind, and with a view to prevent farther dilheulty, and for 
the better understanding and ostabli.'hment of settled and permanent lule.'? of 
mutual and reciprocal action, hereafter to be observed by all the boi dering 
Lodges of Tennessee and the adjoinii’.g States, your committee would recom- 
mend to the Grand Lodge the adoption of the following resolutions; 

Resolved, That this Grand Lodge freely concedes to the Lodges in .all the 
adjoining States upon our borders, the right and privilege of receiving and ini- 
tiating into their Lodges, citizens of Tennessee re.siding on our bordcr.s, whose 
residence shall bo nearer such Lodge than to any Lodge in Tennessee, and who 
may choose to apply for the same, in as free, full, and ample a manner as they 
receive the citizens of their own States rcspcctiveh'. 

Resolved, That it bo made the special duty of the Grand Master of this 
Grand Lodge to correspond with the Grand Masters of all the adjoining States 
to call the attention of their respective Grand Lodges to this subject, atul for 
their reciprocal action and decision, to the end that a permanent and recip- 
rocal rule of action may be settled and established throughout all the Lodges 
on our respective borders. All of which is respectfully submitted.

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The undersigned Uomniitteo on By-lnws would respectfully report tliat they 
have examined the By-laws of Tannehill Lodge, Xo. 133; Shelbyville, Xo. 
122; Charlotte, Xo. 07; Clarksville, Xo. 89; AVarren, Xo. 125; Sandy Ilill, Xo. 
130, and Aleridiau Sun Lodge, Xo. 50 — and find them correct. 

Thu committee have examined the By-Laws of Oakland Lodge, Xo. 130, and 
recommend that Sec. 20 be amended so as to require a petition for initiation to 
be recommended by two Alastor Masons instead of one; otherwise wo lind 
them correct. 

The committee recommend the following amendments to the By-laws of 
Triune Lodge, Xo. 135, namely: In Art. 5, See. 2, insert “in the blaster's 
Degree,” after the word “open;” that Art. 8, Sec. 8, be all stricken out after 
the word “speaking;” that all of See. 9 be stricken out, except so much as 
relates to the quarterly duos; that all of Art. 9, Sec. 2, bo stricken out after 
the word “admitted” (in the sixth line); that in Art. 10, Sec. 3, the words “if 
any,” in first line, be stricken out, and the word “no” used in their stead; also, 
to strike out all of the same section after the word “have” in the fourth line; 
that Sec. 4, in Art. 10, bo stricken out; also, all of Art. 12, after the word 
“belongs.” in the fourth line; that See. 2, of Art. 12, bo stricken out, and the 
following substituted: “Any brother may obtain a diploma by vote of tbe 
Lodge, and paying one dollar to tbe Secretary.” Otherwise wo find them 
correct. 

They have examined tlio By-laws of Cano Creek Lodge, Xo. 123, and 
recommend that all of the 4lh section of Art. 3 bo stricken out down to the 
word “no;” that Sec. 15 of Art. 4, Sec. 4 of Art. 5, See. 3 of Art. 4, and Sec. 1 
of Art. 7, be stricken out; that Sec. 1 of Art. G bo so amended as to require 
every member of the Lodge to pay the same amount of yearly dues; that in 
Sec. 2 of Art. G, tlio words “if any” be stricken out, and the word “no” used 
therefor; and, in same section, all after the word “have” bo stricken out; that 
Sec. 1, in Rules of Order, have the words “in their absence” inserted after the 
word “or,” in the second lino. Otherwise they find them correct. 

They have examined the By-laws of Alemphis Lodge, Xo. 91, and recom- 
mend that the otfice of Physician bo stricken out; that in Art. 14, Sec. 1, the 
words “ Alaster Masons” take the place of the word “members;” that Secs. 2, 
3, and 4 of Art. 22, and Sec. 1 of Art. 23 be stricken out. 

The committee have examined the By-laws of Mount Pleasant Lodge, Xo. 
57, and recommend that Secs. 4 and C of Art. 3 be stricken out; that all of 
See. 1 in Art. G, after the word “ October,” in the fifth line, be stricken out; 
that in Sec. 5 of Art. 12, the fines bo stricken out. 

In the By-laws of Cleveland Lodge, No. 134, wo recommend that the pre- 
amble be stricken out from the last word in the first line to the figures 1847, in 
the sixth line, inclusive; and that the words “ourselves and successors” bo 
stricken out, and the words “said Lodge” inserted therefor; that Art. 2 of Sec. 
1 be stricken out, as its force is included in the preceding section. M'o recom- 
mend that Sec. 3 of Art. 3 bo so amended ns to m.ake it the duty of the Secre- 
tary to keep the accounts with the members, and collect all funds duo the 
Lodge; and that Art. 10, Sec. 4 (relating to the livery of tbe Lodge), be 
stricken out; that Art. 2, Sec. 5, be so amended as to require every petitioner

It appears to your committee that this case has undergone several 
(as it would seem to us, impartial) investigations; and, so far as your committee 
liave had time and opportunity to look into the case, they are of opinion that 
the report of the select coinmittcc in this case, adojited a few days since, ought 
to be sustained, and that the prayer of the petitioner for reconsideration, or 
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roferonce to iinothor select committee, or to Hess Loilgo for a new trial, should 
ho refused.
